GULS- OF GENGHIZCAN^S CGUNTRY, ANCESTORS, 
AND GENEALOGY. OF HIS filRTH AND NAME, AND 

THE TROUBLES HE SUFFERED DURING HIS MINORI- 
TY FROM THE REBELLIOUS CHIEFS OR CANS OF THE 
MOGULS AFTER HIS FATHER'S DEATH. 

F the greatnefg and rapidity of conquefts, the 
_ variety of events, the downfall of Empires, and 
eftabliftment of the greateft Monarchy that ever the 
world knew, can recommend a Hiftory, without 
doubt this of Genghizcan and his fucceflbrs will be 
well received. This Prince laid the foundation of 
a Monarchy greater in its extent than thofe poffeffed 
by Alexander or Auguftiis; for he extended his do- 
minions to more than eighteen hundred Jeagues from 
eaft and weft, and above a thoufand from north to 
fouth*. It likewife flouriflied for more than one 
-whole age; that is to fay, from the elevation of 
Gen^hiztran to the throne, to great part of the Teign- 
of Timur Caan, his fifth fucceffor in theChinefe 
Empire. BuV what is yet more extraordinary, is^ 
that Genghizcan had much fewer forces when he be- 
gan his conquefts, than Alexander or Caefar, and

that he kept them with as much prudence as valour. 
He even excelled all his fucceflbrs put together im 
the number of his vi6lories; and was not contented 
vith the fingle title of Conqueror, but ftrove tO' 
merit that of a Lawgiver alfo : tho' this appeared in- 
compatible with the continual martial employments 
vhich his alwoft inceffaut wai^s^^ engaged hifn in» 
Thus he made himfelf acknawledged to be thegreat- 
cft Prince that ever filled the eaftern throne; and 
ait Hiftorians have given him the higheft titles and 
encomiums that ever Emperor was honored withal* : 
They furname him the Sultan t of the Moguls and 
Turks, the Conqueror J of the World,, the only 
Kingof Kings, the Support of Princes, the Matter 
of Thrones and Crowns: they likewife fay that God 
^ never invefted any Sovereign on earth with fo great 
authority. Nevcrthelefs, how confrdcraWe foever 
this Hiftory may make tftis ^Monarchy appear to be, 
yet itmuft be confeffed,* thai till this time we in Eu- 
rope have had very little knpwledge of thi« people, 
or knew what the Moguls were, from whence defcend- 
cd, or who have reigned over them. We have little 
knowledge of their feveral countries and tribes, 
altho' Genghizcan^s fucceflbrs have carried thefr 
viftorious arms even into Hungary and Bohemia,, 
where they fought a. famous battle i n the year 124 2r { ;; 
and they have likewife had differences with the 
jRrench in Syria on feveral occafions. And before 
thisi time Hulakou, Grandfon to Genghizcan, had 
rained the famous Empire of the Califs, or fuccef- 
fors of Mahomet, after having cut off the head of 
Muftafem Billah^ the ka of the Abaffide Califs, in 
the city of Bagdad, in 1258. Njotwithftanding aH. 
thefe remarkable events, and that there are yet living, 
at this day fame of the defcendants- of this Prince, 
as well in Afia as in Europe, without mentioning;^ 
thofein Indian, whopoffefs the mighty Empire, whofe.

prince is' called the Gteat MoguF, who is Jefcended 
from Tamerlain the Great, who fprung from Gen- 
ghircan.by thcniother's fide, in the fifth generation. 
* Maugre all this, I fay, the fe known fafts, and the 
aftual exiftence af fa many Princes of the race, it is 
moil furprizing that this nation is fa little known ta 
us in Europe +» 

It is'truc, that the Empire of the prefent MoguIs^ 
h new, it not being above a hundred and fifty years^ 
fince it waf founded by Humayoim in Indoftan ^ ^ 
and it is more than five hundred yearg fince Gen- 
ghizcan was proclaimed Emperor of the Moguls and 
Tartars; but both nations bad the fame original* 
And in this hiftory the Mogu^ls of Tartary are call- 
ed the ancient Moguls, only to diftinguift* them frorti- 
the Moguls of India, who are more known, 

.But to return to Genghircanv all the Moguls and 
Tartars of ali forts acknowledge him to be the great- 
eft of aU their Princes. ^ He was the fon of a Cant^ 
named Pifouca, or Yefouca, who had reigned in the 
aneiem M^goliftan^, a country^ fituaJte iti* Great Tar- 
tary, and ill' a province called Caracatay^. Thi* 
Great Tartary in Afia, as well «s the kttle Tartary 
in Europe, are no other countries but ihofe which iwi 
paft times were called Scythian. They contained 
many kingdoms^ but they are now divided into fo* , 
many petty monarchies, i^at it is almoft impoffible 
to give a perfed account of the number of names of 
them all. 

The eaftern authors are content to divide then* 
into four pa«fts. The firft of which is Capfchac,'com- 
pofed of many great provinces, am^ngft which is 
that of the Getcs, fituatc to the ealiward of the Mo- 
guls, and to the northward of* Tranfoxiana, and the 
country which the river Sihon % waters- The fe- 
cond divifion h Zagatay, W'hich was calied by the

ancients Tranfdxiana, and by the Arabs Maouaran« 
nahar. The third is Caracatay, which contains Tur« 
queftan, the country cf the Naimans, the coiuury of 
the Gelayrs, of whom the Keraites make but a part; 
the country of the Yugures, Tangut, Khothan or 
Khyta, or Koutan; the country of the Calmuck, and 
the kingdom of Courge, which bordets on China 
and on the fea. The fourth part is compofed of the 
ancient Mogoliftan, which is Gog and Magog, whofe 
fituation is fo differently defcribed by Hiftorians, 
tho' it is indeed the country poffeffcd by Genghiz. 
can: fome have placed it in Afia 'Minor, others only 
in Lydia, others in . Colchis and in Hyberia; anci 
fome travellers have placed it in the country of the 
firft Scythians, beyond China, to the north eaft of 
^fia, faying) to fupport their conjedures, that the 
children of Magog, the fecond fon of Japhet, went 
from the north parts of £urope to the north parts of 
Afia, where they gave their name to the country they 
inhabited. In a word, this country is (ituate in the 
mx>ft eaftern part of Afia, to the northward of China, 
and was always well-peopled. The oriental Wri- 
ters call its inhabitants Moguls^ and the Europeans 
have given them other names. 

In the time of Gengbizcan'g great grandfather, 
they made a vaft progrefs, and advanced as far as 
Caracatay, where they obliged fome Cans to pay 
them tribute; but in the twelfth century, in which 
Genghizcan was born, they were tributaries to the 
King of the Keraites* 

In the feventh age there were two forts of Moguls, 
the one called Dirlighin Moguls, and the other Ni- 
ron Moguls: the fequel of this Hiftory will fhew 
why they were thus called. The Dirlinghin MoguU 
were the nations of Congorat, Berlas, Mercout, 
Courlas, and many others. And the inhabitants of 
Merkit, Tanjout, Mercat Joumogul, Nironcaiat, 
Yecamogul, and fome others befides, were called Ni- 
ron Moguls; amongft whom we muft obferve that 
the Yecamogul and Nironcaiat properly belonged to 
Genghizcan's family. 

The word Cayat fignifies a Smith. Cabalcan, the 
great grandfather of Genghizcan, to make himfelf 
tliftinguiflied from the other Cans of the tribe of Ni- 
rx>n his relations, added the nam^ of Cayat to that

of Niron; which name bis particular tril>e were 
known by : fince which time, this ndhie, as a title 
of hon<Mr,'ba5' remained not only to the tribe, but 
to the Can himlelf,, who is the head of ihem all. 
The origin of this word was derived from a certain 
people who lived at the remoteft northern parts of 
Mogoliftan, which were called Cayaty becaufe their 
chiefs bad heretofore erefted a foundary for iron* 
work in a mountain called Arkenekom, which gained 
them a great reputation, and made this branch of the 
Moguls highly efteemed, by the great advantage all 
the Moguls country received from this invention*; 
they therefore called thefe people the: Arkenekom- 
fmiths. And Genghizcan's anceftors being a-kin 
to them by alliances with this people, t feme mifta- 
ken writers have publifhedy that this Prince was .the 
fon of a blaekfmkb, and had been of that trade him^ 
felf. What occafioned them to fall into this error 
was, that every Mogul. family, to prefer ve the me- 
Hiory df thefe illuftrious founders, or fmiths, were 
accuftomed the firft day of the year to celebrate a 
feaft, during which they erefted a forge, with its 
bellows, in which they lighted a fire, and heated a 
wedge of iron, which they beat with hammers up- 
on an anvil ; and this beating was preceded and coiu 
eluded with prayers. Thefe writers doubtlefs, not 
knowing the mfeanring of this ceremony, and igno^ 
rant of the reafon why the furnarae of Cayat was 
given to Genghizcan's family, were perfuaded that 
this Can had'been a fmithjan^ that in thankfulner* 
to God for having raifed him to the throrte, they had 
eftablifhed this ceremony. Thus having fearched 
no farther into the Hiftory of the ancient Mogiijs,. 
they made Genghizcan pafs, for a mean perlbn, 
whole elevation to the Empire was owing to nothing, 
but his good fortune. 

But thofe Hiftorians who. have made a curiouS' 
fearch into antiquity, to difcover the origin bfthi??- 
Prince, X have had other fcmiments of hiai* They

He had, fay they, two kingdoms of gfcat extent; 
he had married Oulon Aik«h, the daughter of a Can 
his t relation, who had gained many vidories over 
his enemies. J It may be plainly feen by this that 
the mean birth they report him to have had, is pure* 
ly the cffeft of the ignorance or malice of thefe 
writers; whereas his father was de fcended, in a di^ 
reft line for feven defccnts, from Buzengir furnam« 
ed the J aft, whofe reputation was fo great both in 
the eaftern and northern parts of Afia, that there 
was no confiderable Prince who would not gladly 
have pafled for his relation, or been proud of being 
allied to him. j We may then reft aiTured that 
Genghizcan^ the fon of Pifouca, was born a Prince 
or Can. 

As aimoft all Empires and illuftrious families 
have their fabulous dories and falfe miracles to grace 
their beginnings, the Moguls have not failed to have 
theirs, and have rather chofe to corrupt their Hiftory 
than to let it pafs unadorned with fometbing marveU 
lous. They have attributed ftrange revelation to 
Genghizcan ; and to gain the greater veneration from 
the people, they have even defied him : thofe who 
were moft interefted in his advancement, have had 
the infolence to make him pafs for the fon of God; 
but his mother, more modeft, faid only, that he was 
the fon of the Sun : but not being bold enough to 
aver that fhe was perfonally beloved by this glorious 
Planet, (he pretended to derive this fabulous honor 
from his ninth predeceffor; and his partizans report-^ 
ed, that Buzengir was the fon of the Sun. 

The Turks and Tartars believe that the mother of 
JBuzengir, was the root from whence ail the Mogul

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Emperors fprung: and hiftory, or fabulous ftory, 
lias given ground to Hiftorians to report, that a wo- 
man was the.firft of thisilluftrious family, which can* 
not be traced iarther than her: (he is called Alan^- 
coua. * She had been married, and had borne two 
fons, the one named BaSout, and the other Balac- 
tout, according to Marcopolo's report: other Au« 
ihors Gall them Belkeda and Yekeda. 'Tis faid that 
Douyan-Byan her hufband died fome time after: and 
that inftead of thinking of marrying ^gain, being 
cfteemed a very^ virtuous lady, flie lived a retired 
life, and ealily made the world believe that fhe ap- 
plied herfelf wholly to the well educating of her chiU 
dren : neverthelefs fome time after fee appeared to | 
be big with child t, at which her deceafed hufband's 
relations murmured, and {he was at laft forced by 
them to appear before the Chief Judge of the Tribe. 
It is true, Ihe made no fcruple of doing it, but went 
boldly to the Judge, and defired him to give atten- 
tion to what flie fhould relate, and weigh well every 
ck^umftance of what had happened to her, before he 
paft his judgment on hen The Judge alked her by 
whom (he was with child; fhe anfwered that no man 
had occafioned it, but that one day lying negligently 
upon her bed, an extraordinary light appeared, illu- 
minating the dark room where flie lay ; that this light, 
whofe exceeding brightnefs even blinded h6r, feemed 
to environ her, and three times (he felt it penetrate 
even into her body. J And this good lady being de- 
firous to prove herfelf innocent to the people, and to 
perfuade them that her conceiving with child was a 
prodigy, and not naturally, (he is faid to have added 
that^ each time the light penetrated her body, (he con- 
ceived a fon; and therefore they muft wait till the 
time of her delivery, and that if (he brought into the 
world three male children, it was an inf onteftable

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proof of the truth of what fhe told them ; but on the 
contrary, if fhe brought not three fons, fhe would 
fubmit to fuffer the moft cruel torments they could 
invent. The time of her delivery being come, fhe 
filenced the calumnies her hufband's relations had raif- 
ed of her, andjuttified her virtue* by. bringing three 
fons, who in procefs of time gave their names to three 
confiderable tribes, of which they were the chiefs. 

Buzengir was one of thefe three fons^ and the 
heads of their defcendants were called Nouranyoun, 
that is to fay, children of light. This fal?^e hatb 
caufed fonae Authors^ to call Genghizcanthe fonofthe 
Sun, believing hiro to be defcended from Alancoua, 
by Buzengir, his predeceflbr in the nintb degree. 
Marrakefchy an Arabian Hiflorian, who relates this^ 
fable, profeflTes that he does ivot credit i^, and that he 
is fully perfuaded this lady only invented it to avoid 
the death which by her crime fhe had merited t^ 
but the Perfian Condemir, a celebrated Hiftorian, 
compares the chaflity of Alancoua to that of the 
Moon; and after having related the faft in a. more 
»iodeft manner, affirming that the light entered inta 
her mouth, and thence defcended into her womb,, 
adds, that Ihe was really brought to bed of three 
fons, as flie had foretold : and this prediftion, being, 
thus verified, made her be afterwards looked on as 
faint or prophetefs. 

It is moft certain, that the Moguls look on this fa- 
ble as a facred4¥iith, and that it is held a great mira- 
cle amongfl them ; and they remain perfuaded that 
God fending his light to Alancoua, defigned that a 
Prince fhould be one day born of the defcendants 
of this woman, who fliould avenge God an mankind 
for all the injuflice committed by them on earthy 
and they believed Genghizcan to be that Prince. 

Thcfc three children, whofe names were Bucan^ 
Bofky and Buzengir, no fooner appeared in the 
"world, but fuperllition cpnfecrated Alancoua's cheat 
to the people, and diflinguifhed thefe her three lafb 
fons from all the other Moguls, and the people gave 
to them and their fucceffors, the furname of Niron :X>

In- iine,^ Genghizcan, according to- the report of 
Fadlallah, who wrote hi« life, had for hi» father Pifou, 
ga Behader, and for his grandfather Pur tan, the ioot 
of Cabalcan, who fprung- from Tumenecan, fon to 
Baifancourcaa, whofe father was cal^ed^ Caiducan y 
this la(t was the fonof Toutomitencan, who had fop. 
his iatber^fiou cacao, the fan o£Buzengir,iurnamed the 
Juft. 

Anrongft- thefe Princes there were particularly 
three, wha have rendered themfelves- worthy our 
notice: Buzengir, by a thoufand virtues, and by his^ 
quality,, being King of Cotan >; Cabalcan made him*- 
felf the admiration of al^ Afia by his courage- and 
Pi fqticay the father of Genrghizcan,^ was- famed for 
having brought under his command the greatett part 
0f the chiefs of the Mogul nations, with the Kings of 
Caracatay> who t>roubted his quiet: he vanquilhcdi 
themv notwithftanding they frequently received fuc^ 
jqours frem the Kang of the northern parts of China,. 
ot from Cathay •. The Uft battle that Pifouca foughi,^ 
'before the birth of Genghizcan, wasagainft. a people 
called. Souiraougufe,. or Tartars :. to revenge himi'clf 
fbr an'affront he had received of tliem> he caufed hiis 
forces to march to their frontiers, entered and pilla- 
ged their country,- Temugincan, general of fevcral 
Sordes or tribes,.came to drive him thence ; but Pi- 
fouca went to meet himj and put him to flight after 
a bloody battle, and returned with honor to bis 
country-houfe, where he commonly relided, called- 
Bilon Yldac, in Yeca-M^goliftah.

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To perpetuate the memory of this viftory, he gave 
the name of the Can he came from vanquifhing, to a 
child of which Olon Ayke, the ftrft of his wives, wa» 
foon after brought to bed,* calling him Tcmugin. 
t And congealed blood being found in the infant'f 
hands, J Pifquca was much furprized, it appearing 
to him an extraordinary accident; he therefore, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the Moguls, confulted the 
aftrologers and fouthfayers f ; but he was not con- 
tent with their conjeftures. And Soughoudgin hii 
relation, and firft rainifter, a fl[ man of great capacity, 
very fldlful in warlike affairs, and one who had ac- 
quired much knowledge in China, where he had long 
refided; I fay, this.Soughoudgin was the only perfon 
who could fatisfy the Mogul Can ; j| he told him, 
that the planet that reigned at his fon's birth, (hew- 
ed that he fliould have many enemies to combat 
with; and that the blood obferved in his hands fore- 
told that he fhould ftain the fields with their blood, 
and overcome them at! ; and that he (hould in a lit- 
tle time be grand Cham of all Scythia, becaufe the 
houfe of his nativity ** in his horofcope was Libra, 
which was a celeftial fign, and the feven planets at 
that time were all in that fign. 

In effeft, the eaftern authors fay in thetr figurative 
fliyle, ' That the air or wind, impatient of his feveri* 
^ ty, blew with fuch violence in Afia in the time of 

* his reign, that many thoufands of people were.de- 

* ftroyed.* 

This prediftion pleafed Pifouca : he foon con^ 
ceived mighty hopes equal to what it promifed, and 
ithought he could fee in his. fon Timugin's face all 
the prefages of an heroic mind. Nor was he de- 
ceived in his conjeftures: this young Prince had

fcarce attained to his ninth year, when he would ap- 
})ly himfelf to no other exercife than arms. 

The great minifter Soughoudgin died before this 
time, but ht left a fon, called Carafchar Nevian, who 
was a man t>f great parts and learning. Pifouca 
chofe him .to breed up * Terougin; and the fequel 
proves xha<t he made no ill choice. 

About this time Pifouca faw the courfe of his 
profperity croffed by an adverfe turn of fortune. 
The King of China took and kept him long a prifon*- 
er in his dominions, and treated him very ill; but 
Pifouca had the good fortune at laft to break his 
chains. He bribed thofe that guarded him, and found 
a way to efcape to the Yeca-Mogul ; where being 
xome, he thought of nothing but how to revenge him- 
felf upon. the King of China. In order to which, he 
married his foh Temugin (tho* he was not thirteen 
years old) to a Priocef&who was daughter to the Can 
of Naiman, who had as much caufe as he to hate the 
King of China. Thefe two Cans weredefigning to 
go and attack this Prince with all their united forces^ 
but death prevented them : t for Pifouca died, and 
Jthenall things were quite altered in lefs tlian a years 
^ace, and put into a very ill pofture. * 

Pifouca having made war with the people of Tanjout, 
Merkit, and feveral other tribes of the branch of 
Niron^his relations, and forced them to acknowledge 
him for their fovereign; foon after his death all thefe 
nations revolted, the Cans of Tanjout and Merkit, 
Gemouca, coufin to Prince Temugin, and feveral headi 
of other tribes whom Pifouca had fubjefted, joined 
together and came to attack Temugin, who, notwith- 
fl.anding his youth, couragcoufly fet up his ftandard "^ 
animated by his mother's example, who fliowcd her- 
felf a noble Princefs, fuch as it became Pifouca'i 
wife to.be* He exhorted his fubjefts to defend them- 
felves, and with her, putting himfelf at the head of 
his army, marched to his enemies, and immediately 
gave them battle with good fuccefs. But fortune in

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the end turned againft him ; he was beaten, ant£ 
Temugin fell feveral times into hisenemiea hands, yet 
had always the luck to efcape. 

Being in the fourteenth year of hi» age, he efpou«. 
fed Purta Cougine, the daughter of a Mogul Can, the 
chief of the nation of Congorat, and Kinfmanto^Oungh^ 
can, King of the Keraites. By his lady he had a daugh* 
tcr that year : * But the year following a powerful' 
party of the inhabitants of Merkit having, learned, that- 
Temugin was gone from his kingdom^ oa an: expediti- 
on, went into Nironcarat to plunder it,, it belonging 
to one of his tribes. They furprifed thoft few forces 
that guarded it, and after a flight refiftance, they en^ 
. tered and carried off all that wa» valuable,. as-aMb^tbe 
Princefs Purta Cougine, who was big with her fccond? 
child, and fentherto the King of the Keraites,. thinks- 
ing it would much oblige kico to put into his power a^ 
Princefs of fuch extraordinary beauty as ihe wiasi 

The King of the Keraites certainly received' this 
prefent with much joy ; but he always looked on Purta^ 
Cou-gine as a farther on his child ;^ and tho' Temugin 
had a great many enemies in his Court, who prelTed 
him to marry this lady himfelf, he 'anfwered, that he 
could not nvarry his fonV wife. He ^oke^thus, b^- 
caufe in the time that he made a Feague of friendfhip' 
with Pifouca, he called Temugia his fon^ he there^ 
fore treated her as if fhe had been^ his own daughter. 
: So foon as Temugin heard that his wife was in the 
King of the Keraites hands,^ he ordered a Nevian*^ to 
go and demand her in his name, and to- acquit himfelf 
of this commiffion with aJl diligence. -The Nevian^ 
obeyed, and was no foonef arrived at Caracorom| 
where this King kept. his Court, but he obtained au-* 
dience; and after having, made him the ufual com- 
pliments, he declared the fubjeft of his embafly* 
The King received him favorably, and granted . all- 
he defi red; he even committed the Princefs to-his^ 
care, charging him to treat her with all the refpeft and 
tendernels that he in xiuty. owed, to his. Monarch'^ 
wife. . - .^ 

The Princefs^ Furta Cooginewas ft> near her time; 
that Ihe was obliged to ftop for fome days on the road;.,

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m which time (he was delivered of a lovely Ton, whom 
Ihe caufed to be wrapt up in foftpafte, and fo carried 
in her lap, without harming its tender limbs. '1 hrs 
fucceeded (b well, that when (he arrived at Temiigin's 
palace, notwiihilanding the tedious journey (he had 
gone, the child was found to be in perfefl health. The 
care fhe had taken of this young Prince was verv ac- 
ceptable to her lord: he called him (ougi.*'And 
now altho' Terijugin had continued to fupport a war 
for feven or eight years after his father's death, and 
that Oulon Ayke bis mother ufcd all her efforts to 
maintain him on the throne his father bad left hinrin, 
yet of neceffity he mud at laft fink under the weight 
©f fo many enemies; and therefore it w^s no wonder 
that he was in the end taken prifoner by the tribe of 
Tanjout.f- And wh at was more grievous to him 
than his prifon, wasy. that his mvn tribe of Niroa 
Gayat, feduced by Toutla Bcy,^ ( an of the Moikite>', 
the moft powerful of all his enemies, revolted at the 
fame time, and took up arnas againfl: him. He again, 
had the good fortune to efcape from hts enemy's 
hands by his wifd-om; and then he began- wifely to 
confider, that tho* he had again efcaped, yet he muft 
BOW yield to neceffity, and provide a retreat for him- 
felf, in. cafe his enemies refufed to make a peace* 
"with 'him ; and that fuch a retreat could not be pro- 
cured from any Prince, but on very difadvantageoiu- 
terms. He therefore made alK the advances »^x)fIU- 
ble to bring the Can^s tx> an- acconwnodatiorr. He- 
offered them all they could defire; but they havin^;, 
no other defign than entirely to ruin the family <'f 
Pifouca, rejefted all his propofals^in fuch^fort, ihat 
they invaded and ufurpfed the greateft pan of his do- 
minions. He ufcd many vatn etibrts to refill them ;; 
fo that at length, defpairing- to retrieve his loiTes, be 
took a r^fokuion to take refuge under the King oF' 
the Keraites, who he flattered himfelf would givn; 
him a good reception, becaufe Pifouca his father: 
had before affifted: this Prince againft his enemies. 

About th s time Temugiir had a dream that pre— 
faged hjs. future ^ greatnefc, .He dreamed that hiiJ-

arms were grown of an extraordinary length, that Tie 
had a fword in each of his hands, and that the point 
of that in his right hand was turned towards the Eait, 
and the point of that in his left to the Weft. He 
communicated this dream to the Queen his mother, 
who explained it in a manner fuiting the ambitious 
ideas (lie had conceived of him. She told him, that 
thcfe two fwords prefigured to him the empire of 
two parts of the world. 

Flattered with fuch vaft ^xpcQations, he was con- 
firmed iu his defign of retreating to the grand Can's. 
lo this effeft, lie fcnt a Prince, or Nevian, to Cara- 
corom, and did not in vain implore the proteftion 
of Ounghcan : The King granted him an afylum itt 
his Court; and fcnt him word by the Nevian, that 
he might look on him as a man who thought himfejf 
.abfolutely bound to his fervice, by the Angular ob- 
ligations he lay under to his father Pifouca. Temu- 
gin, thus affured of the grand Can's protefUon, had 
nothing more to do but contrive his retreat. He 
left the management of his kingdom to his uncle 
Utagekin, and married the Queen Oulon Ayke, his 
mother, to the itmir Buzrac, whom he made to fit 
on his right hand above all the other Princes; and 
then he departed with Carafchar to go for the King 
of the Keraites Court. * Carafchar took all the pre- 
cautions imaginable far the fafety of his Prince, whom 
.he had the honor to accompany. He chofe fix thou- 
fand foldicrs for his guard,t and engaged his faith- 
ful fervants to follow him ; giving them hopes that 
the Grand Can would not fail to lend afliftance to 
T.emugin, and re-eftablifli them in their fortunes, to 
the confufion of their enemies. Thus the brave i'oa 
of Pifouca put himfelf at the head ofthofe who would 
follow his fortune; which' tho' but few in number, 
and appearing an inconfiderable band of forces, yet 
in refpe6l of their courage and fidelity to their Prince, 
were formidabJe-

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C H A P. IL 

t3F OUNGHCAN KING OF THE KERAITES, OTHERWISE 
KNOWN BY THE NAME OF PRESTER JOHN, OF ASf A. 
OF THE ARRIVAL OF TEMUGIN AT CARACOROM. AND 
OF THE CONSPIRACY FORMED AGAINST HiM THERE. 

BEFORE we fpeak of the reception Ounghcan 
gave Temugin, I think it will not be improper 
to relate what Hiftorians have faid of this King, be^ 
caufe he was not only a Prince of glorious memory, 
but alfo a perfon who has a conliderable (hare in 
^his hiftory. 

His predcceffors had been powerful Lords in the 
^northern parts of Afia, that is to fay, in Mogoliitan, 
in Gelair, Turqueftan, and fome other parts of Ga- 
racatay. Some of his anceftors had even alTumfed 
the title of Padifcha*; but their greacnefs in time de. 
cayed. And his family, which was one of the moft 
dlluftrious in all Caracatay, in the country of Gelair, 
contained'fix great branches or tribes of Dirlighin Mo- 
guls, amongft whoni were the Keraites,who made cruel 
ivars with their neighbours. The grand-father of 
Ounghcan, whofe tribe refided at Caracorom, was 
one of the moll confiderable and raoft valiant Princes 
of the Kerailes, but at the fame time one of the moft 
4infortunatc, Several Cans of Caracatay combined 
^gainft him, atid vanquifhed him twice; and one a- 
TOongft the reft, named Naour, his relation and next* 
qieighbour, having drawn him into an ambufcade 
near a wood, feized and immediately fenthiih under 
a ftrong guard to the King of Courga, t in China, 
where he finifhed his life in a flrange manner; for 
the King of Courga caufed him to be bound, and 
fowed up in a fack, and cruelly let him expire on a 
■%vooden afs. 

J Tlie widow of Mergous, which was the name of 
this unhappy Prince, inconfolable for his-lofs, and 
.having a lively fenfe of the unworthy ufage given 
her hufband, took a refolution to be revenged, what- 
ever it coft her; and you Ihall fee in what manner 
ihe obtained her ends. Tho' Naour was the princi- 
pal caufe of her grief, and objeft of her hate, fhe

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feigned herfelf to be angry with none but the King 
of Courga, and caufed Naour to be told, after fhe 
had been fifteen raomhs a widow,, that beii^. relbl- 
ved to leave off' her mourning, flic pafliioaately de- 
fired to divert herfclf with his company ; and that 
if he yet retained any part of that affeftion he had 
profefl'ed to have for her before her marriage with 
Mergous, (he fbould not refufe to make him her 
hufband : in fine, that if he approved of what (he 
propofed, of making merry with her, he fliould pre- 
pare to receive her, for flie would forthwith come 
to him, with only a few of her attendants ; and thart 
Ihe would take care to bring with her good ftore 
of bourachios, or leather barrels, filled with an ex- 
cellent cammez, or drink.* Naour falli into the 
fnare, and fends the Princefs word Back, that no- 
thing could be more agreeable to him than her com- 
pany. The lady immediately makes ready to go ; 
and after having fent before her a hundred fheep^ 
and ten mares, fhe fets forward, attended by cha- 
riots, loaden with great veffels made of ox-hides^ 
full of cammez. Being arrived near Naour's tents, 
Ihe ordered that the flieep fliould be given to the 
cooks to drefs, and the chariots full of the vefrefs 
placed within two paces of the tent, in which they 
were to feafL The Can went out to meet the Prin- 
.cef5 with all the demonfl:rat4ons of Joy and refpeO: 
of a paflionate lover. He had a long converfation 
. with. her. The table was fpread, and flie caufed 
fome of the barrels of cammez to be brought into 
the tent, which flie prefented to Naour. He drank 
of this liquor, with much pleafure, and made him- 
felf drunk. Then flie gave the fignal to her atten- 
dants, who opening the great barrels, there came 
forth infl:antly armed Men, who joining with the rejfl 
of the Princefs's attendants, fell upon Naour^ 
whom flfie bad already ftabbed^ and cut him rn pie- 
ces; Nor could their fury be appealed' till they had 
fpilt the bLood of all thofe domeftics whom thi's 
Can had caufed to come into the tent to fervc them. 
Such was the vengeance this generous woman took 
on her hufband's enemy. And'flie concerted her 
meafures fo well to execute her bold defign, that

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%e retreated in fafety, without any difcovery being 
made oF what fhe had done, or falling into the 
hands of thofe who might have revenged Naour's 
death. By this great a£lk>n (he acquired a roighty 
fame, and all the Princes of that age highly efteem- 
ed her. 

Mergous Can left two fons by this Princefs, Coja 
fiotruc *and Gurcan; the ^firft of whom dying, left 
feveral children, the eldeft of whom was Ounghcan, 
who was at firft called TogruU At ten years of 
age he accompanied his father in his wars. Tog. 
rul was in that expedition where his grandfather was 
taken by Naour, and with much difficulty efcaped. 
Ajid haying more merit, and being better beloved 
than the reft of his brothers, they conceived a moft 
inveterate hatred againil him, when they faw him 
feated on the Throne of the Keraites, which he took 
pofleffion of, after the death of his and their father, 
Thi*8 averfion was increafed in them, when ihey faw 
the King of China fend an ambaffacfor to congratulate 
him, giving him the name of Ounghcan, by which 
he intimated that he merited. the title of Grand Can, 
and that he acknowledged him for fuch. And in 
truth this name, which fignified the firll of Cans, 
p leafed him fo much, that he affumed it, and quitted 
that of Togrul, which he always difliked, becaufe it 
was the name of a certain bird that was accounted 
an ill omen. 

Ounghcan had afterwards more than one quarrel 
with his brothers and coufins, fome of whom he put 
to death. '1 his rigorous treatment of them cau!ed 
his uncle Gurcan to make war againil him. They 
came to blows in the open field, where, after a bloody 
battle, Ounghcan wa^ vanquifbed, and dclpoilcd 
of all his dominions : but he had recouife to Pifou- 
ca, Temugin's father, and by his affiftance he ex- 
pelled his uncle Gurcan, and purfued him even to 
the Kingdom of Cochin, and fo was re-eflablifhed in 
his Throne. 

This fame Ounghcan, King of the Keraites, was 
that Prince who made fo great a noife in the chris- 
tian world towards the ^nd of the twelfth century, "^

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under the title and quality of the Prctter John, of 
Afia, which name the Neftorians firft ftyled him by. 
And there are yet to be feen circular leuers fent by 
him to chriftian Princes during his reign ; one of 
which was to Pope Alexander III. one to the King 
. of France, one to the Emperor of Conftantinople^ 
and one to the King of Portugal, all writ in a very 
fofty ftyle ; in which he feemed to defign to give to 
thoie Princes to whom they were addreffed, an idea 
of his greatnels, and to perfuade them that he wa« 
the greateft Monarch that ever Afia produced. There 
is yet remaining in French a copy of the letter he 
writ to King Lewis VII. the father of Philip Au- 
guftus ; but it feems by the writing not to Ijave been 
writ above three hundred years, and it begins with 
thefe words, * Prefter John, by the Grace of God, the 

* raoft powerful Monarch, King of all Chriftian 

• Kings, wifheth health, &c,' 

This letter is filled with an account of this. Prince's 
magnificence : he boafts of his great wealth, the vaft- 
nefs of his dominiorls, in which he comprehends In* 
dia, and all the inhabitants of Gog and Magog : he 
proudly fpeaks offeventy Kings, who ferve him, and 
are his fubjefts ; he vaunts of the tribute he extorts 
from an Ifrealirifh King, who is Lord of many Lords^ 
Dukes, and Jewifh Princes; he invites the King of 
France to come and fee him, promifing to give to him 
great dominions, and alfo to make him his fucceflbr; 
JHe proceeds in this letter to neme the different forts 
of people and rarities that are in his Kingdoms; In 
fine, he omits nothing that may conduce to his ad. 
vantage, and fpeak him a moft powerful Monarchy 
He calls himfelf a Priefl, becaufe of the facrifice of 
the Altar, which, as fuch, he performs; and King, as 
he executes juitice and right as fovereign Judge. He 
fpeaks of St. Thomas, conformable to the fabulous 
notions of the Indians; and at the conclufion of his 
letter, defires the King^ to fend him fom^ valiant Ca- 
valier who is of the French generation.. Thefe are 
his words. 

But 'tis not difficult to difcover that this letter is 
a counterfeit, and that it was not writ by Oungh* 
can. The Neftorians who in that country were very 
numerous, having eftabliflied themfelves there in the • 
year 737. by ^the means of the miffionarie^ of 
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Mouffoul and Bafra, were the authors of this letter ^ 
having by means of their emiflaries fpread a report 
over all Chriftendom, that they had converted the 
greateit part of the people in Scythia, and alfo 
the King himfelf, who was the moft mighty and pow*< 
erful King that ever reigned there ; that his Converfion 
was fb fin<:ere, that he was become a Prieft, and had 
taken the name of John. They added thefe circum- 
fiances, to render their fabulous ftories more like 
truth ; and compofed thefe vain letters, to make that 
zeal of their feft more refpefted and commended, byr 
their having gained fo great a Prince to chriftianity* 

All the ufe we can make of thefe letters from out 
hiftory, is to prove that the world was at that time 
perfuaded, and believed that this King was a very 
great Prince, and likewife both a Chridian and a 
Prieft; There is alfo found a letter of the Pope's, 
who ftyles him a moft holy Prieft ; yet in reality 
there is not the leaft appearance that he was achri* 
ftian, but only that he permitted chriftians to live 
under him, * and that fome of his fubje6is.had em- 
braced the chriftian religion ; nay more,, that he even 
fufFered them quietly to have Bilhops. What is realt 
ly true, is, that this* King was the moft^ confiderable 
Can of the kingdom of Caracatay, and that a great 
number of fovereign Princes paid him tributei; 
Abulfarage obferves, that he was fovereign oyer ali 
theeaftern Turks; but we muft take notice, that 
in his time the greateft part of the Tartars were call*- 
ed Turks, tho' they were not of the country of Tur^ 
quefl^n.

Gelair and Tendbuc, which poflefl'ed the largefj: 
countries of Garacatay. The capital city of his 
kingdom was Caracorom, fituate about tea or 
twelve days journey from the place where Temugia 
firft kept his Court, and about twenty days journey 
from Ghina.

came ibe refidcnce of the Mogul Emperors. Temti- 
gin eftabliftied his feat there, and his fucceflbra 
made it the principal city of the Empire. The * 
Emperor Oftay Caan, Genghizcan's third fon, cau- 
fed it to be rebuilt after his expedition into China, 
and gave it the name of Ourdoubaleg. 

This digreffion I thought neceflary, to prove who 
Ounghcan was, in whofe Court Temugin fought an 
afylum from the perfecutions of his neighbours. 
And now let us return to this Prince, t He arrived 
fafeiy at Caracorom, being conduced thither by the 
Prince Carafchar, ifnn. Dom. 1174. He was then 
in his twentieth year. ^ Ounghcan received him 
kindly, and gave him all the marks imaginable of 
friendihip and affeflion, acknowledging the grateful 
fenfe he retained of the great fervices the deceafed 
Pifouca had done him. Temugin treated him with 
a like refpeB, and mutual civilities paflfed between 
them. And, as in all Courts the favourites carefs 
him whom their mafter refpefts ; fo here the courti- 
ers all ftrove to pleafe and oblige Temugin, whom 
their Monarch ftrove daily to do hoiior to, and much 
loved. 

Some days after his arrival, Carafchar defired 
Ounghcan to give his majefty a private audience, 
which was granted. $ Then Carafchar, being the 
Princefs Governor, firft made to the King a full re- 
cital of all the injuftice and perfecutions the Mogul 
Cans had treated this young Prince his mafter withal 
fince his father Pifouca's death ; and finiflied his 
difcourfe with fupplicating him to permit him tocon- 
tinue in bis Court till he was of years to be able to 
revenge himfelf upon them. Temugin, after his 
government had ended his difcourfe, affured the 
JCing of his obedience and fidelity ; adding, that, he 
•would entirely devote himfelf to his fervice. Oungb- 
can careflfed the young Prince, and promiled him his 
proteftion ; and that he would not only make the 
Mogul Cans ceafe to perfecute the tribe of the Yeca- - 
Moguls who had always been faithful to him, but

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tfcat he would force the tribe of Niron Cayat to re- 
turn to their duty. In fine, he treated him with all 
the goodnefs that a King could Ihew, nay, indeed ufed 
him as a tender father would his fon. He added 
more officers to his retinue, and honored him 
highly. He fenC Lords from his own Court to thofe 
Cans who were the greateft enemies to Temugin, to 
threaten them in his name with his difpleafure, de- 
claring war with them^ if they continued any hoftilities 
againft Temugin. 

Carafchar had indeed much wifdom and judgment, 
and it was doubtlefsby his fage counfel and inftruc- 
tions that the young Mogul Prince came to be fo foon 
capable of fuch a great truft as he difcharged in 
Ounghcan's Court, who honored him greatly, calling 
him his fon ; nay, he even placed him above the Prin- 
ces of his own. blood, and committed the condud of 
his armies to him in a war he had with the Can of 
Tendouc. Temugin made his courage appear on 
this occafjon ; and fome Mogul Cans refuting to pay 
the tribute they ufually paid to Ounghcan, felt his 
valour. He behaved himfelf on all occafions with 
fo much prudence and wifdom, that Ounghcan un^ 
dertook nothing without firft confulting him. 

All this good fuccefs, and the confidence the 
King had in this young Mogul Prince, feemed to 
fccure him his favor for ever ; but his virtues crea- 
ted him enemies, even more dangerous than thofe 
who forced him to fly his kingdpms. 
. The Princes Ouifoulougine, daughter to the King^ 
charmed with Temugin's yaloiir and perfon, fell i» 
love with him, * and rejefted the offers of Ge- 
moucha. Can of the tribe of Jagerat, who had afkcd 
her in marriage with much earneftnefs. Ounghcaa 
gave her to Temugin, t and this marriage was cele- 
brated with as much pomp as if it had been the Grand 
Can's himfelf. Gemouca could not.patiently fee this;, 
he loved the Princefs, and faw himfelf flighted and 
rejefted, his love and honor both injured and affront- 
ed : this enraged him fo, that he reColved to revenge

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himfelf firft on his rival, and then on the King of 
the Keraites. 

Marrakefchy, a celebrated Arabian Author, fays, 

* that the fire of envy was kindled in the hearts of 
^ thofe who beIonp;ed to the Grand Can, and that they 
^ invented devilifli ftratagems to ruin the young 
^ Mogul Prince, and fet the King againft him ; that 

* they laid fnares (like huntfmen) to entrap him, and 

* omitted nothing to break the union that was be- 

* twixt the King and him/ Thefe are the words of 
Marrakefch. 

Gemouca, now a defpairing defperate lover, ea- 
lily found people difpofed to join with him. A 
thoufand envious wretches offered themfelvcs to 
affilt him in his revenge: yet notwithftanding they 
were all combined againft Temugin, and their impa- 
tience great to ruin him, it was many years before 
they could bring it to pafs. The credit of this 
young Prince, whom the King had made his firft 
Minlfter, the great number of his friends, and the 
fervices he did Ounghcan, defeated all their plots 
and villanous defigns a long time ; * but the Grand 
Can, who wanted nothing but a mia^i firm and con- 
ftant, proof againft Sycophants whffpers,' at laft fuf- 
fered himfelf to be feduced with calumnies : but be- 
fore he gave car to Temugin's enemies many great 
events paft. 

Toufta Bey, Can of the Merkites, was at the head 
of tbofe who fought to ruin the Mogul Prince ; and 
feeing that their defigns did not fucceed, he broke 
friendfhip with Outighcan, refolving publickly to make 
known the hatred ht bore to Temugin, He joined 
with the Can of Tinjout, and they made a league toge* 
ther, and had fo formidable an army when joined, 
that they doubted not of overthrowing both the fa- 
ther and fon-in-law together. They received into 
their party all that were enemies to Ounghcan, as 
well as Temugin; and to make their friendfhip and 
league lafting, the Can of Tanjout propofed to the 
confederates, to Confirm their union with a folemn 
oath, frequent With the Moguk to fwear on fuch 
OGcafions.

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All the Cans and Emirs, or their deputies, hewed 
in pieces with their fabres, a hbrfe, a wild ox, and 
a dog, and then pronounced thefe words : 

" Hear, O God ! O Heaven ! O Earth ! « the 
^^ oath that we fwear againft Ounghcan and Temu. 
?^ gin; if one of us fpare them when occafion offers, 
" and fail to keep the promife he has made to ruin 
*' them and affift their enemies againft them, may he 
f^ become as thefe beafts." 

This oath was a long time kept fecret ; but at la(l 
the King a,nd the Mogul Prince haying been inform- 
ed of all by a Lord of the Congorats, prepared 
for the war, and to prevent their enemies. Temu- 
gin afked to go againft them in perfon. The half 
i3f the, army was given him. To thefe forces he join- 
ed his Moguls : and having fet up his ftandard,* 
he marched to the borders of the Tanjouts, of whom 
he got intelligence by his fcouts, and by his extra- 
ordinary diligence furprized their General with his 
arrival, who did his utmdft to avoid fighting, till 
fuch time as fome of the allied forces, whom he 
expefted, h^d joined him; and therefore amufed 
Temugin fo long with fomctiraes fending parties 
towards the mountains, wher? others were en- 

-trencbed, or other ftratageras of war, that the Nai- 
mans, who being joined in league with the Can?, 
were informed by their fcouts that the Grand Caa / 
had not all his army with him, took this opportunity, 
whilft the Mogul Prince was on t^is expedition, to 
enter into the dominions of ithe King oftbe Keraites; 
and this enterprize they undertook by the advice of 
a younger brother of Ounghcan^s, whofe name was 

/Erke^ara, who had many years before ' retired to the 
Nain>ans. Whofe King Tayancan, accompanied 

. With this malecontented Prince, brifkly attacked the 
Grand Can, who thought of nothing lefs than this 
irruption, having the year before niadc peace with 
the Naiinans on very advantageous terms for them* 
Tho' mnch furprized, yet he Qmit^ted not to oppole 
them bravely, but in vain ; for this unfortunate King, 
after a tedious fight, found himfelf obliged to fly, to 
avoid falling into the eneiny's hands. Thegi-eateft 
part of .his foldiers were either kiUed or wounded, t$e

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capital city taken and pillaged ; and his brother Er« 
kecara afcended his Throne as King of the Karaites. 
The remainder of his fcattered troops, with Prince 
Sancoun his fon, retired to the mountains; and 
Ounghcan, by unfrequented ways, went to feek hi^ 
fon-in-law, whom he found juft on the point of giv- 
ing battle to theTanjouts, and their confederates. 

The Mogul Prince was much amazed when he 
faw the King in his camp. He made him many com- 
pliments of condolance, and comforted him with 
hopes of having now his full revenge. In order to 
which, Ounghcan put himfelf at the head of the main 
body, Temugin commanded the left wing, and a Ke- 
raite Lord the right; and in this order they vigo- 
Toufly attacked the Tanjouts, who defended them- 
felves obftinately. The viftory was a long time 
doubtful, but at laft the Grand Can was conqueror; 
for Temugin, after having animated the troops, both 
by his words, and more by his example, broke in 
with fuch fury upon the confederates troops, that he 
put their right wing into diforder. The reft of the 
King's army taking frefti courage at this fight, fell 
in upon them with fuch refolution, that they were 
routed : And fo great a flaughter was made of the 
Tanjouts that day, that that nation was alqaoft entire- 
ly deftroyed. 

But this great viftory could not fatisfy Ounghcan's 
revenge, he muft regain his throne, and punifli the 
reft of his enemies. He ordered Temugin to levy- 
more troops. This Prince immediately iffued forth 
his orders ; and by his care the year following he had 
got together a formidable army of Keraiies. 

The confederate Cans were not idle on their fide^ 
nor were their troops lefs numerous. It is true there 
were but few Tanjouts; but to make amends, Touc- 
ta Bey brought a great number of Merkites with him* 
There likewife. came many hords* of Dirlighin Mo- 
guls. The Can of Naiman came in perfon at the head 
of his troops, and the tribes which Erkecara had en- 
gaged to his party confiderably augmented his army. 

They had at firft only fkirmiflies, and the van-guard 
on both fides fought feveral times with equal advan^ 
tage ; but at laft, the two armies feeing each other,

immediately followed by the whole army : the fight 
was fmart and very obftinate, and perhaps the mod 
bloody that hiftory ever recorded. The leaders of 
the enemy at laft gave way and fled: their example 
defpirited all their forces, who foon followed, and fo 
great a flaughter was made of them by the purfuers, 
that the fields were all dyed in their blood. In this 
dreadful confufion it was not known what became of 
^ ^rkecara ; but the Grand Can Ounghcan his brother, 
entered viftorious into Caracorom, and was re-efta- 
blifhed in his throne Ann. Dom. 1 179* 

The year after this famous viftory, Gemouca, Can 
of the Jagerats, who was the author of this war, be- 
ing ftill an enemy to Temugin, arid holding a corres- 
pondence with the confederate Cans, by the mediati- 
on of the Prince Sancoun, obtained leave to return to 
the Grand Can's Court ; where he was no fooner ar- 
rived, but he applied himfelf artfully to gain the 
friendfliip of all thofe whom Temugin's great ex- 
ploits had rendered envious, and who by private 
whifpers and praftic«s endeavoured to leffen his cre- 
dit. But he ftrove above all things to pleafe the 
Prince Sancoun, who was very young. He eafily 
gained bis ear and good opinion: he reprefented Te- 
mugin to him in the blackeft colours, to render hioi 
odious in his eyes. He did not flop there; he 
flrengthenedhis cabal, redoubled his plots, andfpread 
many calumnies againft the Mogul Prince, which his 
friends fupported. He failed not to find people 
.enough who fubtily infpired Prince Sancoun with the 
fentiments theydefired againfl Temugin; making him 
believe he was an ambitious man, who had no other 
defign in view, )>ut to deprive him of the fucceffion, 
and get the Crown. To accompliih which, he held 
fecret intelligence with Tayancan, King of the Nai- 
mans, whofed aughter he had married in his minori- 
ty, which King was a known enemy to his father the 
Emperor; and that Temugin built his hopes on this 
Can ^ ailiftance, of whofe mendfbip he wa& well affu- 
red. 

Thefe difcourfes had at lafl the effeft Gemouca 
defired upon the young Prince, and Temugin paft in 

G 
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his opinion for a traitor. He bv many letters to the 
Grand Can his father, advertifed him of what he had 
been fecretly informed, and omitted nothing that couid 
render the Mogul Prince fufpeftcd. The King at firft 
did not regard Sancoun's advice, but looked on it as 
coming from Gemouca's malice, who had infpired 
him with thefe notions : and without giving ear to it, 
continued to love Temugin, and to employ him on 
feveral occafions were he had need of his valour or 
counfel. Butatlaft Sancoun and Gemouca, the one 
fpared on by fear, and the other by hate redoubled 
their efforts, and took fo much pains, that they broke 
the King's peace, and made him jealous of Temugin. 
The Grand Can's troops and his being quartered to* 
gether in the fame province, the lead motion of the 
Mogul troops appeared to Prince Sancoun treafona- 
ble defigns. 1 his young Prince lived in perpetual 
difquiet and mift'ruft; he daily fent couriers with 
packets of letters to his father, in which he ceafed not 
to advice him to be on his guard, and faid all that his 
imagination or fears could invent againft Temugin. 
Ounghcan was no longer proof againft his fon's 
fulicitations, who cotijured him earneftly to fecure 
Tetuugin's perfon ; yet ii was not without much re- 
luctance that he at laft confented to refolve on feiz- 
ing upon him. For firft the love he had for the 
* Pincefs his own daughter, and next his r&fle6tingon 
the great fcrvices Temugin had done him, long kept 
him in fufpence, and racked his foul : but his love 
for his fon overcame all ; and the fear of Temugin's 
wronging him of the Crown when he was dead^ as he 
was made to apprehend he defigned to dO| made him 
determine to fecure his fon-in-law.

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CHAP. IIL 

■ TEMUGIN'S REtREAT FROM OUNGHCAN'S COURT. HIS 
FIRST COMBAT WITH HIS FATHER-IN-LAW'S 1 ROOPS. 
THE MOGULS REFUSETO PAY TRIBUTE JO OUNGHCAN. 
TEMUGIN IS DECLARED GENERAL OF THE MOGUL 
ARMY. 

WHEN Temugin's enemies were affured that 
the King had refolved to feize this Prince's 
perfon, they were overjoyed ; * but as it often happens 
in the affairs of this world, that the fuccefs does nof 
always anfwer our defires, and that fate often eon- 
founds our politic defigns, the Mogul Prince's 
affairs took quite another turn than Ounghcan and 
Gemouca expefled. 

Bata and Kifchelik, two of the King's (laves, 
(fome authors fay, they belonged to an old lady of 
the Court) heard from a place where they were hid 
fome part of this confpiracy ; but particularly the. 
refolution the King had taken to arrefl Temugin. t 
They haftened to the hord where this Prince wa$ 
encamped with his troops by the King's order, who 
had fent him from Court under pretence that his pre- 
fence was neceffary in the army, but in reality ta 
get him away from his own guards ; for all the fol- 
diers adored the Mogul Prince, both becaufe of 
the brave aflicms he had done in the field, and his 
liberality to them every where elfe, of which they 
had a grateful fcinfe. J Thefe two flaves gave him 
notice to take care of himfelf ; nay, it is faid, that 
they told him the very day that was fixed to feize 
him. 

Tho' Temugin could hardly credit what the flave^ 
lold him, yet he did not omit to thank them, and 
proniifed that on all occafions wherein he could 
ferve them, he would manifeft his gratitude for the 
aftedion they had ihewed for him. After this, he 
confulted Carafchar, and the reft of his faithfuUeft 
friends, what to do ; amongft whom it was refolved^

that they fliould not do any thing rafhiy, but lie 
in ambufcade on their guard, and if any came to 
attack the«D, defend themfelves valiantly. And the 
flaves afTuring him it was in his tent he was to be 
feized, Temugin ordered that all things of value 
Ihould be removed out of it, that the pavilion and 
tents Ihould be left (landing, that all his family and 
officers ihould quit them, and that they (hould 
leave (ires burning in the camp all night. Then he 
inarched away with all his troops, to go and pofTeis 
themfelves of a narrow lane or pafs. 

Temugin's officers had no fooner executed his or- 
ders and departed, but Ounghcan*s troops, who had 
marched all night, arrived. They were far more nu- 
merous than Temugin's^ and commanded by Sancount 
and Gemouca. The Prince rid full fpeed up t) the 
tents which hefaw (landing, and illuminated by the 
fires left within ; * but the Mogul Prince's tent he 
chiefly aimed at, at which they (hot a prodigious quan^^ 
tity of arrows, not doubting but the cries of the wound* 
cd would foon drive out the enemy they wanted to 
find : but they were much furprized when they could 
hear no voice or noife. They entered, and finding no 
body in that nor the other tents, they imagined fear 
had made the Mogul Prince betake hirofelf to flight* 
They refolved to follow hire ; and looking ort hini 
not as an enemy whom they muft fight, but as a man 
difmayed by his own guilt, who drove to efcape from 
them, they followed the track where his army had 
gone, and never thought of keeping the foldiers in 
their ranks, who marched in diforder more like a con* 
fufed multitude of men and horfes, than an army. 

Mean time, Temugin who was not above two ov 
three leagues from his camp, had potted himfelf at the 
foot of. a mountain in a narrow pafs called Ger- 
meghah, covered by a wood, with a brook before him ; 
but when he faw his enemies coming up to him in dif- 
order, he pafled the brook, and charged them fo hotly, 
they had not time to difcover who they were that a*- 
faulted them } which increafed the dilbrder that was 
already amongfi them^ in fuch a manner, that Oungh*

bim* In this fight they loft a great many foidiers and 
officers. 1 he Prince Sancoun *hinifelf waswound« 
ed in the face by ain arrow, and was obliged to fave 
hitnfelf, and all thofe that efcaped from Temugin, by 
flying to Caracorom. This a6lion happened Ann^ 
Dom. ii93« Temugin had not fix thoufatld men, 
and 'tis affiimed t^Tat he defeated ten thoufand. He 
was then about forty years of age. 

This firft battle was a prefage to him of a great ma- 
ny other yiftpries. * When the Divine Providence, 

• fays an Arabian Poet, throws down to thee the ca- 

< ble of good fortune, all creatures ihall combine to 

• render thee happy, even thy enemies ihall contribute 

< to it; and if thou meeteft with any obftacle, for* 

• tune fhall take care to remove it/ This was what 
befel the Mogul Prince in the end, thofe who ftrove 
to abafe him were the caufe of his riling ; and it feen^ 
ed as if he ftood in need of their hatred and malice to 
eftabliih him in his empire. 

1 f the Grand Can had not fuiFered himfelf to be pre- 
poifefled againft him, this PrincC) who had already liv« 
ed in his Court nineteen years, had paft the reft of his 
life in the employments and ftation he had ' given him, 
and had been content with being a dependant Can un* 
der him : but God was determined to make ufe of him 
topunifh Afia, whofecrimes had armed his vengeance 
againft them. 

After this battle Temugin thought no more of any 
thing but how tofccure himfelf from any farther in fujts^ 
and to open himfelf a way to the throne. He ftrait 
retired with his forces near to the lake 3aljouta t there 
he called together all his relations and friends ; and the 
battle of Germeghah having as it were given a new 
luftre to his name, all the malecohtenta of the Grand- 
Cdn's Court failed not to go and join with him. j 
There daily arrived in his camp entire troops of foi- 
diers, with their officers, who ]iad before fervcd un- 
der him, offering him their lives and fortunes.

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When he faw that he had an army ftrofig enoHgh. 
to execute his defigns, he quitted the lake Baljouta, 
and went and encamped on the frontiers of China^ 
upon the banks of the river Cacoul *, at the foot of 
a very high mountain. He flayed there fome months, 
''which he very well employed : for in that time he 
accomplifhcd his deflgn of bringing all the officers 
and (oldiers entirely into his intereft ; fome by pro-^ 
mifes of rewards, and others, his particular triends, 
by the hopes of advancement : fo that his whole army 
was difpofed to follow him wherever he would JeacI 
them. Tnen he decamped, and marched for Mogo- 
liftan his native country^ 

His fubjefts the Ycca Moguls received him With 
tranfport, as a Prince whom they Paffionately loved, 
and had loft with much regret. The inhabitants of 
Niron€ayat fent their deputies; nay, even fome of 
the mod coniiderable pcrfuns amongft them went ia 
perfon to congratulate him on his return to his king* 
doms, and offered him their afliftance if he had occa* 
£on. He thanked them all for their good-will, re- 
tained thofe whom he thought moft fincere, and con- 
certed with them what roeafurcs to take to be reveng- 
ed on his enemies, t It was immediately refoived ia 
his council, that it fhould be publickly forbidden ia 
all the Mogul Provinces to pay the cuftomary tribute 
to the Grand Can Ounghcan. But before this order 
was publiflied, they founded the people's temper; 
and knowing they feared Ounghcan's power, they fiim* 
4pfioned feveral Diets, in order to diflipate their fears« 
Tbe grcateft part of the perfons thus called, appear* 
ed. Temugin laid before them the miferable flavery 
they had long groaned under, the tyranny that was 
exercifed over them, not only by the King of the Ke« 
raites, but by his favourites, to whom they paid into^ 
lerable tribute* He reprefented to them, that jt vas 
in their tnvn power now to deliver themfelves frojm 
this cruel yoke; that the Moguls, their Conn try ipaei?,. 
who had been his companions in the late vi£to.ry, wer<e 
fenfible that their perfecutor wasnot im^iixciblcj th^^t 
having at their head now a man who had gained fo ma*

ing the power religion has oyer the people's mind?, he 
iiniflied withafluringth.cra.ti^at thji.s ifljip9rtant enter- 
prize which he now proposed to the^i, proceeded not 
from himfelf alone, but that; the; A Iw&hty bad ii^fpired. 
him with thefe thoughts, aqd fent lji;n^ to deliver thenii. 
from this heavy yoke of flav,ery. . \ 

This fpe€ch of Temugin made fuc]|i,aa. imprcffioa 
on the people's minds, that all t\^e aljfeyi^^ly gave him 
their applaufe, and promifqd to ob|ey hiuj. When he^ 
vas thus affuredof the good-will of his fubjefts, the 
Yeca Moguls and Niron Cayats^ he raifcd only four, 
thoufand five hundred foldiers more, whom he joined 
to thofe he already had ; and then fent and propofed a 
league to the Commander of the Congprat^, his Bro- 
ther-in-law, for his Father-in-law th^ Can of Congo- 
rat was dead, whofe daughter Purta Cougipe was Te^ 
mugin's fecond wife. With tbi^ Prince h^ made ^ 
league, as alfo with the Cans of ifie natiop of Cour- 
las; but for thofe of the Spuipoguls, or Tartars, the/ 
refufed to eater into the league, till he conftr^incd them 
to it by force of arms. The Cans of Mefc^t, feeing 
what had happened, chofe jo do freely wh^t he wpul4 
otherwife compel thefti to. And feveral friUes, aftey 
their example, put themfelvc* i^pdei: .Ijjs c<^pipand, 
notwithftanding they were folicit^cj J^X /^W ^?Pf f9 
ftandout, particularly tfeofe of Merkit, amoo§/l;wjipna 
Touaa Bey, the morX?l ^n^^fifiy of X^mugin'? familj^^ 
was the moft powerful. , 

All the Cans of &au^ogul,. M^cat, C9,UTlas, thp 
Yeca Moguls, Niroij Cay^t^ imd-fpm^ Rfk^^h c^aufe^l 
to be publi&ed in their ^pmii^ip^JiJ, tba-trfc^r th^ tim^ ,tp 
come,-no more tribute (Jh.OMld b,^. pa,id to Q.y^hc,aj|, 
on any caufe or pretext wjhatfoev^r. Pur jTyapit to thp 
declaration, the people of all thole countr^^e? p!ullfd 
down the Officers, a.nd^rov'^ away the j^^ng Q/'tbe 
Keraite^s r^eivers, who 41e<;i .to Caraco.rom to give ,the 
Kingadvice.of ttiU riCfceUion. 

Ounghcan ufed aU %k^ m^ans ,pAfl^ble to oblige thefe 
petty fovereigns to .return ^o ihqir duty, but he could 
not gj^ip bis ends ; and at laft defpairing to obtain any 
thing of them by gentle mean's^ he remitted all forts of 
tribute, and impofxtion^ to the Merkites, who had not 
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r^voltedi from Bifti, aftd mzAt Urge pvoimfes-to Toii€>^ 
ta Bey their principal Can, hoping that* this party of 
the Moguls would balance the power of the other. 

It is true, Tetougih's cunning and wifdom-was fuch^ 
that all the Giand Can's threats and proin fes were in* 
cffeftual, either to regain or intimate the people's hearts; 
he knew fo well how to guard his own frontiers, and 
thofe of bis allies, that his enemies could not penetrate 
into their countries. In fine his condufl was fuch, that 
all the nations of his party looked upon him as their 
deliverer. Yet tho* Iw was very defirous to enter up* 
on aClion, he omitted not to counfel the other Qans firft 
to fend an ambaflador ^ to Oun^hcan, to propofe aa 
accommodation, on condition that he j(hould releafe 
them from all taxes, as he had done the Merkites. 

All the Cans left the management of this affair 
ii^hoUy to him, protefting they would approve of 
whatever he fliould think fit to do. Temugin caft hit 
eyes on a man named Arnijoun (for fo Fadlallah 
calls him.) He gave him all neceflary inftru£tions, 
and fent him away with all diligence ; tho' perhaps in 
his foul he was lefs defirous of peace than he appeared 
to be by this a3ion, and rather wifhed to be reveng. 
ed. So foon as this Ambaflador arrived at Ounghcan's 
Court, he defired audience, and was admitted to the 
King's prefence ; to whom, purfuant to his orders, he 
firft m^de a recital of the fervices Pifouca had former- 
ly dome him : Next he reminded him of his breach of 
faith with Temugin, whom he had promifed to pro- 
teft, and never to hearken or give credit to any that 
Ihould fpeak againft him, or endeavour to caufe 6i$. 
truft between them; and then^ bii^ted how contrary td 
this his proitiifi, he had given credit to his enemies, 
xvithout fearching into the truth of the matters they 
laid to his charge, or giving him live to clear himfelf. 
Next he made a particular recital of the great fervices 
Temugin had done him, which were fufficient to fe* 
eure him of his love and fidelity to him. At laft, he* 
Cbncluded, with entreating him to grant peace to the 
Moguls, and renew the tender friendfhip that had fo 
long been between him and hrs Son-in-law, which he 
would neverhavc loft, Ijad it not been for his enemies. 



* ThMj (cot an AmbkS^dvr^ bat ao peict ««i nide. Abulcaiu 
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Oohghcah gave noanfwer to the Ambaffador, but 
referred the affair to his Councirs deliberation. Ar* 
nijoun retired to the tent which his attendants had 
prepared for hitn ; and there the Prince Sancoun'* 
partrzans and Gemouca^s friends treated him bafely, 
and put a thoufand indignities upon him, of -which 
he loudly complained, but received not any fatisfac- 
tion. He continued here a whole year in the utmoft 
pjin and uneafi.nefs, Ounghcan ftill putting him off 
from month to month; when he was ftill promiled 
an anfwer to his propofalj, but he never got any. At 
)aft he loft. all patience, and fent his mafter an ac<- 
count of all that had paft. Temugin fent him exprefs 
orders to return, after having made one effort more 
to oblige the King to explain himfelf. 
. * Ounghcan would willingly have made peace, but 
the Prince his Son, who ftill harboured in his breaft 
the fufpicions which Genioucan had infufed intohim^ 
and whofe hatred feemed rather augmented by Temu^ 
gin's defeating hiny, croffed this negociation, and hin- 
dered its coming, to- a good effeftr For Sancoun was 
one of thofe obftinate perfons, who whcR^thev have 
taken a thing i« their heads to believe or do, are not 
to be convinced of their error; and therefor^e he hira>- 
felf carried the .King's anfwer^ and told the Ambaffa- 
dor, that the Moguls muft not exped to obtain any 
peace but by fubraitting,lo.whatever the. King flioulcl 
jleafe toraqtiirc of them ; that as for Femugin t, he 
wouldv neither commune withi ^^^ ^^ him, but with 
their fwords in their hands. 

; So haughty an anfwer obUgied ibe Ambaffador Ar- 
nijoun to retire* immediauly..; He loon arrived at 
•IMogoiiftan, and rcndejEed an account of. his negocia- 
tions to the confederate princes, who were all fo dis- 
pleafed at the Graiwi* Can's infolence,^ that they re- 
B^wed th^ir pro*eftations to throw off his yoke, and': 
^romifed an inviolable faith to one -another, calling 
heaven to witnefs their oaths, and-th'en proceeded to 
:prepare for War. Temugiiiy tranfported to fee all

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things go as he wiihed, dii)>ored himfelf td aafwer 
the confidence the Allies had placed in him. 

The year following, being Ann. Donu 1200. 
Sancoun, to fhow that be meant as he faid, failed not 
to fend fome troops into Mogoliftan to ravage the 
country, and fpread a terror in the rebel's minds. 
But his defigns were fruilrated, his enemies defend** 
ing themfclves bravely. Jt is true, this year they 
did no great matters on either fide ; nothing confi. 
derable paft : neverthelefs, the Moguls always got 
the better, and beaty every party that encountered 
them : and Temugin gained much honor by his oon^- 

dua. 

The Grand Can, enraged with the ill fuccefs of his 
arms in Mogoliftan, and being ftung that thefe petty 
Princes fliould be able to refill him fo long, caufed 
troOps to be levied all over his dominions, and 
drew together above thirty thou fand men out of the 
provinces of Turqueftan, Tendouc, and other places 
depending on his kingdom of Gelair. neverthelefs 
whilft thefe new levies were -marching to Caraeorom^ 
4o join thole of Caracatay, and other ftanding troops^ 
he fent to fummon the Moguls to furrender before 
it was too late, threatening to treat them with the 
utmoft rigour if they returned not to their duty ^ 
promiling, that on they contrary, if they wouldrfubmit 
and truft to his clemency, they fhould receive all the 
fatisfaftion they required, and fo prevent the dire 
efFefts of his anger, and their own inevitable ruin. 

This conceffion of 'the King of the Keraites wag 
enough to fhake the cooftancy q£ the Confederates 5 
but Temugin.difpatched meffengers immedtalely every 
way, to perfuade the Moguls that Ounghcao m«de 
thefe fine promifes only to amufe and furprize them^ 
and that they muft put no truft in him. Be thought 
it not enough to reprefent to them by bis envoys what 
he had to fay tp them on this important fubjefl; but 
he called an affembly at Manquerule, whither he iii^ 
vited all the Cans concerned. So.foon as they were 
met, he informed them of what was then jdoing at 
Caracorom, ihewing them letters which he. had re- 
ceived from his correfpondents there, and aflTured 
them that what they contained had been cai^firmed to 
him by his fpies, which was that the Grand Can and 
his fon had fworn the ruin of the Confederate Cans^ 
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Whom th«y already looked on as their flftvea *rtd ¥c»t 
fals, and that they were reiblved ta put ail to fire and 
fwbrd in the Mogul Countries: They promife us, 
added he, good treatment, for no other re^fon but 
fcecaiife they fee ua with out fwords. irt our handsi 
and in a condition to defend ourfielves ; they wifh 
no other but that we were fo . foolifli as to fear 
fhem/or fo credulous as to believe them' ; and then^ 
aias, we were undone* Lei us not bafcly deliver our-* 
felves into our enemy^s hands; beliovd me,, let u» 
bravely defpife their ihxcaAt and offecs, arid fear 
»€>thingi whilft wc continue in a; perfcft union a^ 
s mongft ourfelves^. 

Some Cans were at firft :of o^nion to accept 
Oufighcan*s propofaU> but . others, lefs iimorous^ 
iK>bly opp^fed them^ And ic was at lad refolved 
by the whole affembly, that every Can .fhould bring 
into the fkld as many «men aa hia tribe could fur^^ 
nifli; that owe 'half of the troopsi/of the. Mercars 
fiiould remain behindi ta obifqrve th^. Merkites^ and 
guard the frontiers; that the warftiould be carried 
on with all imaginabla Migoud; a«^d that, in fine, 
Temugin fiiould; be declardl General of the whorU 
army. i ' . . 

- Tben- they immediately prefeoiied: to this Fdnoo 
the Topou^ * ; but be; would, not accept it bud, oti 
eondkieft* that every^iuaa. .ihould promife,. to Jbe ea^ 
tirc^Ly obedient to his. orders* and that, he fiiould have 
full power topunifli thofe who did not do their duty* 
They granted him all he afked, and then he received 
the ftafF of power, t After which, every one re* 
turned to his own country, and thought of nothing 
but putting their troops in a condition to takef the 
field, and march to the general rendezvous. 

Tho' Temugin had no ca^fe to diftruft the fidelity 
of his own people, yet to be the more fecure of 
them, and to engage them firmer to his intereft, he 
gave largcffes to them, and all the reft of his army. 
And to fliew that he knew how to recompenfe thofe 
that ferved him, being indebted for his life to the 
two flaves who left Ounghcan's Court, and came to 
his camp to give him notice of that King's defigns

venue for their maintenance, and exempted them 
and their childYen from all taxes, + with a power to 
take firft of the plunder that {hould be gotten in the 
war. Me gave them likewife the privilege not to» 
be obliged lo.^dtvide the booty i4iat they fhould take 
with the Prince's Receivers and Officers of the 
Cuftoms. Befides.all thefe privileges,, be permitted 
them to enter into his tent whenever, they pleafed:^ 
without being obliged to aik leave of any of his 
Officers, and declared them exempt from.all ;puni(h. 
ment whiitever faults they committed, at le^ft. if ii 
were not proved that they had committed^ a^ fault 
mor.e than nine times. He added to all thefe favours, 
that thefe privileges fiiould continue to the defceni- 
dants of thefe two Tereans,. even to the feventh ge- 
neration, or, according to the report of feme authors 
to the ninth* 

But it was nol thefe flaves alone that he fliewed 
his gratitude; but he loaded with, benefits all thoie 
who had left Ounghcan to follow him, and chofe 
out of them all his general Officers, ^nd. honored 
them with his friendfhip and places of truft.

npEMUGlN/S behaviour and liberality to the 
JLi flavesi^ did him great ittvitt; for it gained hii» 
tbeiheaits €rf^agrea[t many of the foldiers,. Ail the 
lyJpgulCians^ except thofe whom Toufta-Bey and 
Oemouca had prevailed upon to enter into Oungh^ 
can's party, admiring his generofity, grew more zea- 
Iqus to fecond him in all his defigns. When all the 
confederate troops were come together, Temugin nam- 
c^ his Lieutenant Generals and other Officers ; and, 
cpntrary to the euftom^of the Scythians^ whoufed to 
attack their enemies in one main body, he divided his 
army into two wings, and m the cehrre placed his own- 
troops as a body of >teferve> whkh cuftom he ever 
after icontinued to ufe. And confidering that fear of- 
tejrjfeizes thofe who are firft attacked, he marched^- 
reftly 10 the frontiers of the Grand Can's dominions^ '

.more honourable foir him, and '^perhaps more advan^ 
tageoiis, caufed bio*^ to' be ^feized. The principal 
Lords of this Colrtt^ refolving to take away this 
unfortunate Prince's life^ held a ^ great council, at 
which their Prince took catrc- not to be prefent ; 
VaihVy imagining that he- (hould by this means 
(krden himfelf from the reproaches of the other Cans^ 
who might jtiftly blame him for having! bafety vio- 
lat^dthe taw of nacidhs and Hoipitaiity »av, he ercil 
pretended to be difpleafedt^al'ihjc' death of his^ ene* 
iny ; but when he faw at hils^feet tht^* poor* Monarch's 
-heady* which was ptefentedi tb^ him,1be' could hot' corj- 
ceal hi.vjoy, norcont^n Irom infulting faim,. tho/ 
dead^ ill words fuU df fcorn and fpite, which an au- 
thor much blahaeS ih thefe Words: * It is a bafe afti- 
* on, fays 'he *^ to tearorrend off adead lion's beard.* 
The tongueiri the head* was- two or three times put out 
6f the mbuth in Taya«cailV*prfefence, moving as the 
head lay cuj off. JH wbicVfome- Lords who were {killed 
in aftrology t, when- the- Can- a&ed them whether this

, Saocoun accompafiied the King hh father to the 
borders of the Nainans ; but Searinff to baaard both 
their perfons in one place^ he parted ffOfdhim, and re^ 
tired in difgttife fecretly to Caracatay^ where he lay 
concealed foioe time^ and waited to hear ifiews of hia 
father : Bnt when he was informed of his nnfortuiuue 
death, he fled farther off, croffing Turqueftaii, and 
flopped not till he came to the Kingdom of Tebot^ 
Irhere he lived unknown. 

The Kingdom of Tehet^ of vbich no doubt but 
. the reader will be glad to know fome particular . ac*^ 
C30ttnt, is fituated between thirty and forty degreea of 
I^atitude, and between a hundred and a hundred and 
ten degrees of Longitude, according to the fituation^ 
given it by the eaftern geoglrapkers. ^ It eon tains 
{mrt of the region called Tnrc-Hiade, heeanfe it is 9 
|mrt of Torqueftan on theone fide^and of India 01$ 
the other.: Some divide it into two parts, calling it 
the. Great and. Lefler Tebet* The Great borders oia 
.China, the JLeOs^is fitiuui^ |o the eaft of the little King,., 
dom of Kafchebiire, j^uft behind the mountain;; and 
jhey are both but fix weeks joburney over. This 
iH^iuntry is ^iiU of towns and villages well inhabited^ 
the people aveio gopd. humoured and cheerful, that 
xhey brdathe nothing b^lt, joy and pleasure, fint what 
is moft furpriaing, is^ that, therms is a mountain called 
Jabat. A (Tumotim t, which infpires all (h^f^ Wfth melaow 
eholy who come near enough .but tq fraetl it, nay^ 
«;venturns their tongues, blat:^^ in llich ^ mannt^r, that 
thay reniain black aU the r^ift prFifceir lives.: .. / 

' Tis from this country that red fiilp.bur isbroughti 
and the fined tygerikinsv. as alfo that excellent mu(^ 
that is generally caikd, themuCk of Tebet^ it is taken 
from a | creature much tikewild goat, and yet in fome^

cious imifkf that it furpafles all other. It is very much: 
fought after, is often very fcarce, and generally very 
dear; and this is the reafon that theTebet mu(k is al- 
ways prefcred before the Indian and Chinefe. Here 
is alfo found much Civet; and the Rhubarb that grows 
here is extreemely valued 

The women are handfome tho* tawne y, and they have 
^ne particular quality which many people would not 
diflike, that is, to Ileal children from one another to 
fell, and their hulbands dp the fame. It is in this coun- 
try that the maids cannot marry before they have had 
commerce with fome man; and (he who has had the 
moft lovers, is the moft adventageoufly married- The 
great number of gallants pafies for a mark of the me- 
rit and fine qualifications of a maid ; and the huiband 
values her according to the prefents fhe has received 
from her lovers, which he look^ on as her portion^. 
Their being thus proftituted while iingle, does not 
render them vicious after marriage ; but, on the con- 
trary, it feems that^they become more chafte for be- 
ing debauched, it being very rare to find one who is 
not faithful and true to her hufband. 

But to return to Sancoun : This Prince, after hav^ 
ing lived fotoc time in the Kingdom of Tebet, return^ 
ed t J Turqu^flan, ^ud (laid in the city of Cafchgar, or 
Cafgar t, where he lived, as he had dQtie elfewere, 
without difcovering himfelf to any » hody. jtor one 
day, having obferved fome Moguls, whom he iiad (een 
at Carrcorom in Temugin's train, he imagined they 
%yere fptescoaie to feek after him; and feavii^ to be 
taken, he fpeedity retumed into the Kingdom of Te* 
het, where be had no better fortune than Ounghean 
his father ; for being- feized for a ^y, he waa jput la 
death, Ann. Dom« leos. 

TeiBugtn was no fooner mformed of Ouiighcan-'a 
deai^, but Without lofs of ttme he cantinued to feiae 
^ Grand Can'adoaiiiifoni, as his right by conqueft ; 
and thus he foon became mafter of all his treafurcs and 
palaeef. And Sancotin being no where to be fonnd, 
jbe; remained the ]>eajceabli poffef&Mr of all the K:erakes

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countries. The neighbouring. Princes who feared 
Ounghcanbecaufe^he wa's more potent than they, faw 
i^ith joy the war the Moguls waged againft him, hop^^ 
ing that it might diminiih his forces, and weaken his 
power; but they little thought his Crown and King« 
doms would all fall entirely into Temugin's hand^ : 
and thus their fear did not ceafe, but changed its ob« 

jea. 

It was about the end of the year 1202, that this 
Prince, being forty nine years of age, retired into 
his own country ; where he was received with the 
acclamations,' not of his own people and fubje£ts 

' only, but of all the confederate Moguls who had 
been (harers in this viftory, or becaufe ofthishi^ 
fuccefs were obliged to come and teftify their ac- 
knowledgments to him, believing they could never 
be thankful enough to him for having delivered them 
all from Ounghcan's tyranny, whom they called the 
perfecutor of their nation; and charmed with Te- 
mugin's Y^ilour, wifdom, and love to them, they 
praised him to the fkies. He failed not to make ad-, 
vantage of this oppoi^tunity ,fo propitious to his de- 
figns. He again ufed his eloquence the power of 
which he had experienced^ and promifed the Mpguls 
great fortunes, if they would but ze^alouily fecondTiini 
in what he dcfired. The people, gained by, his rhe- 
toric, and by the great things their countrymen and 
friends who had accompaDied'^4iim in the waV related 
of him every where, refolved to chufe him their grand- 
Can or Cham, that is to fay. Emperor of all the tribes. 
The Cans who had been the companions of his vifto*. 
ry, finding their account in advancing him to this great 
dignity, animated the other Cans to follow their ex- 
ample. The prefents Tcmugin made them, un .'cr 
pretence of dividing with them the riches of- the 
vanquiihed king, and the fear of being foreedto do 
what was pretended to be neceflary for the honour 
and welfare of the Mogui naitions^ made them all 
yieid, witl^ a feemihg willingnefs, to Temugin's re* 
queft^ and agree to his being Emperor. 

Meffengers were difpatched to theabfetit Cans^lo 
acquaint them with what had been refolved in the 
great afiembly that was held for this purpofe. The 
Coronation of this Prince was then agreed on; and 

' they thought no place fo proper .to pejrform thiy 
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ceremony in as the province of Yeca-Mugul> at Dilon 
Il'dac, -where Temugin was born. The people run 
from all parts to be eye-witneffes of this great cere- 
mony, where the principal aftor foon tame, accomv 
panied by all the Cans his partisans. He placed him* 
ielf upon a plain featj which they had fet ^orhint 
upon an eminence, from whence he harangued the 
aflerably with his ufiial eloquence. His fpeech be- 
rng ended, they placed him upon a black felt carpet, 
which they had Ipread on the ground ; and the perfoa 
who was ordered to give the people's voice, pronoun- 
ced to him aloud the people's pleafure in this manner : 
firft he told him, that whatever authority or power he 
had given him, was derived from Heaven, and that 
God would not fail* to blefs and profpcF bis defigns, 
if he* governed his ftibjefts welland^juft}y>biuthaty 
onr the .contrary, he would render himfelf miferable 
if he abufed that power, which the black felt on which^ 
he fat, did intimate to him. After this reuiOnftrahce 
leven Cans, or Princes, Kfted him up with a ceremoi* 
hious air, and bare him to the throne which wss pre- 
J^ared for him in the midft'of the afferably. Then they 
proclaimed him Emperor, and gave him the title of 
Grand Can, or Cham, of all the Mogul nations, even 
of the Merkrtes, whorti they declared rebels ior not 
fubiniitrng to him. Then they bowed their knees 
nine times before this their new Emperor, to fhew 
rfie obedience they pro^inifed to hira^ The people^ 
after their example, made him nine bowa^ accompani- 
ed w.th acclamations aind Oiouts of joy, to.afTura* 
their »ew Emperor thftit they would abfolutely fub* 
mit, and be obedient in all^ th-iugs whatloev-cr he 
lht)uld command them to do. 

Hepromifed on his part, tt) govem^'thent with as 
much juftice as mere)', and to defernd them againft ail 
their enemiesj always to procure their g^od and eafe, 
to acquire glory and fanie for them, and make their 
names known to all the earth*- And haying, much 
eaufe to praife the Stxutnoguls (^who are- pariiculaniy 
called Tartars *; by reafba of the river Tata thaf 

#«>-fii ffom 'hence thai Ihc fcveial SeyiAiart^ ntiioo who became fubird^ 
to Temugtn were by degrecs'C9li«d by t gctttml ntme, cither Mogit/inT T-ar* 
fart; but ibe laftname having in tbecod'picvaiicd, all Scy^hia u uow caUac^ 
T«ri0i7, b^li in ibfc weft And ronibeinr pant i»f >^>^. 
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waters their country) he declared in the Mogul laif 
guage, that he would add to his title of Emperor of 
the Moguls that of Grand Cham of the Tartars, both 
to do that nation honour, and teftify to them the res- 
pcft he h:?d for them, and how well he was fatisfied 
with tl^pir conduft tho' they had been once his enemies. 

This ceremony was performed during the reign of 
Philip Auguftus, Kingof France; and wasnofooner 
over, but the Grand Cao diftributedprefents, firft to 
iJic great people, and ihen more largelfes to the 
populace, to fhow his liberality. He continued, 
the festival of his Cx>r.onation by inagnificent treats, 
according to the cufiom joF thole nation, many days; 
and after they were ^ended^ a4»d he had in particular 
made merry with his friends be difiniffed the people, 
and thanking his friends the grateful {tnk he had of 
their love and fervices to him, and affuxed thcxn of hia 
future favour and protection. 

Whilft this was trania£ling, a brother of O^inghcaa 
came to offer his fervice to Temugin., and his daughter 
in marriage. This Princewas. called Hakembou. The 
Grand Can received him favourably^ and after having 
fppken handfomdy of the deceafcd King of the kerai tes;, 
this Prince's brother,Jiegayehim the employ he defired, 
and accepted of his daghterjuwitfi joy,pi:oteftingthat ^q 
wjouldalways havefo^r her andhim much refpefi. I owe 
you faid jie, a Jcijid treatflient, in acknowledgejment 
of that kind reception your bnother gave me, a^d 
the affefiion he fhowed for me in jpfiy misfortunes^ 
•In truth, tho' I ne^er gave him any j.ull caufe to be 
angry with me, or in any kind oitended or wronged 
Prince Sancoun his fon,^ but, on the contrary, did 
ihem many confiderabie , fervices, yet they confoired 
againft my life,^ and looked on me as the greateft 
of their enemies j yet I never blamed them, but im- 
puted alj their perfeculians of me to Gemoucaf 
Their hatred to me w^s his work alone^ and I

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have not a jot the lefs refpcft for their memorier^ 
the' they fought my life, than if they had continued 
always my friends. 

The Keraite Princej thanked Temugin for his fa- 
vours, and.took leave,* fetting out with all diligence 
to go where his employ demanded his prefence. 
The Grand Can fully defigned to marry his daugh- 
ter; but perceiving "that the Captain of his guard; 
^hom he much efteemed and honoured with his 
fricndfhip, was fallen in love with this Princefs, he 
gave her to him in marriage, and the raarriage-feall 
was kept at his expence, with much fplendor. 
^ Seeing himfelf Emperor of fo many nations, he 
thought lefs of enjoying peaceably his new grcatnefs; 
and tafting the pleafures of Empire in repofe^ than of 
rendering himfelf ftill more worthy of his good for- 
tune, by new exploits. His enemies, jealous of his 
greatnefs, foon furhilhed him with the opportuni- 
ties he wanted to aggrandifc h?mfelf and people. 
The firft commotion was in Caracatay. But before 
I proceed to relate thefe wars, it is neccITary that I 
fpeak a few words of Caracatay. 

'Tis a large country that extends itfelf from the 
fouth to the north from the Chinefe wall even to the 
ancient Mogoliftan *. It is bounded on the weft by 
mount Iman$,and on the eaft by the ocean and China. 
It is divided amongft feveral Princes, and inhabited 
by feveral different nations or forts of people. It- 
contains the kingdoms of Tangut, the Naimans, an* 
many others, t Some European geographers have ta- 
ken it for Cathay, but were deceived for want of 
knowing that Cathay, was China itfelf^ 

The name of Caracatay, was given to the country 
of Scythia, after a furious war, which the Scythians 
had with the Chinefe. The Scythians had at the be- 
ginning of this war, the advantage of the Chinefe, and 
being puffed up with this good fuccefs, entered the 
Kingdom of China; but having loft one confiderable 
battle, they were obliged to retire, and return back 
to their own country. The King of China, refolving

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not to lofe the advantage this victory had given himV 
caufed them to be purfued by two'' of his Generals, ♦ 
viho entirely routed and brought them under his obe- 
drenee. He did yet more ; for fearing left the Scy- 
thians ihould revolt, he made thefe two generals who 
had beat them, Cans, or Governors^ over them : and 
they, by his command built forts and ftrong towns 
for colonies of Chinefe troops ; which he lent thither 
toawcthem. These forces, deftined to guard the coun- 
try, held the people long in fubjeftion ; but by de* 
grees their defcendants forgot the Chinefe cuiloms, 
and ufing to live as the Scythians, became Scythians 
themfeives : aqd in the end, China had no greater en- 
emies than theyl 

When the King of China eftabliihed thefe two Ge- 
nerals in the fandy Scythia, he gave it the nanxe of 
Caracatay, alluding to the name of his own country 
Cathay t; and to fignify the conqueH he had made, 
and ihow it was an acquired dominion, he added the 
£githct Cara^a word used by the. Tartars and Turks* 
to fignify black, to dillinguilh thefe two countries 
from one another; yet in time they hav.e been con* 
founded by: people who did not confider the Epithet 
Cara, which makses the diiference betwixt the twp 
countries, and that Caracatay is barrciw-and unplea* 
fant, and on the contrary., Cathay, that is, China, 
is a fine country^ fruitful, and .filled with ait forts of 
good things*

THE MOGULS WAR AGAINST THE CAN OF NATMANS. 

TEMUGIN'S EXPEDITION AGAINST TOUCTA BBY. CAN 
OF THE MERKITES. REGULATIONS OF THE MOGUL 
ARMY. 

TAYANCAN Prince of the Naimans • one of 
the moft confiderable Princes of Caracatay, 
and father-in-law to Temagin^was aftonilhed at hia 
fon-in-law's greatnefs and good fortune; which gave, 
him fome disquiet, notwithftanding the union and 
good underftanding there had been of long time be^ 
tween them. And the fame man who had been the 
caufe of the King of the Keraites ruin, perfuaded 
Tayancan, to declare war againit the new itmperor, 
t Gemouca, a Prince of the tribe of Jaquat, af« 
ter the battle was fought in the plain of Tangut, 
having fled with the reft, thought he could not fe« 
cure himfelf any way fo ire\l a» to offer his fervice 
to the Can of the Naimans, tho' be bad heard of the 
death of Ounghcan the King of the Keraites. 
Tayanean, who knew hira by report to be a mai» 
of great abilities, accepted bis offers. Gemouca 
iiaving gathered as much of the fcattered remains of 
Ounghcan'sarmy as he could meet with, repaired to 
Tayancan's court, were he arrived attended ^by a to- 
lerable number of good foVdiers, and almoft all the 
'olficd^s > that^ had efcaped the enemy's hands. The 
Catif^tivcd him very well,. and promi&d him and his 
friends employ ments,fui table to their merits. G^mou- 
'ca, who had a very fubtle wit, and was well skilled in 
^11 the arts of Courts, foon gained fo great an as> 
cendant over Tayanean, that he could perfuade hia* 
into doing any thing he- counfelled him to, and fo pre- 
Tailed eafily upon him to make war with the new 
Mogul Emperor, whom he boafted he knew perfeftly, 
-having long conversed with and' ftudied him. .He is^ 
laid he, a man of an unbounded ambition, and has

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no other view but to ruin ail Princes, and quarrels 
with them on.purpofe, to invade their dominions* 
Nor had he quarrelled with the Emperor Ounghcah 
and Princes Sancoun, but becaufe he is one of the 
moft ungrateful and perfidious of all men living : 
and at the fame time that he was loaded with their fa- 
vour and poffeffedthehonour of their alliance anrfafFec-' 
tion, he meditated on nothing, but the liorrible defign 
of depriving them both of their empire and lives, 

Tho' this difcourfe was nothing but pure calumny 
and falfehood, and that Tayancanwas not ignorant 
that he who fpoke it was a deceitful fycophant, yet he 
gave ear to him. The great power Temugin had over 
the Moguls, thecbnquefts hehad madeof feveral pro* 
vinces of Caracatay, and his being fo near him, and 
fo powerful, rendered him uneafy; but above all, 
Temugin*s warlike difpoiition^ andhis<:otQtinual ex^^ 
ercifing his troops, made Tayancan think him dange* 
rous. Thus, leis feduced by Cemouca's folicitati^ 
ons than by his own fears and jealoulies, be took up 
a refolution to go to war with him. For this effeEt^ 
he afted the affiftance of fome other Princes, whofe 
ifitereft it was to put a flop to the nejv Emperor's 
growing greatnefs. He fent Ambaflad^rs to l-ojLi€la.* 
Bey, and other Cans of the Merkites, whpdefired no 
better than to join with him. The Can ^f Ouy rati 
and the Can of Kerit, who was a relation of Oui)ghcan| 
entered into this league 5 and Gemoutca engagpfd th« 
whole nation of the Jagerats, who foon feat liim all 
their troops. 

Temiigin,on the other hand, was informed of thefe 
praftices by his coi;refpondcnts and fpies^ and even 
by Alacou, Can of the tribe of Carluc, '♦ who fent 
him word that layancan had propofed to him to joia 
their forces together. A relation of Alacou carried 
Temuginthe very letter the Naiman Can had writ, in 
which were contained ail the particulars of the coni- 
fpiracy, and the names of theCaiis before mentioned^ 
who were engaged in it. 

The Emperor ojf thp Moguls, on this advice, con-

wicked intentions of the Can of the Naimans, but 
war was refolved o6* Then the Grand Can's orders 
were fent to all parts to his officers^ and new levies 
were made. It was in the beginning of the year 1203^ 
that his army was called together. So loon as the 
Emperor arrived, his tents were let up, and he affign- 
ed the command of each troop to fuch officers as. he 
thought proper, to whom he gave his orders. 

Then he fent Prince Cubla and Prince Hubbewith 
their troops, to difcover the enemies. Thefe two 
Captains went as far as the banks of the river Altay, 
where they learned by fome prifoners whom they took 
in their march, the ttate of the enemies : They in*- 
formed them that Tayiincan was preparing to come 
into th^eld; thait the troopspf Merkit, Kerit, Ouy- 
rat, and Jagerat, were alr^eady come to the Naiman's 
camp ; that Gemouca was io command one part ,of 
ihem ; and, that it was reported i^ Tayancan's army, 
that hedeiired to meet and fight the Moguls. Cubla 
and Hubbe being informed of all they wanted to know^ 
returned back with their troops to the frontiers^ and 
fent the Kmperor word of all they had learned. And 
waiting his anfwer and orders, they intrenched them. 
Selves in an advantageous poft ; becaufe being far from 
the main body of the army, they feared being furpris- 
-ed : yet they often ventured to go forth of their in- 
trenchments, to make inroads into theisnemy'sxountry;* 

However^ all that was told tt)efe; Captains was not 
true; for Tayancan, foilov^ing the advice of his 
council far from going to feek out Temugin, waited 
his coming. He thought be ought to hearten up his 
troops hy reft, rather than tire them with long 
marches. He was perfuaded that his fon-in-law would 
jiot fail to come and attack him; and he flattered 
^limfelf that Temugin's ajmy, after haying travelled 
fo vaft a way as the Moguls mull neceffarily do, ' and 
through the fcarcity,of viftuab they mud fufFejr in the 
defarts they muft pafs thro' would; cafily be overcome 
by aa army^ frelb and in full ftrength. 
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One part of what Tayancan imagined, came topafs^ 
for TeiDUgin cDming up with the main army, joined 
the troops on the frontiers which he had fent before. 
There he ftayed, and refreihed his foidiers as well as 
the place would permit; and then quitting bis own 
country, he marched in good order to the banks of 
the river Altay; and no troops appearing todifpute 
the paffage over it, ht was much furprifed, becaufe 
he did not expeft to crofs it without oppafition. It 
is certain, he. mufl: have fuffered much if any, had re- 
fitted, tho'evcr fo few. But Tayancan, altho'Cemou- 
ca, whom he had made his LieuteuaM-Generai, repre- 
fented to him tha( it was much better to prevent and 
meet the enemy, than to wait their coming ; that in 
fo doing he would prevent the Moguls ravaging hi* 
country; that his foidiers not being fo well trained 
to war, fo hardy as Temugin's fhouid be led farther 
efF from their own country, left the conveniency of 
retreating in a place fo well known td^them, fliould 
render them more cowardly and apt to fly t Tayan-* 
can, as I {aid, inftead of hearkening to his advice, or 
the Moguls wearinefs, by giving thei» no time to re- 
<ov6r, fiattered himfelf that their horfe'was by thii- 
lime in a bad condition, and the farther they came,^ 
the lefs able they would be to fight; and on the con- 
trary, his troops being in full ftre»gth, would eafily 
get the viftory : and fo ftaid in the heart of his coun« 
try expefting Temugin^ who foon arrived. 

This Emperor*s army was neither fo fatigued or ill 
fed as his father-ln4aW imagined, becaufe he had ta- 
iLcn care to provid good Bore of dryed flefli, to fervc 
^henthefreifh meat failed; befides^hicb, the offieera 
land great meii had all made provifion of Cammez ♦and 
the medner perfons, goats mitk drefied and hardened 
+ ; they had aifo brought abundance of forage in thofe 
countries that had plenty : In fine, the imprudence of 
Tayancan gave time to the Moguls to rcci^ver theif 
fatigue, ahd welt recruit themfelv^s. Tayancan coft. 
tented hknfelf with fending out feoms tor difcover

they were coming towards him, and fome experienced 
Captains whom, he had fent to view them, convinced 
him how formidable the enemy was, he began to rc» 
pent that he. had not followed Gemouca's counfel. 

The Can of the tribe of Jagerat, tho* he faw top 
well that Tayancan had committed a great fault in des- 
pifing his advice, yetfhowednot the leaft difcontent, 
4ior appeared lefs zealous for thq common caufe. He 
liarapgued his officers, fpeakingto them of Temugin's 
v^ift. ambitions that excised him to endeavour to reiga 
Qver aU.the Cans; as alfo, that they fhould reflect 
hpw.he ha4 akeady got poffefEon of the greateft part 
of the Mpgul nations, and many tribes of the country 
of Caracatay : at lad he concluded with exhorting 
ihem to fight valiantly for their liberty^ 
. When the^.aroiies.were in fight of one another, and 
riinge4 in qrder. qL battle. Prince Jougi, and one of 
b'ls uncles, begap the Bght, charging Tayancan's ar- 
my with much vigour ; but Cachluc, Tayancan's Son, 
fuftaii\ed the ftiock with fuch courage and refolution, 
that hi? trppp^, g^ve no ground. Thefe two young 
Princes, \vhom, the love pf glory equally enflamed, 
« fed all their end^ayours to Ihow that neither would 
yield precedency to the other, either in Ikill or valour. 
The mutual refiltance the Van«Guards made on both 
fides, engaged by littlp and littl? the Qther corps, and 
both armies came to bi,Q\^s» 

♦ The fight lafted.from the riiing to the fetting of 
the fun^ and was as bloody as obltinate. Tayancan 
pexfprjned^ all the part^ of a good General; and Ge* 
mouca, fpuxred.on Hy the partitular hatred he bore 
xhe G/and Can, ftgnalifed himfelf by a thoufand he^t 
aroic aftioni; but femugin feemed to have viftory 
at his back. The Moguls fought with fuch rage and 
boldnefs, that at laft they broke the enemies rank?, 
put them to flight, and made terrible Daughter qf 
them, t Tayancan was lAfoundcd mortally, and died 
foon after, of his wounds. Cachluc his fon, and

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Toufta-Bey, fled with all thore that efcapcd out of the 
Moguls hands. As for Geinouca, his rage made him 
venture too far, for he was taken prifoner ; and after 
the battle his head was ftruck off, he being looked on 
as the principal caufe of all the bloodihed and miferies 
of this- war. 

After this happy fuccefs, the Kingdom of the van- 
quifhed became a prey to the Conqueror, who brought 
under his obedience a vaft traft of land. * The war 
thus finifhed, Temugin returned to Caracorom, where, 
during the winter, his court was filled with Ambaffa- 
dors, fome of whom were fent to congratulate him on 
his viSories, and others to a{k his proteftion, or ta of- 
fer fubmiflive terms to him, from their matters. 

Almoft all the Calmuc tribes in the eaftern part^^ 
put themfelves under his proteftion; but on the north 
ibme tribes remained, whofe Cans, jealous of their 
liberty, refufed to afk his favour; and fome Mogul' 
tribes who were fariheft out of Temugin's reach, fol^ 
lowed their example, Toufta-Bey ftrove all he could 
to foment their hatred againft the Emperor, He hav- 
ing once been very great, and apo\verful Prince in 
Mpgoliftan, could not bear to fee the fudden greatriefs 
of the new Emperor, who was but a Mogul fubjeft 
onee as well as be; and therefore Toufta.Bey was not 
one of the laft who joined Tayancan. Temugin alfo 
looking on him as his worft enemy, refolved to turn 
his arms againft him ; not outof diflrke only, but be* 
caufe this Can hadfo highly injui^d him, that he had 
a juft pretext to finifh his conqueft of Mogoliftan. 

He paft the winter in regulating theaflFairs of thofe 
countries he had conquered; and after having given 
orders to his Generals to put his troops in a readinefs 
to march againft the tribes of Mei^kit, who were now 
joined by fome Tanjouts, and Prince Cachluc Tayw 
ancan's fon, he fet out in the beginning of the fpring 
of the year 1204, ^'t the head of a powerful army. 

t Toufta-Bey was not infenfible what thoughts and

Battering himfelf that notwithftanding the ill -fortune 
he had had, he fliould one time or other be more fuc-- 
cefsful, was not unprovided, but alfo made great pre- 
parations for war ; yet when he heard that his impe* 
rious enemy approached hi« Capital city Cachin with 
ft) great an army, the like of which was never feen 
before m Mogoliftan, his heart failed, and he with 
hh eldeft fbrr fled ♦ to Boiruc, Tayancan's brother, to 
whom Cachlue was* already fled for flielter. The 
Grand Can by this mea«s found none to oppofe him 
but fome fugitives who»wer^ flying from the danger, 

t The city of Cachiw ettdeavoured to make forae 
defence, and feemed refolved toftand a long fiege; 
feut notwithftanding they made a vigorous refiftance 
at firft, yet they were in a little time obliged to furren- 
dep, and Tenwjgin put all to- the fvk ord who had oppose- 
cd him. Aftep which he made an oath of fidelity tO' 
he adminiftered, not only to thofe to whom he com- 
mit te3 the charge of the forirefs, and all the tribe of 
Cachin, but even to all others of the people who were 
of the tribe of the Merkits; and all the Cans whom he- 
pardoned, fwore loobey him% 

After having given all necelfory orders in- the Mer- 
Rit's country, his new acquired dominions, he return- 
ed to his capital ; where he was^ no fooner arrived*, 
but haying confidered the vaft number of his con-> 
quefts, he judged it proper to ppevent diforder and 
confufion, by regulating* his^ Empire. For this caufe 
J he called a general diet, which he ordered to be held 
on Nourouz, that is to fay, the firft day of the fpring, 
of the year 1205, ^^^ ^^^^ ^Y ^^^ ^^^ fun enters in- 
to Aries. He fent meffengers to the Princes his fons 
who were far off, and to the other Princes of the blood;; 
lie alfo fent to the Cam, Emirs, andall the great Officers 
to whom he had given the Covernment of the coun- 
tries he had concjuered, and, in fine,, to all the great 
Lords, either Moguls or Tartars.. ^

neral, under whom he appointed ten officers, who each 
commanded a hezare ; t and every one of thefe ten 
officers had ten other officers under him, £ach of thefe 
commanded a fede } J ajid the centurion had under 
him ten leffer^officers, each of w^ich coounanded a. 
dehe ^. The G enerals of thefe tomans were to a£l un« 
der the conunand of feme one of the Grand.Can*s fons#

employments xo (nch men as were moil capable and 
worthy of them« Then .he confidcrod maturely of

THE DESCRIPTION OF THE GE-NERAL DIET OF THE' MO- 

, GULS, CALLED IN THEIR LANG U AGE COURILTAY.TBE 

^ESTABLISHMENT OF THE YASSA, THAT IS TO SAY, THE 

MOGUL LAWS. TEMUGIK JQHANOES WS NAME FOR 

THAT OF GENGHiZCAN. 

WHEN the Princes of the Blood, ♦ th^ Nqvians, 
Cans, Kmirs, and other Lords who were to 
compofe the General Diet, were arrived at the pUce the 
Mogul Emperor had appointed, sfnd that the firft day 
of the fpring wajs come,* they dreft themfelves all ia 
white. The. Grand Can dreft like the reft, came to 
the aflembly. Then he fat down upon his throrib in 
tfhe midft of the Princes of the. Blood, with his Crown 
upon his head, all the Cans and other Lords t wifh- 
ing the continuation of hi^ profperity and health, 
which was followed with fliouts of joy^ and loud ac- 
clamations of all the people who were prefent at the 
affcmbly. After which, n^t contented to confirm 
trhe .Mogul empire alone to him ;afid his fucceifora 
they added all thofe kingdoms and nation* he had 
fobdued, and declared even all the defcendants of 
tbofe vanquiihed Princes deprived of all right or 
title to. any of thofe dominions. J When he had 
thanked them all for the marks of love ajid refpeftthey 
{bowed him, being feofible that the chief duty of a 
Prince is to eftablilh good laws, he declared to themi 
that he thought to add to the ancient laws of the land 
fome new ones which^ jie defired, and commanded 
that they would obferve., 

THZ LAWS OF GENGHIZCAN^. 

By the Firft Law it is ordaine.d to believe that 
tliere is but one God the Creator of Heaven and

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Earth, * wbo alone gives life and death, riches and 
]K>verty, who grants and denies whatfoeyer he plea* 
fes, and who has over all things an abfolute power,. 
It feems that Temugin had not pubii&ed this 
kw, t but to fliew what religion he was of; for far 
from ordaining any pnnifliment or perfecutton againft 
thofc who were not of his fed, he forbid to difturb 
or moleft any peribn 6n account of religion, and de* 
fired that every one fliould be left at liberty to profefs 
that which pleafed him beft, on condition that he be« 
lieved there was but one God. Some of his own chiU 
dren, as alfo fome of the Princes of his Bl^ood were 
Ghriftians, and others made profelfion of Judaifm or 
Mabometanifm, or elfe were like him, Deifts ; for hi» 
left was more followed in Tactary than any other^ tho^ 
there were alfo a great many LdolateFs. ;|; 

II. He ordained by another law, that the heads of 
fe£ls, the religious, the devotees, the criers of the 
mofques,. and thofe that wafii the dead, fhould be ex«- 
cmpted from* all public ofiBces. as well as the phyii^ 
cians. 

III. Heforbade, underpain of death, that any Prince 
or other perfon whatfoevcr, fhould ever prefume to* 
caufe himfelf to be proclaimed Grand Can or Empe- 
ror, without having firft been» duly ele6ted by the 
Princes, Cans, Emirs,, and the other Mogul Lords^, 
lawfully aflembled in a Genesal Diet.. 

I V*. The heads of natiaas were by a particular law 
forbidden to ufe all titles of honour, which they 
affetled to have, in imitation of the Mahometans. He

^a. He defired that for the time to come all his fub- 
jcfts ftrould call him by the plain title of Can; which 
was ever after praftifed by all that fpoke to him : 
*Rut when any perfon writ to him, they always added 
fcme other of his thles to that of Can. 

. V. He ordained that peace fliould never be made 
with any King, Prince, or people, till fuch time as they 

were entirely fubdued. 

VI. The dividing of the troops rnto tens, hundreds, 
was alfo made a ftanding order, as a thing very oom« 
modious in raifing an army with more ipeed, and to 
make detaebments with eafe and order. 

VII. That when there was a neceffity of taking 
die fields the fokiiers fhould receive their arms from 
the officer's hands, with whom they (bould be left at 
the end of the campaign, t That they Jhoukl be ob- 
liged to keep their arms clean, and in good condition^ 
and to fliow them to their commanders whenever 
they were getting ready to give battle. 

VIII. It was forbidden, on jj^^ain of death, to piL 
Ilige the enemy before the General had granted leave .• 
but it was UkevriJe ordained that the meaneft foldier 

' fiiouldbave the fame advantage as the officer, and re- 
main mafter of the booty he (hould be found pofieft' 
of, on condition he paid to the Can's receiver die du. 
ties or fhare ^ecified by the laws. . 

I X. Temugin being: fenfible that continual exer- 
eifc was* neccffary. for his foldiers, to keep them in 
good order ; and hunting appearing to him the moft 

. proper employment to exercife his troops, he ordained 
tbat every winter the hunting of beafts fhould be per- 
formed in the manner following*

That from the month which with w is March, le 
that which anfwers to our Oa©ber, no perfon ftiould 
take ftags, deer, roc-bucks, hares, wild aflcs, nor fome 
certain birds, to the end that the court and foldier* 
might find fufficient. game during the winter, in the 
huntings they were obliged to .make. 

XI. It was iikewife forbid to cut the throats of the 
lealls a man Ihould killi He mufttie^he lega,'rip «p 
the belly, put in his hand, and pluck out the heart. 

XII. The ordinance that the blood and eiitraits of 
beafts (hould be permitted. to be eaten, wa^made inhis 
time, and^put amongft his laws; whereas dt was forbid-, 
den the Moguls, betbrethen, to eat the blood or in- 
wards of beafts. But as he was one day returning 
from an expedition, provifions fell fhort for the foldi- 
crs, and they iivere almoft farnt -with hunger : thea 
meeting with a great tjuantity of beafts inwards newly 
killed by people who had been hunting in a gfeat par- 
ty, hunger conftraincd them to eat them ; nay the 
Emperor himfeif eat with them : and from that mo- 
ment the Prince, confidering how ufeful this food 
might be to his troops on the like occafion, refolved 
to give liberty to all hisIubjeBs to eat them, and after- 
wards made it a law. 

XIII. The privileges and immunities granted to the 
Tercans was regulated in the manner already related^ * 

XIV. To banifli idlenefs out of his dominions, he 
obliged all his fubjefts to fcrre the public in fome 
kind or other. Thofe -who ivent not to the wars, were' 
obliged at certain feafons of the year to work fo matiy 
days on the publi<: ftruftures, or do fome public 
work for the.ftate, andone day in every week employ 
^hemfelves jntbe Jcrvice of theEmper.orin particular. 

XV. The law again* thieving was, that he who'ftojfc 
any thing of confiderable value, as an ox, or other thing 
exjual to that -in price, fliould be puniflicd with death, 
and their bodies cut afunder in the middle with a han- 
ger. That thofe who theft was not of value enough 
to merit death, fhould receive fo many blows with a 
cudgel, either more or lefs, in proportion to the value 
i)f the thing ftolen. The number of thefe blows were 
generally fcven, Xeyenteen, twenty-feven, thirty-feven, 
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and fo cin'to foven hundred; but to pOnifhment 
might be bought, off by paying nine times the value 
of the thing kolen. 1 he exadoefii with which this 
}aw was oblerved, fecured all the Moguls and Tartars 
^ho were fubjeds to the Grand Can, from robbing. 

XVI. It was forbidden all his fubjefts throughout 
his dominions to take any perfori for bis domeftick 
fervant who was of his own nation^ to the end that 
they might all addiQ themfelves to war, and be obiig. 
cd to take care of the captives they fhould take, whom^ 
they muft preferve for their own fervice. He likewife 
publifhed two ordinances : by the one it was forbid- 
den, on pahi of death, to all Moguls and Tartars to 
give meat or drink to another pcrfon's flave, as alfo 
to lodge Of clothe one, without . permiffion from his 
mafter; and the other ordinance obliged ander the fame 
penalty, allperfons that (bould .meet in the way with 
fegkive flave, to ieise and bring him back to his matter. 

XVI I^ Ry the law concerning marriages it was or-, 
•dained chat the man (hould buy his w.fe, and that he 
&ould not marry with any maid to whom he was a- kin 
m the firft or fecond degree ;. but in ^U other degree^ 
h was permitted : To that a man might marry two owa 
fitters. Polygamy was permitted, and the free ufe of 
their women flave&;: which was at laft the occafion of 
that great liberty, tha€ every man took a^many wives 
and fkives asrhe could maintain. * The- management 
of the .man's fortune, amongit the Tartars^ belongs to 
the women t They buy aind feU ^s they think fit. The 
hufbands wholly emplcJy*hei»relv«s with hunting and 
war, and trouWe themfelves with nothing elfe. The 
children who are born of the flaye^ are legitimate, as 
well as thofe botn^f the wives ; but the wives cbildreny, 
and efpecially thofe boraof the firft wife, aye thempf^ 
refpeftcd by the father, wfco firiiadvances them/ And^ 
this, advantage not injuTiBg the reft, Qccafioos no dis* 
^rd?r in the family, wh^^^ generally- live in a^ perfe6t 
uqioft and amjty. 

XVIII. Anp^r law/ condemned all adulterers to 
die, and it was permitted a man to kill them when fur-

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prifed in the aft. The inhabitants of Caindu murmur- 
ed againft this law, becaufe they had a cuftom amongft 
them, to teftify -their rcfpeft and love to their friends, 
by offering^their wives to* them ivhen they came to fee 
them, and regale them with their company. They 
prefented fcveral petitions to the Emperor, ^ defiring 
they might not be deprived of this privilege and meaas 
to treat their guefts. This Prince, yielding to their 
importunities, kft them to their ihame, and granted 
what they defired. But to the end the modefty of his 
other fubjefts might not be offended, by his permit- 
ting fo vile a cuftom, which he thought ^contrary to 
reafc\n and honour, he at the fame time declared that 
he looked on thefe people as infamous. 

XIX. To prefervt amity amongft his fubjefts, he 
regulated alliance^, and extended the ties of relation 
by marriage very far. He permitted two families to 
unite, tho' they had no children livinig: it fufficed that 
the one had had a fpn, and the other a daughter, tho' 
both dead ; they might write a contraft of marriage, 
and perform the ceremony in their xiames ; and they 
were reputed married, tho' dead, and the families real- 
ly allied to one another by this marriage. 

This cuftom is ftill in ufe amongft the Tartars at 
this day, but fuperftuion has added more cireumftances 
to it: they throw the contrafcl of marriage into the 
fire, after having drawn fome figures on it to repre. 
fent the perfons pretended to be fo married, and 
fome forms .of bealts ; aad are perfuaded that all this 
is carried by the fmoke to their x:hildren| who there- 
upon marry in the other vrorld. 

XX. Thumief, in antient Mdgoliftan and the adja- 
cent countries, was fo drfeaded by the Moguls, becaufe 
it did often much mifchief, that fo foon as ever they 
heard it begin they all threw themfelves defperately 
into the rivers and lakes, and were often drowned: 
Temugin finding this extraordinary fear caufed him 
tp lofe many of his heft foldiers, even when he 
had moft need of theiq, ftriftly forbade, under a fevere 
penalty, any perfons to bathe or wafli themfelves up- 
on any pretence whatever; nay, they were not permit- 
ted to wa{h their clothes in running waters during the 
time it thundered i the people being thereby n;iade to. 
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believe thai the exhalations they caufed to break forth 
in difturbing the watert, occafiohed the thunder, which 
would not do them half fo much harm, if they with- 
drew far from any water. They immediately fubmit* 
ted to this law, which the Tartars, who are not Ma* 
bometans, do ftill obferve. But for thofe that are 
Mahometans, they look upon it as a fuperftitious cus- 
iom, which contradiHs onie of thq principal points of 
their. religion, which gives its pifofeffors full liberty 
to wafli in any place where they find water ; nay, they 
jire even perfuaded that without fuch waftiing there 
are no hopes of falvation for them. 

XXI. Spies, falfe witne^Tes, fodomites, and for* 
ceref s^ were condemned to be put to death. 

XXII. He publiftiedmoft fevere ordinances againft 
governors vho failed of doing their duty, but prin* 
cipally thofe who commanded in far diftant countries. 
In whatever place they were, death was their punifh* 
mentif their cortduft was blameable; but if their fault 
was but flight, they muft come in j^erfon to the Grand 
Can, and juftfy themfelves. And this Prince was in 
this cafe a very fevere judge. 

Many other laws were publifhed which are- not fpc* 
cified in the authors I have tranflated. I am not ig- 
norant that in thg Lev^t there is fourid a colleflioa 
of laws entiled Yafa'Genghizcani; ♦ but npperfon haft 
as yet brought si particular account or copy of them 
into France, and therefore we cannot fully fatisfy the 
reader's curiofity. 

The laws we have recited, and which were doubt- 
lefs the principal ones, remained in full vigour dur- 
ing Temugin*s reign and his fucceffors. Tamerlain 
himfelf, who was bprn a handred and eleven years 
after this Prince, caufed them to be obfexved through* 
out all his Empire ; and the Crim Tartars, as well as 
others, to this day re.ligioufly obferve thehi. it muft 
be confeffed they could not be broken without incur- 
ring very great pe^Ities; which alone was enough 
to make them continue long in force, and without 
queftion preferved them fo long.

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One autKor affiires us thai iht; €^raiid Caftiayent^ 
ed them all hitnrelft without confulting aay books, pr 
the example of former Kings, and that they all were 
made by his own wifdoro : but other authors prete.ntj 
that they were only copied from tbofe whiqh th^ prir 
entals heretofore attributed to the invention of Turk, 
the fon of Japhet, the fon of Noah. 

Temugin eonfircied to his friends the commands he 
had given them ; he even made their employments 
more advantageous than before. And having more 
defigns in his thoughts than he communicated to hi» 
Mogul fubjefis, befidc the methods he had already 
made ule of to gain their hearts, he bad recourfe to 
revelations, telling them that God had affured him that 
he fcould become mafter of the world, but that it was- 
llispleafure that he (hould change hisn^me,and that they 
fliould call him Genghiaican. * He added, that they 
ought not to doubt of the accompHftime^t of this di*^ 
vine proinife, becaufe they had feea that which had 
been made him ift the fame manner fome years before- 
fo happily fulfilled, in his fo glotioully delivering, 
them from Ounghcan-'s tyrann^y.. 

Other amh^rs relate this revelation t^r have bcem 
pretended tO' be revealed by another perfon, and tell 
the ftory thus v ^hey fay there was a man, t one of the 
firft rank amoagft the Moguls, who after having waii* 
dered ftark naked in the defarts for ibrae time,.entered 
into the affembly, and declared aloud, that he cjime 
commiflioned by God to find out the Son of Pifouca, 
to advertife him to take the name of Geri^hizean,, that 
is to fay, the Caaof Cajns, and to aflu/e him thit he; 
fliouldbe Emperor of the whole earth* This dec^eivef 
made a flx)riddifcourfe upon the glory and honour thia 
Prince ftiould acq^uire under this new name. And ta 
make himfelf be heard with greater attention, he had 
the boldnefs to aver that he only related God's owm 
words. The prophets, fiiys a Turkilh poet, who fore- 
tqld nothing but what was poflTible, were always ap*» 
plauded. In fine, Temugin, whom w^ fhall hencefor-

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ward call Genghizcan, appeared to be in a condition 
able to make good the prophecy by force .of arms; 
and the people readily gave credit to it. Another 
author aifures us, with much appearance of truth, that 
this Prince fecretly hired this impoftor to aft this cheat. 
To conclude, a Diet .was called towards the end of 
the year 1205. Genghizcan, according to his wonted 
cuftoms, gave prefents to every body, and nothing but 
prayers and ardent wifhes for his profperity were to be 
heard. His friends the Mogul Lords, who were privy 
to the fecret of this pretended revelation, fupported 
him ftrongly in' all things; fo that the report was foon 
fpread over all Mogoliftan and Tartary, and was fo 
ftrongly credited, that they looked upon all the reft of 
the world as if it belonged of right to the Grand Can 
their Emperor. 
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CHAP. Vll. 

THE DEATH OF PRINCE BOYRUC, GENGHIZCAN«5 EX. 
PEDITION AGAINST TOUCTA.BEY. AND THE SUCCESS 
OF IT. CASCHLUC*S FLIGHT TO GURCAN THE KINO 
OF TURQUESTAN, WHO GIVES HIM HIS DAUGHTER 
IN MARRIAGE. A DESCRIPTION OF THE YUGURES^ 
AND THEIR RELIGION. 

THIS prophecy was very ufeful to Ocnghiz-' 
can, for the Moguls breathed nothing but war; 
nay they even thought it a crime in thofe Princes who 
refifted, whom they endeavoured to deprive of their 
Kingdoms. Boyruc, brother to the deceafed Can of 
the Naimans, towhom Cafchluchis nephew and Tuc- 
ta-Bey were fled, was the firft viftim to this prediftion. 

This Prince, being informed of the Moguls refo- 
lution, had made all the preparation poflible to re- 
ceive them : but it fignified little, tho* Toufta-Bey 
aflifted him with his troops of Merkites ; for after a 
yery flight refiftancc Boyruc fled, but was taken in 
the chafe by a party of Moguls, and brought a pri« 
foner into their camp, where he was put to death* 
<And this fo ranch daunted his people, that his army 
difperfed. Cafchluc and Taufta-Bey, after having 
given orders to their foldiers whither to repair, 
betook themfelves to flight, and retired to the Fron- 
tiers of their territories at Ardifch, were they defign- 
cd to get together fome troops which had not been 
able to join the army before the fight. 

In the mean time Genghizcan, not being far from 
the country of Tangut, marched in the year itoG 
with a ftrong detachment into that country to re- 
venge himfelf upon Schidafcou who was the Can 
of it, and who had fecretly lent fucco'urs to his ene* 
mies; and ihere he cunningly furprized Campion 
the capital city of Tangut : which fo aftoniftied Schi- 
dafcou, that he immediately fubroitted, and made ufe 
of the great Lords of that country to intercede for 
bis pardon with the £mperor, to whom they went 
loaded with prefents. The Conqueror pardoned the 
Can, and reftored him to his Kingdom with the fame 
power as before, on condition that he ftiould every 
year pay him a certain tribute, and permit a garrifoi> 
of Moguls to remain in the fortress of Campion* 
. And thus the Grand Can^ being. fatisfied with the mi* 
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meriferichtfslie hadTcundin that city^ retjirned back 

to his array.; . ^ 

•It is in the city af Campion that the caravans of 
Merchants (lop, ^vhich come .from the weft, and often 
from the (btith, to trade \vith China, becaufethey are 
forbidden to go further : and here they fometimes 
fojuorn a lung time, which gives an opportunity to the 
irnbabitants to enrich themfelves greatly. Here area 
great many learned men who ftudy the fciences, nhich 
they call Schimia, Limia, and Simia. The firft treats 
of phyfick, philofophy, chymiftry, and the philofo- 
phers ftone ; the fecond of aftronomy, and natural 
magick; arid the third of theology, and cabaliftry, 
which contains the knowledge of good and bad an* 
gels, and teaches the operations which belong to tbcfe 
fciences. 

Genghizcan almoft at the fame time conquered the 
countries of Crequir and Cachin, which laft name 
formerly the country of Tangut bore. In 1207, ^^ 
learned that Cafcbluc and Tufta-bey had got together 
all their forces in the country of Ardifch in the tribe 
of Merkit. He gave them the lead time he could 
poffible 40 fortify themfelves, and marched againft 
cbemin the midtt of the winter. Thefe Princes a- 
mazed at his fudden arrival, and finding their army 
not ftrong enough to ftand againft him, retired farther 
o^ff, and 'went and encamped even under the fortrefs^ 
of Ardifch. • 

But (heir enemy, notwitfailaiKliing the badnefs of 
the ways and rigour of ithe feafon, foon appeared be* 
fore the place, aiid forced them, mau^re all the pre- 
cautions they had taken, to come to an engagement, 
^with him. The batfcle did not iaft long > for the 
Moguls, as if affured of the viftory, fell with fuch 
fury on their enemies, -who were inferior to them 
both incourlaige andoumber, that they foon pat them 
to flight. Toada-Beywas killed in theaftion^. As 
for Cafcbluc, he was fotcunning as to get out of the 
crowd,;and with fome eixpe? t foldiers c&ape to Tur- 
queftan, were he had the good fortune to be flieltered 
by Gurcan, one of the moft powerful Princes of 
Xouran, * that is to fay, of the Tartars country which

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18 beyond the river Gihon, reaching to thc> borders of 
Caracatay. King Gurcaa touched with his misfor- 
tunes, received him kindly, and conceived fo tender 
a friendfhip for this yonng Prince, that he gave him 
his daughter in carriage to comfort him in all his 
troubles* 

All thefe conquefts and happy fuccefs raifed Gen- 
ghizcan to fo high a pitch ol .greatnefs, that many 
fovereign Princes fent to a£k his proteftion, and a- 
jnong the reft Arflancan Prince of the Carluques in 
C'aracatay : but there happened to Genghizcan foroe- 
thing yet more advantageous, which completed his 
good fortune ; and that was the difcontent of a Prince 
of 1 urq leftan named Idicout. * 

He was Can of the Yu^ures; and the' a very- 
powerful Prince, yet was tributary to Gurcan King 
of Turqueftan, who generally kept among the Yugures 
a kind of inteiident of that province, to be watchful 
lor his inrcreft, and to gather the tributes which that 
people were obliged to pay him» He who at this j unc- 
ture held this employment there, was called Schoua- 
kern. This man, being naturally covetous and hafty, 
befides the money and wares which he levied as due to 
his mafter, extorted more for hirafelf ; infomuch that 
the Yugures finding themfelves oppreft, compUined 
of his abufes to their Prince: he forthwith fpoke, 
to Schouakem, but he could get no reparation orrea- 
fonable anfwer from him; nay he even* anfwered to 
the rem onft ranees he made to him with threats. The 
Prince i^^^as fo enraged at his infolence, that to be re- 
venged he caufed him to be affaffinated, and forth* 
with fent two of his chief officers to Genghizcan to 
inform him of what had paft, and to alk his protec- 
tion, becaufe after this aftion which he. had. been ob- 
liged to perform, he feared '^the refentmcnts. of Gur- 
can* Thefe meffengers, overtook the Mogul Empe- 
ror in the country of Tangujt, were he was then gone 
to reduce to his obedience Scliidafcou, who with fome 
other Cans had revolted from him, amongft whom 
was the Can of Crequir^ wjboie country he entirely 
ruined, ; . 



* Idicottt in ifa« Mogul Uoguage fignifici the Fiiaceibcn reigoiog. Alxid' 
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' The Mogul Emperor, giad of an opportunity to 
xnake King Gurcan uneafy, who was never a friend 
to hinjj and had now made an alliance with Cafchluc 
his enemy, received thefe envoys from Idecout much 
better than he would otherwife have done. He hear- 
kened to' them, and made them fucb an anfwer as 
they wiflied; and when they returned back, he named 
two fit perfonsto accompany them, whom he charg- 
ed to affure the Can of his friendlhip and proteftion 
againft Gurcan. 

This civil and generous procedure charmed the 

Can of the Yuguresj who ftrait t6ok. all that he had 

xnoft precious and valuable iahis treafures, and went 

to Genghizcan in perfon to offer him his fervice; 

which he did with all the zeal imaginable, and all 

the refpeft his quality would admit, Thiscondefcenfi. 

on rendered this Prince fo agreeable to the Grand 

.Can, that he received him with all the teflimonies 

of affeftion that he could delire. The affurances 

^dioout gave him of his zeal were not contradifled 

by his aftions ; for he afterwards ferved the Mogul 

.Eniperor ejffeftually, who, as ao acknowledgment 

.of the ferv ices he did him, gave him one of his 

.daughters in marriage, and ever after looked on him 

as one of his children. King Gurcan, who upon the 

.news of Schouakem's being alTaffinated was tranfport- 

ed with rage, and threatened Idicout with fire and 

.fword, could not execute his threats before he heard 

that. this Prince was become Genghizcan-s fon-in-law; 

and the. fear of drawing the Moguls army upon him- 

felf ftifled his rage, 

r . The religion of the Yugures has not been perfeftly 

known to Hiftorians : fome have writ that they were 

-idolaters; others that they were Chriflians,, but Nes- 

aorians; and others that they were Mahometans; bo- 

. caufe feveral iamongft them made profeflion of all 

.thefe religions. Their priefts, whom they called La- 

. ma, had their: heads and beards q.uite fhaved;theif 

fuperiors^ obliged theto to qbferve cbaftity, and to 

fervein the temples y they had to cover their, beads a 

kind of miti^e, and) for their habit a yellow or red. 

tunickv clofe-bodiedasa Gaflbcfc, and girt about the 

waft^ J over this tunick they wore a cloak cut after 

the manner o£a Chriftian DeaconV cope/ Wheni 
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. the Lama's are in their temples, they are feated on 
benches over againft one another^ holding their books 
in their hands : they are always bare-headed, and in- 
ilead of finging they read to themfelves foftly, and 
generally keep filence. Thofe vrho report them to 
be idolaters, have never declared in what particulars 
they were fo. The idols they had are no fufficient 
proof of it, fince in the converfation Rubruquis had^ 
with them they aflured him that they adored but one 
God ; and that tho* they had images, it was only to 
put them in mind of thofe they reprefented, and not 
to adore them. Which might make one conclude, 
that they then made profeflion of Genghizcan's re- 
ligion, with a fmall mixture ofthetuperfUtion which 
they had in common with the Moguls. 

The Moguh were indebted to the Yugures forihe 
art of writing they now ufe, which was wanting before 
their union with this people. Whether they found 
the manner of the Yugures writing toore convement 
than their own, we know hot; butihey took to it^ 
and have u fed it ever fince.* 

The Yugures in amient time^ had that name con- 
ferred upon them, even by the mouth of Oguz him^ 
felf : he called them Yugures, that is to fay, united* 
He has always palTed amojigft them for a great pro- 
phet ; and the Turks of the laft ages, that is to fay^ 
the Ottomans, who by the title of Qgufians which 
they bear value themfelves as being his defcendants^ 
fay that when he was but a year old he fpoke, and 
gave himfelf the name of Oguz ; but at eighteen 
God illuminated his underAanding ; and. whereas aU 
mankind were at that time idolaters, he brought them 
out of their errors, and made them worlhip only the 
onetrue.God; which fo much difpleafed bis relati. 
ons^ that they refolve to ruin him : but With the affift- 
ance of fome other perfotis whom he had converted, 
he refilled them f6vigorou(ly,xhat his father, was kil- 
led by an arrow in the fight, and his uncles put to 
flight. This is what Fadltfllah reports of Oguz.t

GENGHIZCAN^S FIRST WAR ACAlNST THE NORTHERN 
JPARTS OF CfllNA, CALLED CATHAY i AND THE SUC 
CESS OF IT. HIS RETURN INTO fW8 OWN COUNTRY; 

- HIS EXPEDITION TO THE DESERT Of CAPSCHAC^ 
OTHERWISE CALLED DECHT* 

AL T H O* Genghizcan, when he was on his 
return to Caracoroni) had refolved not to*' re* 
new the war for feme time, yet he negle£led not to 
raife recruits, and ftrengthen his army, to l^t his ene- 
mies fee that he was always in a condition to be fear- 
^ ; and that whilft he was in peace lie applied himfelf, 
according to the refolutions taken in the lad Diet, to 
regjulate the affairs of liis Kingdoms, ^nd fecure the 
beft he was able tho^fe countries he had conquered* 
All things looked now as if he de&gned to live in re- 
pofe, and tafle the fweets of that peaceful eftate which 
by fuch vail fatigues he bad pbtained : but the love 
of arms, the darling palfion of his foul, permitted him 
jiot to reft ; and he thought of nothing elfe but how 
to find a pre^xt to fall out with the Cbinefe, againft 
vhoin in particular he had formed fpme defigns. 

The prefent fiate of affairs^all being now in peace^ 
affording him no means to quarrel, he fought amongft 
the tranfaftions of pall a^es for fome thing fit to urge 
againil them; * andxalUnjg to juihd the injuries the 
Xings of China had heretofore done to his anqeftors, 
nay to his own father and people, t he conferred 
With his Neviansand.QtherPjinces of his court, con- 
tinually entertaining them with difcourfes of the 
injuries and wrongs their fathers had fuffered by 
the Chiriefe. ;J; This was the caufe faidhe, that our 
country was. looked upon with/p much fcorn, and 
defpifed by alLt]pe nations of Afia. In fine, he ex^ 
cited them to re^venge, by urj^ing, that they had no 
other way to vindicate their honour, and make them- 
Telves famous to pdflerlty.'^ Neither didliie lOTgeTKT

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remind them of the promlfe God had made to him, 
jtoaflTift and render him viftorious over all his enemies* 

Thp Mogul Princes and Lords failed not to ap- 
plaud their Emperor's defign ; whether it was out of 
- coroplaifance, or that they found it agreeable to rea- ' 
ion and juftice, is not the queftjon. A council was 
called to confult on ways and means how to ^bring 
this great enterprize to pafs ; and it was refolved that 
firft of all an Ambaflador fliould b^ feht to Altdurr. 
can King of China, to demand fatisfaSfoh for all the 
damages and injuries done to the Moguls b^ hrs pre- 
deceffoirs, with orders that in cafe he refufea to conr^ 
ply, ws^r fhouldbc declared againft him; For this 
purpofe they chofe Tafer, an old caurtier, a^tnan 
perfeftly Ikilled in ftate afiPairs, and (eiit him i^way 
in the winter-feafon. Jafer being arrived at Cslnl^ar 
lec, which was the old city bf Pequin, one of '(lie 
capital cities of Cathay, ♦ and the anlient Jfifi?don of 
the Seres, had audience of the King, ^vhom be icci*. 
dentally found in this city, for he wa^ not u fed to re- 
fide there but only in the fummer. This AmbaflTadpr 
hiadc a long harangue, which he began with expaii- 
ating on his matter's greatnefs, his elevation to the 
empire of the Moguls and -Tartars, apd. the choice 
God had made of him to govern the world : he after- 
wards demanded reparation of the King for ali the 
damages and injuries which his predeceffors had done 
the Moguls ; telHng him that if he reTxifed to comply 
with thefe demands, he had orders to declare yap a- 
gainft him, and to afTure^him that Getighizcafr, 'at tlfc 
head; of a moft powerful army, would comd and dtivt 
hiin but of his Kingdom, and eftablifh one of his 6wn 
children on his throne.. - • • -

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at the great gate in the wall, ♦ which Ataeous, oT 
whom we have before made mention, caafed to be 
opened. This Alacons was Can of the Kingdom oT 
Ancout, to whofe care heretofore the Emperors of 
China had committed this gate aiid wall. This Prince 
was at this time difpleafed widi Altouncan, and held 
fecret tntelligence with Genghizcan, whott he was 
Tery ufeful to on this occafion. He did not only* 
open a way for the Moguls into China, but gave them 
fome of his own officers to be their guides% 

All the cities which made no refiftance, hot open- 
ed their gates, and furnilhed provifions to Genghiz- 
can, were by that generous Prince fpared; bat thole 
that oppofed him were all plundered, as likewife fe« 
veral confiderable caftles, out €>f which he took alt 
the riches that were there depofited (m fecurity : and 
all this he did whilft he waited for the coming up of 
the army which the young Princes commanded* 

On the other fide, the King of China joined to his 
army the troops of Courge, and putting himfelf at the 
head of tbefe united forces, marched direftly tovrards 
the Moguls; but when he was come within a few 
days journey of them,hi« foldiers b^ing much fati* 
gued, ftayed to reft, and for their fecuYity he caofed 
all the carts to be placed round the t<rmy ; then they 
made a large deep ditch before them* Hi^ troops 
flayed not io long in this ca^rasthey could have wifli* 
ed; for being foon informed that Genghizcan was 
coming to<attack them,, they decamped to go and meet 
him. 

So foon as the two araries were in fight of one 
another, they ranged themfelves in ordct of battle; 
and fell to blows. The combat was lilooidy. The 
JCing of China loft tbiirty ikoilfkAd meh,(an^ thd Mo- 
gul £mperor had a great man.y^ oft c c r s^ krHed, and 
more foldiers than the enemy. The tatter retired 
with all the fpoils be had gotten by the way of thq 
^ province of Pequin, in which he baid £»me lintelU^ 
^ence. The Chinefe did not venture '^6 fliflloy him| 
becaufe they were no lefs fatigued than the Moguls,

their capital city, they refolved to make peace vith 
him, in order to get him out of China, which the 
war had already reduced to a miferable c4»ndition. 

Alto«ncan therefore fent an Ambaflador to Gen- 
ghizcan to propofe a peace, with his daughter Cubcou 
Ca^iAne in marriage, promifing to fend this. Princefs 
td him under the condufl of one of the greateft Lords 
in' his Court, and with all the fplendor and attendance 
fuiting an Emperor's daughter and wife. The Mo- 
gul Emperor, pteafcd with the condtfcending offers 
of an enemy whom he found he could not vanquiflii 
avei^epted the propofals he made him, and married the 
Princefs of China fo foon as (he arrived in his camp; 
and, accompanied with the Princes his fons^ retired 
with her to Caracorom. 

But he remained- not unaftive any longer than was 
afofolutely neeeffary to recruit his army, for two rea« 
fons : firft, becaufe he would not fuffer the foldiers 
to be idle ; and next, becaufe he had formed a great 
defign in his ow-n mind/ He meditated how 4o con* 
qurr all the wettern countries of Tartary for his eh 
deft fon, and flauered himfelf that he ihould fucceed 
in this undertaking, becaufe of the animofiues thai 
%ere' amongft the Ta^rtar Caiia. ^^ He fir^ difpofcd a 
pkri of his troops in the cornisries he bad fubdued, 
to keep them quiet,, and prevent their revisiting; and 
then with the reft of his arnty he feft:out on the way 
to the vsfft' cotiintry, called ilier>piaiils .of Capfchac. 
His eldteft fon,a& b^ingzheperfon the moft inierefted^ 
failed not to accompany him its this expedition. 

The country of Capfchac is of a vaft extent, and 
i^ accounted the moft confiderable part of Tartary, 
It reaches fromeaft to weft from Turqueftan even to 
the river VoJgrf^ and alt along the borders of the an- ' 
tieht Bulgaria, and th(^ amilenc Ruffia, and from the* 
Volga to the country of Crim, where: the people dwell 
.mho are called the Little ocCriuLrartars. Its great- 
eft length frooat i|Qrtt\.to (path is from the Cafpian fea 
to the g#eat fand]^ Delferts, or sathec' to the frozen qi 
north fea^ * \, .

C H A F. IX. 

GENGHIZCAN^S SECOND WAR WITH CHINA. AND THtt 
TAKING OF PEQUiN THB CAPITAL CITY OF THE NORTH* 
ERN CHINA. OR CATHAY* 

GENGHIZCAN, as we have before oblerverf^ 
had given his proteftion to the Princes Arflaii 
and Idicout ; the firft vas Can of the Carlucks, the 
laft Can of the Yugurcs. After having concluded 
with him what number of foldiers they (houki rai(e 
for his fervice, thefe Princes retired into theif own 
countries, with feveral Mogul officers who were or- 
dered to convoy them home. 

l*hcfe two Princes omitted nothing to procure good^ 
troops, and each of them raifed a toman, ♦ wkh whick 
they returned to Genghracan's Court, after he was 
come back from Capfchac; Their arrival' murh re- 
joiced the Emperor, becaufe they had brought him 
very fine troops, which he wanted to ftrengthen the 
army he was refolved lo fend to-China, en advice giv- 
en him of fome threats uttered by Altounean againft the 
Moguls : befides, he had now a favourable opportunr- 
ty; for the King of China being difpleafed with the 
people of fome provinces of Caracatay, had given or- 
der to ravage their countries ;>nd thefe people being re- 
folved to oppofe him, had fent deputies to Caracorom 
to beg the Emperor's proteftion. There arrived at the- 
£ame,time.an envoy fro«. a particular; Can of their 
nation, to inform him that by means of fome rebels 
he had got poffeffion of a confiderable fortrefs which< 
opened to him an entrance into China, t This Can,., 
after having put a goodgarrifon into this place, came 
limfelf to Genghizcan^ to engage him to^ go againft 
Altounean, 

The Mogul could not withftand his impof tunities^ 
He received hinL favourablyj treated and confuhed. 
with him about proper meafure^s to render this war 
fiiccefsfuU Then he fent baok this Prince loaden? 
with rich prefeots, and prpmifed either to follow hiofa

€ak-Balec^ that ii to fay^ thcRojral Cittjr« Abuk^m 
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kifnfelf, or to fend his chief General immediately after 
him, at the head of a numerous army, of which the 
troops of the Carlucks and Yugures (hoqld make a 
part. Accordingly the army was foon in a condi- 
tion to march ; but Genghizcan could not command 
it in perfon, by reafon of an indifpofiition that feiz* 
cd him. Samouca Behadeur, the eldeft of his Gene-. 
rals, commanded in chief; and all the Cans, Princes, 
Nevians, and £mirs who could get leave of the Em- 
peror to go, went on this expedition, each driving to 
manifeft how zealous he was for the fervice of his 
Prince. 

Thefe troops were no fooner arrived at the place ap- 
pointed, But the fortrefs that had been furprized was 
put into the hands of a Mogul Officer ; and fo foon 
as they had refted, and were in a condition to enter 
upon ^Etion^ they feized, almoft without any oppofi* 
tion, upoa tke provinces of Caracatay that were the 
laft of tbofe belonging to Altouncan^ Then they 
quickly entered witheafe Into China By means of thc 
intelligcnce the rebel Can heldih that country. 

At the fame, time, Moucli Gouyanc, oiie of the 
moft able Mog^l Generals, marched to the Country of 
Courge with abody of troops^ to hinder the forces 
in that kingdonvfrom going toaidthe King of China;, 
and this officer feized feveral places according to the 
orders given him. Yet this hindered not Altouncaa^ 
from advancing, his armv againft that comnaanded by 
Samouca Behadeur. This King, a's well as all his 
foldiers were tranfported^tfiat they were to fight an- 
army not commanded by Genghizcan, flattering them- 
felves that they fhould gaiu an eafy. vi€lory. They 
brifkly attacked Samouca,. and made his advanced 
guard give way ; but the Moguls, refolving to con- 
quer or dfe, fought with fo muc+i valour and refolu- 
tion, that the CKinefe wereiuthe end obliged td be- 
take tbemfclves xa flight, and to fliut themftlves up iai 
their citiesthat they might be IkreenedTrom the fury 
of their enemies. 

Altho' the King of CHitiahad* put abundance^ of 
troops into Pequfn, the Moguls, inftrgated by^ the Chi- 
nefe rebels that accompanied them, refolved to lay 
fiege to this city : theyeven tried to take it by affault ;, 
but. the Priace.of China, ta^whom the King his father 
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had etttrufted the tnanagement oJP the firft m^ar, * de« 
iPended it fo vigoroufly, that alt the befiegers efiForts 
proved in vain, t It is ithppflible to tell how ma- 
ny brtive a£iions were performed on both Gdes dur- 
ing this fiege ; by reafon that the fate of China feem- 
ihg to depend on the good or ill forturi^ of this its 
capital city,thebraveft Chinefe and greatett Lords of 
the Empire were entered into it, to {hare the hondulr 
of a long and brave defence. 

The great i>umber of troops tliat Vere in this dit j^ 
took away from the befiegers ail hopes bf taking it hf- 
open force, therefore they -refolved to ftarve it odt; 
and the fami,ne became fo great in Bequita, that the 
inen chofe rather to cat one another thah to yicld.^ 
Kbtwitliftanding the Chinefe's bravery availed theni 
nothing, for the city was taken by a ftxatageni ; which 
being re^rted to the King of China, lie JCOilctM'i. 
fuch difpleafure tbat he poifoned hi^felf. 

Mirconde and Abulcair report the taking <>f Pe-' 
quin thus, in general terms ; but Carpin gives a more 
ample relation of iti he fays, * That (iie befiegerg 

* fuffered fo lM>rrible a famine, that they were oblige 

* ed to decimate the men, and out of every teb kill 
*\Oneto feed the other nine ; that the befieged defend- 
^ ed themfelves fo valiantly with 'their arrows and 

* engines, that when the ftones came to fail the engi- 

* neers, ^ they melted dowii their gold a^d filver, 

* which was in great abunda^nce in that place, and us- 

* cd it to &oot againft their enemies; bat at Jaft, the 

* Moguls having received a fupply of provifions, and 

* finding they were no nearer taking the city riiari they 
^ were the firil day, undermined it, and made a way 

* under ground which reached to the middle of the 

* city, and in the night affailed the Chinefe, who, fur- 

* prized with a ftratagem fo new and ftrange, loft all 

* courage, and ^ere oWiged to furrcnder the city to 
/* the Moguls* He adds^ that the King of China, be-

* gates to thofe without, and gave no quarter to any 
f they met with ; and, that they plundered it of all 

* that was precious or valuable, and afterwards divid- 

* ed the booty according to Genghizcaa's law.' 

♦ Let this be true or falfe, 'tis certain that after 
the taking of Pequin, a courier was difpatched to car- 
ry the news to the Mogul Emperor, who immediately 
nominated officers to manage the finances and reve* 
nues properly belonging to Altouncan in this north- 
ern part of China, which he annext to his own reve- 
nue. The taking of Pequin which happened t Ann. 
Dom. 1213. Heg. 610, rendered Genghizcan mafter 
of the greateft part of the northern China, or Cathay; 
He gave the Government of this city to General 
Moucly Gouyanc, with orders to finifti the conqueft 
of China,»which tliis officer accomplifhed in two years : 
he even alfo conquered the Kingdo m of Courge or 
Corea.

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C H A P. X. 

GENGHIZCAN'S WAR AGAINST ^HE RE5T OF HIS ENE- 
MIES IN CARACATAY. MOGOUSTAN. AND TURQ^UES- 
TAN. THE PERFIDY OF PRtNCE CASCHLUC TO HIS FA. 
THER.IN LAWGITRCAN. THE MOGULS WAR AGAINST 
CASCHLUC. THE DEATH OF Til AT PRINCE. GENGHIZ. 
CAN'S ALLIANCE WITH THE XING 09 CARIZME. 

IT Ihould fecm that the conqueft of this half of 
China, would oblige the Mogul £iBperor to fix 
the feat of his empire at Pequio, io order to keep 
with lefs trouble the pofleffion of China, by his pre- 
fence there, and to facilitate the conqueft of the other 
half, if an opportunity prefented ; but he had defigns 
in view more confiderable than that of rendering htm* 
felf matter of fo great an em^pire. He therefore was 
contented with fending Governors thither, arKl con- 
tinued to keep his Court at Caraitorom, both io have 
an eye upon Tartary, and to watch the caoiipos.of tho 
Can&,thefucceffors'of Toufta-Bey, who ftillfeadforces 
\ in Merkit, which was a part of Mogoliftan; and on 

^ Cafchluc the fon of Tayancan, who ^e well kaewjlid 

hate him. He was fenhble thefe two Princes were 
able to give him trouble, particularly Cafchluc, if he 
could .prevail with Gurcanto declarewaragainfthimj 
A Irho' all thefe fortunate fuccefles had rendered 
Genghizcan's power very formidable, yet there ceafed 
Bot to reign in fome of the Moguls minds an inclina- 
tion to revolt; and Toufta-Bey's hatred to the Em- 
peror feemed to furvive in his whole family and nati- 
• on, tho' he was dead. His three fons,^and brother 
Coudoucan, preferved ihat averfion to Genghizcan 
even to death ; nay, they werefo audacious as to raife 
troops, and exci e fome other trides, amongft whom 
uere thofe of Tomat on the-frontiers of China, to re- 
volt : In fine, they kindled in feveral places fu great 
a flame, that Genghizcan was obliged to fend troops 
to quench it. 

Suida Behadeur marched againft the rebel Cans of 
Merkit; and after haying plundered thegreateft part 
©f the province where they were encamped,, he forced 
them to a battle, in which he defeated them ; and by 
the death of thefe Cans, whfch happened within the 
famq year 12145 procuredto the tribe of Merkit that 
calm and repofe which the reft of the Mogul nations 
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enjoyed. As for the people of the tribe of Tomatu 
Babia Nevian who was £snt againft them, treated theia 
in fo cruel a manner, that the Emperor himfelf was 
moved with pity when he received the account of it, 
and ordered that care fiiould be taken to breed up and 
well educate the childcen of thofe whofe parents had 
had the ill fortune to perifh in the terrible flaughter 
this General had made, and to marry their wives and 
daughters. 

Prince Cafchluc was much more to be feared than 
the Cans of Merkit and Tomat, had he but known 
how to manage the King of Turqueftan his father-in^ 
law, who was To powerful a Prince, that he often as- 
fumed the title of Padichah. Turqueftan was then 
one of the largeft parts of Tarury ; it had on the 
ibuth Tebct and India, were the new MoguU are,oft 
the north Caracatay, on the eaft China and fome parta 
of Caracatay, on the weft Tranfoxiana and ( apfchac : 
and during fome: time all Tartary was called the coun-> 
try of the Turks. 

Thofe who knew Cafchluc, did not approve the 
choice Gurcari .bad made of hira for his daughter. 
JUe was unworthy to be a* Prince* * He was neither 
good-natured nor grateful, and had nfither honour 
nor generofity. And notwithftanding the obligati- 
ons he had to his father-inrlaw, the many favours he 
had received of biro, and the love he ought to hav* 
borne him ; yet he ceafed not to daily to do him ill ^li^ • 
ces, and. excite commotions amongft his fubjcfts, nay, 
io forward the revolt of the Governors.of his.provioceji, 
aiHl even enter into a league himfelf with Mehomed 
King of Carizme^ Gurcan's greateft eaett^y* 

.In hne, Cafchluc retired from .his iatfaef4n-lafw'r 
~CQur|:,^|id with fome male-cpiktei^ted feditioiis perfoM 
2Hh(ifn he jhadfeducedy foraied a conGderable body of 
men, which in a ftiort time was much.attgioented b||^

|i^d ^r^ed, iny^ded Guiloan'sKiiigdomion the weft,, 
be.ve^tto the €^^ft,and ravaged and pLuadened his fa^ 
ih^r-in-ls^'js prc^vinc^s ; srhiD^elefiiag his ingcatitude^. 
refqlved to b.c„reY.eiig.ed. naihimv 3lhis JLing, tbo' he 
was far advanced in yearsi pi^t hii^elf^t.tbeheadof

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a confi^erable army, and had ftill vigour-and courage 
enough to conquer his fon-in4ai¥ in the country of 
Couakege. 

. ♦ We muft not omit to mention one particularity 
^hich Bin-Aias relates of this country : he fays that 
in the country of Couakege. iii Turqueftan there is a 
fort of wood which they make ufe of to build houfes, 
and is of fuch a nature that fire cannot burn it; and 
a fort of ftone fo bright, or luminous, that the inha^^ 
bitants are lighted by it in the night. 

In the mean time the King of Carizme made con- 
quefts in Turqueftan on the borders of Tratifoxiana. 
He fcized on almoft all the countries that belonged 
to Gurcan. /J his Prince marched againft him, but 
had not the fame fuccefs that he had had againft 
Cafchluc, for he narrowly efcaped being made a prifo- 
ner. 1 he i,veaknefs attending his age gave opportu- 
nity to feveral great Lords of his kingdom to form 
iieditious plots againft. him. His kingdoms fell all 
into great diforders, of which he could not poffibly 
expe^ to live to fee an end. His (an-in4aw return- 
ed to give him a fecond baule, in which Cafchluc had 
the better. He took Gurcan, and in appearance treat- 
ed him with refpeft ; but he rendered himfelf mafter 
of all his kingdom and treafure, and repaid'with fuch 
bafe ingratitude all the obligations and favours he 
iiad received from him, 4;hat Ourcan within two years 
after died with grief. 

Cafchluc prefently after this battle befieged.the city 
jof Cafchgar, iivere the King ^fedto refide; which city 
refufed to acknowledge any other fbvereign but Gur- 
can's fon as the rightful heir of the kingdom. The 
inhabitaBts xiefehded it vigoroufly againft Cafchluc, 
and the fiege lafted long; but the city was at laft ta- 
ken, and he made the inhabitants feel the «tmoft ri- 
gour of his tyranny. 

t The £ity of Cafchgar was fituate in the forty 
fourth degree of latitude, and in «iinety live degrees 
^nd twenty minuter of longitude. It was then the 
capital of the c6ju»try which Gvrcanpoffefred in Tur- 
queftan. It bad proihiced feveral men famous for

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learning. It was fometime called Ourdoukent^ that 
is to fay, the royal city. And when Marcopolo was 
ift that country, at Cafchgar, this city, fays he, was 
fubjed: to the Grand Can Gurcan. * It was from 
this city that the Swedes took their original, t 

The principal religion which the inhabitants pro- 
feiled was Mahometanifm. The Neftorians had alfo 
churches. And the fame Marcopolo acquaints . us^ 
that this was a city of great trade, becaufe it was 
in the road which all the merchants paiTed through 
who went to China. At this time the country of 
Cafchgar is governed by a Kin^ of their own 
in particular, and the name of their capital city is 
Hyarca^, which is:in the fame place as Cafchgar was, 
to which one of its Princes would, give his. name. 
It is reckoned there are a hundred mofques in this 
city. The country produces all things neceffary for 
life, as alfo the fined aromatick plants ; and in one of 
the mountains there is a mine of . iilver which brings 
a great, revenue to. the Prince. 

Cotan, a^city in Yurgura, fituate on the confines of 
Turqueftan towards the eaft, in forty -two degrees of 
latitude, had the faine fate as Cafchgar. And Cafch- 
luc in the end fubdued the country and city of Al- 
naleg,. fituate in the famjc degree as Cafchgar, which 
belonged to a Turkifli Prince, who was at that time 
abfent. He furprizedthe Governor a hunting, and 
killed him : after which he got poffeffion of fo many 
.other countries, that it feemed by his fucceffes as if for- 
tune had prepared for him a great and lading felicity. 

1 he Mogul Emperor, mighty as he was, was alarm- 
ed at this Prince's fuccefs, whom he hated as much as 
he was hated of him; but being very prudent, he 
would do nothing precipitately. He therefore fent a 
Lord of his Court to fultan Mehomed, King of Cariz- 
me, to endeavor to draw him from Cafchluc's intereft^ 
whom he called the Naiman Prince. The envoy fuc-

giual £f om ihe city of Cafchgar iu Turqueftan^ 
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ceedecl in his negbtiati'dn without much trbubfe. Me- 
hocned, who was alfo gro^n uncafy at CafchFtfc's 
good fortune, and had already fonve cauTe to Be idis- 
pleafed with this Prince, T)romifctl togiw him no as- 
fiftance ; hoping indeed that Genghizcan artd €afch- 
tuc might ruin one another, or at leaft be both weak^ 
cned, and that he in the end fhouldbe a gainer by ihe 
diforders which a war between them would -occafion. 

In the mean rime Cafchluc didagreatdfcal of mis- 
chief rn the countries into which he carried his «iirs, 
and ill-treated all thofe who were* not idolater*. 'Tis 
faid, th^tin the Kingdofn of Gotan, which he became 
matter of, he caufed to be nailed to the door of a Col- 
kge, an l:mam, or Mahometan PrielJ, name4 A'ladin, 
who reprehended him for biafpbeAious eicpreffions 
which he uttered againft Mahometaniftn. • • . 

The report of the cruelties of this Prince was fpreiad 
abroad every where ; and Genghizcan being feearcd of 
the King of Carrzme, made an advantageous u!e of 
the complaints that were reported of Cafchluc. He 
gave a kind reception to all the envoys who came 
from the people on tvtiy fide, to entreat him to de- 
liver them from this tyrant. He readily ,promtfed to 
fuccour them ; and for this effeft he gave orders to 
Hubbe Nevian, one of hfs Generals, to go and make 
war with him as aperfcciitor of mankind* 

* Hubbe departed in the fpring 6f the year 1216, 
with that army which the Fmperor had on the fron- 
tiers of Caracatay, and entered into Turcjueftan by 
•the fide of Cafchgar. Cafchluc had advice of his 
cocning, and immediately put himfelf at the head of 
his troops, and m arched again ft him, refolving to* ufe 
all his efforts to beat the MoguU, this? once at leaft- 
but he was fo unfortunate as to lofe the battle. After 
'which, he retired to Cafchgar; and finding that hfe 
could not prevail with the King of Garizmie to aft for 
"him, he grew mad^vith deffpair. AHthegreat i^JtpeQa. 
tions heiradco uce i vcd vanifhed, find he ccmchided 
•he had no other courfe to take but to fly. Many of 
' his followers accompanied him in his flight, but they 
were vigoroufly purfued by the Moguls, who put to 
the fword all rfie Nairaans they could overtake.

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Hufebc Nfevlain feiz^ up<^ii Cafcbg^r:, and caufed to 
be publifhed liberlty- ofc^nrcience, which the ufurper 
had forbithieni. P-rince Cafchluc at firft. efcaped the 
enemies piJKrfutt; but at la(t h^ va<5 taken as he was 
a. hunting iurhdn^ the motint^ins of Bedakhfchan, 
\v!hcrc he palflbd fofe ao inhatbitaut of that<:ountry. The 
Moguls knew hmi again^, ami cut off his headland 
braught it to Fnttce: Hmbbq^ who ffent it to the Grand 
Cstn his maftei*, who Hy thi$ Prince's death was put 
into pofleifion of all the couoitrie^ he had uAirped, 
and therichiwhc.had .pillaged> Thi? war ended in 
the year 1217, when Genghizcan was about fixty-four 
y^ears of ar^. 

This J^nperor having aOrtbiu^g more to fear either 
froiniheieaft, W€ft^ or northern parts -of Afia, endea* 
vourfed to cultivate a fincec^- friend fhip with the Kiag 
of Citrixmc, He >hdrefor,e towards the Utter end of 
this yearr 12:17.9 fent three Ara^bajBadors to him with 
prefeius,;and a let(^ w^icb im^nqd * that the pos* 
IsffioQ ofdb man^jCQuntries which' he had reduced to 
his pbedience, left him nothing more to wifh for than 
the friendfhip of his neighbours, and therefore he ha^ 
fent to afk his; to the end that their people might 
trade together with fafety, and find in a perfeft union 
with one another, that cepofe and plenty which are 
the chief bleflings that cah be wifhed for in all king- 
doms. The Mogul Ambafladors had orders to afTure 
Mt homed of the good intention and friendfliip of their 
mafter, but in fucb a manner as fhould let him know 
that Genghizcan thought himfelf more puiffant than 
he was. They neglefted not follow their inftruflions 
in every particular. And the King of Carizme, in the 
audience he gave them, after having let them magnify 
their mafter's greatnefs^ failed not. in his t-urn, to boaft 
of his own power, armies, and the largenefs of his 
empire ; in ihort, he delivered himfelf with a great 
deaJ of haughtinefs. 

Neverthelefs, there bieingamongft the Ambaffadors 
one who was a native of Carizme, Mehomed had him 
introduced into his palace in the night, without the 
knowledge of his coUegues. He firft made him a

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prefent of a rick diamond; after which he conjured 
him to tell him the truth, and then demanded to know 
the (late of Genghizcan*s a£Fairs, and whether k was 
true that he had made fuch great conquefts in China 
as was reported. The Ambaffador fatisfied all his 
queftions, and added that he counfelled him to ally 
himfelf with his mailer : but perceiving the King 
took it amifs that he (hould pretend to advife him, he 
thought of nothing more than how to flatter and win 
him; which he did fo well, that the refult of this 
fecret converfation was the fetting a treaty of peace 
on foot. 

The three Ambalfadors agreed upon the articles 
with the commiffionersof the King of Carizme. Then 
they afked their audience of leave, and returned with 
prefents both, for their mafter and themfelves. Seve- 
ral merchants of Carizme, loaden with the fineft mer* 
chandizes of that country, accompanied them, and 
wbntto traffick in Genghizcati's dominions; who no 
longer fearing any enemy, now began to reign ia 
peace. 
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C H A P: XI. 

THE ALTERATION OF THE TREATY OF PEACE MADE 
BETWEEN GENGHiZCAN ANDTHEKINGOFCARIZME. 
AN ABRKDGENlENfTOFTHE HISTORY OF THE SULTAN9 

i S£LJUKID£S» AND THE KINGS OF CARIEME. 

GENGHIZCAN was fixty-three years old when 
he made this peace With Sultan Mehomed King 
of Carizme : and this treaty was very exadly ob. 
ferved on both fides at the beginning ; and more than 
a year pad before either of thefe Princes gave the 
ieaft occafion of complaint to each other. Their 
fnutual civilities feemed, on the contrary, to fecure 
their people that their friendlhip would be of long con. 
tinuance. But two great neighbouring Princes can* 
not live long without fome jealoufy, becaufe their 
different interefts and defigns will continually occafi- 
on to diftruft each other. The King of Carizme 
coul dnot fee Genghizcan's greatnefs, and the univer- 
fal veneration the people had for him all over Afia, 
without regret; efpecially when he came Co refleft 
that there was not a Prince amongft all the Moguls 
and Tartars, whether in the north, the weft, or eaft parts, 
who did not pay him homage; that he gave laws to the 
proudeft Princes, even to thofe who had moft op- 
pofed his elevation; that the Cans of Turqucftan, and, 
in a word, all the potentates roundabout, fought the 
friendftiip of this Mogul Prince, and flighted his : aU 
thefe confiderations deftroyed the union that was be- 
tween them. 

After two years of peace, the King of Carizme in 
TCturning from his expedition againft Gazna, of which 
fce rendered himfelf mafter in 1817, ufed the Moguls 
with lefs refpeO: than before ; and his fubjefts com- 
mitted fudi afts of hoftility, as oKliged Genghizcan to 
complain of them to their King. Yet thefe outrages, 
which were the fubjeftof thefe complaints, were not 
.the caufe of breaking the peace i It was the murder 
of tht Mogul merchants, as the fequel will Ihow. 

The King of Carizme being one of the principar 
perCbns in this hiftopy, and monarch of a vaft empire, 
it is methinks proper to fay fomething of his family, 
^nd to tell by what means he arrived at that excefiive

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pitch of grcatncfs in which Gcnghizcan found him ^ 
We ihall not here make mention of the flaves who 
were the firft author* of it, but begin with their mas^- 
ters, who were the Seljukide Princes, whofe familsr 
this King had deftroyed, and who bad been the moft 
iiluftrious and moft powerful Sultans of Afia. 

The Seljukides took their name and original froK^ 
Seljoac the fon of Dacac. * This Seljouc was by 
birth, a Turk, who after having been a long time a 
General in the army of Wararc^n,. King of Tranfox- 
iana, was killed at the age of a hundred and feven 
years in a battle, in which he was engaged fighting 
againft that Prince,, who would have put hinx 
to death, becauie he feared hin». He had four 
children, Michaylor Michael, Mofes firnamed Bigou, 

^onas, and IfreaU Michael was the moil confidera- 
le of them alF, and he had alfo four fons^ to wit^ 
Togrulbey, Jacar, Jafer and Arflao. 

From this family fprang three branches, the elded 
and powerfulleft of which,, was that of Togrulbey^ 
This Prince made himfclf mafter of the great empire 
of the CalifFs^ and eftabliOied himfelf in Bagdad, A D. 
1 055, Heg. 447, where he and his defcendants con- 
tinued to reign to the fourteenth generation. The 
fecond branch was- that of Jafer-Bey, who was fove- 
reign in Quirman, and other countries toM^ards the 
Ferfian feaand India,, but it did not continue fo long 
as the other branch. The Sultans of Iconia t made 
the third branch. Cutlumifch ^ the fon of Ifreal, 
and nephew of Togrulbey, eftablifhed himfelf in Afia 
Minor,. about Ana. Dom*. 1050^ Heg, 442. And 
thofe Sultans, the' far left puiffant thanthofe of the 
elder branch, yet lafted much longer ; for they, did 
not end. till after the eftablifliment of the Ottotnaa 
Turks, who began to reign in the year 1299 ; § where- 
as the Seljukides of the elded branch came to an end 
in the year 1 19^. 

Michael the father of Togrulbey had' acquired a 
mighty reputation by the great anions be had done

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againft the Princes of Gazna ; but his Ton rendered 
himfelf yet more famous by the conqueft he gained 
over thofe of Coraflane. * Even the Califf himfelf 
alked his affiftance againft a rebel Qamed Baflaciri, 
ivho had taken Bagdad, and was entered into the ca* 
pital city of the Mahometan empire with the £gyp- 
tion banners. Togrul revenged the CaliiF, freed him 
from the bonds in which Bafiaciri had bound him, 
and put the traitor to death. He once again delivered 
this Prince from Boide t the laft, and re-eftabliihed 
him with honour on his throne the fecond time. 

Thefe fortunate tmrns fervedas fteps to Togrul to a-^ 
fcend to the greateft dignities. The Califf, to reward 
his fervices, married his fitter, and gave her as a dow« 
ry a hundred thoufand crowns of gold* He cloth'i. 
ed him in royal robes, and created him Sultan, Ann« 
Pom. ioj6. Heg. 44B. Publick prayers were made 
for him, as for the Califf, in the roofques. In fine, 
Togrul difpofed of all employments in the army, and 
all the pods in the empire, as alfo* of the revenues^ 
He governed the ftate, tha' he bore bat the title of 
Sultan under the Califf, and in quality of Captain of 
his Court, and Grand Chamberlain of his palace. 

In the year 1*603, he married the Califf's daughter; 
but dying the fame year without iffue, his nephew 
Alubarflan, the fon of Jacar^ fucpeeded him, and 
Suftained with no iefs honour than he had done, the 
dignity ,of Sultan, which the Califf invefted him withaU 
Alubarflan took the Grecian* Emperor ;J; Diogenes 
prifoner, and impofed on him for hisranlbm a yearly 
tributeof a million of crowns of gold. After Alub- 
arflan, Gelaleddin his fon,. whofe firname was Ma^ 
kcfchay reigned^ This was he who conquered Syria 
by his Lieutenants, and in his own per fon feverai othec 
countries in the eaU. He was the greateft of all the 
Seljukides. His empire reached from the farthefl> 
parts of the country of the Turk^ even to Jerufalem^ 
and to the confines of Arabia Felix. $

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Thefe firft Seljukide Princes, being naturally in- 
clined to do great a£lior{s, fuch as fpoke their good- 
nefs and generofity, made fovereign Princes of feve- 
ral of their fubjeBs ; which gave oceafion to a poet 
to fay that many Sultans were rifen from the duft of 
their feet. Mehomed the King of Carizme, who oc* 
cafioned us to make mention of thefe Princes, was of 
the number of thefe Sultans laft fpoke of. Toufch« 
tekin, the firft of his family, was made Governor of 
Cari^me by the Sultan M alecfcha. This Toufchtekiix 
w^s lame, he had a great deal of wit, and was, before 
his advancementto this poft, no more than a flave to 
Pelcaykin, Governor of this country. His matter 
dying, M alecfcha gave him his place, and be did not 
repay his benefactor with ingratitude, fiut his foa 
Coutbeddin had not the fame fenfe of the obligations 
his father had to Malecfcha: the quality of a Gover- 
nor only could not content his ambition^ 

The Sultan Malecfcha died, and his four/ons could 
not agree after his death. The empire was torn by 
civil wars, and thefe Princes by their divifion disjoin, 
cd this great empire, of which their predeceflbrs had 
made an entire vaft monarchy. It well my be faid 
that the empire of the Seljukide Saltans ended in Ge- 
laleddin Malecfcha, altho' nine Princes of the fame 
race reigned after biro, without reckoning ♦ Berca^ 
rue his immediate fucceffor. All thefe diforders were 
the caufe that Jerufalem was taken, when tinder the 
Fatimite Califfs of Egypt, and gave opportunity for 
the other good fucceffes of the holy war which the 
French with fome other European nations undertook 
in the reign of Philip I. <of France. 

Befides thefe private differences which continually^ 
arofe betwixt thefe Seljukide Princes, there was daily 
fome difpute or othep to decide ^ith the Kings of 
Carizme, who feemed totrhink no moie of what they 
owed then^. Coutbeddin, proud of the great richer 
his father bad amaffedforhim, and making advantage 
of th&fiiifu»d€FftaiHlifigs^BK>ng die Sult^tns, look witb 
impunity the name ^of King. He died Ann, Dom.

His fuecQflors Bot only kept pos- 
feflion of their new dominion of Carizme, but even 
conquered that of Tranfoxiana which belonged to their 
benefaftors, as alfo the greateft part of the provinces 
of the Perfian empire. • Taquifcii the fixth King of 
Carizme, and the father of Sultan Mehomed, puihed 
things yet farther; for it was he that by the death of 
Togrul Arflan, the lad Sultan of the Seljukides, ex- 
tinguiflied this powerfiil fan)iiy. He caufed the body 
of this Prince to be fattened to a gibbet in the city 
of Rey, and fent his head to the Califf of Bagdad, as 
if he gloried in outdoing all his anceftors in ingrati- 
tude, t 

But heaven was not flow to pu nilh thefe crimes ; for 
the Moguls came foon after to revenge the Seljukides ; 
and it was in the reign of Sultan Coutbeddin Mehom- 
ed^ the fon of this murderer of Togrul Arflan, that 
due punifhment fell upon theoi* 

Mehomed generally ufed to have a drum beat at 
the gate of his palace five times a day at the hours of 
prayer, according to the cuflom of other Mahometan 
Princes ; but after he had conquered Coraflana and 
fome other countries, he became fo proud, that to be 
<liftingui(hed from all others, and in contempt even of 
his own religion, he caufed this cuftom to be chang- 
ed, or rather this ceremony, and would perfuade his 
officers that he propofed to imitate Alexander, t he 
.ordered the Captain of his guards to let the drum be beat 
no more only morning and evening : but he augment** 
/cd the number of the drums even to twenty-feven; 
and belides their being beat with dfum-fticks which 
^ere all over fet with precious ^pnes, they were beat 
by twenty-feven Cans or Sovereign Princes.

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CHAP. XIL 

AK ENVOY S£^^^ TO G£N6HIZCAN FROM THE CAIsIFFOS 
BAGDAD, TO RUIN THE INTEREST OF SULTAN M£« 
HOMED, KING OF CARIZME. 

GOOD fortune often makes men infolent, and 
exceffive greatnefs fometimes becomes perjudi- 
cial to tbofe who poifefs^it. Mehomed having cut off 
the heads of above a hundred Princes to make himfeif 
matter of their treafures and dominions, faw himfeif, 
by tbeir deaths, rendered the mod powerful monarch 
of all the Mahometan parts of Afia ; and was now fb 
great, that he imagined nothing was able to oppofe 
him. His predeceflbrs had given laws to the CalifFs, 
altho' the Califfs who were the fuccefTors of Maho- 
met, had a right to be always their Sovereigns ; yet 
force often changing the fortune of the great, The 
Sultans in contempt of their laws and religion, over- 
ruled the Cali£Fs,who finding themfelves not in a con- 
dition to oppofe the violence done them, fmothered 
their refcntment, and were fain to be contented 
with a vain deference * which the Sultans ft ill paid 
them on publick occafions, or times of ceremony. 

The Sultan Mehomed would oblige. the Califf 
Naffer to grant him the privileges which the other 
Sultans had enjoyed under the preceding Califfs; 
and principally that of eftablifhing his seat in Bag- 
dad, to govern, and be named in the publick pray- 
ers as he was. But Naffer believing himfeif ftrong 
enough, boldly refused to comply with his demands, 
caufing Cady Magededdin, the Saltan's Ambaffadpr, 
to be told in the Divan that his matters demands 
were unreafonable and unjuft: and the Cady citing as 
a precedent, that the like privileges were granted on 
the firtt ettabliftiment of the Seljukides; it was an- 
fwered, that thefe Princes when they were firtt called 
to thofe honours, and particularly Togrulbey, had 
done fuch great services to the ttate, that the Califfs 
thought themfelves. obliged to grant them, as a reward 
and acknowledgment, the honour of living, nay even

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commanding in Bagdad as abfolute ; but that the 
prefent Califf Naffer having no war, and by confe- 
quence no need of any pcrfon's ^ffiftance, the Sultan 
did ill to defire to reign in a city vhich was the pa- 
trimony of the Emperors of the Muffulmen, and 
where almoft ail the Califfshis predeceffors lay buri- 
ed. The Cady was fent back with* this anfwer; and 
the Califf fent with him an Ambaffador, who had or« 
ders to reprefent to the Sultan all the reafons Naffer 
had to refufehim the privileges he had demanded. 
Mehomed received the Califf s Ambaffador very ho* 
norably, but he abated nothing of his demands. He 
even gave this Prince in the fequel all manner of oc« 
caiions to complain : nay^ fometime before Genghiz* 
can's rupture with him, he called a general affembly 
of the Muftiesy Cadies, Moulaes, Imans, Checs, and 
other Lawyers, to depofe him. He caufed another 
Califf to be named, and brought into the field a great 
army, with defign* to go and take Naffer by force in 
his capital. This army indeed was almoft quite de- 
ft royed by the froft, fnow, and extraordinary rains of 
a fevere winter, and he was obliged to return to his 
own kingdom : however, the Califf fearing to be in 
the end reduced to extremities by this Prince, fought 
all means poffible to deliver himfclf out of his hands ; 
and could find but one, of which he would "not have 
made ufe, bad he prefered the Mahometans intereft 
before his own. He knew Genghizcan's viftories, 
and was not ignorant how potent he was ; he therefore 
refolved to make an alliance with this Prince, and to 
excite him to declare Mar with Mehomed, whiltt he 
himfelf attacked him on the fouth fide,. 

The Califf called his council, which was comw 
pofed of the great officers of the empire, in 
whom he placed moft confidence. He reprefent- 
ed to them the infolence with which M^^homed treat- 
ed him, and what he had to fear from the powerful- 
nefs of this Sultan, who- was able to fubdue all the 
empire, if the courfe of his ambitious defigns were 
not put a ftop to : ia fine, he declared to them nhat 
as Genghizcan was in a condition to revenge him on 
this tyrant, and deliver him from this potent enemy ; 
he did defign to treat with this Mogul Prince, 
and to employ on this negotiation a Mahometan na- 
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med Mahmoud Ilvage, who was vificr to this Grand 
Can. The Califf's council were divided upon thi9 
propoTal : fome^ approved of Naffer's sentiments ; but 
others, and the inoft prudent, were no ways of opinion 
to haverecourfetoGenghizcan. If we arc refolved, 
Xaid they, to make war with the Sultan, who is a 
Muffulman, we ought to feek for means that will not 
hurt our Religion; and not to bring in, contrary to 
our laws, the.cnemies of God into the country of the 
faithful, who may occafion the ruin of the Muflulaiea 
and the empire. 

The CaliflTs zeal for his Religion could not make 
him change his fentiments : he anfwered, that a Ma* 
hometan tyrant was worfe than one who wa» an infidel $ 
that it only became cowards to abandon the care of 
their prefervation to avoid the pains of watching ; that 
fince they faw themfelves threatened with apparent 
ruin, they muft attempt any thing to prevent it ; that, 
beiides, Genghizcan did nojthateihe Mahometan Re^- 
ligion, fince he fuffered Mahometans 4:o live in hi^ 
dominions, nay, that even one of his chief Minifter^ 
"Was a Muffulman; and moreover, that they had no^ 
thing to fear as to the Moguls in that refpe£i, fin(^e i^ 
mufl be many years before they could enter into tbofe 
countries which were really the Mahometan. In fino^ 
Naffer's opinion prevailed, and it was refolved thai: 
a wife man fhould be feut into MogQli(tan« And as i;t 
.was neceCTary that this defign ihould be kept fecret, and 
the envoy being obliged to pafs crofs the Sultan's domi- 
nions, they could not give him any letter or paper td 
carry, or any thing that might difcavcr him if furpriz- 
ed ; it was therefore propofed to write upon his bare 
head : and this expedient was approved of. Tbey in- 
ftruded him in his bufinefs,xaufed Inshead to be lhay« 
*ed, and thereon wrote his credentials in few wordsi, 
which they drew in violet colour, called by them Nil * 
having formed the letters with the point of a needle, 
as they are u fed to do to the pilgrims at Jerufalem, 
then they immediately ordered him to depart, and " 
make all the hafte he was able, but above all, not to 
tarry in any place on the way, till he was arrived at 
.Genghizcan's Court.

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: The Envoy had tiie good fortune to get fafe to the 
Vifier Mahmoud Ilvagc with thofe that accompanied 
him ; and hr affured t-bis minifter of his mailer's es« 
teem and afFeftion. Mahmoud received him very 
veli^ and informed the Grand Can of his arrival* Thi* 
Prince would have bdd him received pablicly vrith 
the ufual ceroOKMii^; but the Envoy defired lo be ex- 
cufcd from appc^ing in publk, becaufe of the fe- 
crecy which th^ aftair he came about required. A 
private audience wiks then given him, in which he 
made known to the Grand Can ihe fubjeft of his £m- 
baffy ; but prefenting.no credentials, and Genghizcan 
feemiog doubtful of him, be faid, if he would order 
the hair which was grown upon his head fince his de* 
panure from Bagdftd.t^ be cut off, they fliould fee 
that he had fpokq nothing, but what was true. They 
cut oflF h^s hski*, the. wriMng appeared, and they faw 
that the CaEffpromifed tQ ipakewar with the King of 
Cariame, if Gen^ghi^can woukl attack him on his fide 
in that part of hi^ 4pmitli<^n4 that bordered on his. 

The MoguJ lilmpqFor^, to whom the Sultan's great* 
nefs failed not to giver ifVPf^ umbrage, did noi abfo.. 
lutely rejeft the C^liffi^s propofal ;,bujt he would give 
»o pofitiye arifwer tc> the £jnvoy. Uu unknown 
. whethet it was. the ^efign of better regulating his own 
.affairs which withheld him,, oi that the fweetnefs of 
the repofe he now enjoyed after, the; ^atiguear of his 
pafl; wars: alluded hinp^ op (h^t the diame of' breaking 
fo.lbon th_e peace he had fa lateW madewiih the Sul- 
tan, hindered hiip from layirig hold of this ppportunil 
ty to humble the pride of Mehomerf. He told the 
Envoy he was fealibty touched with- the HKtreatmeni 
the Califf had received, but that the treaty he hadjuft 
concluded with the Kiog of Carizme did not at this 
time permit him to make war with him ;. yet notwith- 
fianding, his made? ne^4. o^ly have a Uitle patience,, 
for that the SuUan's^ reftlefs. fpirit, would not fuffer 
him to let tliio^s^reft long in the pofture they now 
were : and that, m brief, he might afl'are the Calift^ 
that on the firft occafion he fiiould have to fall out 
with Mehomed^he would not fail to declare wara- 
gainft himt. The Envoy returned to Bagdad with this- * 
anfwer.

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The Mahometan hiftorians have very much Mamed 
this negotiation of the CalifF Naffer, becaufethe con- 
fequence of it was unfortunate. And altho* it does 
not appear that this Prince did ever give any affiftance 
to benghizcan ; yet his having but excited him to 
make war with Mehomed Vra^ fufficient to draw upon 
him the reproaches of all the Mahometans/

belonged. They therefore refolved *to pray to God 
that the animal might return to life, and agreed to 
make theii; prayers one after the other.

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C H A P, XIII. 

OF FIVE GREAT QUEETtfS. T^fi^^WlVES OP GENGHIZCAN^ 
AND OF HIS FOUR PRINCIPAL OR 0ARUNG SONS. 

THO* Genghiisan declined war for the prefcftit, 
yet he called the Princes of all nations of his 
Court. Hed^ewardedalithofe who had ferved him in 
his paft wari, careffed thofe who had not, aiKi endea- 
voured to gain by kindnefs and prefcnts, '^he I6ve of 
thofe turbtrfent fpirits whom he had -rebfon to fear ; 
ifn fine, hetreated all people^ Moguls, Tirtars, Turks 
and Chinefe, in fuch a manner, thathe* wa» no lefs 
beloved of the people he had tconquered, than of his 
own natural fubjefts. 

He likewife made fevcral regulations in his ovm 
family, and particiriarly in relation to the Princeffes 
his wives, who were very numerous/ Ohe hiltorian 
makes mention of near five hundred, befides his con- 
cubines; and he fays, that amongft all thefe ladies 
there were five who had a greater fhareef his efteern 
•than aH the reft, and who confequently had much 
more powfer over him : Gnxifuren, the daughter of . 
the Can of the Naimans, who was Genghizcan's firft 
^ife; Purta Ceugine, daughter to the Can of Congo- 
-rattOboulgine, * the daughter *cf*Ounghcan King of 
^he^ Keraites, fome <:all her by another name ; t Cub- 
^oucatan, the daughter of the King of China ; and 
-Coulancatun, the daughter of Dairafon a Mogul Ca-n 
*of the Merkite nation. Thi« laft lady was an ex- 
;tradrdi nary beau ly. 

He had a prodigious numbeVof children, but he made 
-a great difference betwixt his fons. He had but four, 
'Whohad fovereign ppWer and command in his wars aind 
dom?nions> Thefe four Princes had all great employ- 
ments; and there is fo Httle mention rtiade of his other 
fon», that itfeems as if he had had no more than 
them. Sonje authors have given a reafon for this 
proceeding. They fay that the Moguls, particiriarly 
the Princes, did not etteera their children but in pro.

Calfar, bis fecQqd bmher^ hadaUa coniid^rable pre- 
ferments, attd wasi one o( the Geaer^ of his arn)y«

of Purta Couigine's. ions^ the leconci vfSkS named Za^ 
gataycan, the third, O^iaycan^ and the fpurtli Tu|u 
can.

and wifdom, that Genghi^can judged liim worthy of 
that plax:e, and undertook nothing of moment* without 
cbnfulting him. The warlike affairs were committed 
to Tulican's care, the youngeft of the four; the Ge- 
nerals depended oh him, and received the Granjl 
Can's orders from him. 
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CHAP. X17. 

THE KING OF CARIZME'S CONDUCT TOWARDS THB 
MOGULS. THE MOGUL MERCHANTS GO TO CARIZMJS. 

G ENGHIZC AN wasemployedinregulatmg his fa- 
mily, vhen he was informed that the Sultan Me- 
homed began to be weary of the good underftanding 
and peaceable way of living they had both enjoyed, 
and that in contempt of the treaty of peace made be- 
tween them, he committed afts of hoftility. The King 
of Carizme not believing the Moguls fo valia<nt as they 
really were, tho* he was notJgnorant of the conquefts 
they had made, all which he attributed leCs to iheir 
travery than the cowardice of the peopie ^ey had 
vanquifhed; he hence concluded that the Mahome- 
tans, being ufed to triiupphover their enemies, would 
not ftiSer themfelves to be vanquifhed by the Moguls: 
thefe confideratiojis made him determine to break 
with Genghizcan. For this reaibn-he Sometimes fent 
parties of his foldiers into ^the countries tielonging 
to the Moguls, without leave fr;om the officers who 
commanded there ; and fametimes ^vhen they paffed 
with permiffion, they abufed the people, as if war 
had been declared between them. Nay, fometimes 
the Sultan's foldiers .made inroads into the Mogul 
Turqueftan, and carried away all they could lay hands 
of. At laft he feized of a province that had belonged 
to Cafchluc, which the Grand Can ptet^jiided to have 
a right to, by the law of arms j and one day, by Meho- 
jmed's order, his foliders attacked the Mogul troops 
that guarded the frontiers of the country of Ardifch^ 
and forced thernij tboVagainft their wills, torfight. 

They, in fliort, did more than enough to irritate a 
Prince who often faid, to inform the world to what a de- 
gree he was fe,nfible of injuries, >that the anger of King^ 
was like -fire, wJiich had need bnt of little wind to 
make a great canflagration. Yet all jthefe injuries 
were not fufficient to provoke Genghizcan torerolve 
upon a war: p?iy, he would not even make reprifals; 
but, on the contrary, imagined ihathexouJd gaia 
the Sultan's affeftian by his civility, and wa& refolved 
to make the union between ihem itronger than ever. 
It is true, feveral weighty reafons inclined him to it; 
^jftthe commerce that he iad 'refolved to dtabliliL 
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between the two'nations, as well for gold ftufFs, (ilVer, 
and filk, asalfo for other things of which he knew his 
fubjefts had need, and the advantage of which he was 
not igtiorant of; ^befides, the Moguls were naturally 
-clownifh, and he thought their being frequented hy^ 
and often converfing with ftrangers, would polifh and 
icnprbve them. We muft add to thcfe confidera- 
dons, that he had a great defirc to know the difpofi- 
on and nature of the people of the fouthern parts of 
Afia, of which hetiad as yet but very little know- 
ledge; and that he hoped to learn it of thofe who 
came thither to trad^, or thofe he fcnt along with 
them at their return to get information. A^ll thefe 
reafons made him refolve to treat anew with the Sul- 
tan Mehomed, and to fend an Ambaflador accoropa- 
vnied with feveral Mogul merchants, as alfo with thofe 
of Carizme, who had lived in his dominions for five 
or fix years paft. He ordered his wiv-es, ^he Princes 
his fons, arnl atfo the great Lords, each of them to 
fend fome one of their people with thefe merchants, 
to buy in fcM^eign counti ies as they pad, whatever they 
xould meet with that was fine or proper for them. 

All th^'fe things were <k)ne according *to the Fra- 
peror*s defire* F>very great perfon made a xronfider- 
able provifion of faalifchs, or pwrfes full of gold and 
iilver, * and gave it ta the officer hechofeout of his 
family to go the journey. The balifch of gold was 
worth feventy,-five dinars of gold, t and the dinar is 
much about thfe value^f a French crown ef gold, as 
it went in thofe days. As to the i)alifch of filver, it 
iBuft be -valued according to the difference there is 
betwixt thefe two metals in weight and -value; and, 
in fine, a balifch is what is at prefent called all over 
Turkey, a •'purfe. 

All the officers of the Princes and great Lords fet 
<jut, accompanied wtth a hundred and fifty MoguJ 
merchants, the greateft part of whom were Mahome- 
tans; there were alfo fome who were Chriftians. J 
There went to head them four of the principal ones, 
who had more experience than t?he others, to whom 
the Emperor pafticularly recommended the manage- 
nient of wading* A-nd the better to provide for the

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fecurity of their journey, the Caracas, ♦ or g^ards^ 
of the roads, already eftablifhed in the empire for the 
fafety of paflfengers, were doubled. All thefe troops 
of mei chants inarched under the prote6iion of aiir 
i^mbaffador, who carried wiih him prefents, and a 
credential letter, to propofe a new treaty, with orders 
to acquaint the Suitan, that the Em.peror Tent him 
back the merchants oi* Carizme who came ta trade in 
his kingdoms; that be difmilt them well pleafed and. 
well attended; that he hoped his fubje^ts^ would fi«d 
with him all fort of proteBion, and that chcy would 
return to Mogoliftan without receiving any iU tTeat- 
went, fince he had fent them with defign to perpetu- 
ate that union and friendOiip which now reigned be- 
tween thera. 

The Mogul merchants paft thror the Mogoliftan^ 
Caracatay and Turqueftan, with the freedom due to^ 
the Ambaflador whom they accompanied; and arriv- 
ed fafely in the kingdom of Carlzme, as far as the city 
of Otrar, which tli Arabs, call Farab- It^wasfi- 
tuate on the other fide of the river Sihon^ at the far- 
theft exXremity to the weftward of Turqueftan; and, 
its territory on the eaft fide was bout>ded by the coun- 
try of Afchafch^ t Otrar was a place o-f great trade 
betwixt the Turltsand Mahometans, and there were 
in it many men of great abilities^.andQtill in traffick. 

The Governor of this city was named Gayercan,. 
or NajaUGan ;, his mother was aunt to Mehomed, and. 
by confequencewas eoufin to the Sultan-;, for whichc 
reafon fome have given him the quality of Emir or 
Prince- He received the Moguls at firft with the Hofch- 
gueldy o& Sofagueldy,. that is to» fay, with afluring, 
them they ftiould receive all the good treatment that 
ftrangers could hope for from a people with whom they 
were at peace. 1 he Mogul Ambaflador^ acqpainted 
him with the fubje6t of his Embafly, and the orders> 
he had to make all poflible haflie to the Sultanas Courts 
\vho was at that time iq. Yrac Agemi, that is to fay,,- 
the Perfian Hircania* Gayercan told him he was go- 
ing to' write to Mehomed,. and thatasfbonas ever he. 
had received this Prince's orders, hcil>ould.|iot»failtQ< 
condufthim with all his Moguls to the Cofurt. In the: 
mean timeall the merchants who were natives of Ca- 
rizme, retired to Tranfoxiana, every one to bis ovuh. 
home and town ^hereunto he belonged.

TH% MOGUI* MERCHANTS ARE ASSASSINATED. AND TH^ 
PEACE BROKEN. 

THE Mogul Ambaffador, deceived by the civil 
treat,inent the Governor gave him, was too opei> 
in fpeaking of th« woney which the {oerehants bad 
brought with them.- Gayercan, who came not behind 
any Governor m point of covetoufnefs, was trans-. 
ported to find fo good an opportunity to enrich him- 
fclf.. Hewrotctbthe Sultaftio a feibtile manner^ telling 
him there were juft arrived i». Otrar .people from Gen- 
ghizcan, who faid they were merahams, and a man who^ 
called himfelf an Ambafl'ador, but that he much fus- 
pefted them ; that they were very inc^uifitive ta inform 
themfelves of the ftrengtb of the places and forces ia 
that country, with an exaftncfs that appeared to him 
to proceed from fome farther defign than curit)fity only ; 
io a word, that he believed them to be fpie^, and that he 

^was of opinion they fhould not have liberty given theiu 
to view the countries, becaufe it Ceemed to him that 
their mailer had only lent them to difcover tlje »oi^ 
fefe and cafy way for him to invade the Sultan hy. 
* This letter made a great impreffion on Mehomcd. 
He fent orders to the Governor to watch the.MoguLsy. 
and 10 do in this coniun£lur^ wKatfbever bi^ pru<lence- 
fuggefted to hiuK Gay.ercan, aharmed* with receiv- 
ing an anfwer which Xo favoured the defigji he ftudied 
to bring about^ refo)ved to murder the Mogul mer- 
chants immediately, and even the. Amfaaffador himfelf^^ 
whom he invited with all the merchants- to hh palace,.^ 
jjretending.that he would infof:m them of the Sultan's- 
^nfwer which he had receivedv He told hkn, that the 
King of Cariatme had ordered him to treat the Moguls 
ipor, fome days, and then to conduftthem to his Court. 
Thus this Governor drew theoi^all tahis palace, whercr 

. he had prepar^ a great entertainment;, bui having*, 
them in his power, he caiSed them to be fecretly mur- 
dered one after another, and feized on aU their trea« 
feirer They were in number four hundred and fifty 
p^rfQns, Gayercan perfaaded himfelf that Gengbi^i- 
Ma\yould never come- toahe knowledge of tbiscFueli^ 
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afiaflination ; or that if this Prince Ihould get infor- 
tnatjoo of it, and refolve to revenge himfelf by force 
of arms, Mehomed would be pleafcd, who defired 
nothing more than to enter into a war with the Grand 
Can. Notvithflandixig all poffible precautions ufed 
by the Governor to conceal his crime, God fo order- 
ed it, that he was difcovered; for one of the Moguls 
found a way to get out of the palace, by making one 
of the officers a confiderable prefent for laving his 
life. He foon reached the frontiers of Turqueftan, 
and from thence fled to Mogoliftan with all diligence. 
The Emperor was no fooner informed by thismer* 
chant of what had happened at Otrar, but he fwore 
to be revenged. He that hour difpatched away three 
Ambafiadors to the King of Carizme, to make com- 
plaint of fo criiel an a6lion, and to a(k him the reafon 
why he had broken the treaty of peace, and what crime 
the^ Moguls had cominitted ; that Gayercan had caus^ 
cd them to be affaffinated contrary to the law of nati. 
ens, an inviolable right eftablilhed amongft Kings as 
a means to communicate to each other their deligns, 
and to tnaintaia a mutual friendfhip. He charged 
them, befides^ to reprefent to the Sultan, that the great,, 
eft part of the ijierchants aj?d jhe oth^r Moguls whom 
he had piaflacred at Otrar, profeft the Mahometaa 
* religion ; and what rendered the murder pf them yet 
inore vile ^nd ii>excu(able, was, that the Cgri^mcaij 
jnnerchams who had come to traffick in hjsown coun- 
try, had been kipdly treated^ and received no injury ; 
that if this villainoiisafialilnationhad been committed 
without his knowledge and jconfept, he ought forth- 
with to e|e;ar himfeif by delivering up the author to be 
punifhed; on the contrary, if he approved this a6U- 
on of payercap, he had orders to declare war againft 
him. 

The Mogul Apibaffadors being arrived at Mcp 
homed's Court, without paflipg near Otrar, demanded 
audience, and obtajnpd it. They declared the fabjeft 
of their embaffy, aijd fpoke fo fpiartly, that the King 
of Carizme, inftead pf difav^wing his jkinfman's crime^ 
cut off their heads. It was thus the proud Sultan re- 
ceived the Mogul Ambafladors, without reflcfting oi> 
jhe misfortunes that would attend his cruelty,"which 
aU tlie Mahometans did in. the e^d feel the tff^Q, of» 
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The Hiftorian Abulfarsige tells us that Genghizcan 
was fo touched with this barbarous proceeding of 
Mehomed, that he wept, andioould take no reft till he 
had got all things in readinefs to revenge him. . He 
went, fays this aut)ior, to the top of a hill, where un- 
covering his head, he prayed God to profper his tin* 
dertakjngs againft a faithlefs Prince whom he was 
going to punifh ; and he remained in this place three 
nights and days without taking any fuftenance. In 
therhiddleof the third night, a Monkclothedin black 
appeared eo. him in ^ dreacn, and warned him to fear 
nothing, for that he fliould be fuccefsful in all his un« 
dertakings, - The l^tBpttor when he awoke was ftruck 
with this dretrai/ He returned to his palace, and rc« 
latedthis vifion tO'his wife Oboulgine, Ounghean's 
daughter. This Princefs, after having heard Him very 
attentivdy, aflured him that this Monk whom he had 
feen in his ileep, and defcribed to her, was a Bilhop who 
fometimes u fed to come and vifit her father, the late 
King of the Ke'raites, and was ufed to give him his 
i)Ie{Iing. Abulfarage adds, that Genghizcan inquired 
of the Chriftian Yugurcs who dwelt in his Court, if 
,they had not a Bifliop amongft them ; they anfwered, 
yes:^ and fent to the Bilhop of Mardenha, who wore a 
Wack mitre: that when he came to him; the Grand 
Can faid, that in truth this Bilhop had the fame faihi* 
oned halMt that the Monk had on who appeared to him, 
but riot the fame face : that the Bilhop anfwered him, 
that the perfon whom his Majefty had feen was certain- 
ly one of the ChriAian Saints : that from this time the 
Emperor had always a love for the Chrillians, and treat- 
ed them very honourably : and, that he failed not 
to publilh this vifion to the foldiery, who were mors 
confirmed by it in the opinion they had already con- 
ceived that this Prince had a communication with God. 
It is not furprizing that Genghizcan Ihould employ 
the fiftion of a dream to animate his foldiers; fince 
many heroes before liim have had recourfe to the fame 
expedient. Alexander the Great, for example, defir- 
ous to revenge himfelf upon the Tyrians, (who had 
likewife put his Ambalfador to death) made his army 
believe that Hercules had appeared to him, and took 
him by the hand to introduce him into the city of 
Tyre. What makes me not credit the Arabian hifto- 
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tears. ^irS^Ser fci^or^ reprefent him in a man- 
ner much more becoming a hcyp : they %> that he was 
in a rage when they brought him the ncy^of the Amr 
|)afladors deaths, and unmediately fefolvedi to enter 
trith fire and fword mto the Sultan's dominions; that 
Jiecaufed the Princes bis childriei>^ his Nevians, Emirs, 
^nd all the other great Lords of his^ Court, to come in-r 
to his prefence,, not to confujt with thetn^bdut what 
he had to do, but to inform them pf (hisi perfidy an4 
infolence of the .King of Cari^m^. 1 
. It is related m Abulcair's^ hi(|pry, tJiat yfhen he rct 
counted to them the fiory of the mer^lK^s being as.^ 
ikilinated at Otrar by theSultan's confent, be fet forth 
their deaths iii fuch difmal colours, that he filled allt 
their ^hearts with grief and anger; and (hat he repre«- 
fented the murder of the Ambafladors with fuch firre,. 
that it inlpired nothing but vengeance and fury. After 
having fpokeof Mehomed's crimes, he rn^dei mentj^ 
on of tlie other afts of hoftility committed in Turques- 
tan by this Prince's Lieutenants, the complaints of the 
Caiiff NaiTer, the death of Schee Magededdin, grea^^ 
Judge of the Mahometan empire, who had beenmoft 
unjuftly condemned. He finiih^d his dUcourfe within 
leflefiiing how faithfuHy he on hi^ part had obfervcd 
the treaty of peace with the Suitan: which fo fi^qfibly 
touched his auditors, that looking upon the King o£ 
Carizme as a monfter, they all ofered to rifqiie their 
lives and fortunes to revenge the affront done to theirr 
Emperor and nationw This refemment of the cour- 
tiers fp^ead itfelf foon amongft the people; and ther^ 
was not. a foldier who did not fhow his imj^tieuce to* 
&l^ dgciin^ fo deteft able an enemy. 
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CHAP. XVL 

IPRXPARATION FOR WAR AGAINST THE KING OF CA. 
RIZME. THE STATE OF ASIA AT TiTE TIME OF THE MQ. 
CVUS IRRUPTION. 

GENGHIZCAN feeing Us fubjca^ thus incenfed 
againft his enemy, like a wife man improved 
this favourable opportunity of executing his defigns^ 
mid knowing that delays are always prejudicial in war- * 
like affaijrs, he commanded Prince Tuli to lofe no 
time in getting the army iready. Tali fent orders to 
the Generals in all parts^ to let them know the Em- 
jterqr'&pleafure. The chief Officers repaired to Courts 
and were prefent in the laft great council that was 
lieldto confult on the operations of the war which 
was going to be undertaken. After this, they return- 
ed to their feveral pofts, in order to bring their troops 
to die place appointed for the general rendezvous. An 
expreis was fent to Prince Toufchi, who was at that 
time in Capfchac^ to warn himio be there at the time 
prefixed. 

After the Crand Can had Tent on foot the number 
of tcoops that he thought fit to draw out of his own 
empire, he wrote to the foreign Princes, both thofe 
who paid him tribute. He.acquainted them with the 
reafons he had to complain of the King of Carizme, 
and the refolution he hadiaken to be revenged of him 
by the fword for the contempt that Prince had fhown 
of his friendihip. He invited them all to partake of 
the laurels he promifed himfelf to gain, and defired 
them to join him immediately with their troops. 

In the mean time, to prevent the troubles that 
might arife in the empire during his abfence, he every 
where eftablifiied wife and experienced Governors, 
and principally in China and Mogoliftan. He aifo 
ordained that liyes (hould be made, both to fend to 
him during his expedition, as alfo to keep his conquered 
fubjefts in awe who might be inclined to rebel; 
and, in fine, he drew out of China, Caracatay^ 
and Mogoliftan, all thofe great men whom he thought 
able to give him .any diiturbance, either by their ere.* 
dit with the people, or by iheir a6live fpirits ; and 
thus under pretence of doing them honour, or giving 
them employments, he cleared his provinces of all 
the feditious, ringleaders of the people. He alfo 
made fome new laws^ which he thought ncceflary fox 
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the regulating his faldicry : »t forbid, under pain of 
death, the Moguls to betake thewfelves to flight with-, 
out fighting,, what danger foever there might be in re. 
£fting. As alt the divifions and commands in his ar-- 
xpy run upon the. number ten,, he eftablifhed a laV|. 
importing, that if of ten commanders whofe troops 
were joined together in one body, one of the ofiScera^ 
or troops fhould offer to break their ranks and fly,, 
withoutnhe whole body's joining iait they (hoqld bc^ 
killed upon the fpot without delay. He alfo made it 
death for any out of ten, who feeing theic compani- 
ons engaged in fight, did not go to affift them ; oir 
who bein^ prefent at the taking of one of their com«^ 
rades prifones, did not endeavoun to* free him. He 
appointed the proper arms which each foldier fhould 
carry ; the chief of which was the fabre, the bow and 
quiver full of arrows, and the battle-axe, with fome 
ropes: the officers were to have helmets and breaft- 
plates either of leather or an entire armour or coat of 
mail ;. and it was not forbidden \hef private fbldiers to 
wear armour if they were.able to buy iu T^ofewho^ 
were rich were obliged to arm their norfcs in fuch a 
manner, that their enemies arrows could not wodnd' 
them. It was alfo ordained that the foldiers, whether 
in fiegcs or other martial enterprizes, fliould do no- 
thing butwhatwaspurfiiaafcto the tenor of the laws;, 
and that if any were found to aft otherwife, they 
Ihould be punifhed with, the utmofl fevcrity^ 

To thcfe regulations the Emperor added one more ^ 
he commanded that if he died in- this war which he 
was now going to undertake, the books in whidh the-' 
laws were written ftould be brought and read in the- 
prefence of his children in the midft: of the aflembly,, 
when they elefted a Grand Can,, to the end that thef 
eleftion might be made according to the laws, and 
that the new Can might regulate bis conduft by thenu 
in all that concerned him. 

Whafallthefe preps^rationsforVar were compleat*- 
td, Genghizcan came with the Princes hfs fons, unct' 
thercftaf his Courr,^ot the place were be had affign- 
tdhis Generals to meet; and there he found his armjif 
affembled, the fineft fight he hajd ever feen. And a^* 
hiftorian, to defcribe their, ftrength and number, make9>' 
the fpieswho the King of Caimzme had feni^to view' 
them, fgeak thus : they are, fay the)r to the Sliltan,. alL' 
«ompleatmen^ vigorous, and look tike wrefl^cfrs ; they' 
breathe nothing but war aodJ)lood, and fhow fo great 
an impatience tO) fight;; that the Genetals os^a fcarccL:

^loderatt i% i y^t tbo* they appenjthua fiery, they kee]^ 
ttiemr^elves vitbio the bounds of a ftri6t obedience tot 
command) and 9re intirely devoted to their Prince j 
^ey are contented with any fort of food» and are not 
curious ia the choice of beafts to eat, like Mu0ulmenit 
fo that they are fubfifted without much trouble ; and 
Uiey not only eat fwines^flelh, but feed upon wolves, 
bear&» and dpgs» when they have no other meat, mak • 
kig nodiilio^an betwixt what was lawful to eat, and 
^at wa^ forbidden > and the nece(fi43y of fupporting. 
Ufe Ukes from them all that difttke which the Maho«» 
metans- have for many forts of animah ; as to theipr 
«umber9 (they concfuded) Genghiascan's troops feem^ 
td like the grafsboppers, impoflible to be numbered. 

In reality, this Prince making a review of his army^ 
found it to. confift of feven hundred thou fand menv 
Tbisiu not furpri^ing, wbenwecon£der the great ex« 
fei^t oftbe CGuntiies Qenghizcan had fubdiied, and re-* 
Ike^ytbatbiefid&s his own troops,, he had alibis friends 
and tributaries,, and even tbofe of the Sultan's ene« 
n^ies, which wer^e joined with the Emperor's, and. 
therefore his ari^y Riight be as numerous as ia report-* 
ed. And k is not an: unexampled thing in Afia fop 
a prince to have fucb almighty army *.. that of Darius^ 
was compofed of fevenhundredand fifty thoufand men,, 
as is credibly reported, when, he made war againit 
Alexander; But let that be as it will, the Grand Cai^ 
marched with his army, and. advanced towards Sultai^ 
Mebqmedi.Aim. X)om. sai8i And fince it is fronn 
the date of this expedition that the great irruption of 
tiie Mogii^ and Tartars into the fouliiern parts of 
Afia is reckoned lo^ commenee, it is fit to ebfervethe 
;ftate thi^ part o{ t4ie world was in* at that time; 

The Indians were governed by many Kings, the 
moil powerful of whom was the King of the Patans« 
The louthern^ China, which was called Mangi, had its^ 
yaracular monarch ;. and the northern^ that is to fay,^ 
Cathay, was under the Moguls, as were alfo both the 
Tartaries,.-the eaft and noiith, with a great parft 
of the weft, and of Turqueftam The Sultan Me^. 
homed poffeQedaXfo feveral paris o{ Turqueftan and 
all Tranfoxiana;. befides^ which, he was mailer of the. 
bed part of the empire of Periia, called by the Per- 
fians Ipan; and aU the CoraiTane, all the frontiers of 
Indift^ the CQUiilry of the Medes, which was called- 
As&erbijana, and die Perfian Hircania otherwife calleA 
I nr A gemiy. wcse depeadeat upon biou The amieat 
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Pcrfia, called Fars^ of which Schiraz was ^caprtaf, 
and fcveral other provinces, lived under his Govern- 
ment. In a word, the Sovereigns of the antient em* 
piTcs of Perfia, and the Medes and Perthians^ were 
aimoft all become fubjeft to him, and paid htm tri* 
bute. 

Georgia and the countries adjacent badtbetr own 
particular Princes who were independent. As for the 
great Armenia, its King paid tribute to (he King 
of Carizme. The Califf Naffer . reigned in Bag- 
dad over Chaldea, otherwife called Irac Araby, over 
a part of Mefopotamia, the three Arabias, and fetaie 
other countries of Perfia. The Atabequite Princea 
of Moufel, improperly called Naniveh, the defcend** 
cnts of the great Noureddin Prince of Syria, poffefs^ 
ed aimoft all the reft of Mefopotamia ; but the city 
wars^ caufedby the minority of Naflereddin and by 
ambition, held .thefe Princes in arms one againft ano« 
ther. Atthis time the fucceffors of.Saladin werealfo 
very powerfiil, one part of Syria had fubmitted to 
them, *and Egypt acknowledged them for Sovereignty 

The Sultans of Iconia, of the third branch of the 
Seljukides, governed in Afia Minor, or Anatolia, 
which the orientals call Biladerrouro, that is to fay 
the country of the new Romans: t Azzeddin Kei- 
caous reigned there. The fceptre of the empire of 
Conftantinople, which as yet bore f way in fome parts 
of Afia, was at this time inihe hands of the French, 
who'had made themfelves matter of it, Ann. Donu 
1203. Heg. 601. 

Th6 Cbriftians affairs in Paleftine were at this time 
in a very ill pofture ; they had loft the kingdom and 
city of Jerufalem, which, with many others, were ta* 
ken from them by Saladin, Ann. Dom. 1187. Heg« 
583, and there remained in their hands but fome few 
places, as the city of Acre or Ptolemais, ^hich Phi- 
lip Auguftus King of France, aided by Richard King 
of England, bad conquered, according to the account 
of William of Tyref, in 1191, or 115a, as alfo the 
city of Tjjrus, Caefarea, and Tripoly in Syria. This 
was pretty near the ftate of affairs in Afia at the time 
^f the Moguls irruption in l2t8, and i2ig, whilft 
J.ewisthefon Philip Auguftus, accordingto Calvifius^ 
was employed againft the Albigenfes.

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mean Generals^ on the fpies report, took the liberty 
to reprefent to the Sulun the inequalitv of the ar- 
mies ; but this Prince was too proud to nearken to 
their remonftrances : ^ Do you fear the Moguls, faid 

< he ; and do you not well know, that if they have 

* more men than we, yet to balance that we have 

* more courage than they ? The Moguls are but Mo- 
^ guls, that is to fay, enemies whom we have no rea- 

< fon to fear. If they have gained fome advantages, 

< and vanquifhed fome nations, they were only Pa« 

< gans who were unflcilled in the art of war ; but now 
^ they are going to deal with Mahometans who are 

* well verfcd in arms, who have conquered Perfia 

< and all the reft of Iran, and whom no natioh or 
^ people has as yet been able to conquer ; men who 
^ have triumphed over the moft warlike nations in alt 
^ Alia : therefore refolve to execute my orders, 
^ and bravely fecond me, and be aflured that thefe 
^ rafh men fihall foon know to their own coft, the dif. 
^ ference between you and thofe cowardly people 
^ they have conquered. Let my troops march in 

* four bodies, to the end they may the better fubfift, 
« and take the road to the country of Alfchafche, 

* whither I will foon come to put myfelf at the head 

* of them.' 

The King of Carizme's Generals obeyed, and the 
army was condu6ted thither in fo good order, that no- 
thing was wanting. This Prince kept his word, he 
paft the river of Jaxartes * with his troops, and led 
them to Otrar, not doubting but that the Mogul £n^« 
peror had a defign upon that city, both becaufe of the 
bloody fcene that had been d6ted there, and by reafon 
it would open him a free paflage into the very heart 
of the kingdom of Carizme. In (hort, he fbttod the 
Moguls in a place called Caracou. The two armies 
immediately prepared to fight, and in a tittle time 
the fquadrons and battalions on both fides appeared 
ranged in order of battle. Then the great trumpet 
Kerrena, which was fifteen foot long, was foui|ded; 
the brafs timbrels called cous, the drums, fifes, and 
other warlike inftruments, played, founding the charge. 
The Carizmeans, who were all Mahometans, implor* 

— rt 

*■■ JaxarUs wai called Sti^ by the orienuli* • 
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ed the affiftance of their falfe Prophet; and the Mo- 
guls trufting to their good fortune, and the condu&of 
the Emperor, promifedthemfelvesacompleatvi&ory* 
Jougi Caffar, Genghizcan's fecond brother, com- 
manded the Mangalay. * He advanced towards the 
firft ranks of the enemies, who immediately declared 
fome troops ta charge him, but this Prince defeated 
them. Then Gelaleddin the Sulun's fon began the 
general fight, and charged Prince Toiifchi, who was 
at the head of the firft body of Moguls ; their troops 
joined, and after a very long and fharp difpute, Gela- 
leddin got the better. Than the Carizmeans thought 
themfelves fecure of the viftory, and nothing, was 
heard in their army bat fhouts of joy. But Genghiz- 
can, not much furprized at their fuccefs, fent other 
troops, under the command of Tulican, to fupport 
Toufchi, whilft he at the head of the main body of his 
army with his fon Zagatay fell upon the Sulun, who 
very ill-treated his left wing. This fliock was terri- 
ble. The Carizmeans, animated by the example of 
"their King who fought with extraordinary bravery, 
maintained the advantage they had gotten as long as 
they were able ; yet notwithfianding the refolution 
with which the Sultan fought, he faw faimfelf at laft 
forced to quit the field of battle, and began to give 
back, the Prince his fon, after having beat the other 
troops fent againfthim, made hafte to rejoin him, and 
renewed the fight. The Mahometans took frefh cou- 
rage, and returned to the charge with more fury than 
before. Gelaleddin did on this occafionmoftfurpriz- 
ing things, and the very common foldiers and officers 
made appear their extraordinary valour. 

On the other hand, the Moguls did no ways fail of 
their ufual bravery, and never behaved themfelves 
more valiantly than on this occafion ; and having now 
to do with men as courageous as themfelves, there was 
a dreadful flaughter on both fides, and the vi£lory re- 
mained doubtful a long time : but at laft, the Mogul 
Emperor, who hadftill a great body of referve under 
the couduft of his fon Oftay, bid him march and 
charge the enemy in the flank. Oftav executed his or- 
ders with much courage ; and thefe frelh troops made

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a terrible baVock. In the in©iii time, tbe Carizmeatii 
Juftained this laft attack with great firmnefs. I hey 
fmight till it was night; thert each party retired to 
their camps, and gathered up their waunded as well as 
they could. After this, they fortified theinfelves on 
both fides all they ^x>uld, -to ffvoid4)eing rforprized^ 
and with defign to renew the fight tbe-day ibllowing. 
But when the King of CarLzme came*te examine the 
ilate of his troops, and found they were diminiflied hy 
snoK than a hundred add Tixty tboufand «nen killed 
dnd wounded, he thought -no more *0f renewing the 
iight. A-nd what the fpies ^reported quite ^ok from 
Jiim all inclination *to it ; for they all faid, that ihe Mo-

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weft, between the Faxartes and Capfchac, to obferve 
what paft there, and wait his father's orders. Elac 
Nevian was his Lieutenant General, and a hundred 
ihoufand men were under his command* fiefides 
this, many Mogul Captains went with their cropps into 
Turqueftan, and itito other countries towards the eaft^ 
and did much mifchief there. 

Yet they ftill remained with Genghizcan more than 
two hundred thoufand men, which he ufed for his 
own expeditions. It was with thefe troops, accompa- 
nied with Prince Tuli, he marched, to Bacara and Sa- 
marcande, not only to hinder the fuccours that might 
get together and be fent to the places which were be- 
fieged, but to befiege thefe two cities^ and reduce them 
Co his obedience. 
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CHAP. xnii. 

THE SINGE or OTKAR. 

SO foon as the Princes 0€lay and Zagatay hadre^ 
ceived their orders from the Grand Can their 
Father to befecge OtrsMr, ♦ thejr marched their troop* 
and fat down before that place, having firft got pro* 
Vifions, and all other things neceffary for a ficge 
^hich they with realbn judged would laft Ia©g* 
Some of the inhabitants of that city. being taken an4 
brought before them, infermed them, that, befidcs* 
the ftrength of the walls, a great numbet of troopa 
garrifoned it; that tin tboufand horfe, commanded by 
Cariacas, Captain of the Giiards to the Sulun, were a 
few days before got into it; and, thai Governor bad 
before his coming caufed fifty thoufand fighting men 
to come into that city : t .They added, that there was 
in Otrar fo great a plenty of all forts ammunition 
and provifions, that the befieged could not want any 
thing for a long time; and that Gayercan had turned 
out all the ufelefs mouths. 

Oftay and Zagatay fent word to the Grand Can 
what condition the place was in that they were go- 
ing to befiege, which obliged the Emperor to go ia 
perfon and view the place. Being come there, he fet 
up his pavilion before the walls, took a view of the 
outworks, and having well examined them every 
where, gave thefe Princes his advice, or rather his com- 
mands, what todo;and then he went for Tranfoxiana, 
where he had great defigns to execute. After his 
departure the Princes firft fixt the quarters for the 
army round about the city; and then fortifying them- 
felves, ordered out feme troops to guard their con- 
voys of provifions. In sl word, they ufed all means 
imaginable to render iheiafeives foon mallets of the 
place. 

Gayercan on his fide took all the meafures poffi. 
ble to defend himfelf. He employed the ii>habitants^ 
and foldiers in fortifying theijKwaUs ftiH more thaa 
they were before, raifed ne\5r towers to incommode

The Mogul began the fiege with bringing up their 
battering rams, and other engines, particularly thofe 
which could defend and Ikreen the men who were 
employed to fill up the town^ditcb* Gayercan ufed all 
bis efforts to hinder them. He gave orders that fre- 
quent. Tallies fliould be made upon them, and (hot aa 
iiifimte number of arrows from the top of the walls ^ 
and the befieged made fo ggod afe of their burning 
darts, that they often burnt the Moguls engines, who 
were not abk for a long time to fill up the ditch : yet 
at lafl they accomplifhedit, and the Mahometans 
were obliged to place all their hopes in the flrcngth 
of their walls, and the valour of thofe who defended 
them^ 

When the ground was leveled, and the outworks 
were no longer a hindrance to the Moguls, the Princes 
eaufed a great number of ^eogMies and battering ram^ 
to be played Bgainft the city, to beat down the walls ^ 
but the bcfiegeclmade freqv^ent fallies, and mofl time$ 
w lb good fuccefs, often b^urniijg the befiegers engine^ 
or rendering: them .uf^Jefe by ilinging againft them^ 
ftone^ and other thiags from the top of the towers: fo 
that the Moguls Princes feeing many momhs were pafl 
without having/made ai^y ^oofidarable progrefs, and 
that ibey had ah^eady lolifa great many men^ refolv* 
ed tO' di>- nothing. raQre . without the advice of their 
iwoft eHpenrienced Captain ; to the end, that if by any 
misfortune. the liege did IK)^ fuK:cecd accorciing to the 
Ertaperor's- ejcpti6batiK>n^ they might not bear the blame 
alori^* -^J hey therefore (jailed a council of war,, to deli.^ 
be^Jte-w^Kki was to be done ii^ord^r toreduce the place j 
and of alt the diflfereiu waysj .that were propofed, that 
of reducinff it hy fatqfiiae w^s the moft approved, and 
had th« Majority of voices: for aknoft all the officers 
judged that .this wasj the fureft way, and the moft like- 
ly to fuccced/ Yet. two Prinpes, tha' they were of 
the fairve 'Opinion^ dared »ot toattempt it without hav- 
ing fir ft acquainted the Empegor- They feat away 
couriers to him immediately, to fuform him of their 
defign. Genghiacan returned tbem no other aafwer,. 
but only thai they muft fight. $o« foon as Oftay and 
Za^ajay "bad learned and mad^ known to the officers. 
the Grand Can's pleafure, they put afl things in area^ 
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6inefs blindly to obey his orders, and with more ar- 
dour than they had fhown, even when the firft began 
the fiege ; fo that it (eemed that this Princes orders had 
given them new vigour, and illuminated their under- 
ftandings. The befieged in a ihort time faw the ftate 
of their affairs quite changed* In lefs than a month 
all their towers and batteries were thrown down, their 
engines broke, breaches made in their walls; and 
they were reduced to retire and defend themfelves be- 
hind their inward works, which were it truth no lefs 
flrong thantheir'firft. 

Yet this change of affairs did not defpirit their Go- 
vernor. He was a man of wit and courage, and in- 
fpined the befieged with fo great an averfion for the 
enemies, as being idolaters, that the inhabitants and 
garrifon refolved to fuffer the laft extremities rather 
than to yield: fo that the Moguls, to pieafe Gen- 
ghizcan, for four their utmoft efforts to take the place^ 
but could not. Gayercan, who expelled nothing but 
death if the town fell iilto their hands, every day in- 
vented new ways a prolong the fiege ; yet he had hy 
this time loft the beft part of his troops and thene was 
no likelihood that it could hold out much longer. 
Cariacas was fo fenfible of it, that he feveral times 
preffed him to capitulate, to fave their own lives, ^nd 
thofe of the other Mahometans, who yet remained in 
thexity : but Gayercaawas notignoraht that whatever 
treaty he could make, the enemies would not obferve 
it in what related to hitnfelf, and fo refufed to yield^ 
refolving to hold tt out to bis laft breath* Caraicasn 
whom no reafons obliged to abandon himfeif to dew 
fpalr, would not cpnfent to quit his hopes of faying 
his life ; and therefore fecretly reprefented to the pf. 
£cers who were under his command, that the Go- 
vernor being d^fperate, fought nothing more than to 
perilh himfelf, and to facrifice all the garrifon and peo« 
pie along with him; that it was beft for them to find 
fome way to get out of the city, whofe iruin was in« 
cvitable; and that it was madnefs toftrive to defend 
it any longer; that ihey would do a commendable 
a£lion in prefcrving their troops, to go and iuccour 
their Prince and country in fome other place, ip» 
llead of lofing them with Gayercan, who was guided 
only bj his de^air; that thiey need joot fear' any per- 
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fon would acGufe them af cowardife, fihce the couragfe 
with whkh they had defended the place till naw was 
ftifficietit to fet ihem above the Hke reproaches. 

All the frifend* of Cariacas apprdvcd his propofitfc 
ibtt ; and the time was fixed upon when they (hould go 
out of the city, and it was agreed they fhouM all re- 
pair to that quarter where the gate of Dervazey vSoufy 
was which was in the power* of the officers of Cari- 
acas. Accordingty they went out at this gate in the 
jiight, having fent advice of their coming to tjic Mo- 
gul Generals, who had them condufted to their camp. 
But they were "not received there as th^y expefted : 
the Princes, after having qtieftioned tKeni concerning 
Ihe state of the citv, refufed them the pfiflport they 
defired, and toVd tnen», that the MoguJs had fo ^reat 
an aVerfiotl for people who were falfe to* their Prince, 
that they puflifhed thera wherever they met with them^ 
Cariacas endeavoured to j^uftify, but his reafohs wer6^ 
ilot he&rdy and he was put tp death on the fpot, as 
^tW as afU th6 other Cariztnean officers. They like- 
wife put fooie Coldi^rs^ to- death^ and all Aie sett were 
»ade flaves% 

This defertiomcKthiTot rnfioiMfete the- bcfiegerf p they 
fought with»thfe fattie bravery as before. Even^ Cayer- 
«an imprc^ved'tlii^ oppoptumty to animate his foHreriy. 
and went* about to make a- fpeeclii. t» >hei» pn^thts fub- . 
jeft; but they marde him fenfiWe ht had no-need to 
.^xxiite them-t(y-do tfeeir duty^ drat hefeouM fit>d they 
were atl dilpofed/tOi'die 4ike -brave inen^ ^ndiibt as 
'^ow^rds 1 kfe th^ir coin'{>anion«^mfiRe, they all vo^weifc 
to perJftu-in. defence of the city ^ and to fl^ew diem*^ 
'fclve« faithfulto their Retigioaand Prince., 

In. the mean, time ^ -the Moguk liaving leawied^ froim 
eariaca«>. where the wcakeft gapt ef the towft was^ 
made fo^gpod advantagi^ of^ hi« informattons that af- 
<ier ihal^mg,given>a fierce a&uiiv^^ made-a co*ifider- 
rablfi brj^ach^ diey borifWy? e»teMd ttiro' it i^to^riic city,. 
OBind pi^ abiNvdance e£ t)ie people to the {Word>.y6& 
k was^ iboie ti»e bHbve th^ emjAd* geuto^be nraftera- 
•f.the€ity> fit^-tfaei« yet ^amaiiiedL twenty ih©«landi 
men \vdth the Gb^feemor,: asidr ttey haAfof tiffed eyeity. 
Klaceahey couM^ having caftup^imrenchinentsim alfe 
ihe aarrow ftreet^* wbith g^ve the befieger^ more tr4;>u^ 
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ble than the cattle itFelf, tho* it was very well fortified:: 
befides this, Gayercan kept the gcofs of the troops ia 
a ftroaghold) from whence he could feod them to the 
places where was moft need. Nothing was more 
$ri(k than the beiieger's attacks^ nor more obftinate 
than xbe re&ttance of the befieged« Diiring a whole 
month X hey fought on both iides with an oaul^uinted 
bravery. At laft the caiUe was carried; but the nar^ 
row places xhat wece forti£ed lield out Jonger, ia 
which iifiy men were able .to fuftain an attack againft 
a much greater number of aiTaiiaatS) whole being fo 
numerous did nox avail them, but ^xpoied them to 
the arrows of the befieged, by which they daily loft 
a great many people. The city became full of dead 
bodies. The houfes w^cre beaten down in fuch a man* 
ner that every one drove to hidehimfelf in ther<uins« ' 
Jto fight under covcri;^ vwhich fiiU retarded ihe.Xjiking 
iof jQxran 

Gei^hizcaa, to wholm the Prmces daily fent coiii- 
jiers to infoim iiim of wJiat paft, amazed at their 
making fo long a defence, forbid his foldicrs .killing 
Gayercan, that he might have the puniflung ^ Jaim 
bimfelf ; fox iae did jaot xhink ib wicked a i^an me- 
rited :fo honorable a death as to die in £gbt« This 
orjderxoft a great many Mqguls .their lives; for being 
commanded to fpare the Governor, <they were obliged 
.to pick out thoibithey would aimtokilL' whereas the 
Carizmeans having .nothing to take care of, killed a 
great maay more of the enemies than they loft of their ^ 
own people. The bdicgcrs however ftiJl Jiringing up * 
.freih ttoops to relieve thofe who were tired, at length 
found an end of their enemies^ and numbers carried 
the day. Gayercan remained with two .men only, yet 
would not think himielf conquered; i4U like dyilSg 
^erfon, wjioex^rts all the lljrength he haslefit to ftruggle 
with de^tb, he took frefb ooura^ : a^d re tunning up 
to a terrafs-.walk belonging to his 4)aUce5 with his two 
xompaniojns, whom the fame /ury iac^imated, from 
thence rolled down great ftones^ipbn^he Moguls who 
xame near, ^nd they tumbling down upon .their com- 
•jrades who followed them,- dragged ihem down with 
ahem.. At lall Gay«can, after ^^ing killed a great 
jiu^nber of his enemies, loft his two cojmpanions, and 
iCcnaaincd alone againft jhe Moguls, who having ^ 
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length furroundedhim, feizedbim, * loaded him ytith 
^chains, and carried him to the Prioces, who found as 
much confiancyof fouiinhim then, as he had ihown 
courage b6fore. They fent him under ailrong guard 
to the GTandiCan, to diCpore of him as hp pleafed. 
The Emperor after having reproached him as the 
•caufeof fo many misfortunes to bis countrymen, caus- 
ed him to be pu^t to death at Samarca^e in xhe palace 
of GheucSerai. 

t Tbefiege^dfOttrarhadlaftedinremcntht. They

H e. b^' .0bfer'Ye4 Abft iireog^ 
jo^jhc .w^h .andiQW£r« x^jgndcia. Xuch a jnannei^ 
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tfiat he judged it would coft a great deal qf time te 
take the place by fprce,- and that they fhould loft 
abundance of men; He therefore propofed to Prince 
Toufchi this stratagem, to caufe bridges to be laid 
oycF; part of the ditch, which was full of water, faying 
that he might more eafily fcale the walls at that part of 
the ditch where the enemies thought themfelves moft 
fecure. He ihewed to him the places he thought raoftv 
proper , for the execution of this enterprize, and 
affure him they ftiould furprize the befieged a^ they 
defired. The Prince did not altogether difapprove the 
Captain's notions, but having prepared a ftore of 
engines and machines of all forts for a ftorm, he 
>vilhed he could have made fome ufe afthem: for this 
re^fon he offere^d many objeftiohs to Gitmur's pro- 
ppfal ; to all which heanfwered fd fully, that at laft. 
'loufchi yielded to agree to whatever fhould be 
^efolved in a cou^ncil of war, which was held that 
fame day. Every one fpdke his opinion on this 
occafion, and Gitmur communicated his defign; but 
the Lieutenant General of the army having another in 
his head, fpoke againft ther C^tain's, rejeded the 
thought of rendering themfelves maflcrs of the towa 
by surprize, when sthey could have it a nobler way,, 
and endeavoured .to persuade them tl^at^it was eafy to * 
take.it by open •force* ^ Buihotw;thIlanding the rea- 
fons he ?illedged to fupport his opinion, all the council 
better liked the ftratagem which^Gitm^r propofed; and 
it was refolved that to aniufe ther befieged, three 
falfe attack* fhould Ke naade, and airtHeei>gines fet d . 
playing on that fide of the town which he thought' 
the weakfefti and that\ they^., fhould feeni to abandon >^ 
that which was beft fortified. Thus they hoped that 
thefe .attacks would draw all the^ forces in the town ^ 
to that fide, and during that time' they might without 
being ;moleIled fcale the walls on the other. They 
agreed upon the time and manner,, ^nd nanied the 
troops that fti^ould be employed in executing this en- 
terprize, and the battalions that flipuld fupport then*j : 
Ili-fine^it was detexmined that fo foon as the bridgec 
were laid, they fhould fallen on the wall two ladders 
qf light wood to begin the fcalado^ and a certain 
number of foldiers- mount the walUto faflen more, 
ladders^ , . . , 
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Giimur, Vfho was a good engineer, built the bridges 
hirofelf as he thought fit; and when all things were 
ready, they began the attacks a little before night with 
great (houts^ and the found of timbrels, xirums, and 
other warlike inftrument. Whilft the Mogul eng^« 
neers caufed the great engineer to be brought up a* 
gainft ihe city, their foldiers 'k^iMed with .their flings, 
or drove fVom the walU the befieged who appeared on 
Ihem to hinder their approaches* So foon as the 
battering rams and the other engines began to play, 
all the garrifon ran to the attack, and abandoned their 
other pofts. Gitmur on his fide fo foon as it was 
night caufedJus bridges to be laid orofs the ditch 
with all diligence^ and the 4men he had thdfen.tofcale 
ibt walls, pafled over and ^rai fed the two.ladders,one 
of which he immediately mounted liimfelf to anni- 
mate his foldiers, who following, foon faflened fa 
great a number of ladders, that the troops entered the 
town, and advancing to the gate they defigned to 
fecure, feized the centinel and foldiers wlio guarded 
itj and making themfelves mailers of it with little 
noife, opened it^ and let in feveral troops of the Mo« 
guls, who took potfeffion of the principal places* 
The befieged were no fooner informed that one of 
the gates was furprized, t>ut they were feized with 
fear, apd abandoned the care of the places attacked, 
every one thinking of nothing but where to hide him- 
self. 

Thus was the city of Jundetaken ^without any lofa 
lOn either fide; for the Moguls meeting with oo 
jrefiftance, did.not deftroy any body: which was very 
extraordinary in fuch a conjun6ture. They fpared the 
inhabitants, becaufe they had not Jcilled the Moguls ; 
^nd they p>ut but two or three to death, who had 
abufqd Gitmur in the conference he had had with the 
people. But if they put not the people to the fword^ 
in return they plundeced them of all. their goods. They 
commanded them on pain of death to leave the city, 
and to retire to a neighbouring plain. Tiiey obeyed 
this order with much h^e; jnen and women, old and 
young, all ran to the place, Tlie.mafters and flaves 
jlood undiftingui0ied together, waiting what their ene- 
mies fhould do with them; imagining they had drove 
them out of the city with no other defign than to mas« 
jfacre them all together with more cruelty. But there 
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was no harm done them, only commiflaries vere or- 
dered to take an account of the number of the citi- 
zens. After which, they left a ftrong garrifon in the 
city, and perinitted the inhabitants to return to their 
houfes, irhere they found what the Moguls had left 
them, -which was only w'hat they could not carry^ 
A Mogul officer, named Alfcoja, who was a Maho- 
metan, was made Governor of the plate. 

Toufchican, after the redvflion of this place, di- 
vided his army into two bodies, giving fifty thoufand 
men to Elac Nevian, to go and fubdue the countries 
of Ilac, Alfchafche, and Cogende; and he ordered 
the reft of the troops to keep the open country, and 
facilitate the taking of Cogende, which he had receiv- 
ed orders to befiege by the faid Lieutenant-GeneraK 
Elac Nevian being provided of all things of which 
he ftood in need to perform this expedition, march- 
ed into Ilac 3 and to juftify the prudence of the Em- 
peror hismafter in the choice he had made of him, he 
refolvedto ufc all the prudence and fkill he was ca-. 
pa'hleof. As an earneft of which, he firft marched 
his army with fuch fpeed, that the people of Ilac and 
A'lfchafche believed them far off from their country, 
when they werefurprized with hearing they were ar- 
rived in it : on which they furrendercd many places 
to them without fighting, which might have made fome 
refiftance, and retarded the fiege of Cogende. 

Tontat, which Abulcair calls Daralylm, ♦ was the 
moft conCderabletown of all thofe which the General 
Elac Nevian tookbeforehe went toCogende; therefore 
he was forced to befiege it to makeit Surrender. It was 
fituate in forty-three degrees of latitude, and ^was 
dependent on Alfchafche. It ferved to fecure the 
frontiers or the province of Ilac, and wias a rendezvous 
forthe merchants of thefe two countriesivho trafiicked 
chiefly in this place. The Mogul ofiicer judging that 
this town could furnifli Cogende with great fuccours 
in cafe 4ie neglefted to take it, and that on the 
contrary it wotild be of great fervice for his own army 
if he took it, and laid ftores in it, refolved to befiege 
it in form, if he could not reduce it any other way. 
This citv was rather a place of pleafiire than ftrength.

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The purlingbrooks waceredaloioft every ftrect. Tta- 
fuburbs and country-feats wer€ all well fupplied withv* 
vater ; . and an infinite number of gardens full of fruiu^ 
trees rendered it a charming place to refide in. !(.% 
was full of murmuring fountains, all environed with 
many the m oft delightful walji^^in the world. In fine^.. 
it was a common faving^ that God never made a more 
delicious dwelling thaa that city. Its iituaxi.on ne^r^- 
a river, its walls and caftie,. had always defend,efl it. 
againft the Turqucftan rovers and bands. Jts inba* 
bitants were not frighted at the Mpguk. jappro^qh,. 
The Bey. who goyttmed it was io bold as to refufe tq. 
furrender it on their fummon^. He wa^ called Ilt^^ 
co-Melic, and was the xuitudral l-ord of the plsce. 
The garrifon was conipofcd of Turks, Mti^ of the 
country, called Cangouli, a jjcople who bad the repu- 
tation of being very brav4&, . , 

The Governor put great confidence in them., ai^cj 
anfwered fiercely, when the Moguls fummoned hiw to» 
open the gates ; but upon the firft attiack he retired 
into the caftle with the chief of the inhabitants, Elac 
Nevian caufed the engines, to be got ready, and gave 
msLtty affaults to the city^ The befieged A^igoi;oufly. 
refitted for three days; but the fourth ,m^ugre ,th^ir. 
oppofition, he made a bieach in the walls: at which 
the inhabitants were fo affrighted, .fearing, to be 
forced, that they defired leave to capitulate, and did 
all they could to obtain honorable terms. But the 
Mogul General rejefted all their propofals^ and ob- 
liged them to furrender at difcretiorn. 

When the Moguls fa>iF themfehes jqaaft^rsof thi^. 
place, they made all the inhabitants ga out of it, that 
they might witb more eafe plunder jheir hQufes. And) 
the General Elac Nevian:thinkinghe had reafon to be 
difpleafed.with the garrifoii, pjut them . to the fword^ 
As for Ilencp Melic, iie bad not the fame fate; for 
he found means to efcape before the caftle fiirreivdere^^ , 
The ,Moguls, after having, built a confiderable m^g^- 
zine fop- warlike ilores- there, marched towards jhe. 
country of Cogende, which w.as a part of rerganq,:0¥ 
at le^ft bordered upon iu

^hicb was in the poffeiSonk <of iiii enemies, he ex/* 
pefled to meet with greater :4ibfta€les. And in truth, 
had the Moguls ^efiefted skiirft th^he<Qiua of itCi- 
ceffity f)afs by that place, they 4n^hc eafily have 
overthrown and funk hh fleet. .*&ut^bey thought 
not of it till it wa& too late.; their conrier did notary 
rfve at Tbncat till a Very ^little while -before Timut 
Meltc's fleet, and they teid^not time to ^o more than 
%thanfaften a^chain-cra^therivec. Tlhe Prince would 
not pafs ibutm^t^e .Bight before Toncat,^o the end 
thdt he might tconceal as much as pofliblo from hi3 
enemies the condition his iiitl6 Scattered fleet was.in^ 
and to be ihele&ancommoded* : Neverthelefs, the 
'Chain flopped at once all ^thefbagafitines,and gav^ 
time to the garrifon ofthe <crty to join on the banks 
of the river Jaxisirtes the troops that purfued Timur. 
This Prince had fortunatdy forefeenthU difficulty

When he was arrived there, he enquired after his 
children whom he left at his departure for Syria. Ha- 
found but one alive, whom an old fervant of his fa- 
mily difcovered, and whom he himfelf knew to be hit 
child by a mark he hj^d ^^(^pon his body. fiatucaTit 
Kingof Capfchac, the ^r^on of Genghizcan, per* 
mitted this Ton of Timtti: Afjelic tomake enquiry after 
his father's eftate, and tS^fctiJfey it. Timur affifted him 
to recover it; but feveral Moguls having got pofles* 
fion of it, it was not very eafy to make them reftore 
it : yet he did at laft compafs ft, by which he made all 
thofe hi'js enemies who had ufurpedany part of his 
right and fortune. Thefe men found out the man 
whomhe had wounded in the eye with the arrow, and 
exchedJiim to take revenge on him. And 'tis remark- 
able after what manner this Mogul accorapli/hed his 
defigh ^ one day Titnur JMelic talking with a Piince of 
the blood who did not love fighting and wars, heafk. 
. ed Timur with afcornful air what were the great ac- 
tions he had done. Timur fhocked at the contempt 
this Prince treated him with, anfwered fiercely; 
Prince, the Earth and Seas have feen what I have 
done, the Heavens and Stars are wifneffcs of my 
valour, and the world does undervalue it. Thefe 
words which Timur fpoke, proceeded not froni vani- 
ty but anger, which coft him his life; for the Mogul 
vi^hom he had wounded being prefent, and pretending 
to be difpleafed with his anfwer to this Prince, which 
> he faid was not refpeftful enough, fhot anarfow^and 
killed the generous Timur Melic.

TRESIKGEOFBOCARA. 



THE city of Rocara was fituatein thirty-ninc de- 
grees and fome minutes of latitude, a day*s 
journey north of the river Oxus. It was an antient 
city in Tranlpxianay and there were few more pleafant 
ij) the eaft ; and being advantageoufly fituated for 
trad^i it drew to it the merchants of alt^ the nations in 
Afia. The country which belonged to it reached 
from Oxu9 even to the province of Samarcande, which 
the antiemis called Sogdiana, and was the boundary of 
tjiat proyiflct oniihe north fide, 
r >3cfide» /the walls of the city which were very 
iijongj it had another wall without, which was twelve 
le^igues in ifOKnpaf^, and ihut in not only the fuburbs, 
but alfo /ftiany pleafant feats, and a great number of 
fine farms, watered by the little river Sogde, which 
fprung from a mountain called Botom, fituate in the 
country of Fregane, nine leagues from Bocara. Wc 
may eafily imagine the antient Sogdiana took its name- 
from thi^rivap. 

In the fiK>n(h vi Mmch imo, the Moguls forced^ 
this outer wall, and approached the city, 1 he Yu^'^ 
gures and the Chincfc were then? in the year which^thc]^ 
call the Serpent.. It i^a the euftora at the Tartars to- 
give to their years the names of animals, and their 
priefts from their prediftions accordiJig to the nature 
and qualifies of thefe animak : we rouft alfo obfei^v^i^ 
that an age with them i^ compofed but of twelve yeara^ 
The Gi^and Can^ aocoi^ipanied with Prinice Tul/^ 
encamped his army beiore this place,^ eauiing it to 
ie invcfted on :iiU fides; and then he dcftroyed the 
.foburbs,w and began ta b^fiegc; it in form. 
./ The: inhabitants &f Bocara found thentfelves in »? 
ftrange; ccfliftcrnation^ when from liheir waib they be^ 
:held the prodigious nmnber of ttoops^itihat furroundcd 
them^ and.tlnat.GenghijKcan commanded jy^ieoi in^pei*- 
-ftni, Soiiie!M?e»e gJ opinion, dcfiro«ftlo>£a»e» Aeijp 
dives and fooitunesv tbat /it was >b«{t>to»ofubitait to the 
enemy: hut the. others^ bravely.. confullingtheic-iio*- 
. Bftiir ^nd faith to tbdx . Prince and conutry^ jh£^agh(^ 
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of nothing elfe but how to make i vigorous defence; 
and thefe perfuaded themfclves that the place being in 
a good condition, full of all forts of prouifions, and 
defended by twenty thoufand men, all experienced 
tf<K)ps, not to mention a much greater number of 
the inhabitants who were able tfo bear arms, they 
vould be in a condition to refift ihe Moguls, or at 
leaft to hinder their progrefs a great whiie : ^ but, 
' fays a Turkiili hillorian, what did their waHs avail 
• them P whatever forces the befieged had^ forkine* 
f was not their fide/ 

The troops Mehomed had placed in the city io dcu 
fend it were the caufe of its being loft, they had for 
their Generals three * Captains, who ^^d not anfwep 
&e great confidence the Sultan their mafter repofed 
in them. And tt muft be confefled^ that thi» Prince 
made a very ill choice -of his Generals. i'>Thefe three 
chiefs, tho' men of quality, did one of the bafeft 
actions in the world. Feat * took pofieffion «># 
their minds, and without ftlsiying tilt a bltow was 
ilruck, they fled out of the city one night with the 
troops they cofiimaiided, 4ea¥in^ the inhabitants^ te 
. the mercy of their enemies. But this their fliameful 
llight was juftlypuniflicd; for as -they w«:e retiring 
widi their families, and endeavouring to' outwit the 
Moguls, in hopes to efcapfe under ihelter of^hedalrk 
flight, their defign wa« difcovered > thirty thoufand 
Moguls purfued and overtook them on the banks cf 
the river Oxus, where they had a bloody difpuftCi^ 
The traitors were defeated, and almoft all of tbeoi 
])ut to the fword. 

The i^etreat of thefe troops^ took froAi the kcTieged 

^11 hopes and -courage; there was nothing to b<^ feen 

in the (>ity but a general confufion. The greaieft part 

of the inhabitants faid, that they tpuil now^ iihplbre 

the Grand Can's clemency, and carry him^thei keys 

of. the city : 'and: others, fearing his cruelty, wauidiKDve 

them heark^ffbo ^nothing butdefpairyimd a^viiedthait 

all the inhabitants flioulddeftroy.thdmfelves-an4< city

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liot ignotant of the diftrafted condition they vcre in^ 
caused them to be attacked on all fides ; and \vhiltt 
the engines were getting ready to be played, all on a 
fudden they fewthe^gates fet open, afs if Bocara had 
nothing more to fear. At the fame time all the ma*- 
giftrates of t^ie cky, the kwyers, and chief of the in- 
habitants came in a body ^ meet the Emperor^ to 
vhom they presented the keys, and<aiked their lives;, 
-which were granted them on* conditioa they fhoulci 
c^bKge tbeipfelves by an oath not to give any fheiter 
or affiftance t'O the Sultan- of Capizme, and im- 
mediately to put out of Bocara alt who could be 
fufpe6led of being in that Prince*^ intereft, piaHicu^ 
. farly^ all the milUary officers- and^ the (bldier^, whom 
it was forbidden them to< conoeat on any pretence^ 
whatfoever. They fwowexa^yto eocecuto all the» 
Grand Can's orders, and' affUied this Prince of axt 
eternal fidelity to him. 

So foon as itwa^ known in. Bocara^ that the;f had 
nothing more t6 fear, an infinite number of people, 
impatient to fee their hew ma(ber^ went forth, and 
Gehghizcan took pofifeffion of the ^ity. As for the 
caftle, which was ftrong, all the young people who 
were drfpleafed with the agreement made with the 
Moguls5 werfe retired thithet^, being headed by^the Go- 
vernor, a brave mfan, who fef<4ved to hold out to the 
taft extremity, and prcfferve his' reputation^ life, an(^ 
iiberty. ^ ' : 

The eaRern htftorians mak^e no mention of the man- 
ner in which the Mogul Emperot made his entry in- 
to Bocara. They only fay, that be wais accompanied by 
his fon Prince Tuliean; and that- having (topped be- 
fore a mpfque to look- upon it, he alked if that were 
the Sultan of Carizme's prface: and being anfwered 
by one of the inhabitants that itwa^the Houfeof God, 
he refpeftfuHygotoffhis horfe, and walked on foot. 
.This aftionrniade the Bocarians thilik that heaven had 
ihfprred him with devotion ; but To foon as he was 
entered into it, they were convinced of their error. 
He went up into a gellery, and without the lead res- 
peft for the pla<ie where he was^ made a difcourfe to 
the p'eopte arid magiftrates of the city, wherein he told 
'them that they ffiould immediately - take care to find 
/means to fubfift his army; that tfee country being 
ilripped of aM thing*, hb troop* hadf^JSfercd much, 
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and that therefore they fhoul4 make hafte and fet opeim 
their magazines^ then be defcended, and went out of 
the mofque. 

All the people of Boeara hafted to execute hi^ 
orders. They ran to their magazines, but they found 
them already opened; for the Moguls were no fooner 
entered the city, but^ they began to fliow their 
power by making themfelves mafters of all the provi- 
£ons. And fo great a number of their cavalry enter- 
ed the place, that they could fcarce find room to lodge 
their horfes in; and all the ftables were fb full, that 
they were obliged to put fome of them into places ve- 
ry unfit for fuch ufes. 

A certain hiftorian deplores on thi^ oeca(io» the 
fate of the learned men in Bocara. After having: 
Klated the fervile offices the enemies obliged them 
to perform for them ; ^ The Moguls, fays be made 
^ ftables of the libraries, they threw down the books, 
^ and by an unexampled profanatiop, the leaves of 
^ ihe glorious Alcoran ferved fcMT Utter to their hor- 
^ fes, and were trod under foot.' The good wife 
men comforted themfelves for thefe diforders with 
the configuration that it was the will of heaven, an4 
mud be fu omitted t€^ And one- amongft them an^ 
fwered a do^or who cpmplairij^ as he was talking 
with faim* That it is reqiiifite th^y ftjould. fuffer mis^ 
fortunes without murmiirkig, fince it.is t)ie wind of 
God's anger that blows upon them. All the popu«- 
lace were inconfolable ; and tho* the belief of pre* 
deftination generally comforted the Mahomeuns in 
their mi^fbrtuncfi^ yet they appeared now unable to 
govern or moderate their refentment« 

When Genghizcan had provided for the fubliftence 
of his troops, be retired to his tent, where he repofed 
himfelf for fome days, to give time to hi« foldiers to 
refrefh themfelves. This Prince loved to fpeak in 
public, becaufe in the beginning of his good fortune 
he had fuccefsfully experienced the power of his elo- 
quence^ He caufed the principal men of Bpcara to 
be called together. The magift rates,. lawyers, priefis,. 
the antient$,. and chief Mahomet^ made bade to 
know his pleafure* They placed themfelves round 
about a kind of tribunal or pulpit ere£ied fprli^m in 
a field : which the Grand Can afc^ndi ng,., began hls^ 
Csation with praifin^ God^ and a parjif^uJiir jdet^U 6£ 
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all tlie favours he had rccciv^ ffom. hif». Afrcr 
which he repreiented lb his auditoxs how gixat.Qod's 
anger muft be againft them by reafon of their Suite's 
crimcsy whom he a^cufed of tre^ichery- and breac}) of 
faith« But added he, the mo^ft deteftable aflion of all 
he has done, and what will the maft aftpni(h pgfterity, 
is the murder committed at Otrar by his own. order 
vpon the perfons^of my, Ambaflador, and the .Mogjtil 
Merchants.. Otrar has already felt my vengeance ;, 
and.the perfidious Gay erean^i w^o was over^faithful 
m executing the unjuft and barbarous commands of. 
the Kingipf Cartzme, (hall foon lofe his life in the 
chains, in which I have. kept him captive. He fi- 
niihedhU difcourfe witdi* telling them that Cod had 
ehofen him to pumlh Mehomed for all his cruelties^ 
and at the fame time to clear the earth of him and ail 
other ty^ants^r At this period of his difcourfe he 
ftoppcd^ to give time for the interpFCter^ to expjiain, 
wh^it he had faid to the Carizmeans* 
' After hehad a long ^e emertained them on the fubn 
je£l of their Monarch's crimes^ and how little they were! 
obliged to that King for haviDg:drawn that war^upont 
them, and boa {led of the iniin^ate communicatipn hc: 
pretended to have with Gady.a,ndJ the authority be had, 
by infpiration received, from him to govern all the, 
Ipngdoms of the eartb,^he at lail came to the poinjii. 
for which it is moil, probable he had called them to* 
gether. Heteftified the latisfa6iion he had received^ 
from the inhabitants of fiocara,in theif having volun* 
terily and without compulfibn^ fUrniihed his army 
Kvith ail things they wanted > but he added, thai this^ 
action was bui d flight proof of their obiedienco 
anfl good-v/;ill to him, and that it was only to try: 
ihemf tljat. he, , had ordered them to givehis: 
^^Qp$y l/c^rpething. to .fubfift with, which his fpldiers 
<MHi)lcl eafily have takf ^ without afl&iuj^ their leaves. 
J^u^ npiWj faidhc,,l,ihall require pf you a much ftrong-. 
er tproof of^.y^ur obedjencer It is my plcafure

*f he Grand Can nonaihatt^d feverel officers to re- 

Seive^the riches they brought'; but he commanded 
lein to execute his orders' ^itLout violence, and not 
to require of . the inhabitants more than what they 
could readily fiirnilh. /This city i)^fig a place of 
great t^ade, there was arbundance of gold, filver, and 
precious ftones, without mentioning tich gold and fil- 
vcr fluffs, -which luxury and plenty had rendered ircry 
common. One part of^hefe treafures were carried 
itito the royal trcafury, the officers Jiad the reft, and 
the foldiers enriched themfelves. 

The inhabitants of Bocara had1)cen contented vith 
their • misfortunes, if they had "been quit by lofing 
all their effeft^, becaufe they might in time have got 
fomethi'ng againj but thcfe poor people became yet 
more milfe'fabie, and their good nature completed 
Acir ruinl Genghizcan, as has been before related 
had ordained that they Should not conceal any officer 
or foldieir belonging to the Sultan ; the greateft part 
of the inhabitants obeyed "him : yet fome othersj per^ 
fuaded that it was not difficult to evade the rigour of 
this order, negle£ied to execute it, and kept conceaU 
ed in their houfes fuch of relations or friends as 
belonged to the Sultan'^, army. The Mogul officer 
difcpvered and informed the Emperor of it, ^ho giving 
vent to his rage, commanded that the city (houid 
be laid in afhes. The 'Mogul foldiers wilHn'gly iiii, 
dertook this employtnetit, and all ^part of the town 
were ftrait pn fire, the greateft plaft. of the^ building 
bdng made df wood, becaufe of the' drfficu|lty of get:- 
ting ftone in the country round Bbcfara. ^'Thtis this 
great city, "which in the morning' ^f this fatal daj^ 
might juftly pafs'lor one ofthe'mbff beatitifiil in aH 
Afia, was in the ^evenin^ nothiiig but a fa.d heap of 
cinders and ruins.' ^ Ail that ^t: had m'oft valuable wa^ 
deftroyed; and aill the houfes Ibfecame a^-pt*i6y ito th^ 
flames, ej^cepr foihe pHiMTek - btfRdiii)^5^'''fi3OT^sith6' 
jmofqiies andf cat^va^fet^diT; whKhiw^^e^&iftft^/df brieks; 
• Afaho* the GtaAfi ©an hid-iaWfi^eitii^^ '^fcaftW 
Jo fQon as the city had opfiii^ its gates po thcj Mo. 
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guls, was not yet mailer of it;-' fi is'* true; the de- 
fire of plundering the city had 'made- the troopis left 
vigorous in, their attacks c^f'h. * *r^ ^^Hs were ctc- 
cellent good and defended with g6bd towers; and the 
beficged, animated by the roisifprturiesof their counj 
try, employed all fheiir efforts ^fo defend them- 
felves : yet this /ortrefs, aftet the btirnlnfg of the city, 
being hard prdffcd, attacked by.agrieat' number bF 
troops, and even by the irih^biterttybr Boeara <h^m- 
felves, whom Genghizca-n forted to ftfrVe hiAi, could 
fiot hold out lon^. Thc< Gb^ttWor "fteirirg^ liTtn- 
felf and friends overwhelm^ M/^fcpMWSlhfrbwrfJH'Tifli 
of naphta and fire, and the gatfe t)f fW^-fiarfUfeilii rfii^eS^ 
fewrrendercd at difcr^tion^ He WSs^Watte- ; a prifbhef 
of war with all his garrifon.

Neverthelefs Bocara was rebi^^i;(|tOpA]i&ep Ceilgb?^^ 
can died, by order of Oftaican his fucceflbr in the 
empire. The happy fituation drew frelli inhabitants 
to fettle there; and this city was as much efteemed af- 
ter its re-eftablilhment, as it W4? before its ruin, the 
country being full of fertile plains which produced 
abundance of all good things 

The Princes Zagatai and Oftai having rejoiced the 
Emperor thetr father before the burning of the city, 
•rendered him an account of their expedition to Otrar ; 
and he teftified to them 1ia\^lvell he was fati&fied witli 
their conduct, y, ,. : 

The city of Bocara wiXi^ more regretted becaufe 
all arts and fciences had ilourifhed there as much as 
in any place in the world. Several learned men had 
rendered it famous; amongft whom was thejearned 
Avicen. * This philofopher followed the grc^tteft part 
of his ttudies in the univerfity which in his time was

amohgftthe befieged. But fo many forts of people 
of different nations as were in that city, could not 
agree; and a mifunderftanding, rather than fear, di- 
vided them into two parties, onfcxjf which were for

Ueof a diftin£l Kingdom, of which Bale had in times 
'paft been the capital. Nifchabour had alfo been fo 
in its turn,; and in later:timei Scfaa-lfmael ordered 
that Mefchehed fbould be fo. The HJzbec Princes at 
,prefent poflefs the beftipait of(Corafla«a^and (he. reft 
is under the King of Periia. 

The Sultan of Cari^me *h»vlng 'Jeft NifcTiabou^, 
went to Beftam, a ver^y plesffant and Arong^ity, fitu. 
ate in Tabareftan, ia thirty ^fix cdegrees iiwenty 
minutes of latitude. At his arrival Hh«re, he fern 
for the Emir Omar^ one of the fl/3wards'of his hotff. 
bold, and native ^of this ^cotintcy^ to come to hiai 
in the CaftlcfhalL He ihswed to him ten cofFeiy

He fo well concealed the place ot his retreat from hi^» 
enemies, that they were obliged to ftfid'out parties bij 
all ftdes to- get news of him ; but at laft a Lord of tmij

^body ? How uncertain a dwelling is the world, and 

* Vow little ought thofe who inhabit itto^put their 
; truft in this life, in which oneisexpofed to fo many 
*«' misfortunes ?' He abandoned himfelf to thefe fad 
xeQefiions, and was not capable of tailing any joy 
but only thatQjT (eeipg himfelf fecurely landed on this 
ifland. • ,-i ! ^,, - < . - 

In reality, jhe Moguls did. not imagine that he 
would land in a defart ifland, but believed that 
he put to fea witH defign to retire into the country of 
Carizrpe, or to fbme neighbouring Prince. For this 
reafon Hubbe Nevian and SuidaBahadeur having 
received information of the Sultan'^ flight, gave the 
Grand Can notice of it, who^^failed not to have hioL 
fearchcd for all over the kingdom of Carizme, and 
in every place where he thought it probable he was* 
. During this time Mehomed, whatever care his offiw 
cers took to divert him, was even buried in a profound 
jnelancbqlyiyettoftiow that he wasfenfible ofthdr 
zeal and fidelity, he coj^fered employments upon them^ 
which his f^cceflbr permitted them to enjoy. For 
this unfortunpte I^ing died in this ifland Abifcon o£ 
his pleurify, which his phyjicians could hot cure, tho* 
they employed,,^l the^ fecrets of th!eir art, . A few days^ 
before his death, the f rince Gelaleddio,. having beea 
informed that he Vasiri this ifland> came fecretly^. 
thiti^er with two of his brothers. The Sultan, viho 
expefted them, feeing them arrived, faid to him, 
« Prince, you are the perfon who amongfl; ^Imy chiU 

• dren are mpff able to revenge me on the ., Moguls^ 
•therefore I revoke the afit ,1 heretpfore. 'made at 

• the requeft of the Queen my naotber ill fayaur of my 

* fon Coutbeddin/ Then he appointed QvelaledGlin to 
be his fuccefl"or in the empire ^ and he commandied. 
the other Princes his fans to obey their brother, as. 
l)eing their rightful Lord and Mafter, which thejr 
promifed to do. At the fame time he gave him his.^ 
fword;^ and fent him iiway to look after the affairs. 
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of the ftate; after which he expired^ under the covert 
of a little tent which had been fet up for him, 
Schaihfeddin Mahmoude, firft gentleman of his bed* 
chamber, wafhed his body, and wrapped it in a fhirt, 
having no other linen to bury it in. This was the end 
of this mighty King, who was buried in this<^ ifle as 
meanly as one of the p.ooreft Mahometans. But fome^ 
years after, the Sultan Gelaleddin bad his bones taken 
up, and carried with great pomp into the fortrefs of 
Ardahan,

WHILST tbefe things paft in the iflf^of Aixifcoiv 
Gengbjzf.^ni who was at Samarcand^ ordered 
the three Princes his eldelt fohs to go and cpaquer 
the kingdom of Carizme^ and to enable them to do 
it, he gave them the one half of his troops^ with equal 
power to ad,as he had done to 0£lai and Zagatai, when, 
he fent them to Otrair after the battle of Caracou. He 
was of opinion that feveral Generals, and particularly 
brothers, afling in concert, muft have better fuc^efs 
than if the fole power was lodged in one perfon ; but 
experience afterwards convinced him be was miftaken. 
as for . himfelf, he refolded ib foon as the Princes 
were on their march, to go by fmall Journies into 
the country of Tranfoxiana, which was not yet 
reduced, and to befiege what cities he thought proper, 
till he received news of Sultan Mehomed. 

The country of Carizme is that which Ptdomy call- 
ed Chorarmia. It had Tranfoxiana on the eaft, Coras* 
fana on the fouth, and was Separated from both 
thefe provinces by defarts; on the north it had Great 
Tartary, and on the weft the Cafpian fea, which feveral 
of the eaftern geographers do call the lake of Carizme z 
on this fide alfo there were fonie other countries of 
the Turks,. The capital city was alfo called Carizme, 
fmce called Corcange by the Perfians, and Orcange 
by the Moguls. It was about fix fipall days journey 
from the Cafpian fea, and fituate on 'the weft fide of 
the river Oxus,in the forty-fecond degree <;)flatitULdc^ 
All the extent of the true country of Carizme was 
but from the thirty-Jeventh to the f orty-fecoad degree 
of latitude, and ftom the ninety-fecond degree of 
longitude to the ninety fixth inclufive; that is to fay^ 
that it was not above feventy-two leagues from the 
can to the weft. 

The conveniences great rivers afford, generally 
invite people to dwell in places near them. The 
jnoft confiderable part of this little kingdom wa^ 19 
ihe neighbourhood of the river Oxus» The Cities one 
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; 6eb«)ld* on tlie borders of this river were all buik of 
brick^ and very near to one another- * Some of th^fe 
on the fouth fide were very beautiful, Thofe diat 
were; fariheft up in the country appeared leaft consider- 
able. The name of. Carjzme was Kkcwife given to 
Tranfoxiana, and to many other provinces in which 
were many fine Governments, This country abounded 
with learned men, who were fkilled in philofophy and 
all fciences. Poetry then reigned there; and thotc. 
were few orientals more polite than thefe. They 
applied themfeives much to mufick, or were rathcj: 
kaTOrally muficians ; and ai* exprelflon concerning

-Hke ftores, as-combuftible matter for burning, l^tter-^ 
-iriglramsyand engines, all ready forufe; Genghizcan^ 
•had always much confidence in his good fortune, and 

^rufted niuch to the number and valour of'his Koop, 
He ordiered the Princes firft to befiege the capiu^b^f 
Carizme, to the end they might frighten, the reft if 
thee cities, and by that means render tbenifelves mak- 
ers of that kingdom at one blow. He failed notto 
fa'ke all neceffary ' care t;o bring this cnterprize to* 
effeft ; becaufe he was perfuaded that vhe city ofCa- 
rizme would make a vigc^rous defenoie, it being tile 

• place the Sukan moft valued, and. alfo^ bccaufe ih(5 
'•^ueen Turcan>-CatUn his motier Had always, fince 

the death of King Tekifch her hufband, lived there. 
^And 'tis certain this Princefs^ to whom the Sukan hadi 

entirety left the Government of this country, extreme-- 
I }y loved the city of Cariz^me, and always kept it well 
I provided, and i« a very good condition^ 

This Quebn was the daughter of a Turkifh King 
JftaWed'Hanquefchi, and the father of Sultan Mehomod 
-efpoufed her with all the pomp and ceremony ufedat, 

ihe marriages of the daughters of the greaiell King^i. 
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The Turkifh King Outlived his fon-in-law, %at ^yhi^ 
after, and leaving no male iflfue, the people who were 
his fubje6tsalmoft all went to Sultan Mehomed his 
..grandibn, who failed not to improve tbis opportunity^ 
to extent the bounds of his empire far among^ the 
Turks. Forthefe reafons Turcan-Catuo liad aimofi 
an abfoltite authority inherfon*s deminioas, who 
was not content to make her abiolute laiftrefs of 
the country of Carizme only, but gained very £ew 
conquefts without prefenling her with ibme partaf 
them. 

She had for her fecretaries of ftateTeveaof the tnoft 
able men of the age. She had the title ^ven her of 
Codavende Gehan, that ds to fay, tji)e l%dy of 1^ 
world; and her power was fo well eftablifhed in the 
empire, that when their came doable Drdere, one 
from Mehomed, and the other from her on the fame 
fubje€i, they only looked on the date, and thofe orderi* 
that were laft dated were /executed without fcrupi)^ 
tho' the iirft orders were figned with the Sultan's owit 
. band, lii her difpatches &e took upon her the title 
ofprotcarefs of the Faith and of -the World^ and 
Queen of women. She ii^ed her letters thus, I par 
inyfelf into the protection of God alone. She write 
with a very large pen, and fo^ ^urioufly, that it was 
very h^rd to counterfeit her writing. She had a 
fuperior wit. She :proteQ:ed the weak agaraft the 
powerful i and when any afked for jufticeof her^ Ihe 
examined dae bufuxefs with fuch application, that her 
judgments iw^ere always right* It was not permitted 
any perfon i& foUcit her whilft Ihe was informed her- 
felf on-fome oiher aflFair on whiciv (he was togive judg- 
' inent. The ^0ot looked on her at their mother, be- 
caufe they often vtafted of her bounty^ <Shedidmuo1i 
good in the kingdom of Carizme. 

It is true, fhe l^s blemafhed her memory hy her 
cruelly. She loved to flied blood; and when Ihe 
, took up a reColution to leave the country df GarMmej 
ihe put to death tweUcxhildrenof fovereign Frinoesj 
whom Ihe held prifoner.S arooagft whom was n Sirtju- 
tide Prince, the fon of Xogrul the laft King of Ati 
family, whom Tekifch her hulbandbad put to death, 

Turpan-Catun had been for feme time at vaf iai)ce 
mth the SuUan her fon^ becaufe of Gelaleddin (whoai. 
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Mii^ "^kated) who^ashiiddeftibnv and a Princ^ of e]&- 
^raordinary jnerit, and Ji^hole right it was to Tucceed 
^im in the empire^ yetfiie.had prevailed him withxhe 
'King 16, make a-wiU in favour of Coatbeddin^ whom 
file \o^eA :> a<Kl<by.4his will iGrlakddin was deprived 
>oP the tm^kc. ' limt^when ^ihe waa injbrmed that the 
Stiitan had annalled it, and deciUred GeUleddin hi« 
-^ole Heir, &e thvev afE alrLthe teaderaefs of a mo* 
^h^r^ and no mOie troixbled "herfelf abmit fortifyii^ 
>tfae^country of Caril^ine, but even refa)vcd tp abandon 
4t fo.foon as fiie was informed abftt ^engbizcaa wa^ 
^advlnciag into Tranfoxiana. •. , . 

She went outof the city of EoLtizmiti aotompanied wilh 
^e vfive« land concubines of her fonj^an^.ber ^gra^- 
^children, U>adei% wiith treJafiiire ajidjevfi)s« Theiinba- 
'tritahts mehed into tears at hlsr dq>axtuf ei and all tibpfe 
>«boin fee would give leave tofoU^W her, bpre htr 
x:ompany« She took for her guide a Can naimd Q- 
•rtiar, the foiiof a petty -King^ ^fanfpxkna, vjhom 
>the Sultan had conq<i^r^d« .This Qmar, who perfe^* 
^y knew the coumry,fafeJ^-qapdtioted her as far as 
^^hhin afew league* of ;M^/Wn4er&»/ But before their 
^arrival at that place, ;aittd bw retreat 4pto the citadel 
of Elac, which was the jftrwgeift in dill this country , 
^4ht put this unfortunate Canta death; which is ac^ 
*^ counted the greateft piece of injuftice that was e« 

ver coraraitt^. The authors who endeavour tp px- 
^cufe her, fay, that (he feared this Omar would betray 
*her as he returned throMg^ the iCQunUies he had here* 

tpfore enjoyed. 

After the Queen's depirttlijei; there was a great con^ 
'fufion in the city of Carixme, which coijiiinued a long 
;iitne. A champion whofe nacne was Courd Rqgan, 

a tnan feared of otany people for his eiaraordinary 

• ftrength, got the Governmem into his hands^T finding 
• «tmongft the people a great mgny feditious perfons 

vrho fupported him in his ufurpation ; but all the reft 

• abhored him, fo that there was ^nothing but trouble 
and divifions in the city.. Tilings remained in, this 
condition to the Sultan'^ death. Then the great offi- 

^ trers of the Prince's Council writ letters in his name, 
' which some of them carried ro Carizme, where the 

• people, who were altogether ignorant of what was be - 
*' come of the Sultan, ireceiVcd thefn with joy, and, ac^ 
' cording to thcr natural i^ceiiftancy^ did aU 4htSt

^kbrfe, out of feven thoufand vhich'came wit^i |iim» 

into Carizme. ' ^ - o ^ . 

The Mogul Emperor feairiied.hy' ^^ fpi^e^ the ftate- 
ef affairs in Carizme ; - for which reafon he Qot only 
caufed his troops to advance that way, Init eyen fent 
- orders to thofe he had towards Cora flana,^ tp repair.tex 
certain' places in the defert, and lie there?in ambufcade^ 
to the end that if Gelaleddin and his brothers IhouLd 
pa fs from the country of Carvzrae to Cgraflana that. 
"way, they might- ftop them; They immediately oljey^d,. 
and the leaderi-who commanded thefe troops, placed 
them as in a circle round about the defart, Ttom the 
frontiers of M^rou, even to the frontiers of Scheher^ 
ettan, » 

Gelalfeddin, who had taken upon him the quality 
of Sultan^ fo foon as »he faw himfelf fecure from the 
confpiraiors, went out ' of the defart on that fide 
' that led to Nifa, * There was near this city ^ bodypf 
Moguls of feven hundred men, -who werepqftcd there 
fo Iccretljs that even the inhabitants of^Nifa knew 
nothing of it. They attacked Gelaleddin brjlkiy^ 
Both lides fought with as much obftinacy as vigour. 
Atlaft tlie Moguls, tho' fuperior in number, gave 
way, and were the greateft part of them killed. The 
Garazmeans remained^mafters of their horfesf, proviii- 
ons, and what baggage they had; and the reft of the 
Mbguls who fled, fell into the hands of thepeafants, 
\vho carried them to Nifa, where they cut. of their 
hcada. After tliie a^on- Gelaleddin. retired. to Ni^ 
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«Jiabdur) \vhete' he gave orders Tor getting together aa 
artRf : bat;hsiyiiyg learned ithat the enemies were oft 
tfecir march toward Kim, he went thence, and meeting 
a party of the Moguls, defeated thefn, and hoped he 
fitould ihee^ no more ; when another body of Gen- 
ghizcan's army, much itiore numerous than the 
fbrmcr, appeared on a fudden- before him, and . 
fiirrounded him, ,The Pt'mcc refitted, and his r^-\ 
fitting CGfft the lives of almoft all his men, and even 
of his two brothers, who were killed in the crowd* 
The head of thefe Princes were cut ofF, and ftiick tfp- [ 
on two fpears, and carried al! over the country, as in 
triumph^ which wa« a fad fpe5tacle to all the Cariz- 
nseans. Thefe two PiinCes's' habits were all covered*, 
•with jewels of great prkes ;.but the Moguls not know- 
ing the value of them, negleBedUo- take them : and * 
fotne fay that the country-people, when they came to 
ftrip the. dead, took them, and fold, theio at a fmall^ 
price for ready naoncy. As for what relates to Gcla- 
tcddin.we ftiall fpeak of hii>f hereafter; 
^ Whilft Genghifecan's three fons were advancing to- 
wards Carizrmc with a great army, the chief Lords of ' 
the country were not a little furprized when they 
heard they were approaching, becaufe they imagined * 
that the Grand Can had fent almoft all his forces in- 
to Coraffana, to hinder Gelaleddin from getting an ' 
army together. There were at that time in the city * 
of Carizme feveral feotious which were all bent one 
agatrrft another. CoUtbeddin and bis brothers had 
their partisans, fo that what pleafed- one part dis* 
pjeafed another, Neverthclefe the-prefent danger 
reunited: their mindV, and kll the inhabitants agreed 
to give up the management of affairs ta a Lord of * 
tbat^ oountry, wamed. Himartequin, ar reUtion of ' 
the Queen. He was known to be wife and valiant^ ' 
and of no party. He u fed all his utmoft diligence 
t^put the country into a pofture of defence.. He 
particularly applied himfelf to furnifh- the town with.. 
pjrovifions and warlike ftores, bringing into it all [ 
things necefldVy to fiiftain a fiege : and btifides the' 
garrifon, he caufed a great many brave men to comc^ 
into. the city. In fine, he forgot nothing that could/ 
contribute to 'the prefervation of - the city and-.. 
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Yet the Moguls uTed To great a diligence, that thej^ 
furprized thofe who, fearing a long fiege, were gone 
out of the city to get more provifions from the 
neighbouring towns. The Moguls vanguard, led by 
men who knew the country well, being arrived about 
the evening within a league of the x:ity^ found means 
to conceal them felves neat a town called Baghe-Eram, 
where they lay in ambufcade, without heingdifcovered. 
They were no fooner encamped, but fome troops of 
Mogul horfe as fcouts, advanced even to the gates of 
Carizine, where theycarried away a great^iany borfes. 
The Carizmeans imagining thefe few bodies of foot 
were all the Moguls vanguard, lent out againft thena 
fome hoife, with foot foldiers mounted behind them; 
The Moguls pretending to be afraid, turned their 
backs, and let them purfue them even to Baghe* 
£ram. Then the vanguardcoming out of their ambus- 
cade, charged the Carizmeans fo brifkly, that they 
had not time to recover themfelves ; and 'twas with 
difficulty that one ^fcaped : the greateft part of the 
inhabitants who were come forth in learch of provifions 
-were mafiacred. In fine, the diforder was fuch at the 
gates ofihe city, that feveral Moguls entered promis- 
cuoufly with thofe they purfued. 

The wife Hiraartequin by his prudence foorireftored 
all things to good order, and the Gov^e^tor ha^ time 
enough to regulate, all things before the reft of th6 
Mogul army arrived. •He filled the magazines which 
-were in the moft convenient placed to diftribute the 
ammunition to ahe people^ the engines wer'e-got rea- 
dy, and placed upon the walls and piatfornis.; they put 
the feveral quarters of the city under th^ command 
of thofe officers whom they judged .moftable to take 
care of thenp ; , and^ .in fine, fifty thoufand tmen were 
^commancjed, to. guard the gates and walls/ 

; Notwithftanding all thefe .preparations, the Mogul 
vanguard were no fooner come jup, feiit.they invefted 
the town, andieized on all the advantageous pofts-j 
fo that the three Princes found all things in a good 
forwardnefs. They firflt viewed the pI^Qce, and held 
a council of war, where the manner of the fiege was 
Tefolyed on. A II the officers then went to the pofts 
appointed them, feveral towers were rajfed to place 
^He ertgines on, and all things" were prepar^ed fox 
ie^inning the attacks. And having nothing to fear 
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*trf ariy armies coming to relieve the tdwn, they nwdef • 
no intrenQhraent« or lines. When all things were ^ 
ready, the Princes .fent to fumman the Governor lo. 
furrender, and to acknowledge the Grand Can for- 
"his Savereign; which if he Fefufed, he was to cxpeQ:> 
no quarter either for the garrifon or himfelf. He 
anfwered to this fummons like a brave man, and. ^ 
infteadof cortfenting to yield to their demands, protptt- 
-cd he would Jbe true to his Princ€, cve^i.to ^his 4aft 
breath. ' .♦ ' 

Upon this anfwer the Moguls mad&a general attack.. 
There was nothing to be heajd in eyery quaTter*of thft: 
city but the noife of *4he engines, nor feen, but;whole' 
*cloud«-of arrows and darts mixedwith fire. The Moguls - 
€nde2^v0ured to frighten the befieged,* and to reduce 
them at one blow to afk for peace, but the Cariz^- 
iiieans fuftained the affault with a co:aftancy that roadc"^ 
^he befiegers fenfiblc;, they had to do with braver men 
than thoje they had metwitl^in other plates, which 
had furrend^red, and that th^y.fhoAild not carry this 
place without much trouble; yet -the Moguls, far 
from being defpirited, repeated their attacks feveral 
times, and were always re-ceived with the fame bra- 
very aS at firft. One cannot .fufficiently praiie the 
courage with which the hefieged. defended themfelvcs. 
If the men, who ran boldly to every place where the 
^danger was .greateft, and. appeared indefatigable and 
•<iauntlefs, are worthy <;ommend£rtiont; the women no. 
lefs deferye'GU4r admiraqon,. Vifho were equally cou* 
Tageous. .They wefe not cotntdiiced toemploy them*- 
Selves only 4n fuccouring thofe who were doing their 
-duty,, but they mounted on horfeback, and put,thera«. 
iel ves amongft the troops which fallie^i forth. We need 
oipt be furprized at this, becaufe . the women of. 
Turqtieftan, and thfeeountries adjacent, draw the Bow^ 
and JBioot as well as the men^ride as dexteroufly, and 
can fit on horfeback as long as they. Tho' they ap* 
ply therafelves to arms, and oori.fequently are oblige 
cd to be with all fortsjof men^ yet they are very chafte ^ 
and it is a.rare thing to find one who is not true to 
lier hufband :; nor do^s this Isxercife hinder themfrom 
performing all the duties-required in the management 
of their .affairs ^t home. / /, ,/ . i 

The befieged and tl]|e befiegersicpnti^ueda long time 
16 combat with equal vigour, Th^y profufdy. fpsat 
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their arrows and darts, and the number of men kilfc^^ 
c* both fide^ cannot be told, Al. length the fallies^ 
and attacks were fo frequent and foobftinat^, that the- 
Moguls ^wanted ftones to fupply the engines ; and hal- 
ving at lad' nothing left to annoy their enemies, favrr 
themfelves obliged to batter the town with great pieces 
of the trunks of mulberry-trees, with which this coun- 
try aboundedi They had. them fawed afunder, fit taJ 
be put into their. tiiginesv -which did not iproye of^ 
much ufe to them* Neither did the befieged talk oP' 
fifrrendering to thent ; for befides the vigorbUs re-.- 
fiftanee they made^ thfe ditches round their eity'wefe* 
•very i!«ide,anA/^y deepv. and the river filled theni^ 
vith waten The Princes believing this place woufd^ 
be as eafy to takse as the others, were willing tb fpare « 
their foldiers the time and labour 6f fi.lling them up j . 
but when they faw there was a neceffity. of doing it,^ 
they ordered fevcral companies of foldiers to fetabout^ 
it* And the great quantity of water with which the- 
river Oxiis fupplied. the ditches^ rendering their la- 
bour ineffeftual, it was refolircd that the cpurfe of the- 
river Ihould be tariied.by.a.oana], in order to carry 
tht water off another way^ which would make it more* 
cafy to drain the ditch, and afterwards fill it up. 

Three tboufand men were ordered to make tbis ca^t 
nal, and were- already far? advanced in the work,/ 
when part of the befieged one day went forth 6f the 
city, and ftole fo cunningly along the fide of the ri- 
ver under the covert of the trees and reeds that grew.* 
there, that they furprized the workmen, made a 
greats flau^ter of them^ and retired back- into- 
the- city, before the Moguls came up, who ran : 
from all parts at% the r^p^ort of this difturbancei . 
and had only the vexation of feeing their companiohs. 
dead; or lying wounded, in the canal. Yet thir 
misfortune did not make them give ewer their tinder-* . 
taking ; others were iaftantly Ordered to purfue the 
work; and to pievent. the like misfdrtune, fo manyv 
tjfoops were fent to guard them, that the befieged diAi 
not dare any more to attempt to^ interrupt this work;-^ 
When it was accomplifted they. turned, the rivet- inio*^ 
canal, which taking its coursethat w^y^ and nolongc'r^^ 
f%ipplying the ditch with water, they, foon founds 
meaW to. drain it, arid to fill it u^ with earthy 
firiw^^and fag^pt«... \ ^ 
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Ovit may eafiljr imagine the Carizmeans did not 
fufFer their ditches to be filled up, wi^thout endeavour^ 
ing to ingomtnode the worktaen ; but the continual 
afttacks that were made to employ them, called for ail 
Cheir care and attention. All things fucceeded as the 
Moguls proppfed to themfelves ; the ditches were 
filled up infpitc of all the fallies which the beiiegcd 
could make, during the continual alarm in which the 
Mogniskept rhem oh all fides. Then the Princes 
caiifed the batteries to be redon'bled, and confiderable 
breaches were made, and a general iflauit given with 
io much vigour, that the Mogul ftantiards were' plan* 
ted on the walls. If this aBion made the Moguls 
Ihout for joy, it put the other fidfe into aconfternation. 
The fight of the enemy's -^enfigns (landing on th^ir 
walls, gave frefli courage to the befieged. They ran 
hi crowds to the places where the Moguls had planted 
4heii)). and ufed fuch great efforts, that they tore themi 
down. They even rlbaired the biidges; and the 
inhabitants hdd no lefs mre in the danger' than the 
garrifon. ■ ""' 

On both fides they did ,n6thing «but fight during 
JeVerar days, from morning till evening; and yet 
^e difputes generally ended to the advantage of fhe 
befieged. ' This much defpirited the Princes; and ill 
fuccefs generally producing a tmfUnderftanding when 
^herearemanycommsinders whoare equal inauthority,- . 
there grew adifagreement between the brothers, that 
•is, between Toufchi and Zag^tai, for Oflai did hot 
4neddle. ^ticy bothcoiXiplaintd loudly of one another, 
and mutully reproached each oher with having been 
too' careful of their own fafety on fevcral occafions, 
and that bad 'been the catife of the fiege*s lading fo 
dong. f , . 

Whilft (his divifion was hetwixt the Princes, 
things went bat'flow4y on ; To that no great advances 
were made in the ficge,'alth6' they had already fpent 
more than fiKHfnetHhs before this^lace. Oenghizcan 
was inforinHi ctf the diflenfion vthat reigned aihong* 
his children, at \*hich he'^vas much troubled; and' 
after having'ferioufly corifidefed what to do, herdoK' 
ved to take the com^iiiand of the army from the two 
frincds who were mbft iri*T&ult, and to give all the* 
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powet ia 06l«i, who had ^ fii^wed himfelf the mk^ 
He therefore fent letters to them. Oftai received «f 
Ferman Hacani, that is to fay, an Imperial Order after- 
the mannei^vof. Letters Patent by. which his father gave 
him an abfolute authority over all ihe troops in Ca- 
rizme; anci at the feme time ordered him to contiaue 
the ficge» The letters Genghizcan writ to* the other 
two Princes contained a pofitive command ta theia^ 
lo refigaail the troopi^ to their^ brother's conmand^ . 
and to obey.hiiHi He tikewife writ ta%the General, 
Officers to be obedient to his fon O^i; ai^d in^every; 
letter teftified'.his difpleafure Goacerniog what bad 
fafled between theia^befoi^eCariime. 

So foon as Toufcki> and Z^ag^tai bad received the 
fmperor's orders, they retigned the command, of the 
army to OQ^ai^and feemed even to have forgot all the 
tefentments tl^y had< before conceived againflt one- 
mother* OBai then« having made himfelf kpown tc^ 

^ thfe trooij^ as fole comman(kr, held a great councilr^ 
Qf war^ wherein he dficUrgA to them^i the Grand 
Can's pleafure;..and they, agireed what was to be- 
doj)e ia . order ta>tak£ the town.; Every one put^ 
himfelf in^ ppftur^ to perform^he dimes of his place j^^ 
and the oncers feemed >alLfilkd^ with zeal for their - 
£mperor,.and rag^againft their enemies. 

Thus fired^.tjieyi hegan^io renew their batteries. 
V againfl the city w^itbthe rams and other engines ; and., 
the Moguls being infpired with frefli vigour, difcover- 
cd an extraordinary couragi^ and boldnefs. AIL ther 
fallies were now fataU to> the CarizmeanSf and the 
befiegers were not Jong^ e*er they, made breaches in^ 
the walb, and mountedL to give the aflbult. The 
^aefiftance of. the befie^njd fla<:kened notj^ they at 
firft. killed oKidifabled. all. thofe who entered the 
breach ;^ which only fei^ed to enflame the befiegers^ 

( who >0. re^veng^ the death of t)^eir ^mpanions 
did ihing^ tJfrUaordiaary, io that the walls were 
ftaken^ oo every fide. The hrea^l^i^they made, gave 
oppprttinily eq a giifatmunber of Moguls to enterr 
^e place ;, the outworks of wluchi. the Carizmeana: 
were forced to< yield to the enemie^^^ and to fuffcr^ 
^em to fetupoAth^ toaKeraofttedtyl their vidorious 
enfigns. Tha Cariftmcam». luiable to p)uck them^ 
thence, found ihenifelves obliged, co retire with ^ 
greci£itation ima. the £lli€e8 they had fortified ia^thc-

•ity^-which really appeared to the Moguls as new 
places to be cooquered. They we^e obliged to attack 
them in forcn^^^and the firft aflaults were very bloody. 
Vet in fpite of the great defence they made, the^ita- 
dlel which they battered without fuie, was at laft taken^ 
yritb fcverai fortified places^ Then Prince 0£lai, to 
fave the effiifionof his foldier's blood, caufed the Go^^ 
Yernortobei^mmoned to furrender and quit. the polls 
that remained ; but (nee they mentioo^d nothing o^ 
leaving the inhabitants at Uberty^ the Governor re« 
jfefled all thcir/pxopo&ls* . , 

] The Mpgu^.enragedaUfie*Caarisf»eafiisof>ftinac}^, 
iiho ftiU re^ed to furrender, tho" their walls, their 
Ibrt^ and the ^eateft'part of the places they had eo^. 
trenched were ruined, refolvedto burnr it alii They 
threw wild fire all ov^r the ciiy^ and feti fire to the 
houfei on every fide; It is iaipoflibic to tell howina« 
iiy people and what ricJies were deftroyed by the flaoies. 
Then the befiegers repenting qi having fet fire to the 
Wufes-,. which' would prevent tlKim fxoin res^ping the 
fruits of their lalloui^^and make them no gainers by.be- 
icomiagjnafters of a city fo full of treafure, ceaied t^ 
throw more fire, aod employed themfelves w>oUy m. 
naking. th^emifelved inafters of the difiRbrent qjuarters of 
the city^ fighting hand to kand^ Ibe attacks con^ 
tinued night amj day> and. the fatigue was fo extreme 
oaboth fides, the befieged haying To entrenched them* 
tclvesj that one quarter fuccpurcd the ptber ; fo that- 
when one g|Lace was forced aifter a long jrefiihince, they < 
found a fecure afylumin^^he other;. Haviiig allpj^o- 
Bttifed to (land by one another, they flaewed I'uch re^ 
jrolutioji>ihat their enemies were aiaciazed^ The brave- 
HimartequiR',: whofe yaloara»d prudence bad doubt- 
)<&fs much cantributed to the. prolonging of the fieg^ , 
perifbed ia defei>difi^ a poft^. which the enemy was • 
jftormingi/ Ankarrow took away the life of this braver 
nan, and fnatched him away from his countrymen^^ 
whpfe lofsmucH^ipiiniihedthei^ courage," . Y$ they 
were not f6;ppor fpiiited as to ail^n^ ftom theixrr 
e4iemks,.&ut defended .themfelves to the utnK>ft ex-» 
jremity ; aad w^e». they^ law* thi^ muft yield^. they, 
lyat 4ire to the boiiibs that remained in the city with 
theirvO^nliands^ and f^diiapppinted their enemies oH 
g^atifying^eir^avame, fcewing they" knew how , tct^ 
\ KiidejL tbek vi^ory lefs pleafing. to them^^ 
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And indeed the. Mo^ul foldiers feeing tKemreivci 
firuftrated of the booty ihey hoped for, put to the fword 
ail the Carizmeans they met with, and fufFered their 
rage to extend itfelf fo far,, that they Icilied about a 
hundred thoufand perfons ; nay, there are fome au« 
thors that fay two hundred thoufand. Prince O&ai 
had a great deal of difficulty to make the ilaugli* 
terceafe; yet at laft he put a ftop to it. Then 
they made sA^ tfhe artificers, and oriier men who could 
be of any ufe to them, go tjut of the city, and tliey 
were found to be a hundred thoufand. The young 
women, girls, and i)oys, -were dittributed forllaves, 
arid all the reft were put to the fword. But afli thotc 
who were put to deartli fcemed snot afraid of dyingj 
nay, there were fome^ho refufed to live. Among the 
reft, there was a certain C hcc, or Superior of a >Socie* 
ty of religious Mahometans, who -was famous for his 
piety : his name was Negemeddin. ^1 is faid the three 
Mogul -Princes, when they approached Ca'rfzme, 
heard.atvoice from heaven, which advertifed them to 
fpare this holy perfori, and to take ciarc that he miglrt 
go out of the city in fafety. But whether this be 
true^or not, Oftai hiad a particular refpeQ: for 'him, 
and offercd-him a palTport to retire with ten of hi^ 
friends wheVeverhc pleafed; Hbut the C'hec would not 
accept itj^nlefs on condition that all the Mahome- 
tans in Carizme fhould'be pardoned. Prince Oftai, 
who defired to fave iim, fent him word he Ihotild 

.have leave to chufe a thoufand out of both fexes to 
accompany him^ and that they "ftiould be^fpared for 
hh fake. The Chec rejefted all Odiai's offers, and 
'fent him word, thatliaving lived feventy years with 
the Muffulmen of Cari«me, to whom he was united 
-by his religion, it was not juft they fliould be 

/fepaiated in death. Thus this venerable old man 
■had the fame fate as his countrymen, and died with 

>iiis friends. 

, *In fine, thcfcity of Carizme was t$ken^nd ruined tou 
wards the end of the winter, in ^hc year 1221, and of. 
the Hegira €18, after a fiege t)f feven months. ♦ The 
'Moguls afterwards e^fily lubdued the reft .of the 
proyii^ce : fear fei zed all the reft of the people, a u4

the other cities, which were very rich and populoui 
in thofe days, furr^ndered, without oxalgii^g any r^fi(t« 
' ance ; fo that the Moguls obtained in this cojintry a 
greater booty than they hadgOtTihce the beginning of 
this war. The other places ivhich they took aftcf 
ilie reduftion of Carizme, were Cat, Feraber, bar- 
gane, Zamacfcher, the great arid little Corcange, 
which the Arabs called Jorgiania. 

Oftai Can left in the country of 'Carizme what 
troops ^bc thought ncceffary ta keep .it in fubjeBion* 
Then he departed with the army^ , accpmpariieil with 
his two brothers, an4 made'wlvit halle he could to 
Join the Grand Can; bui he. cduld hot march fav 
Hn a d^y,. by reafon of the l>kdnefs of the roads: he 
vas even obliged to leave his^ tropps lender the conu 
nand of his Lieutenants^ 
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CHAP* XKVU 

CENCHIZCAli'S JEXPEOITION TO NACSCHRB^ TERME1>^ 
BfiOASCHAN, AND OTHER .PLAC£S. 

TH£ affairs Qf.Sqgdiana being fettled, the Granif- 
Can marched into Tranfoxiana on the wicft fide^ 
and his fame daily encreafing» feveral towns opened 
their, gates to bjisu The inhabitants of Nacfpheb eyen^ 
"wentout to meet him^ too0er.him ail thatthev had ; fc> 
they were quit for otily feeding his army for feme 
moqtl^s^ b^caufe this Prmce found this country li> 
pkafaatf ^nd the air fo good|| that he ftaid there t)ie 
Wft part of ibe fumver. Be was informed at Naor^ 
chch of ^11 that paft in Cora(Fana| and . in i^e other 
provinces lituate tothe fouth of the Oxus; for whichi 
reafon he refolved to go towards that river to conti<- 
luie his conquefts. 

♦ After feveral weeks march, he arrivedat Termed^ 
the laft town in TranfoKiaiia, towards Tocareftan. 
Altho' Termed had a great many other places under 
its Government^ yet it was dependant on the city of 
Kefcb. Its fituatiqn is placed on the river Oxus^. 
• about the thirty-feventh degree of latitude; and be- 
ing a place verv commotdipua for trade, it had a port 
\^hich was mucn frequented.. The Sultan of Carizme 
had conquered it fome little time before, when it was 
under the Government of Behramfchah, who was 
&>vereign of it, and whom the Sultan's mother put to 
4eath at her leaving Carizme. 

Termed, inftead of following the example of Nai-- 
fcheb,lhut its gates againft Genghizcan. The garri-i^ 
fon, fupportedby tbe princijpal nobkmen, refolved to 
fuftain a iiege,. becaufe Gelnleddin had given them 
Ii^pes of his coming to their relief. The outfide of 
their walls were bricks,, and they had a^ Caftie which 
Ac river Oxus defended on one fide; fo that they be- 
lieved themfelves ftrong enough to amufe the Moguls 
till the arrival of Gelaleddin. The Grand Can be- 
ing infO.£med of their refolution, caufed lines to be 
caft up round it very deep and very wide. He had^-. 
alio platforms raifed, and appointed the feveral quar.^

ed.his£xampfle,tho' the greater part ef tbew ^erp 

difappointed, and became a horror to others, for 

having committed fo barbarous an aaioiT--The Grand 

Can caufed the town to be razed to the ^roundabout 

the end of autumn ; and it being unlikely that he couldt 

pafs his army over the Oxus in the beginning of the 

"winter, he thought it bed to pu«t his troops into winter 

quarters^ both in the places that were under hi^ 

ebedience, as alfa in- thofc which he might with little 

trouble reduce. He accordingly dift^-ibuted all his^ 

forces into Tranfoxiana. The Tamrs whom he fent 

out on all fides in parties, made temble ravages, and 

principally in the towns oFl/anguerte and Samande^. 

which had received Genghizcan with ip6gre^^ and were 

fo imprudent as to let him know it. They were not 

^content to taRe out of thefc places alt forts of forage 

and ammunition, but they alfo burnt what they left^. 

and committed all forts diforders that can^ be imagined. 

As for the city of Bedaefchan, which bad fwely 

opened its gates to him^ it was not fo ill treated; it 

coft them only their riches., the Moguls pillagedthem 

of a great quantity of h)'acinths and rubiiM^ with 

which this city abounded, its territories being fuM'of 

mountains out of which they got thefe precious ftoncs^ 

it alfo produced fine azure, good bezoarj and what 

'^is tailed the fine chryftal of the l.evanr*^ The people 

"w^ha inhabited here were th'ofe whom Ptolomy caU*-^ 
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Comedi, and its fituatioB was on the confines of India' 
and of Tocarcftan. 

It was in this country that Alexander the Great faw. 
thirty: young Sogdian Lords going chearfplly to die,, 
who fung and rejoiced as they were goitig to execution; 
and damanding from whence their joy proceeded^ tbe^ 
anfwered^ that the honour of dyings and befngireftor* 
ed to. their anceftor<s^ by the command of a King.Wha- 
was the conx}ueror of all nations, was the caufe why 
they rejoiced, and blefled fo noble a death. Alexander^ 
gave them their' lives, and aik^d them what f<pcuruy 
they would give him of their .fidelity to' him; they, 
anfweiied, they had no other to give than ihe Jiver 
lie had granted thiem, which they ihould always beirea«- 
dy to furrender to ^im whenever he demanded them ^ 
nor did they break their words,: Four of thcfe Spgw 
dfansfae put into hisownlife:guards, who wereasfaitiw 
jRil to him as his Mdicedoniajqs wholo^j^dhiBUaoft.

THE J4 O G y L S H U N T I K C« 

GfiKGHIZCAN being at Ternipd in the midd of 
the winter^ a feafon of the year that hindered hioji 
frpin prpfecutingthe war, herelblved to haveagreajt 
huntingrmatchi^ to keep his foldiers in afiion, Inorder 
to whicb| Prince Toiifchican the mafter huntfcnan of 
the empire being abfent, he commanded the Nevianhif 
Xieutenant to prepare aJl things necefiary for hunting, 
and to extent the chace as far as the country they 
were in^ and the remaining part of the winter would 
permit. The Nevian performed the duty of his 
.employment, and took, care to give notice to the 
huntfmen* he di)re£led them what circumference of^ 
ground they . muft encoflipals, and feat them away 
poft to marfc^oiKthe bound^of iu After which,. he 
ordered the officersof the aifmy to follow the huntlmen 
at the head of theiK troops^as fooa as they could^ and

Three days afteiMhe Moguls had taken and ^nndar^ 

ed Nifa, theyvwaot to'befiege the ^citadel of CaendMT* 

. This place was accounted the ftrongeft in .CoraflaAa^ 

and was in the road from Nifa to Nifchabomr« They 

were defirous to'gain this place, net only as it waaa 

hindrance to theiffconquering the reft, but alfo becaufe 

they were informed that Ne^ameddin, one of the great* 

eft Lords of ihat kingdom^ was retired thither with ail 

his riches. In truths Mehomed Nifavi, the author of 

the hiftory of the lilib 'Of Sultan Oelaleddin, to whom 

this place belonged, (tho' he took upon him only the 

title of Governor of this place^under thi9 SuUanj haa 

writ, that Nezatneddio^ fome days befoi:etbe arrival 

of theenemiesthere,vi£ted this place andefteeming 

it aim 6ft impr^gniible becatife of its. fituation, (aid to 

ihimi, We will wait rfio Tartars coming here.; Notwith* 

itaoding which, this. Lord, when he faw they attacl^ed 

•it on the weaJceft fide, was fo frighted, that be defire4 

^the C^ v^rnor to let him down with ropes into the plain^ 

:Ma^lace where thicbi^lieg^rs could not perceive him : 
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'wKkh Mehomed Nifavi did, and Nezameddin^by hw 
gtvod fortune retired clfcwere. 

The beficgers battered the place a longtime; but the 
befieged ^nade fo brave a defence,, that at laft the 
Mogul General, being fenfible of the ftrength of the 
citadel, defpaircd of taking it with the troops they 
bad, andfb refolved toraife the fiege^ and were con* 
lent only to fend a trumpeter to demand of th^ 
Governor, clothes and other things of which the foK 
diers ftood in need. Mehomed Nifavi thought it was 
better to gratify them then to* provoke them to con- 
tinue the fiege^ by refufing what they aiked; he 
tberefore cauied* all things to.be looked )i for that 
the city could afford proper to fend them. But thie 
difficulty was to find officers that would venture to 
accompany thofewho carried this perfent; becaufe it 
was believed that the Moguls and Tartars were cruel 
enough to revenge themMf on the officers they 
fliould get in their power, for the Ihameful retreat 
they faw themfelves reduced tO' make» After a great 
many perfons had refuled the employment, two 
venerable old men perfented therafelves ;and having 
. recommended their children, to their feUow-citizans, 
pyut them(elves at the head of thofc'^ wha -carried the 
prefent. But they were no fooner carried before the 
General, and had pi^efemed«what they brought, but 
the Moguls were reaUy fo bafe as to imbrue their 
hands in the blood of thefe old men» At laft the 
fiege was^aifed, and the country. ravaged by the twa- 
Nevians^ After which Suida himfelf came to meet 
them, and they all three went to Hubbd Nevian, who* 
was bufied on another expedition* They marched by 
the defart and other roads to bamegane, to attack itj 
wiaich was a conliderable town fituate in thirty-fix de--r 
^es and twenty minutes latitude. 

They had not much trouble to take it, becaufe all ' 
the rich men* and nobility were retired with their beft-* 
efieQ&intOi the woods and mountains which at Tome 
diftance encompa fled ^ the city. It was fiiuate ina 

v»ft plain, watered;, by many, brooks of ckar whole 

i^me water, vrtiich fprung out of the rocks. Thefe : 
ftireamswere for their Excellency called the water of 
Cafjcoes, becaufe that King of Perfia conveyed. them ^ 

a^d 
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by fine aqueduEls into this city, and woilld il^^rye^ 
drink of them, in whatfoeverpart of his empire he re- 
fided. It was in the orchards and gardens* of Dame— 
gane thofe apples grew that were fo much efteemed 
for their beauty and tafte, which they carried in for- 
mer ages into the Parthians country to grace the table 
of the rich and great, 

* From Dameganc, which the Moguls found quite 
defertcd, and nothing left to content their avarice, they 
vent before Amol, which they eafily reduced, as alfo 
feveral other towns in the eaftem Tabareftan, which 
was part of the antient Hircania. The city of Amol 
was in thirty, fix degrees and thirty-five minutes oF 
latitude. It was in this:country that Thaleftris, Queen 
of the Amazons, came to vifit Alexander the Great, 
She was attended by three hundred women, and 
fiaid thirty days with the Macedonian hero; and the' 
at firft fight fhe found riot his perfon anfwerable to 
the reputation he had gained, yet at laft Ihe told him 
sthat fhc thought him worthy to give heirs to her king- 
»^dom.

UBBE Nevian on his part made an cxpcditiori 
no lefs famous and fuccefsful than that of thb 

^other Generals, He reduced not only the weftern pah 

-of Tabareftan, which he called Mazendrane, but hb 
even feized upon the Sultanefs, who was retired there 
with her immenfe riches, which was one of the things 
G'enghizcan mod paffionateJy wifhed for. It is true, 

'the tmper r gave him the informations and inftruftt- 
ons of which he ftoodin need for this PrinCc, whofe 
vigilance was fuch that nothing could efcape his knoW* 

1 dge, having fpies, or correfpondents, in every placfe 
who gave him intelligen-ce of all that paft, had by the 
means oTone ofhisfpies, learned that the Queen mo- 

• ther was retired into the fortrefs of Ylale : he prefentljr 
difpatched a courier to Hubbe, to acquaint him with ity-^ 
giving him leave to run all hazards to take this place, 
and to borrow, if there was occafion, forces of the 

•other Generals. 

Hubbe failed not to execute his Prince's orders 
He befieged this ftrong place in form ; but he had 

'for three months bettered it in vain,Vhen the Grand 
Can being informed of the condition the place was in, 
and thence concluded that he might more eafily reduce 

^it by famine, ordered Hubbe to caufe a ftrong wall to 

*be built without fide bis lines, \^ith gates to be kept 

:ftiut in the night, aflxl open in the day, and to take care 
that guard was ftriftly kept in all places, that the place 

^fhould receive no fuccours. Thefethe Emperor's lall 

'Orders were as pungluaUy executed asthefirft5and the 
citadel received no kind of fuccours. Yet three weeks 

■tnpre pafTed, and the Governor had »no thoughts of 
yielding; but boafted, asthey learned from the de* 
ferters who came over to them, that he flood not in 
need of any thing. But this was a falfe report, for 
the' place had wanted water a long time, and one part 
of the gafrifon and irihabitants were alrcfady dead with 
thirft, and all other forts of provifions grew .by degree 
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extremely fcarce, and at hft entirely failed ; fo that 
the Queen was forced to capitulate. 

The want of water paft in the country for a miraci*', 
becaufe this place was.always known to be better furnifh- 
cil with i\.. than any other in Mazendrane^rain common* 
ly falling there everyday; and yet there fell*not one drop 
during the whole fiege. They therefore faid publickly 
tbat is was a judgment of.Ood to punifh the Qaeon 
§qf having unjuftjy put tadeath fo many Princes and 
Kings. And what confirmed the Mahometans in 
tfceir opinion of this drought bieing. miraculous, was, 
that the place was no fooner furrendered, but there 
fell fuch abundance of raih, that the cifterns ovei> 
flpwed, and the watcrjan out of the gates of the citadel 
in a flood. 

Hubbe Nevian knowing the extremities to which th^ 
pjace was reduced, could not grant any thing to the 
Queen but her life; and he declared that he expefted 
to have all things elfe left tp. his difcretion, and they 
were forced to » yield, to. his terms. So foon as the 
Moguls were cn.ered the place, xhey feizedbf all the 
Queen's treafure, and, treated this Princefs as a captive 
They fenther.to Genghizcan under a ftrong and Cafe 
guard, with, her wom^n and grandchildren, and all 
the Lords of the empire who had retired with her intp 
the fqrtrefs of, YJbalc. One may fay fhe was herfelf 
thecaufeof her il). fortune, or. rather that the hatred 
£he bore her grandfon Gelaleddin. ruined her : for 
when flie heard that Sultan Mehoroi^Jiad.at his death 
declared him his heir,, fhe wai even diftrafted. And 
fome days before this place was befieged, having foun3 i 
ayaytoxeure.with fafety to.this;. young Prince, Ihe 
would nat make her adirantage of this opportunity, 
wjiatcver remonftranc^ ' her officers made to her. 
Tjiatin vain reprefented,.. that Gelaleddin was her 
fgn's child, and confequently apart of her felf, and 
t^at bis valour might (till difpujte the fate of his fa- 
tj^r^s kingdons with Genghizcan. , 1 nftead of being 
f>$rfuaded by ihefe arguments, ^ 0ie did nothing but ' 
viiliuall forts of misfortunes to ..Gelaleddin^ protefiiog 
fte w.O;uld nevar ftoop to fo bafe a things as fiie called 
il, as top^t herfelf under the prote8;ion of the fon of 
Algeac, her mcrtal enemy ; and that Ihc ivould even ^ 
ff^fec any ,A^vei:y b^fQre.aUL that.

II. which Tombs are very magnificent. Hubbe de- 
parted from Com, fome few days after, and marched to 
Hamadan, having made preparations for befieging it. 
So foon as he arrived in its neighbourhood, and had 
made ah things ready to ftQUE^ this place, all of a fud- 
^den he made a peace wi^l M^^^^^^iii^ who comman* 
"ded it: at which the arn^^, ,w^re the more furprized, 
ifcecaufe thefe people had ap*|^red more infolent than 
others who had not been pardoned ; nay, they had even 
committed fome outrages on the Moguls. The Ge- 
meral's enemies reported that he had fufiPered himfelf 
to be corrupted ; but his friends maintained that he 
liad only followed the Grand Can's orders. 

Humadan was fituate in thirty-five degrees and 
ten minutes of Latitude, fifty leagues diftant frona 
Com. 'Twas a great and populous city, and had of- 
ten been the abode of Kings. At the time when the 
Moguls approached it, it had very firong walls, and 
a good cattle, which is now in ruins. Its beauty, at 
prefent confiftsin ks gardens and fountains,which take 
their rife from tl^ mountain Alvende, not far from 
. this pUce, and where there are to the number of a 
thoufand fprings« The Perfians fay,this tity was built 
by Jemfchide, OiOe of the firft Kings of the antient 
Perfians. 

Hubbe Nevian led his troops thence to Diftever, 
Carmifin, Souyan, Halvan, Nehavende, and feveral 
other towns in Yrac Agemi; of which he rendered 
hiflifelf mafter, ^tnd f<^t fgf^^t jfiebesy As for 5)uida

'GENGHIZX:AN/S expedition TOTHE country of BAI.C, 
•ANCIEiVTLY CALLED aACTRlANA, THE; SIEQE OF 
! TALCAN.

WHILST Genghijzcanroade war in Tranfoxiaina^ 
and iris Licutenantjfubdued the countries of 
the antieni Parthians, Gdaleddin, fon of the King of 
Carazme, was in the eaftern part3 of CcM-a/fana^ called 
Bale, or BaBriana, whece he go( togeth;er foi^e troops; 
iie dweU.msmyi. weeks ih the city of Bale, which was 
ihecaprtal, ais it had bct^n in tiiqes pajit wb^n^ ii, wa$ 
caUed'Haara; '"'.•- " ■:'•.• ^ : 

• IHief favourable. reception the inbabitiints of thiscity 
gave' Pribde^Geialeddin^ difpleafed .Genghizcan, ajfid 
coliceiymi in him a mortal hatred againft them. And 
this '^mperor% army being extremely formidable, how 
iraliant foever the Prince, of Carizme was, yet he did 
nptxarQ to tempt his. fate by venturing a battle, buc 
remained in this country only to fatigue the Moguls 
with the troops he had with him: to accompliih which, 
he made ufe of ail the advantages the narrow lanes 
and paifages, the woods .and rivers could afford an 
able General, who fojund bin^felf much inferior in 
ftrength to his enemy. 

\At laft the Grand Can having fecured all the coun- * 
tries fit uate beyond the Oxus, cau fed bis army pafs. 
over this river, and led them with all the fpeed imagi^ 
nablc to the city of Bale, The great fuK;:cefs oi this 
fortunate conqueror, the numerous troops that follow^ 
cd him^and fame, which magnifies every thing, all put 
together, fobn determined the inhabitants to open thein 
gates to him,' without .(laying to fed his fury. The 
great Lords of the .country who had retired thither, 
went out with the city officers to meet him, and make 
their fubmiffions tohim, carrying with them an infinite 
number of rich prefents. But'he rejefted their offers, 
and faid, that people who had fo kindly received and 
entertained bis enemy, could not have a fincere friend. 
ffiip for him, and that their proteftations were faithiefs. 
He recounted to them the particulars wherein they 
had aflifted Gelaleddin ; he mentioned the troops they 
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had raifed for him even in their city, the fums of 
money they had furnifhed him withal to pay his army : 
in finef, being fully informed by his fpies, how far 
they had aflifted Gelaleddin, he forgot not to remem- 
ber to them every particular. Then he reproached 
them in this manner : ought you not, faid he, to 
blufh for fhame, for having fo littlfe loVc for your 
natural Prince, and fo little averfionto the tyrants 
who have put him in Irons ? Is it thus you ought to 
treat thofe. who after having firipped amededdtn your 
Sovereign of hi^ kingdoms, hove ^roelly . put faimaoil 
his fon to death ? mean time; the Mogul/ arasy marched 
to the city, and the inhabitants, kiiovring/it .vats agreed 
to open the gates, did not (hut them agaiBflr tbe.^van-^ 
guard, which their Uftdeti woiild havc'^ointoihe k^ity. 
So that the Emperor (being himfelf maftcr^ofitfae places 
caufed an cfrderto be publifbed, xaanmasding all the 
men imitfediatfely to go forth of the city into tho plain. 
They obeyed, tho' they were not ignonsm^what the 
Moguls were nfed to d:o aftir their taking a city. 
When they were all alTembied, the Grand Can cau(ed 
the yonng people who were fit for flanres to befet ia n 
place apart. 4nd ordered- the greateft, part of the old 
men to be bihead^d. T*hen the city was plundered, 
and the bodty diftributed according to the Mogul 
law. The walls were beaten down, and the caftle dew 
molifhed. Th^ Mogul army was greatly eiirtched by 
this city's ruin ;'for there were all forts ofimcrcbandize 
and treafure in Bale, becaufe it had always been a place 
of great tradfei Moreover, it was fuH of monuments 
ofexquifite W0rkmanfliip,and ^11 things that could 
ferve to adorn fd gteat acity, it having l^cn the abdde 
of many illuftri^us perfons famous in 'all arts, who 
had much contributed to its beauty. The poblidc 
build ngs were fpaciousandregular. The caravanfenis, 
or inns to lodge the cainav^ns in, appeared magnificent, 
as did alfo the colleges and mofques; and, according 
to Mirconde's report, thci^e were no lefs than. twelve 
hundred baths or hot-houfes, in this city. 
- It was fituate in thirty-fix degrees and forty omc 
minutes of latitude, in a moft fertile plain, four leagues 
diftant from the mountains, and eight from the Oxu5. 
Xhe- cqufttry round it wai^ planted with fugar-eanct 
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arid letoonftrees. Schicardua affarcs us it was firft 
built by Cayumaras, oDc-of the Pifchdadien Kings*, 
who was the firft that reigned in Perfia and Media. 
It was afterwards ruined by S^roiramis, as Diodorus 
of Sicily reportsVandi repaired by Lorafpe the father 
of Hydafpes, as Herodotus affures us, at the fame 
that Nebuchodonofor ruined the city of Jerufalcm. 
Its fuburbs were watered* by a river called Dchac, 
Kvhich having run thro' ali the country, difchargca 
itfelf into the river Oxus, about twelve leagues from 
the city. It istothis day one of the capital cities of 
the Uzbecks, and bas its particular Sovereign, who 
i^nts not forces, as. well as 'the other Ptinces oi-his 
nation,, to oppofe the Perfians 'when they make. war 
viththem.i . : . . : / 

• After the Mogul Etoperor had thus reduced the city 
of Bale to his obedieace:he fent detachments out of his 
army to India and Perfia, and Left a conliderable part 
of his troops in Tranfoxiana to keep it in awe, whilit 
be' went to Tocaieftan to belicge the city of Talcan^ 
Vhich was bnt^fev^endays joprney fcam Baljc, and was 
^fteemed the ftrongefi cityiOvaH; Afia for its iituatiooj 
it beiixgl built lupon a very ftecp nxountain called No- 
cjreoouh. Bat he had but juflL began the iiege, when ho 
Isati information that the Sultaa Celaleddin, notnndihg 
iiitofelfin a condition to venture a, bsitle, was r-tired to* 
wards the ftronge&jplacestofrCdraifana with what forces 
h& had been able toget together, and that it was believed 
he was already got to. Nifcbabonr. On this news he 
detached fixty-thoufand men to purfue him, and pre. 
vent bis making any farther progrefs; he joined thef^ 
with another detachment of twcnty-thoufand men, 
whom h^e had a little before 'fent into Mazcndraneiq 
recruit tte anny of the Cenierals Uubbe and buida^ 
which whendhey firft went: on their expeditions con. 
fifted of thirty-thoufatid Moguls, and was now di- 
miniflied by the lof;j of ten-choufand. • He gave the 
command of this great detachment to Prince 1 uli, and 
ordered him to go find out the Sultan Gclaleddin, and 
to befiegetbe city of Nifchabour^ if he was ftill there; 
but if be Was gone thence, lo lay fiege to Merou before 
he undertook any thin^ againft Nifchabour or Herat^ 
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to the end he might weaken Coiraffana as mocfc as' he 
poffibly could, and fo faciliutc the conquering the reft 
ot this country, in which the other Generals bad al- 
ready taken fome towns. 

W'hilft Tuli went to execute his fatherV cona- 
fliands, Genghizcan planted the engines before Tal- 
cun, he vigoroufly attacked, bat tBe beGeged defended 
themfelves with great refolution. They anfwered his 
engines with theirs, and threw fire for fire. All who 
were in the place ftrove to outvy each other in bra- 
very ; and having a great (lore of ammunition, and 
provifions of all forts, they flattered themfelves threy 
ihould be able to bold out a long time. Befides 
which, the befiegers had neither ground nor tren- 
ches to Iheher them when they made their attacks ;' 
they hdd noly fome blinds to defend them from the 
darts and wildfire. The befieged killed fo great a 
number of them, that the emperor's army wa& confix 
derably diminifhed. This Prince repented his having 
meddled with this place, yet could not bear to be 
difappointed ; and fearing he had not troops enough 
to reduce it, hefent two couriers, one after another, 
to Tuli, with orders to return to him forthwith, with-* 
out mentioning his reafons for fo doing: He only- 
told him he recalled him. becaufe of the exceffive 
heats which now began to be fenfibly felt. In the 
mean time, the Grand Can. made his army reft for 
fome weeks, and took care they were well fed, which, 
prefcftly recovered .and put them in good heart. 

He then called all the engineers together, to con- 
full with them of the means by which they might be 
able to red rice Talcan; but the methods they pro** 
pofed feeming to him very uncertain^ he refojved to 
i'cale the mountain on all fides, let the dangiea: be what 
it would, that fo he might oblige the beficgicd^. te- 
ing every where afiaulted, to divide their forces. In 
order to this, he caufed to be made with all ^ced, a 
great number of grappling-irons, long nails, hooks, 
ladders, and ropes, to afcend the rock, and made 
inany vain attempts tofcale jt feveral times; for the 
hefieged, who kept on their guard, r xeived- the Mo- 
guls with their ufual bravery, and killed a very great 
number of them. Yet Genghizcan had them fup- 
ported with fo many forts of engines when thiey

cROunted the ladders^ tliif at.ijaft.agrBat many fo1dter« 
vietTC ^ot together on the top of the mountain with 
their arm^, wfiich tl^ey had faftened round them ;: 
Vhich fo aftbn^fhed^he befiegedi that running hallily 
CO rcpulfe them, they imprudemly left fome pofts uti- 
guaxdcd^ o^f which the Moguls immediately feized, 
and entered the town. Tlie beficgecl foon having 
tiotice of this tni'sfdVtane, rtctorncd in confafion ta. 
4^pore thfeir enemres, and drive them out ; but the 
ICjpguls vcfe to6 ftppng- for ihem, and put them all to 
t^e fworcT; 2ind Ij^eing animated by ihe remerabrancc' 
^tiiic fatlgiies'ttidy had fuffered for feven months 
paft/which tiuie the' fiege had laftcd,ithey cxercifcd;

Mean time,' Prince Tuli came up^ 
and encamped befoi;e the walls of the city, and dif*^ 
pofed all things to affault it. He learped by fome 
prifoners that were taken and brought before him,, 
the ftate of the place, and promifedbimfdf toi)e iboV 
inafter of it, yet ihe fojund juore refiftahce than he 
expeaed. Megir tried the befmg^r^ mth fr^quei^ 
fallics, araongft which he made one fo fucccfsful," that.

It is 
iituate oo. the! river Heriroude, in the thirty fourth 
degree and thirty^ minutes of latitude, /within two 
leagues of a mountain which had on its top a cele* 
',brated place, where the Perfians with their Magi's 
went to worlhip th^ fire, and perform the other rights^ 
and ceremonies, of their religion ; which^foiiie wor- 
foippersof fire whom the Perfians callGuebres, or 
A ntefchpefeft, t(> this day perform in a place built 
but of its ruins.

The foldiers of the Sultan and Emin Me- 
licy got thetiooty theenemieirhad acquired in their 
march thither ; and had been gieatly enriched, had 
they not been obliged to reftore to the inhabitants one 
part of what the Moguls had taken from them, when, 
they plundered the city. After this good fuccefsthe 
Sultan endeavoiired,to animate hisToldiers with further 
tiopes. He repaired to Candahar, and returned to Gaz* 
na, which he entered in triumph! £ininMeii(5 enga- 
ged himfelf, afrelh to him, and promifed Neva to a«» 
bandon him, for 'which reafon their .troops did not 
Separate. And this Lord ever after ihowed himfelf 
«gQpd relation and a faithful fervaht t6 Gelaleddim

THE news of tM$ dofeat was carricd'taGeng^iz'- 
can. by a CaptaiD who had efcaped from Canda^ 
han . This. Priitce wa$^ cxtromely affiifled, and refiblyi 
cA to he rcvcng^ed as fdon as . pofclbfe. In ardcr t<> 
'whicb>;l^,<^aq fed .the attacks- to be redou^ but not 
Kei^ able to idksi. fiamian fo foon as d^red, /he 
ideter^i^ned^to.fcud XuKcan ^aih(l^C<Kleddln witfr 
• an a^my of cighxy ihoufapd wn^^ ^c wasjjiyft gcK. 
ipg to fend ^a.y this . detachment out of^hisiarnryl 
vhen another courier arriVed^ to'advertife him of the 
revolt of the country of Herat, in breach of the trea- 
ty they had made with Prince Tulicam . The Empe- 
ror was greatly enraged : he ordered this Prince to be 
called before him, and blamed him for not having 
put to the fword all the inhabitants of the city of He-^ 
rat. * I forbid you, faid he, ever to feow any mercy^^ 
^ to my enemies witboiUaa^^xpFcfs order from me. 
^ Know henceforward, ^t companion refide only i» 
' mean fouls; 'tis ofAy. rigour that keeps meir 

* in their duty, and a vaiiquifbed enemy is not 

* tamed, but will ever hate his new mailer.*^ 
Then he bid him go and apply himfeff to the 
duties of his poft as ufuaF, and named Coutoucoir 
Kcvian' to go againft Gelaleddi». Coutoucou departs 
cd at the head of eighty tbouJand men. 

After his departure, the Grand Can caufed » 
nount of eaFtb to be-^cftftnip before the city in a 
place where he defigped to make the fiercefl aflaultf 
and they by his order built towers of wood, the height 
of which was equal to that of the walls of the place,, 
to the end he might more conveniently incommode 
the befiegers with his enjgines which were placed otp 
the platforms. He feared the fire which the befiegep 
threwyleft it fboukl burn his towers and machines^;. 
But an-engiloeer promifed topreferve them, provided 
he would permit him to^ have every day killed as- 
many €ow« and horfcs as would cover the works^ 
with their wet {kin«, which Ae Emperor gave hiro 
leave to do >, and by this^ meana die fire throwji froio^ 
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tk©pty;hSiH* no tiSkSk^ becaufe^it wwcxtinguiffied^ <Jr 
fell to theiground^ Co foon t^it caroe-againft the Ikint, 
lor which it would not ftick or faften« .The engines 
in the dtyr did^ not fail to^ cad down a great manf 
of tbafe of the Moguls > and the refiftance of the 
befieged being very obitinate, their walls were exceed>« 
ing Arongt. tke.befiegers at lad began to be in waist 
both of ftone» and wildfire : fa that i hey €ealed for 
iFotoe tioie to attack the city^ becat^fe they were 
ebjfged to fend farther off for flint-fiones^ mill ftones, 
9iid other ihing^- proper to batter the walls, and fling 
piu of the engines^ When they renewed their attkcks^ 
ibe.befieged made fuch* fnrtaus fallies upon thenoiy chat 
theyioverthrew whole fquadrons of theiA,i and nsiried 
(heir towers and engines ; and it is certain, ttiat if the 
J&mp^ror had fof vaft an army, h^ bad. becli obliged 
lo>raife fiegr. 

He.was juft>reti[irned to* hts tent from making aat 
attack^ when a oourierarrived from Comoucou Ncvin;^ 
whoanPorntedbini that :he: was wuhma day^s journeyr 
of Gelafeddin^ and gave htm a particular account 
ofhis; i&arch^ and ihe. order: he had n»de the army^ 
to march in, to avtid feverat anbofcddes that had 
bfieirtaid: for biih ;. a»d likewife in wibat manner xhe 
eoetiiy was encamped^ of the number of their troops^ 
andiniine^ of airlthat behad k^arnt<by.hif (coucs^ Whee^ 
the Grand CaA ttmier(kkKlltha<t:the Sbuican Gelaleddin, 
with the reinforcemcnt^of: Tu^kfr that hatl^ joined hinv^ 
could make up an army of fixt3Khoufand men, hefcen^ 
edmuch furprisetd;. and. this fupply made him.appre^ 
heafive left fome other new» ones flioidd arrive to joiipr 
iiim, whichr might m«^le(l his Mognlsi. 
; ^n truths Suitan Gelateddin had received thirty 
ihoufa«d meoifnotev which were brought hiin by three 
Lordi of bis father^sr Coiirtywho -were joined in league 
J(?gStb^t, aridtdwelrjnthis couatry in fortified piatosi 
They told;hira that having: learned the Mogui Emp©?- 
I^r hvl fentan-army tojiWHcds tbefrontiers :of India to 
%bt him^ they were come to.oiBbr bim*h««r aflsatkncev 
f^ to joinr»tbdr troopSftoHiis; He received them witji^ 
mu^h joy^3r\d[protiette<th^ woutd never fQrg^ the fa* 
yojur^b^y hlKliio.w: done; brm^ Thefe i aptains t^ere 
Turks, and hadibelonged to th« Sultana, his granrdmo* 
ilbttr^ljlll^ .imflfe^^ to. C^lalied^ 
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^n ; lut the danger that threatened them if this Prince 
was conquered^ made them refolve to affift him. 

He j>ut himfelf at'the head of his army; and tfao* he 
^ery well 4ncw the Moguls army was by a fouth 
tparc fuperiorto his, yet he delayed not to go and 
meet them. He came up with themjuft beyond a 
4own called Birouan, ^within a day's journey from 
Gazna, ^here they -were entrenching themfel ves. In 
4ruth, Coutoucou being informed that Gdaleddin's 
4TOops^ flurflied with the fucoefs they had at Candateir, 
'were marching towards him ^ith great ^vigour, jud- 
ged it beft to delay the time with them, and let them 
cdol a little^ Tather than ^e^ture to provoke them to 
a 'battk. But the Sultan broke all his meafures to a- 
<void fighting, and took the advantage of the good dis- 
pofition his army was in ; fo he marched dire£lfy ti^pto 
the Mouguls^ and refolved to force them even in their 
intrenchments. Coutoucou had advice of their coming 
hy his fcouts;andnot being billing that any "Siould 
havecaufe to reproach him that he had hid himfelf 
and. yet had an armyfuperior to his enimies, caufed 
them to march out of their intrencbmentSy and went 
:io meet the Sultan. 

Ihe Moguls 'vanguard, commanded hy an Emlr^ 
immediately charged Gelaleddin's, which was led by 
£min Melic,who overthrew the foremoft fquadrons- 
Cbut Coutouc<».tt detached Jrefii troops to fupport his 
vanguard, which routed that of the enemy's. The 
^han immediately caufedhis main body to advance 
aiKl putting himfelf at their Jiead, attacked the Mot 
guls in the center, wliere Coutoucou was. The Ihock 
was terrible, and during foroe hours hoih fides had 
the advantage by turns ; but at 4aft iriftory declared 
hcrfelfon Gelaleddin's fide. The Moguls wereob- 
Jiged to abandon the field of battle, and fled in dis- 
order, and all 4bofe who remained not in ihe^eld 
wdunded oir Jlain, retired to the mountains. 

The Sultan after the aftion, gave the praifes^ue to 
iiis Lieutenant Oenerals and no others, the ^ewar<da 
they merited. TAejr took a great slumber of prifonci's 
in the fight; and *tisfaidof Gelaleddin, tbathaving 
caufed them to be all brought into bis prefence, he re^ 
proached them with their crtialties, and caufed nails 
M be tbxuil into dieir ears^ to xeve^ge^ as |;i€ faid| the 
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miidries his fobjefls^ had fuffered for fo long a time 
Com the Moguls and Tartars. 

There was^ fome days^ouFBeyvfrom thence, a party 
cff Tartars who werebefiegrng a fortrels called Ouala> 
lA/ho w hear they beard the. event of the batileat fii« 
couan^ raifcd the iiege^ and fled. 

The defeat of the Moguls and Tartars %as qu]tkl)r 
known to the Emperor^ who was ftill before Baniian. 
This Prince grieved at the lofs of feveral OfiGicer» 
whom he much valued^ could not receive this news- 
without, being in a paffion. He was fo enraged, that 
lie fwore the ckf of Bamian and the. Svltan himfeIC 
ftould give him (atifsfaflion/ His fury^ co& the life 
of one of his^ grandfons, who expofing himfelf, to^ 
pleafe him, to the greatefi: dangers,, was killed by an^ 
arrow (hot from over the walls of the ckjr. Thi» 
young. Prince fell dead at his grandfathe^^s leer. He 
was a fon of Prince O&ai. T&e Emperor, who tender- 
ly loved bim^becaufe he diicovered in him aU the mark»^ 
of good condufi, was not proof again& this misfortune* 
He waa^ mollified, groaned^ and< mixed his tears witb^ 
thofe of tbe.mothect*of thi^ young Prince, who wasr 
prefent, and bathed the body of her dead ion with tean^ 
appearing like one diftra^ed*. 

This accident coft the befieged very dear. The 
Grand Can recovering, fronv his extaly of forrow, 
endeavoured to, comfort: thifi lady, and left to her 
difcretion the punilhing ther inhabitants of t4iis place,r 
jrtie reduftion of which cou id not be far off/ Hik 
laviflied his gold and (ilvec to encourage his foi* 
diers,, who night and day continued the aflault, and 
at laft ruined the walls, of the city in many pkces^, 
and made themfelves^maftcrsof Hajnian. The braved 
^f the officersvand foldiers of the garrifon had alrea- 
dy loft theirs lives in. defending the place ; the reft pe- 
siflied by the £w<3«:ds of the vigors. The mother of 
die young Prince who was killed,- entering with the 
Mogul foldiers into the city, and thirlling aft r blood, 
could not he fatisfied with muwlers, but fpared nei- 
^er age nor fex* And far from, fufiering any to be 
faved for a Have, this inceafed mother,, or rather this 
fdry, caufedthe throat§of all the inhabitants to besr 
-ciit, without excepting one; and even gave orders u^ 
sip' up tbe bellies of women with chil4^ for feas tbere^

ihould remain alive one infant of this unfortunate peo* 
pie. This was not all ; for to affuage her rage, the 
beafts underwent the fame fate as the men and women, 
and Ihe caufed every living creature to be killed. Be- 
fidcs which, even all the mofques and houfes were pul- 
led down, the city became a heap of ruins, and the 
country round about a frightful defarr : infomuch, 
that ever fince this misfortune Bamian has always 
borne the name of Maifbalig,which fignifies in the Mo- 
gul language the unfortunate dwelling. 

Oftai was not in the camp when his fan was Tcilled, 
and the Emperor forbid-that any body Ihould carry him 
the news,1)ecaufe he would himfelf tell 'nhim ; which 
he did in a very extraordfnary iDanner. One day ha- 
ving called all his family together, Tie pretended to 
talk of fomethingin very unintelligible terms; at laft 
turning towards Oftai, who did not underftand nor 
made no atifwer to him. Whence comes it, faid he, - 
with a fierce look, that you do not arifwer me wheal 
fpeak to you ? the Prince, believing the Emperor was 
«n?ry, threw himfelf immediately . at his feet, and 
faid, my Lor<i^Jf I have difpleafed you, plit "me to 
death, I will not murmur. The Gfahd Can made 
him repeat thefe words three tint^s ; and afked him 
whether it wastrue that be fo mucb feared to difpleafe. 
him. Yes, my Lord, anfwered Oflau Weil then, 
replied the Kmperor, hear me, ^nd if you fear to dis- 
pleafe me, take care not to difobejr me : Muatou-Can 
your fon ha« been killed, and I forbid you to aban- 
don yourfelf to grief. It was not without much 
pain that Oftai obeyed a command fo contrary to * 
nature: however he coriffrained himfelf ; and foon 
after, the charge of an expedition which his father or- 
<iered him, dirainiflied the afflifting fenfehe had of 
the lofs' of fo dear an objeft. 

Bamian was fituate in thirty four degrees and five 
minutes of latitude^ oo a mountain, whofe foot fvais 
watered by a river whiA after having run thro' ano- 
ther mountain of that country, from thence flows into 
the Oxus, andmalcesone branch of this great 4*iver. 
This city was in the province of Zabuleftan^ and the 
capital of a fmall country which bore its name^ ten 
days journey from Bale, and eight from the city of. 
^azna. A xaftte enclofed with ftcong ivatls\ lias beea 
iiAce built upon its x^ias« . . 
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CHAP. XKXIV. • 

THE BATTLE BETWEEN GENGHIZGAM AND OELALEU. 
BIN- THIS SULTAN'S PASSAGE TO INDIA. 

B AMI AN being no longer in. a epnditian to re- 
tard the Grand Can's conqueft, and havir^g no ^ 
more vifljms left to offer up to the rage of his daugh- . 
ter-ii)r}a,\v*;t ^^^^ Prince, impatient to come ^o blows 
wth Gelaleddin, marched his ^rmy V/i^th, Ib^ much , 
precipitation, that he hardly^gavehis folcliers time to . 
getfe^dy their viftuals. And notwithffanding the, 
lofieshe had had, his artr^y was ft411 fo numerous, that 
hc^bqlieved the Sultan wpul4 not dare to make heaS 
ag?»inft him in the open field, bu,t ex^peQ:edto find 
him in the city pFCai^na^ knowing this^lace was very 
ftrong, and that proyifip^s for a )bng fiege Ijad been . 
carried into jt. Yet he did not finji (Jpl ilcddin thjsre 
<^s hCjimagined. Thi:s Sultan had judged it pr.oper to . 
retire. elfewhere, and to fecure the narrow p'afles of 
the mountains and brooks, to op the better able to 
manage to advantage the troops he had. 
J He was gone out of Gazna fifteen <iays before the * 
Moguls appeared, in that country: but a vexatious 
accident had happened in.his army after the battle of 
Birouan >^/iifcord began to get into his army when the 
booty was to be dtvidecl. .,The three Turkifh Lords 
pretended that the beft fpQiU of the Moguls belonged 
to them, becaufe of the fuccours they , had brought, 
JEmin Melic's troops, who were now united with the 
Sultan'sj^yere willing that the booty fnould be equally 
*divi<led,and that the cuftym of war fhould be folio wed* 
The qif arreljDegan about a very fine Arabian horfe 
which one. of the three. Turkifh Captains damanded^ 
ind the others refuted to yield to him. Gelaleddin 
could never briqg tlijjm to agree : To that the Turkifh 
^.prds retired with their troops, and left him. Thi^ . 
defertion did him irvuich if\jury : and the principal 
r^afon that obliged him to ^o from Gaxna, was to give 
time to his difunuedjtrpopsi to rejoiji him, to oppofe 
the common enemy ; a'nd in reality he did all that was 
pofliblc to bring the't|jr;e9; Turkifh Ca|rtains to beai-- 
^en to reafon. rte^wfjt to them feveral times, and 
fent^perfoi^s who> wi^re his' friends, to reprefent to them, 
ihktthdy mult periih if they rctfiained feparated frora^ 
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him; and that on the contrary, if ihey rejoined 6im| 
they might gain a victory over Genghizcan, that would 
render them mafters of alt the riches that Prince bad^' 
amafled together evcrfince the Carizmean war began. 
They at laO fuffered themfeWes to be peifuaded, but? 
too iate;for the Grand Can having knowtedge of their 
divilion, and not doubting but the coronnon danger 
would reunite theHi, if he dtd not prevent it, detached 
from his army fixty thosfand horfe to flop them in the 
way. Tlicfe troops feized upon all the pafTages by 
which thefe auxHiary troops could march to joizY, 
Gelaleddin^ who biding hiiofetf deprived of this pow-i- 
erful aid, retired towsids the river Indus* 

Some authors take keve an opportunrty to^ 
blame the condufk of the Snkan of Carisune, ia 
having always employed Tarkilh Commanders rather^ 
than thole of their own iiatioa: yet wemuft con^ 
fefs thai Gelaieddin, not being able fince the death oP 
his father toraife any confklerable army, found him- 
ielf under a neceflity of making ufe of thefe troops. 
This Prince knowing that die Mogul Emperor fwift«- 
ly purfued him , flopped o» the banks of the river 
Indus, in a place where the ftream was moft rapid, to 
the end that the neceflity of either conquering ojr dyings 
might redoublekis fokliers courage^ He alfo believed 
that the ftraightnefs of the place where he was poll- 
ed would deprive the MoguU of the advantage of 
bringing tip ail their army together to fight. He chen^ 
marked out a tanip with all the judgment imaginable 
^incehis departure from Gaznahe was tormented with 
a cruel cholick, which gave him little reft, and would 
fcarce permit him to go even in a horfejitter. Ne- 
▼erthelefs, ^t the time wh(^n he fufiered moft, he faw 
Kimfelf obliged to mount on hoffe back, having learnedE 
that the enemy's van^ard was akeady arriTed at a {^lace 
called Hardir. On this news he marehed in the nfght 
with the braveft of his people^ and furprized the Mo- 
guls in their camp; he cut them almoft all to pieces, 
without lolIn]g one man, and then returned to hisc^oipp 
on the baak of the river Indus^ with a eonfiderable;? 
booty. 

Till thts time, Genghiacan had marclkd with aU) 
•be affurance of a conqueror, who believed thatOela- 
kddia thouj^t df tiotbing^^Ue thait to Bndsixi afy lumj. 
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lut aftcjr this Jaft.af^ipn he alMrays miftrufte4 thisvi- 
gilajit enemy, and ^i4 every ihing with a great deal of 
circumfpefltion. When h^ faw himfclf near the Sul- 
tan, he put his aripy in battle arrg^y, giving the; com- 
niand of the righft v^ing to Zagatai, the left to 0£lai,; 
arid put hifnfplF in the centt^e in thenaidft- of fix thou- 
find of his own guards., ftqut veteran troops, of whqnt 
he ever made ufe in his.greateft neceffity. On the other 
fide, Gjelaledjdin being informed by his fcouts hovr 
the enemi^d wiarc ranged,^ immediately caufqd the,. 
b6ats on the ladus to be fent farther off, to take from; 
his foldiers all hopes of fafety, referving only one of^ 
the iargeft for the fccur^ty ot the la dies, and t'bxarry 
over to India^the Sultapa his mother, the Queen 
hi(S wife, arid, bis children ; but by an unfo;ccfcen 
nilsfor^unp th^ bpiit fplit when they, had occafion to- 
embark, fo that they remained in tke camp. The, 
ariiiy. being ranged in order of battle^ the Sultan re*> 
ferved to Himfelf the coqamand of the main body of his 
arriiy. His left wing, drawa.up under the Ihelter of 
a nibuntain, whiqh hindered the M oguls right frqra 
fighting them altogether^ wai commanded by his- 
chief yj^ier, and his ri^ht wiixg by Emin Melic, Thi$ 
Lord began the fight, and. gauled the enemy's left,, 
-wing fq^ that they' gaye ground,, natwi^hftaa^ing all . 
the troops that, fuftaioed, them. And the. Moguls 
right wiBg wanting room to extend kfclf, the Soltaa. 
made ufe, of hi^ Jeft, as. of a. body of referve, and de- . 
tached" from time' to time fqua»dj:o ns to fuftain the • 
troops that had'occafion. He alfo took one part of;, 
theiu, when h? went at the h^d of his main body to* 
charg^ Genghizcjan's, The, Tartars af jihis fhock. ' 
feiu forth a>pit' horrible cries; but GelaleJdin'$ foldi- 
ers were; not ^ ftartled,. but, following their, Prince*^, 
cxlmple'^ fell on them with fo much courage and,, 
vigour; th^t they put the Mogirls main body inta 
dilprder; Tte Sultan, opened a broad way.to pene- 
trate eWn into the^midft, where the Grand Can ihPMld. 
have>e,eh;, bf^t thi^.Pnpce.; was not there. Having, 
had; ahcirfe ^tilled. ;under him, he had caufed a:nather, 
lo W bVpught him, and was retired, to give oi;ders fojf 
allWhptiroppsito'ej^g^ge., , 

iThis d'lfadyantage.had likely to have loft the Moguls., 
the battle^ for the ne.ws being fpread all over .the. ar* , 
my that the Sultaa h^d broken thro', the maiabodyj,, 
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all the troops vrere (hocked, and had infalibly fled, if 
the Emperor had not immediately given orders, and 
fhowed himfelf publickly, riding from place to place« 
And, in fine, that which -gained him the battle, was, 
that having obferved Gelaleddin had weakened his 
left wing, he ordered Bela Nevian to go and attack 
it by fome byways over the mountain, which a na- 
tive of the country totd him was poffible. In effect, 
fiela, condufted by this guide, marched without lofing 
many foldiers^, betwixt rocks and dreadful precipices, 
and fell upon the Sultan's left wing behind, which be« 
ing much weakened could not long refift. 

The viftory is by one author attributed to a "body 
of horfe compofed of chofen men, firnamed Pehle- 
vans, who, fupported by ten tboufand frefli men, fell 
upon Gelaleddin's right wing, which were at that time 
vi6torious, and defeated them, driving them back up- 
on his main body, againft whom Oenghizcan had tc- 
newed the charge. The Sultan*s troops, much fati- 
gued with having fought ten whole hours againft more 
than three hundred thoufand men, were fcizied with 
fear, and fled, and his eldefl fon was made prifoner in 
the diforder. One part of the troops retiied to the 
rocks which were on the flioreof the Indus, where the 
-enemy's horfe could not follow them ; and many others 
clofely purfuedby the Tartars^ threw themfelves in- 
to the river, which fome of them happily croffed over. 
Others placing themfelves round their Prince, he- 
ing fenfible that there was nohopes left for them^ coa- 
tinued the fight. 

Mean time, the Emperor, defirous to take Gela- 
leddin alive, .forbid that any Ihould kill him; and in 
order to feize his perfon, ihut in this Sultan with 
his army, which ranged themfelves in form of a bow, 
of which the river Indus reprefented theftring, <5ela. 
leddin ufed his reafon perfeftly intbisexteme danger. 

And feeing that of thirty thoufand men whom he 
had dt the beginning of the battle, there remained fcarce 
feven thoufand, and that if he continued the -fight any 
longer, he fhould certainly fall alive into his enemy's • 
hands, he began to think of his fafety. And having 
no other courf<p to take than to crofs over into India- 
• and altho' rhe rjiver was very rapid in the place hemuft 
crofs to efcape, yet he relolved to venture it. But 
bcftwre he put this refo'lution in praftrce, he difmoun- 
ttd^ and went to embrace his mother; wives^ children 
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^nd friend*, and bid them an eternal farewell. It is 
cafy to imagine how moving a fight this was: nature 
and love in this fad moment fhowed itfelf in the moft 
tender manner. Gelaleddin with tears in his eyes 
broke from thofe dear objefts of his afFeftion ; and 
after having putoflF his armour and arms, except his 
Tword, bow, and quiver full of arrows, he mounted a 
frefli horfe, and fpurred him into the river, thefuri- 
oufnefs of whofe waves aftoniflxed the beaft fo much, 
that he went not in but by force. He was of fuch fer- 
vice to the Sultan in carrying him fafely over, that in 
gratitudehe had him carefully kept ever after, ^nd 
vould not even for four or five years after ride him 
in any dangerous a6iion. 

. Whilft he was creffing thelndus, Genghizcan being 
informed of it, ran to the fliore fide, and was not a 
little furprized to fee him braving the fury of the 
nvayes; but he was much mor^ to fee the Sultan, for* 
getful of the danger his life was in, ftop in the midft 
of the river to infult him, and empty his quiver of ar- 
rows, which he (hot agaioft him and his retinue. Se:* 
vejral brave Mogul Captains would have thrown them- 
felves into the river to fwim after Gelaleddin ; but the 
Grand Can hindered them, telling them this Prince 
^ould difappoint all their attempts. Then putting 
tiisfingeron his mouth, and turning towards his chil- 
<iren, he cried, ^ Any fon fliould wifli to fpring from 
< fuch a father. He that dares defy fuch dangers as 
* this Prince has now efcaped, may expofe himfelf 
"* to a thoufand others ; and a wife man who has him 
"^ for his enemy, muft be always upon his guard/ 

Mehomed Nifavi, author of the hiftory of Sultan 
Gelaleddin's life, reports, that the Sultan being ready 
to ienter the river, and pierced with the flirieks of thofe . 
he had took his leave of, who begged him to deliver • 
them from being flaves to the Moguls, commanded 
them to be drowned, and that this his order was imme-- 
diately executed. But other hiftorians, who have 
^iven a very full relation of all that pad in this battle^ 
make no mention of this Sultan sfamily's being thrown 
into the Indus ; but alTure us that the Grand Can, after 
this Prince was paft over, caufed ^o be brought be- 
fore him hit wives and all his children, and ordered 
all Ihe males to be killed : and by this ipeans the Sul^ 
jtan'seldeft fon taken at the rout of the army, being 
eight years old^ loft his iife* The Empcrox having 
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learned that Gelalcddin had thrown into vhe xivpr 
what goW ktid filver h'e had either in plate tjflnobej^* 
had it fearched for by the divers, who took up a gredf 
part of It, of which he put into his treafury wTiat Vai ' 
moft rare and valuable, anddiftributed the reft to hrs . 
ariiy. . 

Geialeddin being got on the f^oreof India, return- 
ed thanks to God for having delivered him from the 
dangers he had been expofed to in the battle, and thro*^ 
the rapidity of the river. He got up into a tree; to 
pafs the night, add fecure himfelf from the wild beaflsj^. 
which were very numerous in this couritry. . Th^ n^xt 
day, as he was walking, much difquieted in his 
thoughts, on the banks of the river, and looking about 
on every fide to fee if any of hfs pfople appeared, wh,<> 
might have paft over at fome other part of the river 
than that he croffed at, he perceived a troop of foldiers^ 
with fome officers, who at the firft beginning of rhe 
army's defeat had found a boat afloat, aric^ feiiingf 
upon it, had failed all night with much danger, becaufe 
of the rocks, (helves, and violence of the current^ 
which had dfove themalmoA as low as where Gelal^cf- 
din crofled, tho' they embarked above a league higher 
than where the battle was fought. Among thefe Were 
three officers his particular friends, with whom a fev' '. 
dayi after He concerted meafures: fuitable to the con--^ 
dition they were now reduced tt>; lie foon'aftfer fawr 
coming up to him three hund^ed horfe, which he dif- 
covered to be alfo fome of his own forces, at whic!^ [ 
he rejoiced as much as poffible in tHe melaiichdly^' ] 
ftate he was in. They told himi that fbur thoufand* ' 
more of his army had fkved themfeives byfwimming; 
over, two leagues from thence, by a place iii the 
river which was lefs rapid,^ but tliat they were naked, 
and fo fatigued, that they looked like men juft ri- 
fen from the grave. He wer^t imniediately to feek . 
them, metj and'carelled them, afFuring them of His / 
affeQion to them, and prorhifed to provide for thpir 
Bedeffities, Thefe un fortunate creatures macje hint'' ' 
fenfible, by the loud acclamations of joy they*fHt' i 
at the fight of him that they were comforted for all ' 
llie'iHs they had fuffered b^ hii prcfente alon^;. 

From this time all things fncceeded happened: to^ 
Geialeddin. Am officer of his houihbld natoed Ce^vL 
saalarrazad, wha wa4 not prcfem at the biittlc; ,bte'- 
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caidfeiittlieat^^Iorjred elfelidie^^^ 'faliviilg (noirlcdge '^

the faith* As Hire have no deiiga towrite a complefat ' 
hifibry of Sultan Gelaleddin, we fhali only acquaiiiit.' 
thofe who have a curiofity to know whac became oJP^ 
fo great a man, that he fought fever al battles in In« 
doltan, in. which he was*atfirft vidorious;. that he 
made conqueRs and alliances, but that his profperity 
excited jealoufy in many, Princes of India, who judg* 
ing he would one day or other give them trouble, if 
they did not put a ftop to.his good fortune, confpired 
together againfl: him, and obliged him to repafs the 
Indus* Neverthelefs there are hiftorians who fay that 
his departure from India was voluntary ; and that this 
Princ9 being informed that Genghizcan- was gone a^ 
great way from Perfia, and that there were com- 
motions in Tangut and China, hoping to recover 
by his valour, and the aififtance of his friends, a parr 
of what he had loft beyond the river Oxus, he left the 
care of his coi\4uefts in Indoftan to one of his Gene- 
ral Officers. But we fliall have occafion to fpeak of his 
Prince again^and of his laft actions, before we finifti 
this book. 

To return now to the Grand Can : he was much 
pleafed at the advantage he had gotten over Gelaled*^ 
din; but grief fucceeded his joy, when, upon^making 
a review of his army, he faw it was confiderably di- 
minilbed, and ttiat he had loft the flower of his fol. 
diers, with a great number of his officers. 1 he fieges 
of Talcan and Bamian, the hafty marches be had made, 
and the battle of Indus, which alone had coft him^ 
twenty-thoufand men, all thefe had confumed a great - 
part ^ of this formidable army, whofe number ancki

The Georgian'S,feafing to be intbeli? turn attacked 
*ytht Moguls^ held a cotirtdl at T^fiis their capitet 
<tty, to confuit i^rhat tiiey hdtd lo do* There were 
Ipme who^ defirous to ^^vent ttws^ rtiispfi&rtune, pro- 
pofed to make an alliance ^kh GeftghizCan; but the 
teajority were of opinion that it wad beft to feciire 
the^feives by theirl words. Thus War was refolved 
i&ti; aild they ittwriediaielygot into the field ten thou-, 
fahd horfc under thecotnrtiartd of a very experienced 
Captain, who had-made W4ar with Suttan Mehomed the 
King of Carysm^ with good fuc^efs. The defire they 
i)ad>for,a^on didrtot permit thefli to wait the conaing of 
ihe fpring. They* efitfered in th% midft of winter into 
Az^rbijana, to goinfearchof the Moguls whom the 
two Generals had left there ; but they found more 
troops than they expeded^ for all the gafrifons had 
joined: and the Georgians, after having been twice 
worfted in two rencounters^ retUTnfed to Teflis* 

But having thus declared war agahfift the Moguls, they- 
imaginedthey fhould foonhave bee»purfued by them*

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For which rcafon they fent deputies to all their fieigh>^ 
hours to a Ik their afliftance, but none vould lend thern^ 
any ; for which caufe they fent out ftrong parties, and 
Hioiefted all thofc who favoured the Moguls, or fub- 
jDLtted to them. Huhbe and Suida, tho' the diftanccr 
was fo far betweea the place they were at and this, fent 
troops againft the Georgians; and when the feafoa 
•would permit, marched themfeives with all their forces^ 
returning into Azerbij^ana, and iJience entered into^ 
Georgia y but they found all the paflages flopped, a 
•few being able to defend them againft many* Theyr 
chofe rather to defer to attack them, than to run^ihe 
rifque of facrificing theii; foldier& perhaps to uq puc* 
pofe. 

During thefc tranlaffion^s they received advice that: 
the inhabitants of Maragipi had afliiled the Georgians* 
To revenge themfeives, they fet down before their 
city^ xook,. and plu^ndered k. Maraga was frtuate 
in thirty-feven degrees and twenty minutes of la titudes^ 
within feventeen leagues of Tauris to the weft ward in? 
the fame province. 'Twas a modern built city^ 
founded by order of the Calif Merouane, and was 
very confider^able both for its trade and fine fituation.*" 

A&er the taking of Maraga, tbe Moguls went ttr 
refrefli themfeives at Aidebile; there they learned 
that iome of the Sultan's relations had excited are), 
volt at Hamadan, and that even the Governor of the 
•tity was one of the revolter^,.. At the fame time it 
was refolved that Hubbe fhould go andTappeafe thefe 
troubles,, whilfl Suida continued in Azerbijana ta 
obferve the inhabitants of Tauris,. with whom they 
had reafon to be difpleafed, becaufe they had fecretly 
afSfted the Geor-gian&.- Hubbe being arrived before 
liamadany and Gemaleddin^ the Governor: feeing, 
himfelf abandoned by all. the refl of the revolters, 
fent deputies to the Mogul General to affure him of 
bis obedience,^ and to preCent him all that he thought 
worthy his acceptance. But his prefehts and fub- 
million availed him nothing. Hubbe was inexorable,.

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^md wautd abfolutely have him yield at difcretion. 
The Governor was going to fatisfy his commands, 
if a Captain named Faqiiihi had not hindered him. Fa- 
q uihi excited the people to defend him, sutd pevailed* 
'j'hey put him. at the head of the troops that were in- the 
city, and he was fo bold as to fally forth and attack the 
Moguls. They repulfed him fmartly,and all he could do 
was to get back info the place. A great number of 
Tartars entering promifcooufly with his foldiers, feized 
the gates, and made themfelves mafters of Hamadan. 
After which, Httbbe returned back, and marched 
againft Tauris with Suida; but the Governor of this 
city, informed of their defigttby fome hired fpies^ fent 
them fhe tribute that he owed, by perfons of addrefs, 
whojuftifiedhim fo to-thefeGenerals, that the Moguls^ 
inftead of continuing their march to Tauris, went to 
Selmas and to Couy, to fubdue thefe cities, which 
were at the fartheftv part of A zerbijana, on the weft 
fide .♦ 

They had no focmer taken^ and plundered themV 
than they turned their arms to the north, and went to 
Nafchivan a city of Aran^ fituate between Azerbijana 
and Armenia. This place was treated like the others^ 
yet with IcfsrigourthaftPilcanjwhich alfo lay in Aran,. 
and was the chief place of trade in all the province^ 
Pilcan being a towi>well fortified, it coft the ehemy 
a great^deal of time to take it, who to* revenge them- 
felves for this refiffanoe, committed moft crael aftions. 
Gangea, another city of Arao, was more fortuntey 
for it immcdi«Ltely opened its gates,, which was the^ 
reafon no damage wa&'done to its inhabitants. 

The Moguls were in this laft mentioned city, wheo^ 
they were informed by fom« fpies thaSa great number of 
Georgians were preparing to come and attack them. 
On this advice they i^efolved to wait their coming in 
the province of A ra»;. and thefe Generals agreed that, 
when the enemy was not far off from them, Hubbe 
fliould put himfelf i».ambufcade with five thoufand 
ehofen men, and that Suida fhould marchr with the 
grofs of the army as if he went ta give them battle^^

This defigjt being exetmed as it uras agreed, Are 
enemy took Suida's retreat for a real flighty sad fm ju 
fued biiD'. Hub^be ciMiitfi^ o«it tMr-bis^anibittfcade, tbefii 
two Geaerals cut th6 Georgiam m pieces, who inrthia 
one day loft thirty thoufand men. The reft eleaped 
back to Georgia ; whcps they Were hardly adrrived^vhen 
news was fpread orer tbe icountry that tile Moguls imtt 
cofliing to believe. Teflis ; 6h whicii account tetror 
feized the inhabitants-of this city^ and tbofe on tlw 
frontiers, whom the Midguts api^roach^ ca«fed tgxRy 
farther up into the country. Yet notwithftatldiog the 
fright the people were in^ the comnianders and foMiem 
knowingthe difficulty of the way 9. and Janes, rat to 
guard them ; and the M4>gula aaet with fo many 
turnings and narrow lanes^bat they were difhearteiied^ 
and immediately retreated. ^Tis faid. that ^iat iUa 
jun£kure a Mogul who advanoed too far was ^mad^ 
prifoner, and that his oiwn misfortune and the ihame 
of feeing his companions retire back, fo affltSied hia^ 
thai he killed himfelf.

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CHAP. XXXVI. 

CENGHIZCAH^S EMPLOYMENTS JDURIIJO THE EXPEDITI.' 
\ON OF THE GENERALS AND HUBBE SUIOXA IN AZER- 
Br|AIIA» AND WHAT THE OTHER GENERALS OF THE 
; ARMY DID. 

AFTER ehc battle of Indus, thro* the feverity of 
the winter, Gengbizcan v?as obliged to take up 
Ills quarters ofi the frontiers of India, and to let his 
araiyr reft, which was extremely fatigued. After he 
bad a little recovered them, he ordered a huntifl^, 
i^llitH iafted one part of the ieafon* But when he 
^l^tkefpring apprpching, he diftributedto his Lieu« 
tenants, that they might continue to make new con- 
qiiel^s, thofe of his troops who were in good conditio 
911,. and kept the reft that were roo$ out of order to 
manage himfelf^ 

He fent into the country of Herat, which had re- 
volted, four fcore thoufand men under the command 
Qf Ilencoa Nevian, and ordered himlo wstch the 
motions of the thirty-thoufand ilialecontents who had 
abondoned Gelaleddin's army after having fo bravely 
(ought the battle of Birouan, He fent ^away twenty 
thoufand men under-the command of Bela, to the 
country of Multane, to refift the JSukan if lie appear- 
ed on that fide the country. 

He charged his fonO£iaito go with the troops un« 
der his command and conquer Gazaa, and to ch>as- 
tife th< inhabitants of that city for having fupptied. 
his gre^teft enemy with fuccours. He gave to Zaga- 
t^i fixty-dioufand Tartars to go into- the pro vi^nces of 
SendQ and Quirman, to {hut up thefe countries from^ 
the Sultan. A needlefs precaution ! for GeUleddin. 
was' returned into Quirman fo foon as he heard the . 
JEo^j^eror was got into Mogoliftan. 

1'he Grand Can, on the receipt of fome letters froia 
iCKiQa, refoivetf'lo quit the provinces of Perfia to re- 
t^rti nearer to the Oxus, where they informed him 
that bis longabfence had caufed the Chinefe to grow~ 
every day more infolent, and wifb nothing more than 
^o fee jd^ina again governed by its natural Prince ; 
^t^^y ^eeoied difpc^fed to revolt, and follow the ex«^ 
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dmple oFChidarcou the Can of Tangut, who, fecond^ 
ed by the Moguls' fecret eDCfniea, bad (urprizied ihc 
city of Compion, in fpitc of the refiftance ii^ad^ by 
the Governor. On this informauon Gcogfaizcm 
fent orders to his brother Utakin, and went yp as 
far as Candahar with the rcraander of his troops, be- 
fieged and took this city, and therb wailed a long liofe^ 
cxpeftirtg to hear news of his artty. 

The city of Condahar was fituat«d ill thirty *tibrce 
decrees of latitude. It was an amieAt dty, aftdHie 
c^nbil of a province of that name. Se^etarhiftorW 
ans m\l have it to be one of thofe WItich Al^lcaWd^r 
caufed to be built in thofe parts, andliadied Al€x&(i<r 
dria. Geographers are divided a^ to it^ fituaifdn; 
fome place it in the country of Sende, others in Iti^ 
dia, and otb^rs-in i'erfia : and the Kings of both thefe 
laft mentioned countries willingly crediting the dpi-.^ 
nit>n of thofe writers who favour their pretenfion^ to 
it, fail not alternately to feize of. this city every tiiSer 
an opportunity prefents^ and plead that it belongs tb 
him, whoever gets it. The trade this city carries Oil 
vith the three countries beforementioned, to ^hieh 
it ferves as a (rontier.town, makes the inhabitints ve^ 
ry tich. . 

Multiane, a city in India, fitudte in twenty -tilfte de^ 
gveesaiid forty minutes of latitude, fell alfo 'fometime 
after into the Moguls hands by the valour Of Btik Ke. 
vian ; but this Grcneral did not go fo far as Lkhol*^ 
as he was ordered, becaufebe knew there w^s in tha| 
place a ftronger army than his. A P4tan, named G»^ 
badia, had knt that thofe forces there, beHeVing te 
<iUght rather to^ prrovide agaiafi tfce Moguls and Talr- 
tars than againft Gelaleddin, iho' this Sultan was 4K 
arms ^ven then on- the fronties of his coufttry, -^Th 
true, Gelaleddin was not in a conditii^n to be much 
feared, having fb few troops With him; ti6T had he 
done any thing bui? made a flight jrrapti6n 6n the *8rt 
ritories of a Piince natned Kana^ whd^had infiftttd 
him, and whom he .killed. • *^- '- 

Ilencou executed the orders he had received ctfn:. 
ccrning Herat with much ^ruelty^. -We hfevealrea<ft> 
ficiated how tlie people of^hiscdHntry hadtiMi^'^m 
with Tulican, whogave, theop.a Governor; but lov- 
ing their native Prince extremely, and the Mahome- ' 
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tan religion, which indeed was the ftrongeft tnOtlve, 
they foon revolted from the Moguls, and threw ofiT 
*heir yoke fo foon as they faw their Prince appear, 
and tumuhioufly killed Aboubequir who governed 
ihcm^ put to the fword all . thofe who took Geh- 
ghizc^n's part in that city, and chofe a Governor 
flamed Moubarezeddin. ThisaClion wasdon^&'at the 
time when the thirty-thoufand roaleconttnts joined 
the Sultan; for the inhabitants of the country of He- 
rat,, feeing To fine an army under their Prince's com« 
mand, Relieved his affair would take abetter turn, 
and that he would be re-e(lablilhed, and fo thought 
they migtit revolt with impunity, 
, Prince CoUtoucou had immediately received orders 
to Cha(tifethei1n; but having been beat at fiirouari, 
the Emperor had been obliged to defer his ven- 
geance for fome time. At laU he fent Ilencou to 
Herat with orders to riiin all the country^ and 
to deftroy the thirty -thoufand men who had aff^fted 
ihe Sulun. This General employed fix whole months 
in acquitting hiiptfelf of this commiilion; and being 
Teniible that the- mdri? cruelty he Ihcwed, the more 
hismafter would bepleafed withhim hefeC all on fire^ 
SLi\d BIJed with blood all the city and country. The 
Moguls boafted thcy.had killed above fixteen4iundre^ 
thoufand perfons, comprehending the thirty-thoufand 
taalegontents which, ilencou had orders tofight^ and 
Mhichhe entirely defeated, th3* with much difficulty^ 
Oftai alfo fetoui from the borders of I»idia to go 
to the country of Gazna, to execu.te the Emperor*$ 
o'rqers. He wa3 no fooner arrived' there, but.he e<- 
^rcifed all forts of cruelties j not that this Prince was 
naturally bloody, blithe knew hii father was.fo, and 
that he hated thefe people^ to whom he imputed the 
lofs of his armies : in truths they had always affifted thp 
Sultan Gelaleddin as much a&^ey were able. AfteV 
0£tai had got ppflfctrtoft of all the places in this country 
that were of leaftftrengilia he Tat doivn before the prin*- 
cipal qity, at that time called Daralmulke, or the royal 
city« be'caiife it )iad been tfie capital of the kingdom of 
the children of Sub|i£lequin,whi>had heretofore polTelW- 
ed i>.otlvthe empires.of Perfia anil India* This city^ 
which is how palledCazna,was furniihed with all i^hi^gs 
,jDe6e^ry ^9 fuftatn a liege ; and beiiides a i^rong^ariir 
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fon, Gdaleddia W placed there a very brave and 
experienced man for their Governor^ 

This Governor reprefented to the inhabitants 
that the Mogul Emperor hated them more than ati 
the reft of the Sultan's fubjefts; that they 
ought not to cxpeft any mercy from a Prince 
^fiho wa5i both an idolator and a cruel perfon; that he 
had fworn their ruin, and that by confequchce it was 
in vain for them to imagine to melt or (often him by 
any fiibmiffions : in fine, he fo well animated the people 
of Gaznaagainft Genghizcan, that they allrefolvedi 
to lofe their lives in the defence of their city, rather 
than vainly fue to him. Nor did they by their afti. 
ons bely their words, or aft below this generous refo- 
lution. They made frequent fallies, and with good 
fuccefs, upon the labourers^ and feveral times over* 
threw their works. They twice beat down the mounu 
of earth the enemies raifed to plafe their engines on ; 
they broke above hundred of their battering rams. 
But all thefe attempts proved ufelefs, for one nighty 
after an obftinate fight they had in the day time, in 
which Oftai himfelf had fought in perfon to encourage 
his foldiers, who began to be daunted, one fide of the 
walls of the city fell down, and unfortunately fiWed 
up the ditch with its ruins, fo that a great numbef 
of the Moguls and Tartars entered with eafe into 
the place fword in hand. The Governor perceiving 
bow much this accident had dafhed the Inhabitant's 
ct>urage, and that he could not long fuftaia th? Mo- 
guls attacrkS) refolved to die like a gallant man ; and 
putting himfetf at the head of the braveft of his fol- 
diers, charged amidft the thickeft of the enemies, wher6 
he and all with him were flain, after having killed 
many of the enemies. Neverthelefs the city of Gai- 
na was not entirely ruined, nor did all its inhabitants 
perifh, like thofe of thofe fome other cities we have 
mentioneded : for the ]^iundering it did not laft above 
four or five hours, Oftai caufing il to ceafe, and tax^ 
pig the inhabitants who were left alive, at a certain 
JTutn, which they gave to buy the thy till fuch time as 
all the provinte was reduced to tht obedience of the 
Tfraperor his father,' whom he afterwards went to join 
in Tartary^ to give an account of hiftonduft.

But being 
in a country whofe climate was very different from 
that they were born ;tn,*^hen the fcorching winds 
cuftomary in this plaee5<l)egan to blow, they fell lick 
aimoft all of ihem, anc^a gre^t number died; and the 
greateft part of thofe that lived, remained fo weak and 
languilhing, that if the Sultan had then had any army 
to opppfe them, it is not to Be doubted but he had en*r 
tirely ruined this of the Moguls. 

The advantages the Perfians gained from their fick- 
nefs, were, that their enemies could not attack the 
country of Fars, nor one part of Couziftan, which 
according to the difpofal the late King of Carizme 
made of his kingdoms, belonged to Cayafeddin, SuU 
tan Gelaleddin's younger brother. It contained 
flrong cities^ which would kave defended themfelves* 
Thus Cayafeddin efca(^ed the Tartars for the prefent..

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compliments, and believed thttthesy only fought hmr 
to feizeon this important paflage, to hold all the coun- 
try in fubjedion, aiifd drive him out of -his krngdbni^ 
For this rtafon, when they again priffcd lihn importu- 
nately for leave to pafs by the ilrairsoPOerbeirde/he 
anfwered them, that this did. not lie in his po.wer^ixni;e 
the people who inhabited thefe firaits, dfd not adcftev-* 
ledge any one for their mafter; and wereTo jealous,"thdt 
they would not fuffer more than ten men at a time to pafs 
that way/ and thofe men too muft not be iltangers or 
fufpefted perfons. Notwithftanding this anlwer, the 
Moguls, after having ufed intreaties to no purpoie, 
porceeded to threats, and told the Kingof Schirouane^ 
that fince they found that nothing could be obtained 
from him by fair means, whatever affurances they gav^ 
him of their fincerity, they now declared to him, that 
they not only expefted that the gates of ihofe ftraits 
ihould be opened to them to pafs through, to return inti^ 
their own country thro' the countries of the Alani, Tar- 
tary and Capfchac, according to the orders that had been 

Svcn them ; but moreover, that his officers ,flioutd *te 
eir guides. The King having confidcu'e4 9,f it, gratlt^ 
6d the Mqgul Generals their demands. 

After fiFieen days march, during which they went 
above fdrty kagiies by the woods, rpcjks and i^^riow 
paffages of Mount Caucafus, the Mogul army, led by the 
\King of Schirouane's guides, arrived lafely at Deifbepdc, 
having puffed thro^ thofe ft raits, not without admitatJlorn 
6( the^manner, nature and art had wrought together fey: 
the defence of this paffage* Hiibbe and Suida free^^ 
<onffeft that it was trot to:be forced. The very walt^, 
wl?i(th were fix foot tbick,were made of a certain matter, 
compofed of. lumps of gravel andihells potinded toge- 
ther, wljithw.as much harder than apj kind o£ (tb«e 
ivhitfdcver. 

This pstttage was called by the anticnts Portjje Cafpiae, 
at the Cafpian gates j^ and the word Derbeode in Perfi9!ti 
properly fignifies. The f^ftenings of the gates. It is 
fituate in 43 degrees of latitude, betwixt the C*{pian IHa 
and a Mountain of the fame name^ tiynvhjeh one m^ullf 
of neceffiiy pafs to go into Tartary,' tp the .Alani,. tfte 
CiTcaffians, arid the people of Capfchac,^v1len,ol;ie cotnes 
from Yrac, Azerbijana, Syria, and Armenia, -Th^reis 
])ctweenthe fea and the Mountait^a fpace a ^uarterdf

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^It^agne broad; m thJs fpace were built, at three 
^rfour hundrai paces from one another, two ^hick 
l^alU, fou0d^ on the rock, and reaching from the 
wountaia to the fca ; fo that aH pa^gers were 
ol^iged to pafs thro* by the iroa gates which were 
i,a thefe walls. The fpace taken in by there walls 
ipade a third part of the city caMed Scheheryounan, 
(l|at is to fay^ the city of Greeks, becaufc h ^as built' 
l^y ike command of Afcxander the Great; you in 
qyalie«t Greek %nifyving Greeoe. Bat it ^as not in 
this quarter df It that Dei^nde wasW)^ peopled, nor' 
ipthc Wgher parts ^.hich wweomthcfideof the moun- 
tsin tQW'ardsthe top altho' itwas much more peopled* 
ijhan Scheberyoonan. Tfee ^reaieft number of inhabi- 
taitt9Wereinapla€ec^k4<he Moyen^ne, a city at the 
foptof the mountain. Thefe three pairts which -com - 
Itaff^d the city, wserc near three. cjTr^prers'of a league in 
lengthf tlio' ihey were not very im>ad. It was a place 
of Q0 great trade, by reafon iof the preud and •untraft- 
able humpur of the inhaJHtants. 
, The Perfians fay, lihat Derbende.jiaving been once 
rained, the great Cofroes caurfed it to be rebuilt, in the 
ineigHof Juftinian the Emperor of Conftantinople. 
There wa^ a^lfo a kind of port where boats and vefl'els 
daily atrived, and which was ihut in by a -chain faft- 
ened to twB forts, which hindered any feom entering 
into the place by fea without>4eave. All this at prefent 
n defended by a ca(lle which is on the top of the 
mountain; and the orientals {ay, that fince Alexander 
led his army by the way of Derbende, notie can re- 
member that any othgrbut Genghizcan's paffed that 
way. \ '■ ^ ;. 

Whstt Htibbe and Suida were got bey^oad Derbcnde, 
they found themfelves. in the country of the Alani, 
who, according to Si^rabo's report, could fpeak twenty 
five languages. This 'country is the antienpt Albania^ 
fituate between the-Cafpia« fea and Iberia, in 37 de- 
gjrees of latitude. . Thefe ^people, who are at prefent 
called the Tartars -of BagWeftan, were extremely fur- 
prized A)» feei>oaa4^isidden*i^efe two Geiierals appear^ 
of whom they had not fo much as heard any mention: 
and'fearingUheyhadTome defi^ upoii their liberties, 
they'atfiift did them all the muchief, andputtheitito 
^l the tsx^abkimaiginab W They cut down^he wo&d« 
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te>> ftdp up the Iane9, fanrokc up^ the roads^ and (poiltd^ 
all the corn and proviilans, . to caufe the Mogula to< 
jferitb: yet all this did not hinde^Tarcou, the ehieff 
of their cities, from being taken and ruined. The^ 
Circaffians having jpined the Alapi^ they. mucK^rilw^ 
barafled Suida and Hubbe, till fucb time as theje tvb 
Qenerala having: foiHid the wajr to furprize Ter^ui,.. 
the capital of Circaffia9.conqiiered4>oth9 notwiihftahda 
ing the fuccoursthefe people received frt^mtfae Calmue.: 
Tartars bordering on the V95tgf and Cafpian fea^.irlk;>it^ 
they defired to <enter into a league with thew^ 

The Mogul Generals forefecing^ that if thefe ot)ier^ 
Tartars joined in the league wiih the Alani and Cir^x 
oaQians, and that if theft nations raifed all the forcea: . 
they could agf iiift them, they could not withfland tbeai^ 
whoUy: applied tbemfelves to breaksthis confederacy.*.. 
toefFe^TA^hieh^.they fcnt meflengers to the Calmutk^^ 
to reprefeni' to them thairthey were Tarttirsu^s well a* 
they, and all of the fame ' nation > whereas tie Alaidi: 
and Circaifian^ were their profeft enenues ; and tb^^ 
they allied notHng^buitoremrn to their own conn-- 
try, and defired, them tabe the arbitratorsof this *war»i 
The Moguls rearons,.attended with feverai prefents^^ 
l6r the heads* of the Calmuck^hords, who were note 
willing to pfovoke them farther, made them change '- 
their, minds, and recall their troops ; Jo that the Alanu 
and Circal&ans. feeing themfelves deprived of their 
afflftance, foon. lo& all courage^ ^ and gave way ta» 
their enemies* 

Whilft.thefe two Mogul Generals heM correfpoh* 
d&nee wilh the Galmuck Tartars, they pafled the VoU. 
ga^with eafe^ and entered into Caplcl^c : but it be-'. 
ingjate in the year before tbey> arrived^, they were 
obliged to pafs. the winter there,whieh very much dis^:^ 
pleafed their hoft^; and their long continuance there- 
havaingin the end. given birth todfeveraL feuds^ their, 
friendfliip endedi Neverthelefs^. tbe^ Moguls havin^^ 
fortified themfelves in the country, and learntthat; 
they might be relieved. by Toufchican, wha was; near; . 
they feat aaexprefs tahim^,to in{bitiaJiim.oltfae*can«lr 
4itio& tbey were ifik 

This Srince immediately fentiaway^the Iffcfl^rt'ofr 
M^.troops^tQ^them^ led by. &ch:« ftilfulo^mmanders^^, 
tlkriahe^^ftnHitlt jnea«s.to join thefe two/Generais^I 
aifili«iihfiandii)ig^aU ihei eflPort^ o£ their enemies toiiin J 
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<Kr thenu And all thtfe troops thus joined, made a 
Gonfiderable army who without much trouble con- 
(trained thefe people to acknowledge Genghizcan for 
rficir Emperor, as well as thte major part of the other 
Tartars who acknowledged him. Toufchican being: 
obliged to go to Court, fent advice of -his departure 
to Hubbe and Suida, whom he Ifeft matters of Cap- 
fihac in his abfengc, with order to attack the Nogay s; 
vho had oiFended him» 

The winter having frozen the rive/s^ gave the Mo-^ 
guls an eafy paiTage over places, which would have 
otherwife much embarafled them* By this means they* 
"v^nt as far as Aftracan, which they fubdued : and 
this war, which lafted fix or feven months, was not; 
finilhed till fuch time as the Nogays had acknowledge^ 
ed Toufchi for their Sovereign, and Genghizcan for 
their Grand Cam Hubbe and Suida remained in this 
country till the autumn of the year following, 1224 S^ 
ftnd then Toufchi being returned from Court, and from 
the Diet which was held at Toncat, they left it witb^ 
the troops they had brought with theni,. before thofe: 
this Prince fent them, had joined them^ 

The city of Aftracan, which the Mahometans cal* 
led Hadgi Tarcan,4sin the Ifle of £]gpi, which fepa«^ 
rates Europe from Afia, and makes part of the coun- 
tries of the Tartars of Nogay-* It ijifituatein 46 de- 
grees 22 minutes of latitude, abaut fifty leauges froia^ 
the Cafpian (ea, into which feveral rivers difchargfe: 
themfelves. Its walls| inftead of baftiahs, havetow«> 
crs offtone; ai^ are furniftied with feveral pieces of ^ 
brafs cannon. The garrifon of the city is always av 
ftroBg.one, The trade is carried on with the Nogays.* 
by the Calftiucks and other Tartars ji^as^^ alfb by iher: 
Mufcovites, Perfians and Armenians* Its principaJU 
traffick is in "filks and brandy^ The CzaroEMuC- 
covy raife&a great rev^nueby the ta^^es be ia£4& ugosii 
them* . 
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' CHAP. XXXIK* 

«ENGHIZCAN'S DEPARTURE FROM S06DIANA:70R THR 
DIED AT TONCAT. THE. AREiVAL OF TH^ PKINCEf 
HIS SONS AT THIS DIET. 

WHEN flie Mogril Emperorliad refolvcd on his 
departure from Sogdiana to go to the Diet 
^hich he had called together at Toncat, he freed the 
people of this province for fevcrul years from thep^y* 
aient of.the ufual tribute, "bccaufeiie was Avetl pleafbd 
with their deportment to Wm. And to give the 
Lords of this country f^me particular marks of his 
alfeftion, he remitted to them during their wl)ole 
lives the taxes wbi<^h the nqbilhy of eatch kingdom 
vere obliged to pay their Prince. This proceeding 
of the Emperor caufed much joy to the inhabitant^ 
of Samarcand. But the joy was not fo univerfal in 
the city^ it being damped with feeing the Queen Tyr- 
can-Catun, who Aad been "brought thither a prifoner 
with her Court^ and all the great officers of the cm^ 
pre that had been taken, led as in tfiun^ph before 
the Grand Can*s army, who was going to pafs thro* 
thofe countries where (he was ftitl beloved. Her 
Ifaram, or the ladies of her feragHo, followed hen 
The great officers belonging once to Sultan Mehomed 
marched aft^. Then. the throne and crown which 
he had taken from the Sultan, and his mother, were 
i)orne in ftate* In this manner Genehizcan marched 
out of Sogdiana, after having lived their near a year, 
and went to the river Jaxartes which he crofTed over. 
He arrived at Toncat the heginping pf tlie year of 
eur Lord 1224, and of (he Hegira 62r» He had 
made choice of this city tpl^old the Diet in, both be- 
caufe of its agreeable fituation, and by reafon it was 
able to furniih in a faflicient manner provifions and 
all other things needful for*fo numerous an a'Bembly^ 
The Princes Oftai and Zagatai repaired to Court as 
Coon as it was poffible for them, after having diftribut« 
ed into difFerem p^Iaces the armies they commanded. 
The two bodies of forces under Zagatai were rejoin- 
ed in Tocareftan ; but having ruined the countries of 
Talcan and Bamian, he was obliged to return up to 
the Oxus to fubfift them, and did not crofs over it 
till, he came to Bedacfchan. From thence he conti- 
I3ued his way eailward bj the coiafines^^f Torqueftan^ 
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^fh^ W^W'te far as Otfar^ iirbere he fixed the head 
-quarters^* Ms ai^i/, wbou he caufed to encamp ia

Altho* this plain was feven leagues long, yet it could 
hardly contain the tents and attendants of all thefe 
great perfons who were to be prefent at this affem- 
bly : The greateft part of them had caufed their mo- 
veable houfes to be drawn thither, and every Lord 
had a numerous retinue. Th^e houfes were built upon 
itvheels, which carried very \oiig pieces of wood fatten- 
ed to their axletrees, on whith all the machine was 
retted ; and the axletrees bearing ail the weight, they * 
made them of the hardett wood they could get. Thefe 
houfes refembled our tents in Europe, the floor was 
of wood, in four fides were enclofed with cane-work 
or laths. The roof was raifed in the fafliion of a dome 
and on the top there was a round hole which ferved 
both for a window and chimney ; but if the houfe was 
large, they ufed fome other opening lower, to render 
the place more light. Some were covered with felt 
rubbed with flieep's milk, fo that the rain might rua 
off without penetrating it* Hut what was pradifed 
only by poor people ; for the rich caufed the felt to 
be plaitteredover with a compofition in which was a 
great deal of tallow, which was lefs eafy to be pene- 
trated by the rain. There are fpme curious people, 
who, to be dittinguifhed from the reft, caufed their 
houfes to be covered with ftufFsof various colours* 

They make thefe houfes larger or fmaller as they 
pleafe, but they are always longer than broad; and 
however light the wood is they are made of, they are 
Ibmetimcs fo heavy, by reafon of the furniture they 
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^anUin, that they are obliged to put to one* of them 
thirty oxen to draw it afong. ' There are fome that 
are made to take to pieces, and fet together at plea-. 
fiire; and others that always remain fixed on their 
iifheels, which are thofe that can be drawn by two 
or three oxen, which generally ferve for ftore-houfes 
to put up the bed of the furniture, apd clothesl 
And the great Lords having abundance of tbefe little 
loufes, caufed them to placed round about their prin« 
cipal lodging ; fo that the dwelling place of every no- 
bleman thusdifpofed appears a. camp. And we mufl: 
4>bferve^ that the door of every houfe is always turn<^ 
«dto the fouth. 

The oxen -which draw thefe houfes are the fineft or- 
nament of the Moguls and Tartars equipages, becaufe 
they all ftrive to have fine one^. There are oxen fo 
dear, that they cannot be purchafed but by very rich' 
people thofe that are moil efteemed come from the 
country of Tangut : thefe are extremely ftrong, and 
there are fome of tiiem have hair like horfes ; and the 
moft part have that on their tails white, and as foft a9 
fiik. They make ufe of camels in fome places; but 
the ufe of 'oxen is much more common. 

When they had marked out the King*s quarters in 
the pliain, which took up near two leages in compafs,' 
and the ftreets, publick places, bazars or markets were 
appointed, they pitched the tents for the Emperor's 
boufhold. That which wa« made for the Diet to (it 
in would contain at lead two thoufand perfons; and 
to diftinguifli it friQ^ the reft, it was covered with' 
nirbite. They eredM a magnificent throne for Gen- 
ghiscaii, and forgot not place on an eminence the 
black felt-carpet on which this Prince was feated when 
iie was proclaimed Grand Can^ And this emblem of 
the poor eftate of the Moguls isit that time was always 
held in the great veneration by them^ fo long as their 
empire lafted. The tent for the Diet had but two 
great entrances, the one they named the imperial 
gate, the other the publick. All the members of the 
affembly were not allowed to enter or go forth but 
by the common gate, altho' they both ftood open. 
The imperial one was referved for the Emperor only 
to come in at; and the people refpe£led it in fuch a 
laanner^ that no mao^ . of what quality foever^ <lid 
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once approach it^ tbo' tfaere was no ^ard placed to 
keep tbcm o»l. The guards vbich were at the cocn.^ 
mon door, ferved only for a fliew of grandienr; ibr 
the orders given were fo cxaftly obferved by every* 
body, that no diforder ever happened amoifgd tbem*. 
Altho' the luxury of the Princes and chief Mogot 
Lords was not yet come to the height it arrived at a ti 
ler Genghi2can*s doaih, yet there appeared a greara 
deal of magnificenoe in tfacir hahiis and equipa^J 
On the greateA pari of the cients there were plaoedt 
ftreamersof tJivers colours^ made of the richeift fiifcs > 
nothing could be a fipcr fight. Tbe Frmce^ aiMl 
Lord's horfes had faddles and furniture fetvrith {]h««» 
cious ilanes asd goldf whiek ieemed to ^e with each 
other. The h»b^* ibe Mognb wore, 'were like ^kode

of Sende beyond the Indus as far as the Perfian fea, 
Coraffana^ Mazendran, and other parts of the great 
empire of Perfia, all acknowledged Genghizcan for 
iheir Sovereign, exceptir>g the little country of Fars, 
the conqueft of which he had been obliged to leave 
to his Lieutenants. 

He was not content to ^eja|e the number and namei* 
of the countries he had ^coMuered, but ordered, as 
the moft effeftual means to convince the Diet of hi* 
greatnefg, that all the Ambaffadors fliould be cahtd 
into theafflembly/ wha had. followed the Court, ^nd 
vho were at this time tn their tents, which were pitch- 
ed round the imperial tem,asalfo all the envoys and 
deputies fent f^onk the kingdoms- and countries he 
Had fubdaed. They all went to the foot of the throne, 
and there he gave them audience. After which he 
difmifled the afiembly,, and every one retired to bis 
home. 

Toufchi, who^ looked on- Capfchac as his own 
kingdom^ foon after toolcr leave of the Emperor, who 
confirmed to him^his grant of the Sovereign autlk)ri-r 
ty over it, and gave him leave to take under his com- 
mand the troops which now were with Hubbe and 
5iiida^ the better to fupport bis dignity, and fubduo-* 
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the neighbouring Princes who fiiould go aboottovo. 
left him. * 

Prince Toufchi was no fboner arrived in Capfchac, 
but the two Generals put their droops into his hands, 
and returned co the Grand Can, whom they found ftiil 
at Toncat* He gWc; them a good reception, accepted 
their prefents, and caufed rich veils to be given them. 
He went from Toncat feon after, attended ^ith them 
and all his Court, making always the captive Queen to 
foHow him, mounted on a chariot, and loaded with 
irons, to fliew to the eyes of the nations a proud mo- 
nument of his viftories. When he was on his march, 
he gave an hour's converfation every day to Hubbe 
and Suida, to relate to him their expeditions, and 
the rarities they had coipe to the4enowledge of in ^the 
ftrange countries they had been in, which they enter- 
tained him with ; fo that they had (till fometbihg^tnew 
Tto fatisfy the Emperor's xuriofity till he arrived ia 
JMogoiiftan.

great irejoicings.*'* Aii infinite 'liupibef d'f marriages* 
were celebrated at Cara6ofk>m) and in Mogoliftan. 
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The tmperorhimfelf married the Princcffes his fons,' 
daqghtefs 4K> Princes of his own blood • and their 
manriarg^ were kept with publick feafts, fiiitable ta' 
the qunlitf of their hulbands. The treats, and horfeJ 
races aft«r ihecuftom of the Moguls, a long time di- 
rer ted the. Court; and the foldiers being ioadcn with' 
ridi plunder, feveral bought the handfomeft maids the/ 
ccmhd light:of, and married them. Which was much 
pra£tii(id dmongft the Moguls and Tartars, their laws 
permitting theili fo to do, provided thofe they marri-* 
ed were Neither their fitters nor aunts. A man might 
msLtty* two oww fitters, nay, even his father's wives^^ 
after hi^ deceafe, only her excepted of whom he was 
the foi»^ 

They did not o^ferveany great Ceremonies in their 
marriages. They contented themfelves with the mu- 
tual confent of botbpartFQ^, managed by the fathers' 
and mothers. The marriage being concluded on, the* 
father of the maid received from the bridegroom the 
font of Inaoney agreed upon > after which he gave a 
gr-eat^ h«in^U€t to alt his. fbn-4nii.l£kw^s ' relations, bothf 
mea and womenr, atwhi'ch'his- own likewife did not* 
f^itobe prefent# In-^ the midffi of this ftaft, the 
btide*^^ got away, and - went tof^hide ^berfelf wifh fome^

and free exercifc of their religions. They ^ere- a peo- 
ple curious of knowing fecrets, and particularly ap- 
plied themfelves to the Symia,^which teaches to make 
things appear which were not of being, ^nd thofe dis- 
appear which were prefent. Their {kill in this fcience 
6ccafi9ned thefe people to pafs for magicians or con- 
jurers amongft the Turks and Tartars. 

Succuir is ftill dependent on Tangut. It has its 
cities, and its capital is called alfo Succuir, in which 
all the houfes are built of brick, and the inhabitants 
are of the fame fefis as thofe of Sachion. The moun- 
tafns adjacent da produce the beft rhubarb of any, 
plsict iu' alJ the country of Tangut. They dig it up in 
the winter, becaufe in fummer the root is lull of holes, 
and hollow like a fponge, if gathered in that feafon. 
There arc i» this province. almoft all fort of fruits 
that grow in Europe, except grapes. The people are 
w^ll-br^d, and the men are not debauched, as ^t Ca- 
nUul, a city near ft. They believe in Tangut that it is 
a fin for a man to endeavour to feduce a wife or a maid } 
but at the fame time they think it no crime to lie 
with a woman, if fhe makes the oifer. The men are 
little of ftature, have black hair ; their nofes are fhort 
and fmall, and they have little hair on their chins.. 
They generally have as many wives as they are able to 
maintain. The women and men both ware black cap» 
made pecked at the top like a fugar loaf. Their money 
is little bits of filver without any (lamp on it, with whack 
they buy what they waiil, and is valued by its weight. 
'Tis out of this country that the fine wild oxen come^ 
of which mention is made before. There are alfo ve- 
ry large elephants and beautiful cows i and 'tis a thfn^ 
worthy obfervation, that this cow will not fufier the 
bull to come near them, unlefs they hear fome body 
fing to excite them to it. 

The Tartars of Tangut make \ife ©f aft rologer^ 
in almoft all their afFairs, and they will not undertake 
any bufinefs without firft confulting one who obferve* 
the ftates, and point out a lucky moment to begin it. 
They even confult the aftrologers about burying theii^ 
dead, who are not intered till after very exaft obferva- 
tious made* And to prevent a dead corps infefliujB 
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die houfe iF it be kept long imlmned, tbey ptH it imtm^ 
a coffin made of very thick hard wood, and ftop all the 
crevices with pitch, after having put into it camphiro 
and other permraes ; and then cover it with ibcbe rich 
pall. But becaufe they ferve their dead with the fame 
meats they ufed whiift Uving, they uncover the coffin, 
near which they iet the meats, and leave it fo long a 
time as the deceafed ufed generally to fit at dinncCf 
being perfuaded that his fpirit U prefem, and fees aU. 
that is done in the houfe, and that Jte feeds on the fceiit 
cf the meats. When theaAroIc^er thinks it a proper 
time to bury thexlead perfon, he tnuft Hill make farther 
cbfervations to know whether they muft carry the bor 
dy out hy the door of the bonfe a& u^uai, or make 
another ; for if they omit exadly to follow all lusdirec«. 
tions, they fail not to impute to thisaa^dbfcrAratioa aU 
the misfortunes that befal the family* After, all thelb 
ceremonies they carry the body outof the city to burn 
it. It is followed by his relations and friend^ but 
feveral times fet down by the way in huts built oajpur- 
pofe, in every one of which they had a <Mc ^mstt^ 
and meats upon it for ^im« 
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CHAP. XUI. 

CBNGHIZCAN'S M4RCH TO TANGUT. THE LAST ACT!- 
ONS OF THE SOLTAN GELALEDDIN AT HIS RETURN 

' FROM INDIA. THE BATTLE FOUGHT WITH SCH1DA8- 
ecu THE S^OVEREIGN OF TANGUT. 

THE nwrin part of Genghi^can's army were not 
in a condiHon to marth and join the troops at 
^anguttill about the month of June in iheyear 1425. 
'Heg. 628, and then tliejr w^re obliged to provi<ie 
^gainfttbe feafon, becaufethe warm weather did not 
Hifually bfegin in Tangut till about the end of that 
'month, and th^ country could not furnifh but very few 
flieceflarie3 before that time. 

TThis Emperor would always fhare the fatigues and 
liardftiips of war with his foldiers. He made a review 
Tof hi^ troops ; after which he ordered a hundred thou- 
Cand men for Cb4na, where he feared a revolt, if fof-- 
tuiie favoured Sdhidafcou : then with three hundred 
and fifty thotifand which remained, including chofe 
that Were already gone to Tan;^ti ^^ began his marcH, 
He divided his army into tfen bodies^ to each of whicli 
*e alEgn^d ^ particular General. The Princes Za- 
9gatai and Odai commanded the two firft ; the others 
-vere under the command of Carafchar, Ilencou, 
fiela, Hubbe, Suida, and other Lords who had fig. 
^aaliited themfelves in the ^aft wars. But aU 
thefe Generals were fubje^ to Prince Tuli. 
'jbefides thefe^ he had a ftying camp of broken officei^ 
tfbr the inftrudion of bis grandfons Cublay and 
Hulacou, ^ho in the end became very great men. 

Aftet feveral weeks m^reh from the country of 
Mogbliftan, the army droflfeda defart which was forty 
days journey over, ih the province that lay mofl 
•^aftward of the Naimans ; and when he was arrived 
on the frontiers of Tiangut, which was alfo called 
Cachin, the Emp^tor made his coming known 4^ 
Schidafcou by taking of the city of Ezine, which his 
troops that were before arrived had rendered unable 
to hold but Ibng againi! hinti. The fudden redu£lion 
of this city gave leave, to* his troops to repofc and 
refi^efli themfelves after the Ibrig march they had un- 
defgone. Gerighizcan not beSng wiRihg to do any 
thing rafhly, or run great hazards, chofe this place ftir 
W* v-/.fir*e^ncef darittg hii^ ftayift Tingut : ^- -^ "^'^^ ^o 
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wifely, that fome of the people of the country, gained 
by bisprefents to them, feryed as fpies for him, and 
gavehim an account of the ftrength and difpofition of 
hisenemies, informing him that Schidafcou had fern out 
thirty thoufand horfe, in feveral parties, to endeavour 
to furprize him. And in reality thefe troops, which 
were compofed of feleft men, foon appeared on the 
frontiers of the country of £zine, and at firft defeated 
fome parties of Moguls whom they met with, but fooa 
retired on the advice given them that the Grand Can 
was marching. with all his army againft Schdafcou, 
who had got together an army of five hundred thou« 
fand men, the greateft part of whom were furnilhed 
him by the Chinefe of Mangi. 

Genghizcan, tho* his forces were much inferior in 
number, yet never was (hocked ; but flattered himfelf 
that his enemies troops were unlkilful in war, and 
nndifciplined; whereas his were, on the contrary^ 
inured to fighting, and ufe to conquer, and therefore 
would certainly gain the victory* He went forward 
therefore in fearcb of Schidafcou. Zagatai and 
Carafchar Nevian had forty thoufand men under 
their command ; Hubbe and Soida had thirty thoufand; 
Ilencou commanded twenty thoufand Carizmeans^ 
who had in feveral countries been on the Mpguls fide.: 
a like number of Indians obeyed the conimands of 
Bela ; and Badreddin, who had ferved the Grand Can 
againft Mehomed, becaufe that Sultan had put his uncle 
to death, brought thirty thoi»fand men from the coUtA- 
try of the Getes, and the frontiers of Capfchat/ A 
Can named Danifchmende, a favourite of the Em- 
peror, had under his command thirty thoufand 
Carizmeans, new -raifed troops. The Can of the 
Yugures led the PrinceV auxiliary troops, who had 
after his example voluntarily fubmittedto Genghizcan. 
An^d all thefe Generals had as many Lieutenants under 
j^hem, as they bad ten thoufands of men. The old ve- 
teran bands were commanded by the . Prince O&a^f 
and made the body of referve which attended the 
Emperor's perfpn ; and in this body wa;S the flyiijg 
camp of reformed officers.. ] 

Altho' all thefe officers and troops were very rich, 
they were all plainly dreft, becaufe the Grand Can 
would have them fo. The tncmy^ on the comrarjfi 
"weredreftin cloth of gold and lilver^ai^dfiHks brought-^

from Ghana ; and the very common foldiers had ha- 
bits much fin. r than the Mogul officers. 

Schidafcou having learnt that Genghizcan was 
but two days march froix) him, fent a hundred thoufand 
horfe, detached out of all the fquadrons in his army, 
to go aud furprize his van-guard. They attacked 
them with much vigour, but found them f9 firm, that 
they could not fo much as [mtonerank intodiforder, 
ivhatever efforts they made. The night coming on, 
caufed the Sgbt to ceafe^and Scbidafcou's troops: 
retired with lofs, and returned to the main army, 
which they met within a day's journey of the place 
Kirbere they bad fought. In thcmeau time Genghizcan 
fiill marched forward ; and at laftth^ two:armiescamd 
in fight of one another. * 

Schidafcou'^ army took up a great fpace of ground ; 
but the Moguls were obliged to fight upon ibe ice on 
a lake, the waters of which were furniihed by a canal 
from^the river Caramouran, and were at this time 
fiozen> A general fight began, and the Moguls 
tfuickly had the advantage. The troops of 1 angut, 
. and others on the fame line in front, were intrrely 
Touted ; and all the enemy army's had been fo at that 'u\m 
ftaat,if the Chinefe commanded by Mayancan, whom 
Genghizcan hadcaufed to be fiezed in tb^ Chinefe 
war, and the Turks led by the Prince of J urge, 'had 
»Ot ftrongly withftood the Moguls fury : but thefe two 
Generals charged the two wings of the grand Can's 
army with fo much bravery, that it revived the courage 
of their foldieis, and they made^ terrible flaughter, 
Jeilling above thirty-thoufand men. This good fuc- 
cefs became fatal lo the viQorious troops, who believ- 
ing the Moguls vanquilhed, charged them boWly, 
without keeping their ranks ; whereas the Moguls, 
who always kept clofe and in order, fuft'ered thcm- 
felves with much difficulty to be broken. At laft the 
refolute refiftanc© Marancanand the Prince of Jurgc 
met with in the center aftoniftied them ; and the Corps 
he Referve coming up, and falling upon them all at 
once, made the Turks and Chinefe give back, and be- 
takethemfelvesto flight. Schidafcou himfclf, after hav- 
ing (hewed an extraordinary bravery, was obliged to 
fly9.and leave thj field of battle to the enemy, who cut 
in pieces all the troops thai rclilkd. And 'tis faid, that 
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there were killed in thh battle three humked dK>ii{»8d 
men, belonging to this Prince and his ailtes. 

The M^ol hiftbry makes no mention faow manjr 
Oeoghizcan loft ; but it fpeaks of all tbofe who figna« 
b'zed theflftfelves in this great afU^n, and fays^ that the 
young Princes Cublayand Hulacou made appear by 
their courage, that they ftioukl bae able one day to e^ual 
their grandfather. After this viftory Genghizcan 
march^ againft the Ttirks of J urge, but they fvhsuV 
ted ; and he was contented with their iubnaiffionaad 
their rich prefents^ btcaufe be defigoed the coh^neil 
of the foatbernChTna^and would therefore prefervehi^ 
forces for fo gfcat an enierprize. HovreTer, he i(n» 
pofed an annoat tribute on thefe Turks, and agrceA 
with their deputies as to the garrifons they fhooridad- 
jnit into «hek .towns^ of bis f«. Idlers^ mid iikcwfire 
obliged Them to forniib him fome troops to joki vztda 
bis own. Sb he went no farther, but pM.S$ dbc wimer 
ifi the w^ftern part of Tanigut ^ where he. Fcarerveil 
letters from Bagdai, wtrich ^acqAiaiiyml hiis>^ widi itke 
death of the Calrffl On thi^ news he ordered neup 
kvies »o be made : and wkilft that wats doings he Se* 
eured himfeU, not only ofthecouatries depcfideniioiti 
Tang«it^ :fs £rgiinu^ SiM|Qi^ a«id Egrivaya ; buft adfi> 
of the coontries adj>arent^ ami particulaa^y df ths okf^ 
of Ibikion, wiiich was KiiAai)!, from fie^Oin,, buuSr foor^ 
fcore daysjourryeyr 1 1 misich impoirted Mm to ha?ve 
this place, which might ^a^^ given hun great di%amfe 
when he wa* emetcd \tru> the fomhcYXk China* 
. There needed a trnktitry of fueh v«aft extent, and' ft^ 
fertile as Tangut, to, Mbnft S& nvmctous an armj if^ 
fo long a time :. accordingly the otrmy was Ynaintaaned 
there without troubky-and pad the winter in encffirrTy- 
ing and deeatnpmg in the fouthern parts orf this king- 
dom towards 'I ur^ueftan, whei^ (bc?e was abandaDce" 
of fat pafture ground* They paft the other feafons^ 
in the northern qu^rt^rs of this ce^untry in the j»o«»lt- 
tains, mar>ching always without ftopptng in .aay city<r 
both topr^veiit theiT wanting fonage^ as alfo *to *prc«- 
ferve the hopfes from the fries, and other infefts «f 
t^hat kind, of whidh these is great '^[uaAfUhy in lih^ibuti^ 
©rn countries. 

After this gotod fuccefs, it feomed that the Mog^l 
Empero^r had nothig more to defire i :his jimfyire was 
at4)eace ;. his Court appe^ed all joy^ and nothing wa5 
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t2bmigl»lctt)AillK)w toxliVcrt him. (aid himfelf, that 
1^ wifteli' foT' tiol4>)ng more thad to 60 good to his 
lW3J<tf£ls j /aild ihttt ile would Mrholly sep\>\y himfcif to 
veffKkr thiHm happy, fo ioon as h^ had futdaed the reft 
^f Chma^ of Whith the €ont|ucrft a]^peared to him not 
d«fic«lt. Rtit God hftd otherwife ordered it ; and fori* 
imtiet whith does not nfis to continue nien lotig in the 
fame ftatc, ia a Ihort lime chang^ed this Princes joy 
imof^rroi^: ^hiHt he Van divertifig himfelf ih the 
mdft <lf his family, he was informed of the death of 
Totifcltieatij. "his eWeft fon. This newf, which was 
btottght fcitn from Capfchac, affli^ed all the Cotirt. 
The ©mpctor feewed at fir ft much conftancy of itiind ; 
biil fcy Agrees, infenfitly, his cOnftraim gave way to 
]u«fa<hc«rly affection, and he fell into a deep niefancho^ 
h^, whieh from titat titne hindered liim from feiifhing 
any diverfion. 

He «cveit a^e^id (tarce^y fenfibic of the news they 
Vrowg^t bitn, of a great viftory gained by his Lieute- 
flatit lOvcrCelaleddin. This Sultan being infotmerf 
that «he Emperor wtis far off; TCttarfned from I-ndi* 
imo Mercfanc withfotne troops; from thence l^e went 
c& Schiraz, afterwardfj to Ifpahaai, in wlii<:h his* friends 
irtttodiAced him ftctv^t-'y, atid there he augmented his 
Ii4;tle »rmy, fr<)mihehce he we^t ro Bagdaty and not 
being well received, he beat the troops the ( aliff hati 
font dgainrfi hini^ and retook Tauris. 'I hen^ he march- 
ed dgainft the Georgians with thirty -thoufand men, 
wihom be* eraploped, at hts return to Azerhijana, -a- 
g«inft a rnore no-merous army of the Moguls, who^- 
paflfedovertbeOxus inthe beginning of the year 1226, 
Kegira 623, to go to meet him; which army defeat- 
ed hi«, of uhich advice was given the Grand Can, as 
is befcHre mentioned. The Moguls made themfelves 
matters of Tauris after the Sultan's defeat; whorally- 
i*n^ his forces, haraffed his enemies,, and had fomething 
the better of them. He laid fiege to Erlat, the capi- 
t;<l tity of Armeaia, where the CalifFof Bagdat ient 
an Ambaffedm* to him with prefents. From thence 
Hepaffed into Anatoflia, toobUge them to render hinv 
the fattte rcfpeft they had done hi^s father > but he 
was thcif^ beaten by Aladdin Keicohad, a Sel- 
jukide Prince of the third branch, and by other Sovc- 
r-eign Princcs-of that country who were joined toge- 
ther; wlio Aeverthelefs did not purfue him after the 
Wtk>y»becaafethey wereweUing he Ihould keep th& 
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Moguls in play; ^rho yet at jiaft furprlsed hMf and 
entirely routed and piUaged his €amp« ^He fled ta 
Mahan on the confines of Azerbijana, where he lived 
a whole winter without being known : but ^l^etgat laft 
difcovered, he retired into Curdiftan, where he was 
killed four years after Genghizcan*s deaths 4)y aaative 
of that country, in the houfe of one of liis fr iend% 
where he had taken refuge. 

Sofoon as the fpring of the year 1226 was come^ 
and that the Emperor's troops were arrived in the 
place he had appointed them to meet, to enter into 
China, and march againfl the people of Mangi; ther<? 
arrived an officer from Schidafcou, whom this Prince 
fent to the Grand Can, to intreat him to forget what 
was paft^ and to accept of his fervice. Schidafcou 
was refolved >to make this ftep, becaufe he feared lead 
the Moguls fliould carry his fort of Arbaca, to which 
he was retired after his defeat* Fearing this, and hop- 
ing to better his condition by fubmitting, he cpiYde- 
icended, notwithftanding the ambition and hatred that 
contrnually animated him againft tb^cn. His envoy 
was well received at Genghizcan's Court, who in an 
audience he gave him, told him, ^ You may afTure 

* your mailer, that I will no more Ulink ot what is 
^ paft betwixt him and me; and that. I will grant bim 

* my friendfhip.* 

Soon after the Emperor fell Gck, and his pbyfici* 
ans attributed his illnefs to the hadnefs of the air of 
-the marfhy countries Where he had a long time refid* 
ed, and to the grief, the deaih of his Ton Toufchi had 
occafioned him. His ficknefs having f ized him near 
to a foreft in the road to ( hina, the Generals of the 
army were obliged to fufpend the march of the troops, 
and to take new meafures for their fubfiilerice. All 
the Court was encamped near the foreft. The camp, 
compofed of a prodegious quantity of tents arad .mov- 
ing houfes, refemblcd a great city. The quarter where 
the Grand Can was lodged, was father off than iifual, . 
and the chamber where this Prince lay wasout of (he 
hearing of the noife and hiirry of the Court. But. all 
thefe precautions were in vain, he recovered not his 
health : on the contrary, %vliatever care the phyficians 
and aftrologers took, the dileafe daily increafed upon 
him. Atlult, the Kmperor, who never flattered him- 
felf in matters of imporiii nee, judging by the pains he , 
felt that his life was in d^.n^er, refolvtd to difpofe of 
his dominions^ and name a fucGeffor,

countenanced by any law. Yet it is certain they ex- 
crcifcd this cruelty at the funerals of the Emperors 
who have foccecdcd Genghizcaa. The gentlemen 
who accompanied the funeral pomp, perfuaded that tVcr 
men they kill are pTcdcftinatcd to die then, put to 
death thofe they meet in the way, aind even cut the 
throats, of the fincft horfes* 

The people who came to vifit the tomb^ planted 
other trees round it, which fo artfully covered it^. 
^nd in fuch a beautiful order, ais rendered it in 'time 
one of the (ineft monuimentsiin the vorldi So gneaCi 
a mourning atid lofs could not continue long .a fecret^;

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' aENOHJZCAN'S SUCCESSORS. 



AFTER the death of Genghizcan, his dominiorrs 
remained under the Government of his children 
in the mginner he had divided them in his life-time. 
Capfchac remained to Princes Baton, theeldeft fort 
of Toufclii, Zagatai had for his fhare'Tranfoxianaj^ 
caUed Uke.wife Mauvaralnahar, and by the Europeans^ 
^.agataj, or the country of theUzbecks, and Turque- 
flan. Tuli had Coraffana, Perfiajand India. All the 
reft, wi^s Oftai's fhare, that is to fay, the great hord 
called^. Qurdoubalec and Oloughyurt, where Genr 
ghizcan ufually refxded, the country of the Moguls^ 
the northern China called Catay or Cathay^ which 
hiad^^jPequin for its capital; and in fine the other coun- 
tries by the oriental fea, and the f!raits of Anian. Oc^ 
tai'tpok the title of Caan, which fignifies Emperor. 
He began ;his reign in 12558^, and died in iz^i* 
. It now cpncern^ us to know what was the fate of 
. thele foarTrinces, and the order of thefr fuccefforl 
4Qwn to Tam,e]ilain, who having vancjuiflied them all,

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THE HISTORY OF TOUCHI, GENGHIZCAN'S £LD£St90K. 

TOUSCHI, whom foroe call Dgoudgy, and other 
Giougy, was a great Prince. His race fubfifts 
at this day in the Leffer Tartar/, nOtwithftanding the 
iiivafions of the Mufcovites into great Tartary, fince 
the Tartars acknowledged Selira Keray for their law- 
ful J^overeign. Tduchi in tKe Tartar language Cgni- 
fies a welcome guclt. The Merliites having one day 
found a favourable opportunity to plunder Genghiz- 
can's camp, carried away his wife who was big with 
child, and brought her to Ounghcan her father, who 
fent her back to him* She was brought to bed of a 
Prince on the road, who was ^lamed TouXchi be- 
caufe of this adventure. This Prince grew very 
great, and much fignalized himfelf by his brave 
actions. He accompanied his father in the Ca- 
rizmean war, and took himfelf the cjty of Jund, 
iituateon the banks of the river Jaxartes. Genghiz- 
can was fo pleafed with his condufl, that he foon af- 
ter gave him the Sovereignty of the eitipire of Cap* 
fchac, the country of the Getes, and Turquefian. 
. Toufchi fettled himfelf in Capfchac^ * and died fix 
months before his father, in the fame year laaS. Fif- 
ty-eight Princes of his race in a dire£l line have reign- 
ed aft r hiqi, and (ate on the throne of Capfchac. 

His fon Uaton-Can, Tiis firft fucceflbr, conquered- 
the Alani, the Affiles, the Ruffians or Mufcovites, the 
B ulgares, and feveral othex nations. He even croiffed 
thro' Kullia, and pillaged and ravaged Poland, Mo- 
ravia, Dalmatia, and marched into Hungary to go and 
befiege Conftaniinople ; but death came a;id inter- 
rupted his great deiigns in the year 1256. 'BaCtotl did 
-feveral 'other confiderable exploits ; and it is reported 
thcit he was the uioft iiheral and generous Prince in 
the world. 

A fter the death of Batou^Can, Berelce Can liis bro- 
ther fucceeded him, and became a Mahometan. He 
ijad a bloody war v^ith tJulacou, Prince TifU's fon^ 
Afiejr-.which, defirous to execute Tome part of Batou*« 
deiigns, 'te went as far as Conftantinople, arid ravaged

throne of Oloughjrun ; but Articbouga, the youngeft 
oFthe four brothers, oppofed Coublay's advancement 
to the empire and fet up his ftandard at ^lie head. of 
a great army. Thefe two Princefs fought feveral bat^ 
ties J and in the laft, which was a very bloody one, 
Articbouga being vanquifhed, came and threw himfelf 
at his brother's feet, who only made him fome re^* 
proaches at firft, but afterwards &at htm up between 
four walls covered with thorn« of the tree A'dragant, 
where he ordered that a ftrift guard fliould be fet over 
him to his dying day, which happened a year after^ 
Thus Coublay Can remained the peaceable poffeflbr of 
the empire* He reigned twenty-five years, in which 
he went on feveral great expeditions both into China 
and other places* In 1265 he was informed of the 
death of his brother Hulacou, who was at that time, 
in Perlia ; and he immediately took care to inftjiUrf^a- 
ca Can, the fon of Hulacou,nn the throne- mPerfia, 
Coraffana, and India: he alfo gave him feveral other 
countries of great extent, ^hich had been n€^^vly con- 
q.uered by Hulacou Can. The aSions of Coutlay, 
both in China and elfewhere, are too many to be relatr 
ed in this abridgement. There are feveral entire 
books of his life and exploits. He died in 1294. 

Coublay had for his fucceffor his grandfon Timur 
Can, firnamed Olagiaytou the fon of Hakim or Dge- 
tekem, who reigned twelve years, and died in 1306.

WHEN MJan^oucan, * the, eld^ft fon of Piince 
T\\\^^ .wa^s raifed to the ^efnpire pf Oloughyurt, 
^ter the de^th of Keyouc Can^ the fon of Oftai, he 
lent Prinfce Hulacou his brother into Perfia, to reigu 
in his ftead,in qualhy of his Viceroy, refer ving only to 
himfelf the Sovereign right and mA^ of King^ Hulacou 
being come to his Government ip 1250, received the 
petitions presented him againft th^ AbaflBde Califf^ 
jML^ftafim Ballah. rOu thefc;. cjq^mplaint^ and 4:)arti- 
ci^latiy thoie ma^p by the. g^eat allFo}oger Nafireddin-

Touftchy, and fettled in bis; place theleartiied S cham - 
feddin Mehamed JN3uini,.aQthorof th^ hiftory of Geni** 
gKizcan, entitled, ueTTankitfcha, and gave him For his^ 
Lieatenanthis brother Ala^i^-^ Atalmulc. After naak.: 
ingtheie great conqueft%. and having reigned for fif«. 
teen years in Perfia,'Syria,Mefopotamia,Ch^ldea, and* 
Anatoiia, Hulacou Can died in ia6^. 

Abaca Can hls^fon fticceeded .him^ and. mounts 
ed his ih\ot\c hy. order, of. Coublay Can hij unelew.' 
He gave battle to Bereke Can King of Capfchac, his. 
coufin, the fon oFToufchi^who was at war with Hula- 
cou bis father, and who was advanced as far as^ Con^' 
ftantinople. He btat Biereke, and reigned ftxteen years 
with much honour and greatnefs, and died in izJiU

The 7th, Oladgiaytou Sultan Mehomcd Codabehde, 
the brother of Gazan. In his reign was finifljed the 
hiftory entitled, Tarikh Gazany, the author of which 
Kvas Fadlallah, which monfieur Petit de la Croix trans- 
lated into French in 1690. This Prince built the city 
of Soltanya in Perfia, where he died in the year 13 17, • 
after having done many great exploits, and reigned- 
fourteen years. 

The 8th, great SuUan.Aboufayd Bchadeur Can, the 
fon of Cbdabcnde, He rendered himfclf renowned 
for liis valour and magnificence. H^ reigned twenty 
years, and died in the year 133:5. He was buried near 
Ai« father Codabende,. under the fine dome of the mos- 
que of Soltanya, in* which all the Alcoran is writ in 
goldertjetters roii«d the walls., After the death of 
this great Prince, tiie monarchy of the Moguls in Per- 
fia decayed,, and fell to ruin. The Prince and great 
Lords of the kingdoms of their Governments* They 
indexed fettled Cans of the race of Hulacou over them,, 
giving them the titles but referving to themfelves all 
the authority. " We find the names of eight Cans of 
GerighizcanJs race, who reigned after thefe mentioned^, 
but'who had only the name of Emperors; for the 
Princes the children of Aboufayd did not continue 
to Uye at Solanya, but made war one againft the^other, 
and Were overcome by the Ilcanians, whofe founder 
was^feuzure kaffan, the fonof Ghee HufeynGhurcan, 
of tlie iface of Gengliizcanu Thefe are the names of 
Ae eight Cans. 

The ift, was Arpacan^ the fon of Aly, the fon of Bay. 
dou Ckn, the fonof Tragay, the fon of Hulacou, who 
reigfifed but one year, and died in 1355. 

The 2d, Moufa Can : he mounted the throne of 
Azerbijana, in which the city of Soltanya was fituate, 
built by Codabende. But Buzure Haflan fet up at 
the fame time for Emperor another Prince of the race 
of Hulacou, called Mehomed, who attacked Mdufi- 
can, who was joied with Alyfchah, another Can of Hu- 
lacou^s race, Alyfchah was killed^ and Moufa put to^.

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S^ht. Mehomed caufed Wis head to be cut off by the 
iftance of ^uzureHaffen, in 1336. 

The 3d, Mehomed Can, whom fome callMahomud; 
he was the fon of Magiouny, the Ton of Hulacou.Can.

The 4th, Tagur Can, who was the prefumptive heur. 
of ihe empire, fled into the country of MazendrahV. 

The 5th, Bouca Timur Can, 

The 6th, The Princefs daughter of Mehomed Can« 
Her name was Chahzade Chabibek Catuo. She mar- 
ried a Prince of the race of Hulacou, and gave him the 
title of Can, in 1338. 

The 7th, Soliman Can, the fon of Mehomed, the foA 
of Sanki, the fon of Ahmed, whom others called Chi- 
med, the fon of Hutacou Can, the bufband of . Chahr 
zade Chahibek Catun. 

The 8th, Degehan Timur Can, the Ion of Alatyanky/ 
the fon of Reiatany Can, of the race of Hulacou, 

After this time the Cans were put down^ ancjl the 
Crown of Perlia went to Meli'k Acharf, t He Ton of 
Timur Tach, the fon ofTchouban, vizier to Abous- 
a,yd Can, who was vanquilhed by Janibec the Empe- 
ror of Capfchac. Meanwhile, the fon-in-law of Emir 
Tchouban, who was caUcd fluzure Haflan, the fon of 
Chec Hufein Curcan, the fon of Argoun, who was 
no more than a Bey, rendered fo powerful by thq 
• yielding up of his wife Dilchadaga, the Emir's daugh- 
ter, from whom he wa^ divorced, to Sultan Ahousayd^ 
that this Can made him his chief favouritv'*, and gave 
him the Government of Anatolia. Haflan fp weU 
managed his affairs, that after the death of Siiltan 
Buzure Haffan, he put himfelf at the head of a jgreat 
party, and at iall got himfelf crowned King of the 
Medes, and afterwards of Chaldea, by the taking of 
the cities of Bagdat, Hillc, Vafet, and Bafra, which 
had bttn poffeffed by Melikachraf Tchoubanien^ 
who was the founder of the monarchy of the Ilcani- 
L ans. 

I Jr.nibec Can of Capfchac, left his' fon Birday Bey 

at Tauris ; but Birday Bey returned to Capfchac af-. ^ 
ter, the death of his father, which happened in 1349, 
I as hus been before related in the hiftory of the iim.- 
pcrors of Capfchac, He then left the couh/ry of. 
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A zerbijana to Sukan Avis, the fon of Buzure Cafan, 
of whom Dilchadaga was the mother. 

This Sultan killed the rebel Ahmardgic, and re^ 
took the cities of Tauris, Selmas, Soltanya, Ardevil- 
le. Coy, Diarbekir and Chirouan. After which, hav. 
ing divided his kingdoms betwixt four children, he 
died in 1375. 

Hufeyn, the fon of Avis, ^as crowned after the 
death of his father; but the faftion who fupported his 
brother Ahmed, deprived him of his life. 

Ahmed, another fon of Avis, after having received 
great fuccours from Cara Mehomed a Turcoman, 
i:he founder of the monarchy of the Black Weathers, 
or Cara Coinla. This Cara Mehotned put him and 
his children to death in 14 10. And thus ended the 
race of the Ilcanians^ Afterwards Tamerlain drove 
.out of Taucis the Princes of the Black Weathers in 

Such was the end of the defcendants of Hulacou 
Can, in the kingdom of Perfia, After which, Tamer, 
lain, who pretended to be defcended from the pofteri- 
ty of Genghizcan in the fifth degree, by the wives of 
Prince Carafchar Nevian, from whom were fprung the 
Princes of the family of Berlas, very famous in Tran- 
foxiana: Tai^rl.iin, J fay, who was the nephe^v of 
Hadgi Berlas the herr of this family, which was the 
'fourth tribe of the oriental Turks, tendered himfelf 
abfalute mafter of Pcrfia, and his fuccelfors quite abo- 
Jifhed in tiiat country the name and power of the Cans 
defcended from GenghizcarL 
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
